When the Stone or Gravel begins to move and make its Way 
into the Ureters, then the Pain begins, which is more or lefs 
fharp according to the Size and Figure of the Stone. It is fome- 
times fo violent, that befides a Coldne/s of the extreme Parts, 
there is a Naujea, Vomiting, and a /paftic Conftriction of the 
Precordia, a Difficulty of making Water, a Conftipation of the 
Belly, a Straituefs of Breath, a Stupor of the Thigh, a Retraction 
Vou. I, of 
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of the Teflicle to the-Os Pulis, Inquietude, Lofs of Strength, 2 . 
Syncope, Convulfion-Fits, or a fatal Stoppoge of Urine. | , 

When the violent Pain has continued for feveral Days and 
Nights without Intermiffion, and has brought the Patient ex- 
ceeding low, attended with an entire Suppreffion ‘of Urine, with 
Coldnefs of the extreme Parts and Convulfions of the Tendons, 
it is a Sign that Death is at hand. 

Nor is it a good Sign when the Stone has continued a long 
while in the Ureter, for then the Appetite decays, anda Nau/ea 
and Reaching to vomit, fupervene, till the Patient is confumed 
with a hedtic Heat, and.the Approach of Death is haftened. 
Sometimes the Pain is attended with an Jnflammation of the 
Stomach or Inteftines. Some, from a Stoppage of Urine, fall 
into a Dropfy of the Breaft, a Lethargy, or Convulfions. 

The whole Intention of Cure confifts in the eafy Exclufion of 
the Stone, and the preventing the breeding of others. Horr- 
MAN. 

If the Patient. is of a fanguineous Temperament, take away ten 
Ounces cf Blood on the affeCted Side, and then let him drink 
as foon as poffible, a Gallon of Poffet drink, in which two 
Ounces of Marfh Mallow Roots have been boiled. Afterwards 
let the following Clyfter be injected.

When the Poffet-drink has been vomited up, and the Clyfter 
returned back, give a pretty Jarge Dofe of an Opiate, that ic, 
about xxv Drops of the Thebaic Tinéture [or xv Grains of the 
Pil. Saponacee.| Uf the Patient is old or weak, or fubjeét to the 
Vapours, bleeding may be omitted, efpecially if his Urine 
at the Beginning of the Fit, is Coffee coloured and mixed 
with Gravel; but as to other Things, the Cure is the 
fame.

Alfo let a Bath or Semicupium be prepared, of a Decodction of 
Rad, Althee, Sem. Lini, Sem. Fenugr. and Flor. Chamemel. to 
thefe may be added, a few white Poppy Heads. 1 have often 
feen the moft cruel Fit of the Gravel fuddenly ended, when 
‘neither copious Bleeding nor Opiates have had the leaft Effeet. 
Nay, I have learned from numerous Experiments, that nothing, 
is fo efficacious to eafe the Pain and promote the Defcent 
of the Stone through the Ureter, as a tepid emollient Bath,

By moderate Diuretics, and emellient Medicines, this Difcharge 
is affifted ; while Anodynés fufpend the Pain, and procure a pa~ 
_ ¥Yalytic Refolution, or a {fpafmodic Contraction of the Ureters, 

and thereby contribute not a little to open the Paflage. 
Thefe appear to be the moft confiderable Methods for the 
Relief of this Diforder, which is but imperfectly managed with- 
out the united Affiftance .of all, and which ufed together feem 
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the utmoft that Art can furnifh, Porter, 

floffman recommends dulcify'd Spirit of Nitre prepared after 
his Manner *, as proper to relax the /pafite StriGiures, taken with 
fuitable diftil'ed Waters, and Syrup of Poppies ; or in Broth, 
with afew Spoonfuls of Oil of Sweet Almonds. :

When the Stone is too big to pafs, fays Arbuthnot, the beft

fennel, Scorzonera, Mallows, and Tea; Dandelion, Succory, 
Oats, Barley, Floney, Honey and Vinegar, Nitrous Salts, as dul- 
cify’d Spirit of Nitre: The moft foft cooling Diluter is Whey ; 
the beft Emollients are a Decoétion of Marfh Mallows and Lin-

In the Fit, I took a Dram of this every two Hours, made 
into Pills; fince which Time I have been free from all mepbritie 
Pains and Paroxyfms, which is now feventeen Years. Not long 
after the frft Ufe of thefe Pills, I made bloody Urine once or 
_ twice, which ufed to be, the Forerunner of a terrible Fit of the 
Gravel, but by having immediate Recourfe to thefe Pills, it had 
no farther Confequence. I have taken them feveral Times finceé 
by way of Prevention. 

If the Vomiting wil not let any Medicines flay upon the Sto-

The Dofe is from xx ta lx Drops, which may be taken on a Lump of 
Sugar, or ina Glafs of Mountain. A few Days before my writing this, 
it gave Kafe to a Gentlewoman afflicted with the moft. torturing Pain, 
attended with a Symptomatic Fever, in fix Minutés Time, and in half 
an Hour fhe went to fleep. In two or three Days it brought away a 
prodigious Quantity of Gravel, It is an exellent Pefora/, and cures 
Coughs and Szitches in the Side; it likewife gives a great Relief in the 
Althma ; nor is.it a contemptible.Medicine in Rheumatic and Gouty 
Diforders, efpecially if mixed with an equal Quantity of the Balamum 
Guaiacinum. | ; 3 
And, in order to excite the lefs experienced PraQitioners to make ufe 
of this kind of Medicines, I fhali give an Abftra@-of what Hoffman 
fays of the Virtues of his Ballamum Vite, which he-has kept as a Secret, 
but owns it is made of the pureft xatural Balfams, with cephalic and 
aromatic Oils, diffolved in rectify’d Spirit of Wine. It recovers, fayshe, » 
the Strength of thofe who are weakened by Age, Difeases, or Hamor- 
rhages, if a few Drops are taken twice or thrice a Day, in a Morning 
or before Meals. It has a fingular Efficacy in Difeafes ofthe Head, and 
Debilities of the Nerves, particularly in Lo/; of Memory, the Palf, Gutta 
Serena, Hardnefs of Hearing, and Dulue/s of the Senfes.. In thefe Difor- 
ders it may likewife be applied gutwardly and frequently to the Fore: 
head and Temples, with a Piece of Linen Rag doubled. By which means 
i have more than once cured an incipient Gatta Serena, andreftored 
the Memory almoft intirely loft. Itis not lefs effectual in the Vertizo, 
obftinate Head-Achs, the Hemicrania, when uled inwardly and outward: 
ly ; efpecially if the Caufe lies in the PrimeVie, and proper Regard 
be had thereto.

When epidemical and puatstd Difeafes are frequent, proceeding from a.

_Externally, either alone, or mixed with a digeftive Ointment, it heals 
putrid Ulcers of the Gums, and other Parts. In Weakneffes of the Joints, 
proceeding from the Gout or Rheumatifm, if the weak Parts are fre- 
_ quently anointed therewith, it will reftere them to their priitine 
~ Vigour. 

a the troublefime Sponpombs of pregrant Women, [have frequently ex- 
perienced its falutary Effects. If the Woman is low and weak, it pro- 
motes Chi/d-birth, by reftoring the Decay of Strength, unlefs any 
thing elfe contraindicates, 

But the Ufe of this Balfam is not fo proper for thofe that are young 
and full of Blood; that are fubjet to Hemorrhages; or when there 15 
too great a Heat, attended with Thirlt, andthe Urine is high-coloured, 
or when the Patients are plechoric, or prone to Anger; or, being ad- 
dicted to fpirituous Liquors, have their Faces red and turgid, valefs 
they firft ufe Vencfeftion. The Autumn and Winter are likewife 
more proper for the Ufe of this Medicine, than the Spring and Sum-. 
mer. Horr. | 

It feems tome, that the moft iencial Difference ddtieeh Hoffman's 
Balfam and that above mentioned, confitts in the aromatic Oils, which 
he added to the zatural Balfams, as appears from the Effects of each. 
‘Therefore if to.the above Formula thereibe added two Drams of the 
effential Oil of Nitmegr, and of the Oil of Cloves, of Lavender, and 
Rofemary, ana, a Dram, or a larger Proportion, it will -be no way in- 
ferior to that. of Hoffman’ sin general, but much fuperior i in Diforders of 
the Breaft. 
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Fialfa Dram of this may be taken, Morning or Evening, two or 


fhree times a Weck ; and if the Body is coltive, it muft be kept 
open with Clyfters only. Horr. ites 
When a fmall Svone paffes through the Ureters into the Bladder, 
itis generally expelled ; but if it happens to ftay in the Bladder, 
it increafes by the Appofition of frefh Matter, or in an orbicular 
Manner, while the original Stone remains like a real Kernel. 
Thefe additional Coats are either red, white, afh-coloured, or 
bluith. 
“The Stone in the Bladder may caufe anInflammation, with its 
Symptoms ; as alfo Preflures, Attritions, Ulcers, purulent Unine, 
Stranguries, ObftruGions of the Urethra, an Inability to difcharge 
the Urine, unlefs in a fupine Pofture; a hectic Fever, and a 
Confumption. Sometime the Stone gets into the Urethra and 
plugs up the Pafface. 
- A Stone in the Kidneys may be known from a dull, obtufe Pain 


‘therein; from bloody Urine after walking in a rough Way, or 


after violent Motion of the Body, efpecially by being fhook in 
a Coach or other wheel’d Carriage, from having voided Stones 
formerly, and from the Urine’s being mix’d with Caruncles, Pus, 
and Filaments: ee de 

A Stone of the Bladder isknown from a Pain at the Time of, 
as well as before and after making Water, from the Urine com - 
ing away by Drops [or ftopping fuddenly when in a full Stream, 
by a violent Pain inthe Neck of the Bladder upon Motion, efpe- 
cially on Horfeback, or in a Coach over the Stones] from a white, _ 
thick, copious, ftinking, mucous Sediment ; from an Itching in 
the Head of the Penis ; from a Tene/mus while the Urine is dif- 


charged ; by fearching, with introducing the Finger into the 


Anus, or with a Catheter ; as.alfo from the EffeGs produced by 
the Stone before mentioned. Bor. ) 

As to the Cure of the Stone in the Bladder. The Medicines of 
Mrs. Stephens have been lately much in vogue, as a Diffolvent ; 
and Dr. Harticy, by leaving out the fuperfluous Part of them, 
has reduced them to the following Form. |

The Powder may be taken in three or four Spoonfuls of any 
Liquor that is not atid: If the Decoction is made in a Copper 
| B 4 Veiiel, 
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Veffel, it ought to be very well tinn’d, otherwife the alkaline 
Salts will corrode the Copper, and caufe great Diforders in the 
Stomach and Bowels. If the largeft Quantity is taken, it will 
be beft to divide it into four Dofes. 

The Egg-fhells muft be. calcined in a Crucible eight or ten 
Hours to bring it to a Lime, and then be expofed to a dry Air 
for fix Weeks or two Months, that is, till they flacken or fall 
off into an impalpable Powder, which muft be fifted and put 
into Bottles well cork’d. d 

The taking of thefe Medicines muft be continued for fome 
time after the Complaint ceafes, left any Part of the Stone fhould 
remain, which would be then rugged and unequal, and occafion 
exquifite Pain afterwards. | 

It is common, after a few Days ufe of thefe Medicines, to 
have a great Increafe of Pain in making Water, at which Time, 
Opiates, Emollients, warm Baths, Fomentations, a foft Diet, and 
Reft,, are proper. 

Dr. Hales, after feveral Trials of the different Ingredients of 
Stephens’s Medicines, found that the diffolving Power of them lay 
in the Lime. And Dr. furin, having taken Soap Lees, the Ingre- 
dients,of which are Pot-Afhes and Lime, beginning with a few 
Drops, increafing the Quantity, till he took an Ounce, or an 
Ounce and a halfevery Day in a proper Vehicle, was cured. of 
bloody Urine, Pain, &c. and pafled feveral Stones; after which 
he had no Uneafinefs. Hartley thinks the capital Scap Lees are 
beft taken in Milk, half an Ounce of which requires half a Pint 
of Milk. He thinks an Ounce and ahalf, or two Ounces, may 
be taken thus every Day with perfect Safety. 

But Hales rightly conjectured that Lime-Water alone was 
likely to have-a good Effect in diffolving the Stone ; which put 
Dr. Whyit upon making Experiments therewith, which have 
happily fucceeded, whence he propofes the following Method of 
Cure. 

Let the Patient fwallow in any Form an Ounce of Alicant 
Soap every Day, and drink three Pints or more of Oz/fer or Cockle- 


fell Lime-Water *, If the Soap be taken in Pills, it may be di- 
vided 


* To make Lime-Water with Oifter or Cockle Shells, the Proportion 
is feven or eight Pints of Water, to a Pound of calcined Shells; the Shells 
will calcine inany Fire provided it be hot enough : and the Cockle and 
Oifter Shells with much lefs trouble than Egg-fhells. If they are brittle 
and white they are fufficiently burnt; but if grey, they muft be put 
into the Fire again. If you pour co/d Water on the Shell Lime, little 
Heat or Ebulition enfues ; yet the Water got off it feems to have as 


greata Power of diflolving the Stone, as when made with boiling Wa- 
| ter, 
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vided into three Dofes, the largeft mutt be taken early in the 
Morning fafting; the fecond at eleven before Noon, and the 
third at five in the Afternoon, drinking after each Dofe a large 
Draught of Lime-WVater, the Remainder of which may be drank 
at Meals, inftead of the ufual Liquors. 

The difagreeable Tafte of the Lime- Water may be mitigated 
by adding a very fmail Quantity of mew Ad/k to it 5 and is quite 
deftroy’d by wafhing the Mouth immediately with a litle Vinegar 
and Water, and carefully fpitting it out again. A Dram and a 
half, or two Drams of funiper-Gerries, infufed in every Quart 
Bottle, will mend its Tafte much. But if the Patient diflikes 
Pills, lethim diffolve an Ounce of Soap in a Pint and a half of 
warm Lime- Water made of Shells, which have been long expofed 
to the Weather, and take this at three different Times, drink- 
ing the reft of the Lime- Water by itfelf. 

‘Tfthe Shell Lime- Water cannot be had, Jet him take the oon 
Quantity.of Stone Lime-Water, with at leaft an Ounce and a 
half of Soap, becaufe it increafes its diflolving Power. 

If there is an invincible Averfion to Soap, there is reafon to 
think from Experiments that have been made, that Oifter-Shell 
 Lime-Water alone taken in larger Quantities, will have greater 
Effedts in diffolving the Stone, than Stone Lime-Water even 
when affifted by Soap. 

At firft the Patient fhould begin with fmaller Quantities of 
Lime-Water than that mentioned above, which he may increale 
by degrees, and ought to perfevere in the Ufe of it, efpecially if 
he finds any Abatement of his Complaints, or Symptoms of the 
Stones diflolving, for feveral Months, or if the Stone be large, 
Years ; during which he fhould abftain from acid or formed 
Liquors. 

For his Drink, he may ufe Milk and Water, or a Potion 
made with Roots of Marfh Mallows, Parfley and Liquorice. But 
if he has been accuftomed to more generous Liquors, he may 
drink {mall Punch made without Acids. Spirits muft not be 
drank at all, nor the weak Punch but very {paringly. It will 
be alfo proper to forbear the Ufe of Salt Meats, Huney and acid 
Fruits, or at moft to ufe them fparingly. Articheaks, Afparagus, 
‘Spinnaze, Lettuces, Succory, Parfley, Purflane, Turnips, Carrots, 
Potatoes, Radifhes, Green-Peas, may be fafely ufed ; but Ovzons, 
Leeks, and Cellery fhould be preferred to most other V ege- 


tables.

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"The Patient ought to drink no more’ of any Liquor ‘than’ is

If the Lime- Water occafions Coftivenefs, it will be neceflary 
now and then to take a Purgative; the moft proper are lees, 
| Manna, Rhubarb, Sena or ‘falap. & Buds | 

Such as have a Stone in the Bladder, fhould, while 
they are taking the Medicines, have four Ounces or up- 
wards of Tepid-Shell Lime-Water injeCted into the Blad- 
der evéry Day, and retain it as long as they can without 
Pain, and fhould evacuate their Urine immediately before In- 
jection. ‘ | : 

Were it not for the Trouble of introducing the Catheter, an 
Injection might be made: at leaft twice a Day, and if a flexible 
Catheter * were always kept in the Bladder, it might be done 
at Pleafure, and the Diflolution of the largeft Stone quickly 
procured. ; 

That the Injettion of the Bladder may be more fafe, and at- 
tended with lefs Uneafinefs, a Dram of Starch may be boiled in 
fix or feven Ounces of Lime-Water, and juft be brought to boil 
over the Fire. The fourth Part: of the Yolk of an Egg, being 
mixt with fix Ounces of Lime-Water, does not weaken its Vir- 
tues any more than the Starch, and may be occafionally ufed in 
its Stead. , os 

Such as have no Stone in the Bladder, but are frequently 
troubled with Fits of the Gravel in the Kidneys, may probably 
prevent them, by drinking every Morning a Pint of Shell-Lime- 
Water, two or three Hours before Breakfaft ; and though it 
may be too fmall a Quantity to diflolve the Stone, yet it may 
prevent any new Concretions. 
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OftheeRHEUMATISM. 


HE Rheumati/m is a Difeafe that happens at all Times of 
the Year, but. moft commonly in Auguff, Syp. In the 
Autumn. Boer. Inthe Spring and Oétober, when there is a re- 
markable Change of the Air, from hot to cold, or from cold to

hot, 
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hot, and the Wind fuddenly fhifts to the oppofite Point of the 
Compafs. Horr. It chiefly attacks Perfons in the Flower of 
their Age, after violent Exercife, or a great Heat of the Bod 
from any other Caufe, and then being too fuddenly cooled, Syn. 
But {pares neither Man nor.Woman,.old nor young. Horr. 
Efpecially if the Perfon is full of Blood depraved with any kind 
of Acrimony. The Difeafe is nearly a-kin to the Gout and 
Scurvy. _BoER. 

Tt begins with Chilne/s and Shivering, followed by lnguiewiee 
and Thirft, Syp.. Which is preceded with Jpontancous Laffi- 
tude, a Heavine/s.of the Joints, and Galduels of the extreme Parts, 
When the Fever appears there 1s an inward Heat, chiefly about 
the Pracordia, attended with Anxiety. The Pulfe is quick and 
ftrait, the Appetite is loft, and the Body coftive. Horr.. Ina 
Day or two, fometimes fooner, the Patient feels a racking Pain, 
fometimes in one “Faint, fometimes in another, but more’ fre- 
quently in the Wriffs, Shoulders, and Knees frequently fhifting 
from Place to Place, and leaving a Reduefs and Swelling in the 
Part vifited lat. Syp. The.Pain is exafperated upon the leaft 
Motion 5 it fometimes attacks the Loins. and Coxendixy fome-= 
times the. Brain, Lungs and Vifeera, BoER. 

“When it feizes the Loins it is called the Lumbago, and: there 
is a moft violent Pain in the Small of the Back, which fome-. 
times extends to the Os Sacrum,.and is like a Fit of 3 the Gravel, 
only the Patient does not vomit. . If this Difeafe is untkilfully 
treated, it may continue feveral Months. or Years, but. not al- 
ways with the fame Violence, but by Fits. Syp, df it continues 
and increafes, it may caufe a {tit Joint, which will {carce yield 
- to any Remedy. 

‘Its Proximate Caufe feems to be the heaeues of the 
Lymphatic. Arteries, of the Membranes near the Ligaments 
of the Joints, but not fo violent as to bring on a Suppura- 
tion. Boer. The Blood is like that of f Pericis afflicted with 
the Pleurify. 

Take away ten Ounces of Blood on the Side afteCted, This muft 
be repeated three or four Times or oftner, once every other, or 
every third Day; according as the Strength of the Patient will 
bear. 

The Diet muft be very thin, and an Emulfion of the four cold 
Seeds may be prefcribed, and alfo a Pultice of white Bread and 
Milk tinged witha little Saffron may be laid on the Parts affected, 
On the Days when Bl owing is omitted, the following Ch/er 
may be injected,

If the Rheumatifm begins with a febrile Effervefcence, tempe- 
rate Diaphoretics, with nitrous Things, in a moderate Dofe, 
and often repeated, are beneficial; fuch as Crabs Eyes, burnt 
Harijbern, Amber, Cinnabar, purify’d Nitre, with Diapnoic 
and gently Anodyne Waters, as alfo Citron “Fuice, or its Syrup. 
The common Drink fhould be Whey acidulated with Citron Fuice 
or Cream of Tartar; or Decoftions of the Shavings of Hartfhern, 
Roots of Scorzonera, Succory, Liquorice or Fennel Seeds. 

To purge it may be proper to chew or eat Rhubarb, from two 
Scruples toa Dram, with Raifias or Currants, for I have found 
by Experience that it has twice the Virtue taken in Subftance, 
than if it be given in a Decoétion or Infufion. But it fhould be 
taken at leaft twice or thrice a Week. In weak, ferous and 
phlegmatic Conftitutions, Bleeding fhould be ufed with the ut- 
moft Caution. Horr. | 

‘Lhave fometimes given zvj. or 3j. of Venice Turpentine dif- 

folved in a Yolk of an Egg, and made into a Draught, not only 
in the Pal/ey, but alfo in the Gout and Rheumatif/m, with very 
good Succefs, but in this laft Diftemper Bleeding ought to pre- 
cede and be repeated, if there be occafion. Harris. 
» In an incipient Rheumati/m of the Shoulders nothing is better 
than a Blifter laid between the Scapule. But if it happens to the 
Plethoric, as I have obferved in Women after the Ceffation of the 
Mentftrual Flux towards their fiftieth Year, Cupping with Scari- 
fication in the lower Parts repeated every Month, has done fignal 
Service. Horr. : 

In the intermediate Days of Purgation, and after the Courfe 


of it 1s over, the following may be continued four or five 
Weeks,

_ Young Perfons who are temperate Livers, and not addicted to 
ftrong Liquors, may be cured by a fimple refrigerating Diet, and 
moderately nourifbing, as certainly as by repeated Bleeding ; for

Let the Patient live four Days upon Whey alone, and after that 
white Bread may be allowed for Dinner, and on the laft Days of | 
his Ilnefs, he may be allowed it for Supper. When the Symp- 
toms ceaje, he may be allow’d boiled Chickens or other Things 
of eafy Digeftion, but every third-Day he muft live upon Whey 
only, till his Strength returns. Syn. sete 

BoERHAAVE’S Method of Cure is to the fame Effect, only he 
adviles, warm Baths, and firong Blifters to be laid upon the Part 
affected, nay, even Cauteries them{elves ; but FHloffman affirms 
great Caution fhould be ufed with regard to Topics: For if the 
Patient’s Conftitution is fanguineous, they fhould all be omitted, 
and the Part only carefully cover’d with the Bed-clothes; but if 
there is thick, cold, ftagnating Humours in the Part, and a Senfe 
of Cold with a Stri@ture of the Pores, then /riéfzons may be ufed, 
with rough, warm Cloths, and afterwards Cupping with Scarifi- 
cation. If the Part becomes ftiff and inflexible, with a Numb- 
nefs, which is called a Parefis, then,

the Mineral muft be called in, efpecially Adercury, wherewith 
he advifes to raife a flight Salivation, if the Patient’s Strength will 
bear it, and likewife.to lay a Mercurial Plaifter, to the Part af- 
fected, - : 


RIPLEY 
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RipLey ufed Mercurius Dulcis in Rheumatic Cafes, as a 
Purge, with good Succefs, giving a Scruple in Conferve of Vio- 
lets over Night, and three Pints of Ep/om Waters, evaporated 
- away to one half, in the Morning. | : 

Dr. James has wrote a Freatife te prove the Efficacy of 
Mercurial Preparations, as well in the Rhbeumati/m as in the 
Gout, which is fupported with very good Authorities. 

And HuxHam fays, that the obftinate Rheumatic Pains, 
which remained after the epidemical Fever of 1737, would yield 
to Mercurial Cathartics; but he preferr’d to every thing elfe what 
he calls the E/fence of Antimony *, which is nothing elfe but 
emetic Wine made with Glafs of Antimony, with the Addition of 
a little /picy Stomachie. This given to xx or xxx Drops, ope- 
rates by gentle Sweats, and purges in a larger Dofe very mildly. 
He recommends it as a moft excellent Medicine in an ob/finate 
Rheumatifm. ; 

HorrMaAn likewife recommends Mercurials and Antimonials 
in particular Cafes, that is, when a violent and obftinate Pain af- 
flicts the lower Parts of the Body, about the Offa J/chij, and 
the Os Coccigis, and the Patient is of a robuft Conftitution, then 
the more powerful Chemical Medicines may be made ufe of, 
fuch as Mercurins Dulcis, the Solar Precipitate rightly prepared,

* This judicious Practitioner fays, he formerly employed all his Skill 
to find out an ufeful Preparation of Antimony, and not only examined al- 
moft every Chemical Procefs, but try’d their Efficacy in various Difeafes, 
and owns that many of them had wonderful Virtues ; bat at the fame 
Time he moft folemnly affirms, that he has found out, Nothing betters 
Nothing fafer, Nothing more efficacious, than the common fimple Infu- 
fion of Glafs of Antimony in a generous White-Wine, with a little Spice, 
to render it more grateful to the Stomach. You may depend upon it, 
fays he, for I have often experienced it, that it poffefies every Virtue that 
can juftly be afcribed to any Preparation of Axtimony. And though its 
Effects are fo wonderful, it is only imbuted with the sof? minute Par- 
ticles, | had almoft faid Effuvia of the Stibium; which as they are a- 
mongtft the Minima of Nature, enter the fineft Veffels with eafe.

Nothing can be a more certain or fafe Sudorific, for it heats 
but very little; sence it may be given fuccefsfully in Vevers, chiefy the 
flow and intermittent: 4s aljfo in many chronical Difeafes ; but moft ef 
pecially in an OBSTINATE RHEUMATISM,

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the Adedicinal Rezulus of ‘Antimony, to which a Deco&ion of 
the Sudorific Woods may be added. From fuch Medicines as 
thefe great Relief may be expecied. | 

CHEYNE fays the hot and inflammatory Rheumatifms have all 
the Symptoms of the Gout, and like it change from Place to 
Place, and by over violent Evacuations, may be tranflated upon 
the noble Organs ; and by the Way it may not be amifs to. ob- 
ferve, that exceffive Bleedings and other violent Evacuations, con- 
ftantly bring on a Hleétie or a Dropfy on the Patient in this 
Cafe; Difeafes of a much more dangerous Nature in themfelves, 
and far more difficult to be cured, ‘than the original one. And _ 
therefore in this Difeafe, only premifing fo much Bleeding as will 
prevent a Fever and Mortification, and {omewhat abate the Pain 
(which gentle Dofes of Calomel, and Gum Guaiacum will do 
more effectually, though not more fpeedily than Bleeding itfelf) 
‘the reft is to be done by large Dofes of the Bark, and 4 thiops 
Mineral mixed, and a Relapfe prevented by gentle Dofes of 
Gum Guaiacum, with Antimony diaphoretic, and Cinnabar of An- 
timony. : 

HoFFMAN affirms that Crude Antimony reduced to an impal- 
pable Powder, and given daily, beginning with ten Grains*, 
and encreafing the Dofe every Day till you come to halfa Dram, 
with a Decoction of the more temperate Woods, will cure veterate 
Rheumatic Pains, and Contraéions of the Joints. | 

PRINGLE obferyes, in his Account of Camp Difea/es, that the 
Rheumatifms were generally mild, though they fometimes ap- 
peared with all the Violence taken Notice of by Sydenham. For 
which Reafon the firft Sort were generally cured’in two or three

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Days by twice or thrice Bleeding, and promoting a Diaphorefis by 
the cooler Medicines, particularly by Vinegar-Whey. But if it 
was attended with inflammatory Swelling of the Joints, Sweat- 
ing was improper, and the Cure was only to be obtained by re- 
peated and almoft daily Bleedings. But then it is to be carefully 
remarked, that thofe were affli€ted with it who were beft able to 
bear thefe Evacuations; and in this Difeafe he thinks frequent 
Bleedings weaken the Body lefs than in any other. 

If the Pain and Swelling of the Joints remain after this Treat- 
ment, three or'four Leeches muft be applied to the Part where 
the Inflammation and Tumour are the greateft, and the Blood is 
to ooze till it ftops of itfelf.

Huxham has obferved, that many have been afflicted a long 
while with a torturing Rheumati/m, which would yield to nothing 
but a great Lofs of Blood, which was not a little vifcid. Yet 
Bleeding has been repeated in many other Cafes, three or four 
‘Times, to no manner of Purpofe;.nor would the Pains abate 
without Deob/truents, Diaphoretics, Purges, and Anodynes. Some- 
-times they have yielded to the Cold-Bath alone. He likewife 
takes Notice that when the Rheumatif/m proceeds from an acrid 
ferous Colluvies, copious Bleeding is hurtful.

The Patient’s Drink fhould be Whey imbuted with 
Muftard-Seed, Saflafras-Tea, and at length Spaw, Pyrmont, or 
Scarborough Water. Fomentations are firft to be applied to the | 
pained Part, and then Blifters. 

Dr, Clerk of Edinburgh declares the ARTHRITIS VAGA, or 
Flying Gout, erroneoutly called the ScorBUTic RHEUMATISM, 
may be ofien diftinguifhed by the Urine of the Patient ; for cer- 
tain Filaments float in it not fo tranfparent as the Urine ttfelf, but 
when taken out they appear as pellucid as Cryftal. They will 
rope toagreat Length, and when cried turn to a white Calx. 
This he takes to be the morbific Matter of the Gout, Gravel, 
Goutith Sciatica, and all true Arthritic Pains, diftinct from the 
Rheumatifn. Soap is the beft Diffolvent of it yet known, 
half an Ounce of which to an Ounce may be taken in a Day 
for a Month together, if neceflary, in the Qciatie and other 
Arthritic Pains. ;

Foints and Ligaments of the Bones of the Feet, the princi- 


pal Times of its Invafion are the Spring and the Autumn. BoER. 


{n treating of this Difeafe, I fhall give an Account of ‘the 


regular Gout, and afterwards of the irregular; by the latter I 


mean a Gout, which by the prepofterous Ufe of improper Me- 
dicines has been turned out of its natural Courfe, or by Reafon of 


‘the Patient’s Weaknefs, cannot attain to. its proper and genuine 
Symptoms. | : 


The regular Gout makes its Onfet in the following Manner: 


“It ufually feizes the Patient in the latter end of Fanuary or the 


beginning of February all of a fudden, and without any previous 


‘Notice, unlefs the Patient has been troubled with Crudities of 
“the Stomach, and Indigeftion for fome Weeks before ; the Body 


likewife may have feem’d to have been puffed up with Wind, 
‘with a Kind of Heavinefs, which daily increafes, till at length the 


Fit comes thundering on; few Days before which, there is a 


‘Torper, and as it were a Defcent of Wind down the Mufcles of 
the Thigh, with a kind of fpafmodic Affection of them. Like- 


_ wife, the Day before the Fit the Appetite is more voracious, but 
not natural. : : 


Tho’ the Patient /eems to go to Bed in good Health, yet about 


two in the Morning he is awaked by a Pain which moft com- 
_ monly affects the great Toe, fometimes the Heel, the Ancle, or 
_ the Calfof the Leg, which Pain refembles that of diflocated . 
Bones ; there is likewife a Senfation as if Water almoft cold was 
_ poured on the Membranes of the Part affeed. Soon after‘a 
' Shivering and Shaking fupervene, with a feveri/h Diforder. ‘The 
_ Pain which at firft is tolerable, becomes more violent in pro- 
. portion as the Shaking decreafes, and grows more intenfe every 
Hour till Night, and then it is at the Height; fettling itfelf 
about the little Bones of the Zarjus and Metetarfus, whofe Li- 
“gaments it affes. Now there.feems to be a violent Extenfion 
_ of the Ligaments, or there is a Senfation of their being lacerated, 


or gnawed by a.Dog. Sometimes they feem to be prefs’d or 

_ {queezed together. At this Time the Part affeGted becomes fo 

exceeding fenfible, that they cannot bear the Weight of the Sheet, 

nor the fhaking of the Room by a Perfon’s walking about, unlefs 
che treads very foftly. | 

The Patient is now in great Torture, and is continually fhifting 

“his Foot from Place to Place in hopes of Kafe. His Body likewife 
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is in as conftant Agitation as the Part affeSted. This always hap- 
‘pens at the Acceffion of the Fit. But the Pain continues with- 
out Remiffion ’till two or three in the Morning, that is twenty 
four Hours from the firft Onfet, at which Time he begins to be 
at Eafe, which he is willing to attribute to the laft Pofture in 
which he placed the affeéted Member. Now he falls into a 
gentle breathing Sweat, and gets a little Sleep, and when he 
awakes, perceives the Part to be fwelled, and the Pain much a- 
bated ; for before, the Veins of the Member, being turgid, were. 
only more confpicuous than ufual. | | | 
_ The next Day, or perhaps two or three Days afterwards, if 
the gouty Matter is copious, the Part affected is a little in 
Pain, which grows more violent towards the Evening, and 
abates at the Crowing of the Cock. 

In a few Days the other Foot begins to be affected in the fame 

Manner ; and if the Pain has ceafed in the firft, the Weaknefs 
which is left behind foon vanifhes. The fame Tragedy is now 
acted over again. Sometimes when the Gouty Matter is in 
great Plenty, it attacks both Feet at once, but it generally feizes _ 
one after the other. 
_ After both the Feet have been tormented, the Fits which fol- 
low are out of Rule, both as to the Time of Invafion and the 
Duration, only the Pain grows more intenfe at Night, and re 
mits in the Morning. 

From a Series of thefe fmall Fits arifes what is called a Fit of 
the Gout, which is longer or fhorter, according to the Patient’s 
Age. For it is not to. be fuppofed that. when a Patient has 
been laid up with the Gout i or three Months, that it is a 
fingle Fit, but rather a Sefies or Chain of fmall Fits, which 
continually grow fhorter and milder, till the peccant Matter is 
at length cenfumed, and the former Health reftored. This 
happens to the more vigorous, and whom the Gout feldom vifits, 

in fourteen Days ; to Perfons advanced in Years, who. have 
often felt its Kage, in two A@onths ; but thofe who are debilitated 
with Age, or the long Stay of the Difeafe, it does not leave till 
Summer, being pretty far advanced, drives it away.f 

+ Ifhall here obferve, once for all, how neceflary it is to confult the 
original Authorsin Works of this Kind ; for Anuen in his firff Edition 
of his Sywop/s made a literal Millake, writing tas adultior, snftead of 
Siifias adultior, and fo makes ge inttead of the Summer, drive away a 
Fit of the Gout, which is not only contrary to Sy pe~uam’s Opinion, 
but to all Experience. ‘This Error is not only continued in all the Latin 
Editions, but even in his own Engli/h Tranflation Worrman has 
likewife committed the fame Blonder, by tranferibing Synge) am’s 
Sentiments out of ALLEN, inflead of takine them from the Author him- 
felf; which, L think, is an unpardonable Fault in fo great a Phyfician. 
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For the fir? fourteen Days the Urine is higher coloured, and 

depofites a Sediment like Gravel, and not above one third of 
what the Patient drinks pafles off by Urine; the Body on the 
firft Day is coftive, the Appetite decay’d, there is a Shivering 
towards the Evening; as alfo a Heavinefs and troublefome Sen- 
fation in the Parts not affected. When the Fit goes off there is 
an intolerable Itching in the affeéted Foot, chiefly between the 
Toes, from which, and from the Feet fall branny Scales, as if 
the Patient had fwallowed Poifun. 
_ The Difeafe thus terminated, the Patient’s good Habit of Body 
and Appetiie return in Proportion to the Severity of the Pain in 
the laft Fit; and in the fame Proportion the next Fit will be ei- 
ther accelerated or retarded; for if the laft Fit was ucry fcvere, 
the next will not come on in lefs ‘Time than a Solar Revolu- 
tion. 

Hitherto you have an Account of the regular Gout, and its 
genuine Phenomena; but when it is difturb’d by incongruous 
Medicines, and the Patient is worn out by the long Continuance 
of the Difeafe, it becomes irregular, and the Subftance of the 
Body is as it were changed into a Fomes of the Difeafe, and Na- 
ture becomes unequal to the Tafk of conquering the Malady 
thus changed, in the accuftomed Manner. | 

The Feet were at firft the Seat of the Difeafe, but now it at- 
tacks the Hands, Wrifts, Elbows, Knees, and other Parts of the 
Body. Sometimes it fo diftorts the Fingers, as to make them re- 


femble a Bunch of Parfnips, and at length /fomy Concretions 


appear about the Ligaments of the Joints, which breaking 
through the Skin, refemble Chalk, or Crab’s-Eyes. Sometimes 
tne gouty Matter invades the E/bows, and creates a whitifh Swel- 
ling of the Size of an Egg, which fuon afflumes a red Colour, 
and becomes inflamed. Sometimes it affects the Thigh in fuch 
a Manner as if a great Weight was hanged thereon, and yet 
without any remarkable Pain. From thence it defcends to the 
Knee, which it handles more roughly, hindering all Motion, for the 
Patient continues in the fame Place and Pofture as if he were 
nailed to the Bed. 

Now the Gout afflicts the Patient all the Year, except two or 
three Months in Summers; and the part.cular Fit which did not 
laft above a Day or two, continues ten or fuurteen Days, and the 
firft or fecond Day after the Onfet, he is diftubed with Sick- 
ne/s as well as Pain, and a total Lofs of Appetite. 

His Limbs alfo begin to be contracted and unapt fcr Motion, 
and though he can ftand, and perhaps creep about a little, yet 
fo flowly; that you can fcarce perceive he gets forward at all. 
If he ftrives beyond his Strength, hoping by Exercife to dice 
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his Legs, and to become lefs fufceptible of Pain, the Fomes of 
the Difeafe will attack the Vz/cera in a more dangerous Manner. 
‘The Urine is like that of a Perfon troubled with a Diabetes, and 
there is a troublefome Itching in the Back and other Parts, efpe- 
cially at Bed-'Time. | | 

Nature being at length opprefs’d with the Difeafe and old 
Age, the Fits begin to grow more mild, and inftead of the u/ual 
Pain, there is a Kind of Sicknefs, with a Pain in the Belly, a 
Jpontaneous Wearine/s, and fometimes a Difpofition to fall into a 
Diarrhea; which Symptoms vanifh as often as the Pain returns 
to the Joints. And thus the Patient being alternately affliGed 
with Pain and Sicknefs, the Paroxy{m becomes very long and 
very tedious. SYDEN. | : 

This Difeafe feldom invades any Patient ’till he is upwards of 
thirty, and Men are more fubject to it than Women ;:as alfo 
Perfons of acute Parts, who follow their Studies too clofely, 
efpecially in the Night with an intenfe Application of Mind. 
Likewife thofe who live high, and indulge their Appetites, drink- 
ing plenty of rich generous Wines, or who ufe Acids too freely 
or white eager Wines; or who have been addicted too early to 
Venereal Pleafures, or whofe Bodies are large, grofs and full. 
Thofe alfo are liable to it, whofe fweaty Feet are too fuddenly 
chilled ; or who fuffer their Feet to fweat in wet Shoes and 
Stockings. Hence Hunting and Riding in the Cold are per- 
nicious. It may likewife be received by Contagion, and is he- 
reditary, defcending from Father to Son. Borr. » : 

The curative Indications require firf?, that the Prime Vie be 
Set free from a load of indigefted Crudities, and the. Vifcera be 
reftored to their priftine Vigour. That by thefe Means the 
Aliments may be duly concoéted and affimilated into healthy 
Fluids, and fuch as will pafs freely through the fmalleft Veilels, 
while whatever is unfit for Nourifhmeut may pafs off by Perfpi- 
ration, indue Time and Quantity. Secondly, That the Fluid 
ftagnating in, and ftuffing up the {malleft Veffels, may be expel- 
ded the Body, and a free Paflage through the contraCted Vefiels be 
reftored. | 

_ The fir/tIntention may be anfwered by Vomits and gentle Cathar- 
i1¢5, repeated as Occafion requires ; by Bitters, Aromatics, antifcor- 
butte Medicines; by alkaline fixed falts, taken in {mall Quantities 
fora long Time; by Aliments and Drinks that are nourif/bing, 
light, caly of Digeftion, quickly affimilated and taken in due Quan- 
tity. By powerful Exercife often repeated and long continued, 
and efpecially by Riding in a dry, pure, ferene Air; by 
friction, by Motion of the affe&ted Parts, by going to Sleep 
at early Hours. C 3 
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The second Intention may be an{wered partly by the preceding 
Article, as wel) as by procuring gentle Sweats. by bathing in na- 
tural and artificial Baths ; by fweating in a Bagnio; or by the 
Ufe of Volatile Salts, and copious drinking of attenuating Li- 
quors actually uot, in the Morning while in Bed, in order to 
procure a Sweat ; a8 alfo by Mercurial Purges, taking a large 
Quantity of Diluents after them ; by Frictions of the whole 
Body, efpecially the Parts affected, with hot, dry Linen Cloths, 
till a Rednefs appears ; by cold Baths, and the like. Thefe 
‘Things being ufed with Prudence, and according to’ the various 
‘Temperaments of the Patient, will yield no fmall Relief, even 
in the wodous Gout itfelf WaInrrincHAmM. 

As the proximate Caufe lics in the vitiated State of the fmalleft 
nervous Veffels of the Body, and of the Fluid that paffes through 
them, it is no wonder that Bleeding will not reach the Matter, 
State, or Cause of the Difeafe ; yet it may fometimes do good 
by Accident, by caufing a fmall Revulfion, and by abating the 
urgent Symptoms. : 3 

Nor will Emetics ot Cathartics yield fo much Relief as is com- 


monly thought, becaufe they often raife a Difturbance in the 


nervous Fluid, diminith the other Fluids, and weaken the ex- 
pulfive Faculty. But much greater Benefit may be expected 
from Sudorifics rishtly adminiftred. 

Nothing is more fatal than to hinder the Gouty Matter, now 
g@fown mature, and remaining unexpelled, as well- as uncor- 
rect-d by proper Medicines, from falling on the ufual Parts, 
which indeed caufe eteat Pain, but no Danger. If it invades 
the Brain, it will) occalion Apoplexies, Palfies, a Delirium, Weak- 
nefjes, Dozing, Tremors, or univer fal Convulfions + If it attacks 
the Lungs, it produces an A/fhma, a Cough ot a Suffocation. Hf 
the Interco/ als and Pleura, a convulfive Pleurify > lf the abdomi- 
nal Vifcera, Naufeas, Anxieties, Voniting, Belching, Gripings, 
or Spajms of the Vifcera, -It is almoft incredible how: many 
Difeafes it creates, which are fuddenly mortal; or at leaft not to 
be cured but by reviving the Fit of the Gout, which had been 
difturbed, and rendering it as fevere as poffible. 

Thefe laft menticned Evils happen from injudicious Applica- 
tions of Narcotics, Refrigerants, Aftringents, or Incraffants ; or 


from Medicines which caufe a Revalfon from the difcafed Part, 


or from cebilitating, evacuating, or fuffocating Remedies. Hence 


Bleeding, Purging upwards or downwards, Plaffers, Pultices, 
of che Nature abovementioned, and all Opzates produce thefe 
‘Effects ; as alfo a fpontancous Vcaknefs brought on by extreme 


old Age: or from the extreme Parts being fo obftructed, corrupt- 
ed, 
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ed, withered, or perifhed, that the morbific_ Matter cannot pats 
through them any longer. | a 

To abate the exceffive Pain in the Part affected, if there be an 

abfolute Neceflity, Opzate; may be given internally, and the 
Patient may drink plentifully of hot Whey, or any other Liquor 
of the like Nature. External Emollients and Anodynes may be 
ufed Jaid.on pretty dot, or the Part affeCted may be beat with 
Nettles ; or it may be anointed with terebinthinated Bulfam of 
Sulphur, or Tow may be burnt thereon*. Boer. 

Tho’ there is nothing of any Moment to be done in the Fit. 
yet it will be proper to abftain from Flefh for fome Days, and 
to live upon Water-Gruel, or fuch like Diet, but no longer 
than the Stomach is averfe to Flefh, for fear of bringing on a 
Difturbance of the Animal Spirits; but then great Care fhould 
be taken in the Diet, both as to Quantity and Quality. 

As foon as the Pain is almoft gone, and the Swelling and the 
Weaknefs’ only remain, nothing can be better than warm 
Stemachic and fpicey Purges, dofed and repeated according to the 
Strength of the Patient. This being premifed, if the Patient’s 
Strength is impaired, and Flefh wafted, I fhould advife A/fes 
AMéilk with Pearl, half a Pint, or a Pint ina Morning early, and 
at five or fix o’ Clock in the Afternoon, and to keep up the Appe- 
tite which the Milk commonly palls, and to prevent its cooling 
Effe€ts on the Stomach, a light Bitter made of Gentian, Cinna- 
mon, and Orange-Peel only, the laft double to the other two, 
infufed in Sherry or White Wine, and taken two Hours before 
Meals, may be ufed moft conveniently. This Courfe may be 
continued two or three Weeks: after this a.Courfe of Bath, or 
German. Spaw-Weaters with Steel, Riding,.a light white Food: 
Diet, and generous Wines, drank temperately, will be moft: 
proper. | 

I knew a noble Lord of great Worth and much Gout, who by 
taking a Dram of Rhubarb every Morning for fix Weeks, lived 
in Health for four Years after, without any Symptom of it. I 
recommend. the taking of it in Subftance, once, twice, or. oft-. 
ner in a Week, in fuch a Quantity as to procure two or three 
Motions, 

1. For thofe who cannot take it in Subftance, I prefcribe thus,

The Medicines which anfwer this Purpofe, are fuch as. are 
moderately warm and bitter, or which gently ftrike the Tongue, 
fuch as Rad. Angel. Enule ; Fol. Abfinth. Cent. min. Chamemel, 
Chamep, &c. to which may be added, the Antifcorbutics, as Rad. 
Raph. ruftic. Fol. Cochl. hort. Nafturt, aqguat. &c. However. 
thefe laft are to be more fparingly ufed, becaufe they heat too 
much, and exafperate the Fomes of the Difeafe ; whereas the 
former by their gentle Heat and Bitternefs ftrengthen the Sto- 
mach.

Diligence to be taken, chiefly in the Intervals between the

In the Dict there is a Medium to be obferved ; the Patient: 
fhou'd neither eat more than the Stomach will digeft, nor be fo 
abftemious as to defraud the Parts of fuch a Proportion of Alt- 
ment as is neceflary to maintain the Strength and Vigour. As 
to the Duality of the Food, the Patient’s Palate ts to be confulted, 
but he fhould dine upon one Difh of Meat only, for feveral 
Kinds of Flefh eaten at the fame Meal, difturb the digeftive 
Faculty more than the fame Quantity of any one Sort. As for 
other Things, the Patient may feed upon what he likes beft, 
provided it is not fharp, nor falted, nor feafoned with Spices. 
He fhould eat no Supper, bue inftead thereof; fhould drink a 
Draught of good Small-Beer, whereby the Breeding of the 
Gravel may be prevented ; if the Patient is troubled with the 
Gravel or Stone, and makes bloody Water, he may purge with

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Lhe moft fuitable Drink is fach as is not fo ftrong as Wine, nor 

fo weak as Water, for the latter by its Coldnefs will deprave the 

Stomach.

whole Body, he muft abftain from all fermented Liquors, tho’ 
ever fo mild and fmall, and ufe the following Deco@ion only.

Regard muft likewife be had to the Symptoms, which in the Fit, 
endanger the Patient’s Life.

In this Cafe nothing is better than a Glafs of Canary, 
drank now and then, together with Exercife. But if the Symp- 
tom will not admit any Truce, give twenty Drops of the The- 
baic Tinéture in fpirituous alexitereal Water, provided the Head is 
not attack’d, and let the Patient compofe himfelf to Reft. By 
the following Method the Author relieved himfelf from inftant 
Death, when from fome Error in the Nou-zaturals, he fell into... 
great Sicknefs of the Stomach, Vomiting and Pain in the Belly, 
when at the fame Time the Joints were free from Pain by the 
Retroceffion of the Gouty Matter, and were more than ufually apt 
for Motion; that is, he took a.Gallon of Poffet-Drink, or imail 
Beer, and threw it up again by Vomit ; and afterwards a Glafs 
of Canary with xviij Drops of the Thebaic Tincture. a 
If the Symptoms will not yield to this, let the Patient take a 
Sweat for two or three Days in the Morning and Evening, and 
promote it for two or three Hours together. Sweating is alfo good 
in a Diarrhoea, when Laudanum fails. But if there is a Tranfla- 
tion of the Gouty Matter to the Lobes of the Lungs, and the Pain 
has left the Joints, this Symptom is to be treated as a Pertpneu- 
mony, that is, with repeated B eeding, refrigerating Dict and 
Medicines, as alfo with Incraffants. “Che Patient is likewile to 
be‘pu g d between the Bleedings with lenient Potions , Sweating 
in this Vafe is hurtful. |

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If the Nephritic Pains fhould come upon the Gout, which often 
happens, let the Patient omit all other Medicines, and drink a 
Jarge Quantity of Poflet-Drink, in which the Leaves and Roots 
of Mallows and Marfh-MJallows have been boiled. Then let a 
Clyffer be given, and afterwards a large Dole of Laudanum.

When the Gout has feized on the Head, itis to be treated as any 
other violent Head-Ach, or as an Infiammation of the Brain and 
its Membranes ; Bleeding in the Arm or jugular ; Cupping on 
the Back ; Bi/fering between the Shoulders, but efpecially on 
the Ancles, to give the Gouty Humour a Vent downwards. In 
young and ftrong’Conftitutions mercurial and antimonial Vomits 
will do Wonders. Likewife gentle Stomach Purges, are to be 
poured down continually, that is, two or three Spoonfuls every 
third Hour, till the Effect is obtained. J recommend principally 
for this End, Tiad?ura Sacra, with compound Spirit of Lavender, 
and a few Drops of Tinéture of Suake Root. 

| Mercurial Vom:ts are not only proper for the Gout tn the Sto~ 
mach, but they are abfolutely neceffary as well as Mercurial Purges, 
when the Gout becomes fixt to, and permanent ina Place, as 
alfo when it is difperfed all over the Habit like a Rheumatifm. 
Thefe active Medicines muft firft render the Humours fluid, 
which Gum Guatac. with diaphoretic Antimony perfifted in, will 
afterwards carry off. CHEYNE. 3 
~ Pircarsn afferts that the Gout may be cured in the fame 
Manner as the Les Venerea, by a Salivation and a Decoétion 
of the Woods; and CHEYNe allows that a full free Salivation 
will cure the Gout for feveral Years, but then it fhatters the 
Conftitution fo much, that the future Fits become worfe for it. 
But however, this is no Objection againft a common Mercurial 
Courfe, which Dr: James, after repeated Trials, has found 
very efficacious in the Cure of the Gout, of which the feveral 
Cafes publithed in his Treatife of the Gout, are a fufficient 
Teftimony. , 

CuHEeyneE likewife obferves, that half a Dram-of powder’d Sul- 
phur, or Flower of Brimftone, taken regularly in a Spoonful of 
Milk, has prevented the it for many Years. It moves the Body 
gently once or twice in a Day. I prefer the taking it in the fol- 


lowing Manner, drinking a Draught of Milk after it ;

MusGrave, to bring the Gout back from the noble Parts to 
the Joints, had a great Opinion. of the Alcohol Martis, which is 
nothing but Filings of Steel reduced to an impalpable Powder, by 
turning it into the Ruft with Urine, then levigating it, and mix- 
ing it with a large Quantity of Water, that is, about a Gallon 
to two Pounds and an half of Filings. After it has flood a Quar- 
ter of an Hour, the upper Part of the Waier is to be poured off, 
and evaporated toa Diynefs. The Powder at the Bottom is to 
be put into a Paper in the Form of a Sugar-Loaf, and wath’d, by 
gradually pouring in hot Water till it is freed from the Urinous 
Salts. With regard to the remaining grofs Powder, the fame Pro- 
cefs is to be repeated over again.

De Sault, fuppofing the Gout depends on the /Vant of Per/pi- 
ration, propofes warm Baths, Exercife, avoiding Cold as much 
as poffible, clean Linen and other Clothes, moderate Eating, 
Abftinence frony Suppers, FriCtions, ‘Tranquillity of Mind, and 
a Milk Diet, as Prefervatives againft it. He recommends 
Garlick in Summer, and Steel and Peruvian Bark in Winter. 
When the Stomach is attack’d he lets Blood at the Ancles, and 
applies Epi/pa/tics of different kinds tothe Feet, and then endea- 
vours to procure a general Sweat. When the Pain is very vio- 
Tent, he blunts ‘it by applying a Cloth dip’d in Liguid Laudanum, 
and exhorts the Patient to ufe Exercife after this. 

« After all we muft not forget the Gout Powder, of the Duke of 
Portland, which | fhall relate in his own Words. 

Take the Roots of Round Birthwort and Gentian ; the Leaves 
and Tops of Ground Pine, Germander, and Centaury, of each 
equal Weights... They are all to be dried, powdered and fifted ; 
then: mix them well together. You are to take a Dram of this 


Powder every Morning fafting in a Cup of Wine and Water, 


Broth, Tea, or any other Vehicle, fafting an Hour and Half af- 
ter it. _ Continue this for three Months without Interruption. 
‘Then diminifh the Dofe one fourth three Months longer; then 
half a Dram for feven Months more. After the firft Year it 
will be fufficient to take half a Dram every other Day. As this 
operates infenfibly, it will be perhaps two Years before you re- 
ceive any. great Benefit; fo you mult not be difcouraged, if at 
firft you do not perceive any great Amendment: It works flow 
but fure. It does not confine the Patient to any Particular Diet, 
fo one lives foberly, and abftains from thofe Meats and Liquors, 
that have always been accounted pernicicus in the Gout, as 
Champain, Drams, high Sauces, &c. 

In a Rheumati/m that is only Accidental, a few Dram Dofes 
may do ; but in habitual, -or one that has been of long Duration, 
then you muft take it as for the Geut. x

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Of the Setatica or Hip. Gout. 


HE Sciatica is a violent and obftinate Pain in the £27p, 

chiefly in the Joint where the Head of the Thigh-bone is 
received into the Acetabulum of the Coxendix. The Pain will fome- 
times extend itfelf to the lower Part of the Loins, to the Thigh, 
Leg, and even to the Extremity of the Foot, yet outwardly, there 
is no Swelling, no Inflammation, nor Change of Colour in the 
Skin. 

Sometimes there is fuch a Spafm of the Mutcles on the Side af 
fected, that the Patient cannot ftand upright, without the utmott 
Pain. 

When the Se‘atica has continued very long, ther is fuch a 
ColleGtion of pituitous Humour in the Cavity of the Joint, that by 
relaxing the Ligaments, it often caufes a Luxation. Sometimes 
it caufes an Aridura, or wafting away of the adjacent Parts. 
When the Pain leaves the Hip and moves downwards, it is a 
fign that the Spa/ms are refolved. A violent Motion of the Body 
generally exafperates the Pain. : 

After a gentle Cathartic, or Ciy/ter, Bleeding will be proper, 
-efpecially in the Ancle; alfo Leeches apply’d to the hemorrhoidal 
Veins have been found beneficial. Strong Purges are hurtful, 
but Mercurius Dulcis given with Scammony, or fome other Purga- 
tive, will be of Service. Some give mercurial Emetics, thus,

Outwardly, the Linimentum Saponaceum has been beconliyeated 
by Riverius, “funker, and others; the Part muft be anointed 
with it near the Fire. 

~Riverius fays, he has known an obftinate Sczatica cured in one 
Day, by applying fix Cupping- Giaffes, on and about the Part 
affected, and then anointing it with Ozl of Bricks hot, and wer 
wards covering it with a Linen Cloth made very hot. 

Zacutus Lufi tanus affirms, that the Sciatica has been Live 
in ten Hours, by applying eight or ten Leeches to the Part af- 
feted. 

‘Some apply the Saponaceous Plafter of Barbette, inftead of 
which, the Empla/trum é Sapone may be properly fubftituted. 

Baglivi obferves, that if nothing elfe will do, in Pains of the 
external Parts, Recourfe muft be had to Cau/fics, particularly 
the Leaves of Ranunculus, or a Mixture of Quick-lime and foft 
Soap, which are beneficial in the Aip-Gout. 

Etmuller \ikewife afirms, that the Leaves of Ranunculus being 
bruifed and applied to the Region of the Loins for fix Hours or 
more, will raife Bizfers, which being cut as ufual, difcharge a 
fearp Serum, and quite remove the Pains of the Beer 

Allen alo declares, that he knew a Quack in Northamptonfhire, 
who cured the Sciatica with Ranunculus Flammeus mivor [Spear- 
wort] by ftamping the Leaves, and applying them a little below 
the Knee, which bliftered the Part, and cured the Diftemper. 
This he has often tried himfelf with the like good Succefs. 

Cheyne obferves, that when the Gout is kas over the whole 
Habit, or is fixed and fettled on a particular Joint, mercurial Vo- 
mits and Purges are neceflary to difledgeit ; but the Sczatica will 
not yield to this, and but rarely to any other Methods in Ufe ; 
but by the following Method, a perfec? Cure may be always ts 
tained, if the Diftemper is a genuine Sciatica, tho’ of many Years 
ftanding. 

It confifts in taking ove twa or three Drams, to half an Ounce, 

accord- 
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according to the. Strength of the Patient’s Stomach, of the 4 the- 
veal Oil of Turpentine, which is that which comes off between 
the Spirit and the Oil, in drawing of the common Oil of Tur- 
- pentine; this is tobe taken a triple the Quantity of Virgin Ha- 
ney, in-a Morning fafting, for four, five, fix, or eight Days at 
fartheft, intermitting a Day now and then, as the Patient’s Oc- 
cafions require, or his Stomach fuffers by it. Large Draughts of 
wSack-Whey mut be drank after it, to fettle it on the Stomach, or 
carry it into the Blood ; likewife every Night .muft be taken a 
proper Dofe of Adatthews Pills [or ols of the Pil, Saponacee | 
that is, if the Oil has been taken in the Morning, 3 
To remove the grofler Kemains and ftrengthen the weakened 
Part, the Patient muft take a Dram or two Drams of Flower of 
Brimftone, for fome Time, twice a Day, in a Tea-cup full of 
Mik. Ifthrough great Intemperance, or a violent Cold, the Pa- 
tient relapfes, lethim repeat the former Adedicines for a Day or 
two, which commonly fets it a packing. Then, to ftrengthen 
the Prime Vie and enliven the Spirits, let him drink the Bath or 
Spaw Waters with Steel, and Bitters with Volatiles. Sometimes: 
I advife Pumping on the Part affe@ed. : 
~ It has been common to prefcribe a few Drops of the O7/ of Tur- 
pentine in cold Rheumatifms and fixed Pains of the Joints ; but 
this feldom proves effectual in the Sciatica; whereas the-Zthercal 
Oil, having all the Penetration of the Spirit, with the Softnefs 
and Detergency of the frzeff Baljam, penetrates, into the fineft 
‘Veflels, opens their Obftructions, diffolves the glutinous Jellies 
an the Joints, cleanfes the Infides of the ‘Tubes, and makes all 
‘pafs off by Perfpiration. . : : 
[As there is an Inftance of this Oil’s producing a Strangury, 
and other bad Symptoms, by taking it in too large a Dofe,. it will 
be fafeft to begin with a {mall one at firft. However, it muft be 
obferved, that it was not taken in Ffoney, as direé&ted, but in Ale. | 
See Arthritis Vaga, under the Article of the Rheumatifm,

| f\ Virelent Gonorrhea or Clap, 
with an infeéted Woman. 

This Diftemper begins and makes its Progrefs in the follow- 
ing Manner. The Patient, fooner or later, according as the 
Woman with whom he has had Converfation was more or 
Jefs infeed, and according to his Conftitution, by which he may 
‘be more or lefs difpofed to receive the InfeStion; is firft feized 
. with 


proceeds from impure Coition 
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with an unufual Pain in the Genitals, and a Kind of a Senfation’ 
like a Rotation of his Tefticles. Afterwards, if the Prepuce 
conftantly cover his Glans, there appears an Eruption or Puftule, 
which by its Size, Colour, and Figure, refembles a Spot of the 
‘Meafles; prefently after appears a weeping Matter like Semen, 
which daily changes Colour and becomes more purulent and 
more yellow, till at lepgth, if the Diforder be highly virulent, 
it aflumes a creenifh Hue, or appears like a thin fanious Matter 
mixt with Blood. | 

_ The Puffule at length becomes an Ulcer, [commonly called a 
Chancre] at fir not unlike the Téru/b in Children’s Mouths, 
which daily eating deeper and wider, at laft is encompaffed with 
hard and callous Lips. 

Thofe whofe Glans is uncovered, feldom have fuch a Puftule, 
either becaufe it is hardened by being continually expo/ed to the 
Air, or by the frequent rubbing of the Shirt, and fo is lefs liable 
to imbibe the Infeétion. © 

The Running brings ona Heat or Smarting in making Water, 
which is moft violent when it is over, for then it feems to burn 
the whole Duc of the Urethra. . 

Another Symptom is the Corde, or Contraction of the Fre- 
num, by which the Penis is bent downwards. There is likewife, 
when the Penis is erected, great Pain, as if compreffed tran(- 
verfely with a ftrong Hand. This chiefly happens in the Night, 
when the Patient is warm in his Bed. 

Sometimes the Urethra being eaten and excoriated with long 
running of the acrimonious Pus, Nature breeds a foft, [pungy Piefh 
to fupply the Defe€@t, which daily increafing forms Caruizeles or 
Carnofities, fo far as to plug up the Urinary Paffage and itop the 
Urine. However, the little adjoining Ulcers continue to pour 
forth a Kind of an Ichor ; and this State is not only troublefome 
to the Phy/ician, but almoft as bad as Death to the Patient. 

It alfo often happens, through fome violent Motion, ot the ill- 
timed Ule of A/ringents, that the Sanres which fhould be cariied 
off by the Gonorrhea, is tranflated to the Scrotum, and caufes one 
or both of the Teficles to {well and inflame, with intolerable 
Anguifh and Pain ; the Running at the fame time decreafing, while 
the Scalding of the Urine is as great as ever. SYD. 

[To thefe Symptoms may be added the Phim»/is, which hap- 
pens when the Prepuce cannot be drawn back to uncover the 
Glans ; but this is the Cafe of many in a healthful State. Alfo 
the Periphimofis.or Paraphimofis, when the Prepuce being fwell’d, 
cannot be brought forward ta cover the Head of the Penis. 
There are fometimes alfo watry Bladders ot Vesicles called Cry- 


frallines, and at length Buboes or Swellings of the Glands in the 
3 Groin. 
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Groin. When thefe laft appear, the Lues Venerea is generally 
fuppofed to begin. ] , . 

Women are not fubje& to fuch a Variety of Symptoms as Men 3 
their chief Complaints being ¢ Difficulty of Urine and a Running; 
however, they are liable to Chancres and Venereal Warts as well 
within as on the outward Parts of the Labia Pudendi, as alfo to 
Bubses in the Groin. As for the Coartation of the Sphinéter 
Vagina, purfing up as it were, the external Orifice; this is not 
a Phimofis, though by fome improperly fo called. Turner. - 

The Caufe of avirulent Gonorrhea is a Taint by impure Coi- 
tion, conveyed from a Woman infeéted with a malignant Gonor~ 
rhea, or the Lues Venerea, firft to the Genitals of a Man, and 
afterwards through the Pores to the Lymph, or feminal Liquor 5 
the due Cra/is and natural Mixtureitintirely deftroys, by indue+ 
ing partly a cau/tie and corroding, and partly a putrid State there- 
of. Hence arifes the Pains, the Heats, the Tumors, the Inflam- 
mations andthe Exulcerations of the Genitals : For at firft the 
Glans is only affe€ted, whilft in Coition, the Poifon infinuates 
itfelf into the open Pores. Then it foon proceeds to the Glands 
of the Urethra, then tothe Proffate, which are porous, and af- 
terwards to the Veficule Seminales, : 

If the iafected Lymph is conveyed to the Inguinal Glands through 
the Lymphatic Veffels, which Cowper difcovered to run from the 
_ Prepuce to the Groin; then a venereal Bubo is formed, which is a 
hard Tumour without Pain: But if the Seat of the Gonorrhea 
is deeper, and an Inflammation arifes at the Beginning of the 
Urethra, where the Veficule Seminales difcharge the /eminal Fluid, 
then thefe Veflels are fo comprefied by the Tumor, that the Se= 
men Cannot be conveyed to them from the Tefficles, whence it 
happens that the Tefticles fwell. 

[ Boerhaave is of Opinion that the Time of imbibing the Infections — 
is when the Penis begins to fubfide from its turgid State in the 
venereal Paroxyfm. it then enters the Cells of the Corpus Spon- 
gicfum of the Glans, which is wrapt up in two Membranes and 
continued all the Way up to the Neck of the Bladder: Hence, the 
fighteft Contagion is eafily propagated through all this Traét. For 
the fpungeous Subftance of the Urethra is a Continuation of the 
Glans Penis ; and when once the Poifon has made its Way into 
the Membrana cellu'ofz, it immediately produces a fmall Ulcer, 
attended with a whiti/h yellow Difcharge, almoft void of Tena- 
city, and when it dries on the Linen ftiffens it, and leaves a 

greenifo yellow Stain, This filthy Pus feeds upon the fine fatty 

~ Texture of the Part. 3 | 

As to the Prognafics, we mutt obferve, that the greater the In- 
fection is, the more violent and obftinate the Diforder will prove 5 

Vows IT. D tho’ 
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tho’ it feldom brings on a Pox unlefs the Difcharge is imprudent ly 
Siopped by the prepofterous Ufe of Sudorifics and Afiringents ; for 
immediately on the Suppreffion of the Difcharge, Budves, Tumours 
of the Scrotum and Tefticles, Caruncles of the Urethra, and other 
terrible Symptoms appear, together with a confirmed Pox. - The 
more regular the Difcharge is made, the more mild all the Symp- 
toms are. 

But when the Running is {mall in Quantity, the Urine is highly 
fetid, and the A/atter yellow or green, it is a bad Sign. 
~ It isa certain Sign the Diforder is mitigated, when the painful 
Conffridtion of the Penis in Ere€tion, and the Heat of Urine are 
removed; as alfo when the impaired Strength begins to return, 
and the Countenance, which before was pale, aflumesa florid ora 
natural Colour. , : 

It is a Sign the Gonorrhcea is cured, if upon comprefiing the 
Penis, a Drop or two of thin limpid Liquor, like the white of an 
Fee, are difcharged. Horr. 

The Regimen during the Time of the Cure, require the Pa- 
tient to abftain from all oily Food, and he muft alfo avoid every 
Thing which by its acrimonious Quality ftimulates to Venery ; 
fuch as Spices, bulbous Roots, Flefb, Eggs, Fuh and fermented 
Liquors; for the Infation of the Penis retards the Cure. This is 
of the utmoft Confequence, and therefore all veneral Incitements, 
fuch as wanton Pictures, amorous Dalliance with Women, ob- 
fcene Books, and whatever elfe inflames the Fancy, fhould be 
fhunn’d like Death. 

Water and Whey are the beft Drink, and Seeds and Summer- 
Fruits the beft Aliment. 

All poffible Care muft be taken that Cold never reaches the 
Penis, and that it be kept always moift, left the Pores contract- 
ing repel the Flux of Matter. An emollient and fomewhat. an- 
tifeptic Cataplafm will be beneficial. Bokr. 

In the Cure, Sydenbam’s Method of purging the Patient till the 
Symptoms were abated, is now juftly laid: afide. Turner’s att 
Method which he made ufe of bim/elf, is as follows: |

The mercurial Water is common River-Water, in two Quarts 
of which, four Ounces of Quickfilver havé been boiled to a 
Quart.

And now, as I fee Occafion, I continue the Pills for a Week or 
ten Days more, but at Night only. And in the Morning I give 
the Quantity of a Nutmeg of the fol lowing Electary ;

But when the Quantity grows lefs, and the Colour whiter, 
and feels more tenacious, I lay afide the Pr//, and keep him to 
the EleGary fome Days longer Night and Morning. If it 
purges too much, I leave out the Fa/ap, and fubftitute Rhubarb ; 
when it proves tedious, I give the Terebinth. Coc?. by way of 
farther agglutinating and drying the Géeet. 

When the Cordee and Dy/ury are very ftubborn, or the Run- 
ning more virulent than ordinary, I order the Genitals to be 
{meared every Night quite up to the Groin with the weaker blue 
Ointment, and give the Pill without the Argent. viv. early in the 
Morning i in a larger Dofe, ora Draught Kg the Infufum Senne, 

This Method eon fucceed in three Weeks, or a Month’s 
‘Time ; but if the Patient is ungovernable, it may be above as 
long again. TURNER. 

In the Place of Mercurials given internally, 4fruc dire&ts the. 
Ufe of crude Quickfilver as in the common Unéiion, to be rubb’d 
upon the Parts, as about the Body of the Penis, efpecially under 
the Urethra zo the Perinzum, and fo up to the Pubes and Tefticles 3 
by which the AZ fercury infinuating itfelf thro’ the Pores into the 
riiheh se Yeffels, is inftantly conveyed to the Glandules, and fub- 
dues the Poifon lodged therein ; taking away ail the Symptoms, 
without any Diffurbance to the Prime Vie, the Stomach, and 
Guts, 

D 2 : Turner 
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Turner approves of this Method in all local Affections, fuch as 
Chancres, a Phimofis and Parapbimofis froma venereal Taint: As 
alfo when there is a Cadlofity in the urinary Paffage, or an Indu- 
ration of the Te/ficles, particularly their Epididymes, left after the 
Hernia humoralis, andthe like. Nor does he difapprove of it in 
common Claps during the Courfe of the Purgation, w:th the above 
Electary of Mel. Virgin. Falap, &c. that fo there may be no Dan- 
ger of the Infection getting into the Blood. 

If there is no Difcharge of virulent Matter from the Penis, it 
is called Gonorrhea ficca, or a dry Clap, the Symptoms of which 
are a Dy/ury or Difficulty of making Water, and after, from the 
Increafe of the Inflammation and Tumefaction, an L/chury or tor 
tal Suppreffion of Urine. | . 

In the Cure of the dry Clap, Ajfruc advifes plentiful B-eeding 
in the Beginning, to take off the Ten/ion, and to abate the /nflam- 
mation, as alfo emallient Dacodticns of Mallows, Linfeed, &c. in 
Milk, to foment the Parts; but perhaps it might be better to 
make a Pultice of thefe Ingredients, after Boerhaave’s Method, to 
Jay to the Parts affected; or, which is beft of all; to ufe them 
one after the other. | 

He likewife advifes lenient Clyfters, cooling Emulfions and Pii- 
fans with Sal Prunella and Anodynes between whiles. During 
the Continuance of the Iuflammation, no Mercurials muft be 
ufed; and if the Symptoms encreafe, threatning an 4b/cefs out- 
wardly in the Perinzum, it is to be forwarded as much as pof- 


fible by /uppurative Pultices, and the Matter difcharged. 
Of the Cure of the SYMPTOMS. 


Of the Hernta Humoratis, or Swelling of the Velticles. 


Aftruc, in the Cure, recommends frequent Bleeding and an 
antiphologiftic Regimen, and fomenting the Parts with a Decoc- 
tion of Mallow Roots and Linfeed; or Milk pretty warm; or an 
Anodyne Cataplafm of Lilly Roots, with Leaves of Henbane, Mal- 
lows and Branc-Uyfine, boiled to a Mucilage, and mixed with 
the Flower of Lin/eed and Oil of Lillies. After the Inflammation 
and Fever are abated, he advifes a gentle Purge, after mild Refol- 
vents externally, Antivencrals internally. 

The Hardnels of the Epididymes is to be difeuffed by fuccinated 
Balfam of Sulphur, mercurial Plaftersand Ointments. He obferves, 
that Plafters which only relax, fuch as the Muci/age Plafter, will 
do Wonders here. During the Ufe of thefe Applications, a fui- 
penfory Bandage fhould not be neglected. 

* When Pus is formed in the Tefticle, it mutt be difeharged 
with 
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with a Lancet. If it fhould leave a f/ffulous Ulcer, he advifes‘a 
mercurial Ointment. This lat, Turner approves of. 
~The Englifh Surgeons immediately apply a Cataplafm ex Farina 
Fabarum &S Oxymel. fimp. adding a little Ol. Rofar. or Ung. Sam- 
uc. to keep it from growing hard and dry; and laying all re/frin- 
gent and balfamic Medicines afide, they purge the Patient brifkly 
with Calomel and Pil. ex Colocynth. fimp. But if the Pain and 
Fluxion ftill encreafe, they vomit the Patient with AZerc. emet. 
fiav. [its Dofe is from ij. to vi. Grains] and repeat it at fuch 
Diftances, that the Chaps may not be fore, till the Tumour fub- 
fides. “Then they purge off the Relicks; and afterwards give 
- Balfamics to dry up the Gleet.

Ajiruc aflerts that Venereal Buboes are of two Kinds; the 
firft is effential, happening immediately after Coition with an in- 
fected Perfon; the fecond fymptomatical, which follows the Sup- 
preflion of the Gonorrhoea, or the drying up of the Ulceration. | 
He likewife mentions a third, which does not appear fo early as 
the other two, and is therefore a pathognomonic Sign- of a Lues 
Venerea or Pox. 

He propofes to cure it by mercurial.Purges to carry off the Hu- 
mour, in the mean Time rubbing a mercurial Ointment into the 
Part to diffolve the Induration; which he thinks is more gentle 
and eafy, than to promote the Suppuration by ripening Pultices, 
and then opening the Tumour by a Cauttic, giving Mercurials 
‘inwardly at the fame Time. | 

De Salt cures all the Symptoms by rubbing into the Parts a 
trong mercurial Ointment, fuch as the Unguent, cerul, fort, uling 
two or three Drams of it ata Time, caufing the Patient to anoint 
himfelf from the /xus all along the Urethra to the G/ans and Pre» 
puce. The following Day he gives a ftrong Dole of Falap, that 
is, from two Scruplestoa Dram. His Diet-drink is to be Spring 
Water in which. Mercury revived from Cinnabar has been boiled. 
If the Patient cannot bear much Purging, he may have a Truce 
for a Day or two, but the Ointment is to be continued every 
Night. The firft Frigtion gives confiderable Relief, the fecond 
yet more, the third commonly makes the Pain ceafe, and the 
fourth and fifth generally filences the Complaints. Five or fix 
Weeks generally perfects the Cure. 

In Ruboes he encreafes the Quantity of the Ointment to half 
an Ounce, which the Patient is to rub into the Groin, Scrotum, 
and Parts in either Sex ; purging every Day, and drinking. the 
mercurial Water ; by which Means the Buboes melt away, the 
Phimofis, Paraphimofis, and Chancres difappear, and the former 
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Health returns. If there is AZatter already formed in the Bubo, 
then he allows, it muft be opened. Hez/ter’s Method is much 
the fame. 

Turner advifes to apply immediately the frronge/? Suppuratives, 
fuch as, Emplaft. Com. cum Gum. or a Cataplafm ex Ficubus 
ping. Rad. Alii cum Ceepis coétis, or, ex Rad. Althea, Bryon, 
Lil. alb. Fimo Columbin. or the like. Cupping Glatles are fome- 
times applied to bring forward the fluggifh Humour. When the 
Matter has been difcharged by a Cau/fic, the Efchar loofened, 
and the Ulcer digefted, the Patient muft again be purged at con- 
venient Intervals. But if the Ulcer fpreads, proves corrofive, 
with callous or jagged Lips, neither yielding to Precipitate out- 
wardly, nor to mercurial Purges taken inwardly, Recourfe muft 
be had to a Vomit with Mdercur. emet. flav. two or three Times 
at proper Diftances. If, notwithftanding this Method, there are 
Scabs, or other ferpigineus Ulcers about the Body ; alfo Pu- 
ftules, dry and crufty about the hairy Scalp, a Salivation is the 
only Kefource, 


ITI, Of Caruncles and Carnofities i the Urethra. 


The Obftacles which hinder the free Paflage of the Urine, ac- 
cording to A/fruc, are thefe which follow. 1. Ulcers in the Ure- 
thra. 2. Cicatrices left behind after the healing thefe Ulcers, 
3. Caruncles. 4. A Schirrus on the Verumontanum, or Caput 
Gallinaginis. 5. Indurations of the Proffate and Veficule femi- 
nales. 6. Carnofities rifing in, and ftraitening the Canal, 

He propofes to cure the Ulcers by the fame Regimen as the 
firft Period of a Gonorrhcea, viz. by repeated Bleedings, Leni- 
‘ents and Refrigerants, to abate the Fluxion, and take off the In- 
flammation, then oe the Ulcers by the following epulotic In- 
jection 3 3

Turner, in the worft Cafes, would not have the Urethra laid 
open, but only have the Perinzum well greafed with the mercu- 


rial Liniment, by which he has known, many large Cal lofities 
inte hibly 
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infenfibly diffolve, while the Candle or Leaden Probe fmeared 
alfo therewith, has been kept within. : 

But there has been lately introduced into Pra@tice by Daran, a 
new Method of curing thefe Diforders with Bougies, the Com- 
pofition of which he keeps a Secret. | 

According to him, if the Canal of the Urethra be open enough 
to admit the Extremity of the Bougie, a Suppuration will enfue 
from the difeafed Part of the Urethra, which will in Time relax 
and open the Stricture; or if the Striture oppofes the Entrance 
of the Bougie, yet ftill the mere Point of the Bougie will fuppu- 
rate it ina {mall Degree, and by and by, tho’ much more tedioufly 

than in the other Cafe, by relaxing, open it. . 

Sharp afferts, that the feveral Cafes in which the Bougies may 
be ufually employed are, 1. The mere Contradtion [or Stricture] 
of a Portion of the Urethra. 2. Ulcerations of the Extremities 
of the Dudts of the proffate Gland:, the Veficule feminales, and the 
Glands of the Urethra, yielding fometimes a plentiful, fometimes 
a\fmall Gleet. 3. Callous Cicatrices of the former Ulcers. 4. 
Caruncles, called alfo Carnofities and Excrefcences, which have 
arifen from the Surfaces of former Ulcers. 5. A Schirrus of the 
Proftate or Veficule feminales. 6. A Schirrus or {pungy En- 
largement of the Verumontanum. 7. A fpungy Enlargement of the 
Corpus fpongiofum Urethra. 

‘The firft Difcharge procured by a Bougie is generally very fa- 
nious, and evidently flows from the Place where the Obftruction 
is, that Part of the Bougie only being covered with Matter that 
anfwers to the Obftru€tion. Again, the Cordee excited by the 
Ufe of the Bougie, is infinitely more painful where the Obftruc- 
tion is, than in the other Parts of the Penis. It will, it muft be 
owned, produce a Cordée in a found Penis, but then it extends 
through every Part of it, and is by no Means fo painful as the 
other. 

If the Symptoms of the Strifures, callous Scars, Caruncles and 
Tumours of the Corpus Spongiofum Urethre are eflentially diffe- 
rent, thofe Differences are not mentioned by any Writer, ex- 
cept that when the Urethra on'y is affeCted, the Patient in mak- 
ing Water, voids Matter before his Urine, but when the Pro- 
fiate Glands or Veficule Seminales only are concerned, Matter fol- 
lows the laft Drop of Urine. But it frequently happens that one 
is complicated with the other. 

The Properties requifite in a Bougie, are a fufficient Degree of 
Firmnefs, that it may be introduced with fome Force: A Supple- 
nefs and Tenacity, that it may conform to the Motions of the 
Body without breaking: A lenient fuppurative Difpofition, to 
bring on a Difcharge without Pain: And laftly, a Bai 
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of Surface, that it may not only be introduced with more Eafe, 
but that it may lie eafy in the Paffage till it begins to diflolve. 
_ That which I have chiefly made ufe of is as follows ;

The Emplaft. com. or Diachylon muft be made with Oil anda 
little Burgundy Pitch added to it, to render it fuficiently tena- 
cious ; the Antimony mult be finely levigated, that it may give a 
Smoothnefs and good Confiftence to the Bougie. 

The Quickfilver, whether it be divided in Bal/. Sulph. or Ho- 
ney, muft not be put into the Plafter till the Moment before the 
Bougies are made, nor muft the Plafter be boiling hot at that 
Time. When the Quickfilver is mingled with the Plafter mo- 
derately hot, Slips of fine Rag muft be ready to dip in the Com- 
pofition. They muft be of different Lengths, from fix to nine 
or ten Inches, and about three Inches broad, Roll them up 
loofely, and taking hold of one Extremity with the left Hand, let 
it fall gently on the Surface of the Plafter, and then draw it out 
gently. As it is drawn out it will unroll, and take up a Quan- 
tity of the Plafter upon its Surface, equal to the Thicknefs of a 
Silver Groat. It may be proper to afiift the unrolling with the 
End of a Spatula, ‘The Plafter muft be hot enough to foak 
through and difcolour the Rag. “Fhe Ladle in which it is melted 
ought to be broad and flat at the Bottom, and the Plafter muft be 
kept ftirring, to preferve it in equal Confiftence. “The Bubbles 
on the Surface of the Cloth may be fmoothed with an Iron 5pa- 
tula a little warm’d. | 

One Rag will make fix Bougies of a moderate Size ; they are 
beft cut with a Knife and Ruler. They fhould be made taper 
at the End by cutting off a Slope about an Inch and a half long. 
When they are rolled up, it muft be with that Side outward 
which-is covered with Plafter, and. they muft be firft rolled up 
with the Finger and Thumb as clofe as poffible, before they 
are rolled upon a Board or Marble. In the Winter it will be 
proper to hold them a little before the Fire to facilitate their 
~ rolling. 

Before a Bougie of any Kind be introduced into the Urethra, it 
will be neceflary to fmear it with fweet Ou, that it may go in 
eafily, and not ftimulate too much at frft. The Patient may 
either ftand or lie down in the Pofture of being cut for the Stone ; 
then the Surgeon muft grafp the Penis near the G/ans and extend 
it gently, that the Urethra may not be wrinkled, and -then it 
will meet with no Impediment but what is occafioned by the 
Difeate.

Of 2 Virulent GonorRruoEa, 4i 


It often happens at the Beginning, that the Bougie cannot be’ 
too fmall, and then the End muft be round that it may readil 
Jip over the Plice of the Urethra ; it is alfo exceedingly defirable 
that it enter within the Obftruction. However, it is neceflary 
to defift from pufhing it when once it begins to bend. ‘When it 
mects with any Refiftance, to avoid the bending, turn it round 
with your Finger and Thumb feveral Times, and as you turn it, 
prefs it alittle forwards. If by this Method it advances, continue 
to do the fame’Thing till it ftops, But it muft be owned that the 
Operator in this Cafe may eafily be deceived. 

The Bougie muft be confined in the Penis by fome Kind of 
Bandage, or rather we may keep it fixed in the Urethra by a 
Cotton String tied about its Extremity, and then pafled round 
the Penis; no other Thread is neceflary. 
~ When the Patient is timorous, or the Part tender, it may be 
left in two or three Hours ina Day only at firft, but otherwife 
fix or feven. When the Patient finds he cannot bear it, it may 
be difcontinued two or three Days, according to the Nature of 
the Symptoms, 

There are Inftances of its having firft cured, and then brought 
on a frefh Strangury. In this Cafe forbear its Ufe for two or 
three Days, and the Strangury will ceafe. | 

Some have been able to wear it Night and Day without In- 
termiffion, and as they withdrew one introduced another. 
And this is a prudent Step ; for the more Suppuration is procured, 
and the longer the Urethra is kept diftended, the Cure is more 
likely to be radical. When this can’t be done, the Day is bet- 
ter for its Ufe than the Night, becaufe in the Night he is more 
fubject to Erections. 

‘Two Bougies in a Day generally anfwer the Purpofe, one in 
the Morning, and one in the Evening, as more fuitable to the 
Patient’s Avocation. Tho’ fome can walk about with them, 

If the Tefticles fhould inflame, or any feverifh Diforder 
come on, they may be kept in an Hour, or half an Hour 
ina Day, to prevent the Urethra from contra&ing again till the 
Symptom is removed ; to prevent thefe Diforders the Patient 
{fhould obferve a cooling Regimen during the Treatment. 

Some are relieved by the Bougie in a few Weeks, fome not 
till many Months. Generally the Cure may be performed in 
feven, eight, nine, or ten Weeks. This is known by the Re- 
moval of every Symptom of the Diforder, for fome Deeree of 
Running will generally continue as long as the Bougie is em- 
ployed, 
| When 
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When the Patient judges himfelf well, it will be beft to de- 
fift gradually, wearing it at firft only an Hour or two in a Days 
and then two or three Times a Week, after which it may 
be entirely left off. If any Gleet ftill remain, or any Obftruc- 
tion threatens to return, it will be neceflary to ufe the Bougie 
four or five Weeks longer. 

In Suppreffions of Urine it will be always advifeable to intro- 
duce the Catheter if pofible, and indeed to keep it in the Blad- 
der, two, or three, or four Days ; after which, the Canal will 
perhaps admit a. Bougie, and then, a Suppuration being once 
procured, it may eafily be preferved open. 


IV. Of a GLEET. 


In what Manner, fays SHarp, a Gleet is furnifhed, cannot 
well be determined, without firft afcertaining the exaét Seat of 
a Gonorrhea. That the Lacune of the Urethra are ufually ul- 
cerated in a Gonorrhea is now generally aflented to. Yet tho’ 
all allow the Exiftence of Ulcers during that Difeafe, they will 
not admit that a Gleet is the Difcharge of an Ulcer. 

For my.own Part, I am inclined to believe the Running is not 
all of it a purulent Afatter, but partly Matter, and partly a 
Difcharge trom the Secretory Organs, as alfo from the Veficule 
Seminales, when they or their Duéts are affected. For the Run- 
ning is produced in lefs Time after the Infection than is requi- 
fite for the Formation of Matterin every other Inftance, and 
the Appearance of Matter is frequently the firfi Alarm in a Gonor- 
rheea. The Heat of Urine and other Symptoms of an Inflam- 
mation and Ulceration, following fometimes two or three Days 
after. 

For thefe Reafons, I fuppofe, that the Venercal Poifon in its 
firft Operation, irritates only, and thereby increafes the Secre- 
tion ; efpecially as the fame Thing happens to the Glands of the 
Inteftines from Purgatives, to the Salivary Glands from Smoak- 
ing, &c, As the Poifcn operates more ftrongly, the Infamma- 
tion increafes, and the Ulcers form and extend, when not only 
the Matter from the Ulcer is fanious, but a'l the Secretory Vef- 
fels communicating with the ulcerated Lacune feparate a thinner 
Fluid than ufual; and both the Matter and fecreted Fluids con- 
tinue to be thin fo long as the Inflammation is violent. 

It is even poffible that in fome flight Gonorrheas, which dif- 
appear in a few Days, the Venereal Poifon may not. have 
Adtivity enough to bring on an Ulceration of the Urethra, but 
only a mere Irritation of the Lacune. Befides, in other Cafes, 
the Quantity of the Running is generally much greater, if we 
may judge by Analogy, than a few Ulcers in the Urethra could 


poffibly 
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poflibly furmth ; of this we have almoft ocular Proof in Wo- 
men; for though the Gonorrhea be exceeding plentiful, yet 
upon the niceft Infpection, we often cannot find the leaft De- 
gree of Ulceration of the Vagina *, though, if the Difcharge 
was purely the Digeftion of Ulcers in that Part, it is likely 
fome few of them may be vifible. . faaa / 

When the Inflammation ceafes, and the Ulcers of the Ure- 
thbra heal at the fame Time, the Cure of a Gonorrhea is perfect- 
ed; on the other hand, if the Inflammation be only removed, 
-and the Ulcers remain open, .a Gleet muft enfue. 

It is upon this Principle of Ulcers fubfifting in the Ure- 
thra, that Daran accounts for the Action of his Bougie, fuppo- 
fing it to have the Property of healing them with a found Cica- 
irix after the Urethra is opened. And if the Operation can be 
underftood when there are Ulcers, it will not be difficult to 
comprehend it-when there are none; fince it feems to have the 
Power of opening every unfouxd Cicatrix of the Urethra, and 
bringing them immediately into an ulcerated State. 

“There are many who imagine that the prodigious Increafe of 
certain Gleets at particular Times, lafting only for two or three 
Days, and then fuddenly abating to their wonted Quantity,. is 
inconfiftent with a purulent Difcharge; and therefore conclude. 
a Gleet to be nothing but a preternatural Excretion from the re- 
dJaxed Veffels of the Urethra. But it is probable, that how- 
ever the Matter of a thick Gleet may be furnifhed by Secretion, 
fill the Stimulus provoking the Secretion, is kept up by the Sub. 
fittence of Ulcers ; and alfo that when the Gleet is very thin 
and in {mall Quantities, it is the mere Difcharge of thofe Ul- 
cers. A temporary Increafe of a Gleet is not wonderful, be- 
caufe habitual Ulcers of every other Part of the Body, are often 
in a fluctuating State, and generally fuffer from Exceiles of every 
Kind, sete, ae | 

in the Cure of a Gleet we may have recourfe to the Bougie, 
but, as it requires fo long a Time to perfe& the Cure, few 

. would 

* Perhaps this will account for the eafy Cure of recent Gonorrhceas in 
Women, which I have. known performed in the following Manner. Dif- 
Jolve 3) of Merc, Sublimat: Corrof. iz 3} of Rum above Proof. Thirty 
Drops of this Solution put iuto a Drinking-Glafs of Water, and injefed 
into the Vagina two or three Times a Day, has entirely taken away the 
Running in tevo or three Days; which IT cannot otherwife account for, 
than by its feizing and deflroying the fuperficial irritating Poifon which fi- 
mulated the Glands to a Difcharge of Matter. However, a few Purges 
afterwards were given by Way of Precayzion. I have feen the Solution 
itlelf, or, at leaf, not a much weaker, dabb’d upon the Skin of a Negro 
almoft covered with Yaws, which it bas cleared in a few Days. This 
muft be owned was no Cure of the Difeafe; but it fer-ves to flew tbat it 
as a Specific agrinft the Venom of this Malady, 
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would fubmit to it, unlefs Injeétions. had been firft found inef- 
feftual. In this Situation I have ufed the Bougie myfelf. I 
have fometimes employed a/ringent Injedtions, but without any 
Misfortune. But then I have begun with thofe that were weak, 
and have gradually increafed their Strength. } 
Aftruc, in this Diforder, recommends Milk, either Affes, 
Goats, or Cows, to be drank Morning and Evening for fome 
Time; then mineral Waters, whether Chalybeate or Vitriolie, 
for xv or xx Days; and afterwards Balfamics, to deterge and 
cicatrife the Ulcers concealed in the Urethra, fuch as Bal/am of 
Capivi, from vi to xij Drops made into a Bolus with Powder- 
Sugar ; laft of all, Afringents to dry up the Ulcers, and to re- 
cover the loft Tone of the Parts, fuch as Infufions of the Leaves 
of Mint, Horehound, Agrimony, Plantain, Red Rofes, Shepherd’ s 
Purfe, Sage, &c. or the Mint-Water of Quercetan, fo often 
recommended by Riverius againft obftinate Gleets.

V. Of CHANCRES: 

Aftrue obferves, that Chancres were the Caries Pudendorum of 
the ancient Writers, and are generally feated on thofe Parts 
which have a fine and tender Covering, through which the viru- 
lent Sanies iffuing from the exulcerated Genitals of either Sex, 
has the eafier Admittance: Such are the inward Duplicature 
of the Prepucc, the Infide of the Pudenda in Women, the Nip- 
ples of Nurfes, the Lips and Tongue of Proftitutes. In very 
bad Cafes they will appear on the Dorfum — as well as on 
the Pubes and Infide of the Thighs. 

In the Cure of a recent Chancre be firft bales Bleeding to 
abate the Inflammation, then Fomentations to refolve the In- 
duration, not omitting Mercurials in the mean Time, but fo 
as to avoid a Salivation. After which he advifes the Ufe of 
Sudorific Decoctions of China, Sarfaparilla, Guaiacum, and- 
Saffafras boiled with Antimony. 

In flight Chaneres he recommends the following Ointment ;

Cockbarn fays, that Quickfilver with Turpentine fufficient to 
divide the Globules of it, will cure any Chancre without far- 
ther Trouble ; and Hei/fer approves of the fame Method. 

Turner formerly ufed red Precipitate {prinkled on a proper 
Ointment, and if that would not do, he touched it with Lac fub 
Corrofiv. Sometimes he thought a light Touch of the Buty; us 
Antimon. or the Lunar Cauffie neceflary; but if the Chancres 
ftill fpread, then viij, ix, or x Grains of Turpet. Min. by way 
of Revulfion. 

Of late Years, he fays, he always found. fmoaking the Parts 
_ with Cinnabar fuccefsful in Chancrous Ulcerations on the Glans 
and Praputium of Men, as well as the Labia and Sinus Pudoris 
of Women. His Method was, to throw a Dram of Cinnabar 
on a Heater or hot Iron, letting the Fume afcend through a 
Funnel, or a Seat perforated like a Clofe-Stool, all round the 
difeafed Parts. ‘This was done every Day, and fometimes twice 
a Day fora Week. The Iron was hot enough to raife a Flame 
with Smoak, but not fo fiery red as to make it inftantly con- 
fume away in Flame alone. 


VI. Of the Phimofis, Paraphimofis, and Cryftalline: 


Thefe are Diforders proper to Men, except the Cry/falline, but 
Aftruc afirms, that Women have fomething of the fame Na- 
ture, and even extends them to their Nipples, where the Ulce- 
ration conftringing the Area or Circle round about them imitates 
the fame. The Phimofis of Women is the Conftriction of the 
Entrance into the Vagina. 

He begins the Cure with Bleeding and gentle Purgatives, fuch 
as, Caffia cum Manna and Merc. dulc. inftead of brifker Cathar- 
tics and Emetics, which, as Turner thinks, by making a ftronger 
Revulfion, afford {peedier Relief. 

He then advifes ancdyne emol.ient Fomentations and Cataplafms 
to relax and foften, and afterwards Dz/cutrents to breathe forth 
the Humours; and if the Penis is foaked therein an Hour or 
two twice a Day, the Effect will be more certain; but if a 
Stagnation is threatened, and thence a Gangrene, the Prepuce.is 
to be divided in the Phimofis on each Side the.

Strangled Glans may be fet free, and the Chancre, if any, brought 
into view. The like muft be done for the Cry/falline, in order to 
difcharge the imprifoned Lymph, and forward the Subfidence of 
the Prepuce, thereby inflated and pufied up.

with the like emollient and mucilaginous Deco&tions, of the

Afterward, a Peffary made of Linen or Sponge dipped in the

VII. Of Tubercles and Schirrous Cords. 


The Tubercle is a Callofity remaining after healing the Chancres 
of the Glans, which hinders the free Play of the Forefkin over 
the Glaus. If this will not yield toa ftrong mercurial Unétion, 
the only Remedy is Circumcition. ? 

The Schirrous Cords, are Tubercles which arife where there 
has been an Ulceration, and may be left under the Skin of the 
Penis, fometimes round and fometimes like a Cord. They 
arife gradually and difappear with the Help of a little mercurial 
Unéiion, and a Courfe of mercurial Purging, unlefs complicated 
with other Symptoms of a worfe Kind.

The venereal Porri whofe Seat is the Puderda, if they are 
recent, {mall.and foft, fometimes dry and fall off of themfelves, 
after the Poifon has been deftroyed by mercurial FriGions.; but 
if they are hard, large, and have deep. Roots, they will fome- 
times continue after them, and grow like Warts in other Parts 
of the Body. In this Cafe they muft be cut with the Point of 
the Scifiars as near the Skin as poffible, and a mercurial Plafter 
mutt be prepared with a large Proportion of Adercury, and mixt 
with Diach. cum Gum, to promote.a Suppuration, and to dif- 
folve the Callofities at the Bafes of the Perri, before a Cica-~ 
trix is formed. , 
_ But if the Befis is hard and furrounded with hard and deep 

Callofities, flight mercurial Fridiions muft be ufed, and the 
Wound muft be drefled with Ba/filicon, fprinkled with red Preci-~ 
pitate, to confume the Callofities by little and little, to foften 
the Edges of the Ulcers and difpofe them to heal. If this fhould 
fail, ftronger Corrofiues fhould be ufed; but thefe are rarely ne- 
ceflary, if the Frictions have been well performed. 

_ The fame Directions are applicable to the whole Tribe of 
Condylomata, Crifi@, Mora, Fict, either about the Pudenda or 
fnus. AstRuC. Turner has known them to dry up with Ciz- 
nabar Fumigations, but if thefe fail he advifes to rub the Roots 
down with Cauftics, and for the Patient’s greater Security to 
take 
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take the Quickfilver Pill, with a ftrong Decoétion of Guaiac. 
But when other Symptoms of a Luwes appear, not only local Pric- 
tions on the Parts, but a compleat Unction, in order for a Sali- 
vation.

HEN .a Gonorrhea has continued a long while, or long 

enough for the poz/onous Matter to make its Way into 

the Blood, or, by A/ringents given unfeafonably, it cannot make 
its Exit, then the Patient is infected with the Pox. 

The Buboes in the Groin conftitute the fir Degree; then 
follow Pains which cruelly torment the Head and Joints of the 
Shoulders, Arms and Ancles, coming on by Fits, but at no 
certain-Intervals, unlefs in the Night when the Patient is warm 
in his Bed, feldom leaving him till towards the Morning. 

There is alfo Scabs and Scurf in various Parts of the Body, 
which are as yellow as a Honey-comb, and which diftinguifhes 
them from all others. Sometimes they have large Surfaces, an- 
fwering the Defcription which the Authors give of the Lepro/y: 
But the more thefe Scabs are difperfed over the Body, the lefs he 
is tormented. 

All thefe Symptoms gradually encreafe, efpecially the Pain, 
which becomes fo intenfe, that the Patient is unable to lie in 
Bed. Afterwads Nodes or Exoffofes arife in the Skull, Shin- Bones, 
and Bones of the Arms, which, being attended with conftant 
Pain and Inflammation, at length grow carious and putrefy’d. 

Phagedenic Ulcers \ikewife feize various Parts of the Body, 
but generally firft begin with the Throat, and from thence gra- 
dually creep by the Palate to the Cartilage of the Nofe, which 
they deftroy, and the Nofe being deftitute of its Prop, falls down 
flat. : 

The Ulcers and Pain daily increafing, the Patient finks under 
the Torment, and being not able any longer to ftruggle with: 
Stench, Rottennefs, and the Lofs of one Member after another, 
his mangled, offenfive Carcafs is hurried intothe Grave. Syn. 

Befides the Symptoms proper to the Pudenda and Parts adja~ 
cent, which have been already mentioned, the following are ob- 
fervable in a confirmed Pox; which however do not appear in 
all Patients, nor at the fame ‘Time. 

J. The Skin, efpecially about the Neck and Breaft, and be- 
tween the Shoulders, is covered with flat Spots like Freckles, of 
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a rofy, purple, yellow or livid Colour, fometimes diftinct, {malt 
and round like Lentils, fometimes more large and extended. 

It is full of itchy Pujiules, Tetters and Ringworis, a Serpigos 
a ee miliaris and exedens, “There are Chaps in the Palms 
of the Hands and Soles of the Feet, with Itching, from whence 
- proceeds a clear ferous Liquor, and the Epidermis peels off in 
large Flakes. 

It abounds with hard, callous, rovnd Puftules, rifing a little 
on the Top, generally dry, but fometimes moift, fcaly, branny 
and yellow; frequently on the Corners ,of the Lips, and the 
Sides of the Noftrils, but more efpecially on the Forehead, 
Temples, and behind the Ears, where they appear if Rows like 
a String of Beads, and gradually creep among the Hair. 

The Hair not only falls cff from the Head, but all Parts of 
the Body where it grows. Then the Nails become unequal, 
thick, wrinkled, and rough; afterwards Ulcers arife which caufe 
them to fall off. 

JI. The Infide of the Mouth, Throat and Nofe are alfo af- 
feéted: The Uvula and Tonfils become painful, hot, inflamed 
and ulcerated ; Puftules appear in the Roof of the Mouth, which 
degenerate into round, malignant, phagedenic Ulcers, which 
rot the Bone as far as the Noitrils. “Che Pituitary Membrane is 
likewife liable to Puftules, which produce malignant Ulcera- 
tions that infect the Bones of the Nofe. with a Caries, parti- 
cularly the Yomer, which being eaten away, the Nofe falls down, 
the Voice becomes hoarfe and low, the Gums being covered 
with 4phthe ulcerate and rot, the Teeth ach, grow rotten, and 
fall out, and the Breath is very offenfive. ~ 

lil. The Patient is excruciated with. Pains in the Night- 
time, when in Bed and covered with Clothes; thefe dre either 
tenfive, pricking, pulfative, or rending ;. fx’d or wandering ; 
which fometimes occupy the mufculous and membranous Parts 
like ‘the Rheumatifm, fometimes the Tendons and Ligaments 
about the Joints refembling the Gout; fometimes they are with 
‘Tumour, or Inflammation, fometimes without. 

IV. The Bones are affefted in various Manners; in the 
middie Ewxoffofes arife, either foft or hard, fometimes with in- 
tenfe Pain, fometimes without. The odds of the Bones en- 
large every Way, but unequally, which produces Tumours, 
ie Difficulty of Motion and ftiff Joints.

The common, by Salivation ; 2. By giving Quick/ilver Pills; 3, 
By vmercurial Friétions, which are to be purged off before a Sa- 
ligation is raifed; 4 By Sweating with a Decoction of Guaiacum. 
All which fhall be particularly mentioned. ] 
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The fafeft and moft commodious Method of Salivation is by 
Mercuris dulcis fix times fublimed, given inwardly in the milder 
Pox s ot by mercurial Unction, when the Difeafe is got into the 
Bones. 

Fifteen Grains of Mdercur. dule. may be given in a Morning; 
and the like Dofe at Night, with Eieéfar. ? Scordio. After threes 
four, or five Days with this Management, we ufually oblerve 
the /auces to inflame, the Infide of the Cheeks to be tumid, or 
high and thick, being ready to fall within the Teeth, upon 
fhutting the Mouth; the Tongue looks white and foul, the 
Gums ftands out, the Breath ftinks, and the whole Infide of the 
Mouth appears fhining as if parboil’d and lying in Furrows.

To prevent the Jaws from being lock’d up, it is neceflary to 
ufe a Bit of Stick covered with a foft Rag, which muft be 
held between his backward Teeth: But, if there fhould hap- 
pen an Adbefion of the Infide of the Cheek to the Gum, hin- 
dering the Patient from eating and opening his Mouth, the fame 
is to be carefully divided. . 7 

If during the Salivation a Blood-Veffel burfts open, make a 
little Pellet of Lint, and cover it with the fine Powders of Alum 
or Vitriol, or dip it in the Zzné?ura Styptica, and thruft it clofe 
down into the Cavity, which will fecure the Effufion, being 
held tight with the Finger for a little while. If it happens 
from the Separation of the Sloughs from the Side of the Cheeks, 
a little Oxycrate held in the Mouth will do the Butinefs, or aa 
aftringent Decoction of Oak Bark; or an Infufion of Flor. Ro- 
far. Gall. immatur. Cort. Granat. Flor. Balauft. in Aq. Fabr. 
accidulated with Spzr. Vitriol. ten. 

If the Patient has been without a Stool for fome Days, give 
an emollient Clyfter af warm Milk, Sugar and’Oil. _ If this 
will not do, make a Suppofitory with Species. Hier. Pic. Sal. 
Gem. and boiled Honey. At this Time he may drink freely of 
Small Beer with a Toaft, Barley- Water, finall Sack-Whey or 
Poffet-Drink. For Diet, Water-Gruel, Oatmeal-Caudle, {mall 
Chicken or Veal-Broth, a roafted Pippin, or a few ftew'd 
Prunes. 

If, notwithftanding your Care in giving fmall Dofes of Mer- 
cury, the fauces fhould fuddenly inflame and tumify, endanger- 
ing a Suffocation of the Patient, the moft certain Relief is to 
bring the Humours downward by fharp Ciyfters, and, if he can 
{wallow it, a Gathartic by the Mouth, The Auxiliaries may be 
bleeding under the Tongue, in the Arm, and Cupping, with 
Scarification on the Shoulders ; as alfo laying large Blifters there- 
on, and behind the Ears, extending along the Fugulars on each 
Side the Neck. At the fame Time an emollient and detergent 
Gargarifm may be thrown into-the Throat with a Syringe, to 
clear it of vifcous Phiegm 3. fuch as, the pecforal Decoéiion fharp- 
_ ned with Spir, Netr. dulce. adding Mel. Rofar. or the like. When 
the Lungs are ftuffed with cold vitcid Phlegm, you may give a 
Spoonful of Linfeed Oil cold drawn, with the fame Quanuty of 
Oxymel fimp. or a Spoonful of the Oxymel Scillit. alone may be 
{wallowed between whiles, in a Draught of the Pedts al De- 


codtion. 
: Gentle. 
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Gentle Cathartics and Clyfters are likewife neceflary when the 
Salivation continues too long, as alfo Diuretics , in this: Cafe Sal. 
Tart, is beft. It will likewife be proper to give zis. or 5] of Flour 
of Sulphur, or 3) to 3{s, of Sulpbur precipitated, with a little Con- 
ferve of Rofes, two or three Times a Day. Let his Drink be 
chalybeated Tinéture of Rofes, gratefully fharpened with Spirit of 
‘Vitriol; ora weaker Lime-Water. All his Flannel Drefs muft 
now be changed for a more decent Suit well aired ; and if the 
Patient is already Hectic, Afles Milk and the Teflacecus Powders 
are moft proper ; if there is any febrile Paroxyfms, the Bark mutt 
be prefcribed, which will invigorate the Blood, and check the 
Salivation. If a Dropfy enfues, it muft be cured in the ufual 
Manner, but if poffible by Diuretics, on account of the Patient’s 
Weaknels. 

‘If a Palfy, by fuch inciding, warm and invigorating Medi- 
cines as may open the Obftructions of the ‘Tubes, and reftore 
the nervous Fluid to be carried on in its accuftomed Channels ; 
together with fuch topical Applications as may excite the Spi- 
rits, and give adue Tenfity to the Nerves. 

Another Attendant on this Difeafe, though nor the Confe- 
quence of a Salivation, is an Ophthalmia, which is cured by giv- 
ing gr. xv or 9j of Calomel over Night, in Conferve of Rofes, 
anda lenitive Purge next Morning ; fuch as, denitive Electary, 
‘with Cream of Tartar. Sometimes. the Patient will not own 
any Venereal Taint, or it may not be proper to enquire ; but — 
“you may conclude it is fo, by its not yet yielding to the common © 
Method of Cure. 

An Ozena, or Ulcer of the Noftril, is beft cured by a Cinna- 
barine Fumigation, which fubdues the Malignity, dries up the 
Ulceration, and difpofeth the Caries, if any, to a Separation 
beyond all others; after which, and fometimes before, Calomel 
mutft be given and purged off ; or, if there are other Symptoms 
of a profound Infe@ion, you muft falivate by Unction. 

The like Method muft be ufed for Ulcers of the Palate, 
Uvula, and Tonfils. The Fume rarely fails to ftop the farther 
Erofion, and therefore it is always to be directed, though a Sali- 
vation is intended. It cures in two or three Days Time the 
moft putrid and corrofive venereal Ulcers, or after the fecond 
or third Smoking. tS, 

The Method is, to fet the Patient in a Chair, with a Blan- 
ket enclofing it round, and faftened by a Skewer thruft through 
the Top, to which a Piece of Packthread is tied, and then 
turned round about a Hook, directly above in the Cieling.

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Then he is to take an earthen Platter upon his Knees, with 
_a@ Brick in it to place the Heater.on, which mutt be moderately 
hot, but not too fiery ; then throw 3j of fadtitious Cinnabar 
in fine Powder thereon ; then take the two Sides of the Blan- 
ket, and wrap them over, directing the Patient, if it be his 
Noftrils, to hold his Face over the Smoke, keeping his Mouth 
rather clofe than open, but if his Throat, Palate, or Tonfils, his 
Lips muft be wide open, and his Mouth as near as he can fuffer 
it. When he finds himfelf ready to be overcome, he may throw 
his Head back fora Minute to recover Breath, and then to it 
again. He muft likewife have a Bafon, in which, when he 
hawks, coughs, or fpits, to difcharge Phlegm. During this, the 
Cinnabar mutt be fpread about with a Tobacco Pipe, otherwife it 
will cake and not fume allaway. When the Perfon is weak, I 
open the Blanket a little at the Top, to letin the Ar. The 
‘Lime of the Operation is about ten or a dozen Minutes, when 
the Patient is releafed and fet by the Fire, where he muft fit till 
the Sweat is gone off. After which he muft wafh his Mouth 
and Throat with a Gargarifm ex Decost. Fol. Plantag. Equi- 
fet. Fragar. Aquileg. in Ag. Hord. with a little Mel. Rofar. 
-fome of which may be fyringed up the Noftril in an Ozena. 
This Method may be repeated Night and Morning, if the Chaps 
do not fwell, for about a Week ; otherwife once a Day towards 
_ the Evening. If the Ulcers are foul, touch them with the fol- 
lowing Mixture :

The Herpes or Serpigo, with other puftulary cutaneous Erup- 
tions, Gummata on the Mufcles, noéturnal Pains of the Perio/ea, 
Nodes on the Bones, &c. depend fo much on the general Reme~- 
dies, that their Cure need not be infifted on in particular. Tho’ 
there is nothing to be done even externally without mercurial

Ajtruc difapproves of any other Method of Salivation but by 
FriGions ; and he would have pure Mercury ground in a Mor- 
tar, with juft fo much Turpentine as will reduce it into a brown 
er black Powder, and mixt with it equal Parts of frefh Lard, 
and fo well mixt, that the Particles of the Mercury fhall not be 
vifible by a magnifying Glafs. He alfo allows that occafionally 
there may be double the Quantity of Lard. , 

He diftinguithes the Frictions into weak and ffrong ; for the /lreng 
he allows not lefg than two Drams of the Ointment, nor more 
than four. Thefirft Time the Patient is to be anointed from the 
Feet to the Calves of the Legs; two Days after, from thence to _ 
the middle of the Thigh. Then the third Time, as far as the But- 
tocks. If after the feventh Day, there appears no Sign of a Sali- 
vation, you muft proceed to the fourth Friétion, from the But- 
tocks along the Loins and Back to the Neck, with a larger Quan- 
tity of Ointment. If on the ninth Day nothing appears, another 
Friétion mutt be from the Wrifts to the Shoulders. 

During the Salivation, he allows the Patient, if he has Strength, 
to getup fometimes, and fit by the Fire, or, if he cannot, to fit 
up in Bed ; when he lies down, he would have him lie in as 
prone a Pofture as he can, that the Saliva may be evacuated more 
eafily, and not fall into his Stomach. ; 

In the weak or flight Fridtion he allows from 3}. to 3ij, of the

Wrifts. There ‘may be three, four, five, or even fix or feven 
Days between each Friction, if the Patient is very weak: But the 
Rule is, to look into the Patient’s Mouth before a new Friction, 
that you may be certain not to bring on too plentiful a Salivation. 
‘The Dofe of the Ointment mutt be fo managed, that, after the 
fourth or fifth Friction, a Salivation may come on that is gentle, 
eafy, governable, without a Swelling of the Head; with only a 
few Aphtha in the Mouth, or at motta few fuperfi.ial Ulcers, and 
the Patient not fpitting above a Pint or two in twenty four Hours : 
and to this Point it muft be kept up, with a new Friion, if there 
be Occafion. Likewife it may be kept under with Clyfters and 
plentiful drinking of the Ptifans and, if neceflary, with lenitive 
Purges. “This Treatment may be continued, pro re nata, from 
xxx to L Days, or longer. 

Tull the Salivation comes on, the Patient may be indulged in 
weak Soups, Rice, Cream, Panada’s, &c. and even Milk for 
Breakfaft, but after that they muft be left off; and he muft 
drink a large Quantity of Ptifan to dilute the Blood. He may 
fit up all Day, if his Room be warm. 

If, after a due Repetition of mercurial FriGtions, a Salivation 
does not appear, it generally happens that a Loofenefs, a Flux of 
Urine, copious Sweats, or at leaft a plentiful Tranfpiration will 
fupply that Defect, and ferve in its ftead. In this Cafe, the Pa- 
tient may think himfelf exceeding happy and fortunate, that he 
has obtained a complete Cure by a Method more certain and more 
convenient than by a Salivation, and without its Incommodities 
and Dangers. [4 ffrange Conceffion this, from a frenuous Advo- 
cate for Salivations !] : 

“Phe Second Method of curing the Pox is, by a 2uickfilver Pill. 
This was brought into Reputation by Belloffe, and tho’ he has 
kept the Compofition:a Secret, yet there is no Reafon to doubt, 
but it ts Quiekfilver mixt with a certain Proportion of a Cathartic. 
This, ‘Turner was an Enemy to, as he was to every other Me- 
dicine and Method that interfered with Salivation ; and this for 
no other Reafon, but becaufe they fometimes failed ; though all 
the World knows that Salivation is not infallible; nay, Turner 
himfelf has given us Inftances of its Inefficacy, but then it was 
to prove the prefent Strength of the venereal Virus, in Oppofition 
to Hiruc, who aflerts that it is more mi/d than formerly, and not 

st attended 
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attended with fuch dreadful Symptoms as at its firft Appearance. 

But, be this as it will, Turwer was. forced to acknowl! ledge, that _ 

he was formerly in an Error, and thut the Quickfilver Pill may 

be prefcribed to a very good Purpofe in this ftubborn Difeafe: 

_ though he continued {till of the Opinion, that Axefofes and ca- 
rious Tophs could not be cured without a Salivation.

This 
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This Pill is an excellent Cleanfer of the Glands all over the 
Body, and in Difeafes of the Skin, whether Leprous, Scorbutic, 
or Venereal; in the Herpes or Serpigo, Impetigo, Pfora, Scabies, 
‘or the common Itch, two Drams of Quickfilver given in this Pill 
has done more Service than many Ounces, perhaps Pounds, of 
ZEthiops Mineral, Evenin the Gutta Rofacea, where the ‘Tu-. 
bercles were not too much harden’d, it has been ferviceable. In 
glandular Obftructions of the Mdefentery and fcbirrous Tumors of 
the Vifcera it will fucceed better than Stee/; and Bvllofie fays, it 
will cure ferophulous or firumous Swellings of the Glands, com- 
monly called the King’s Evil.

TuRNER was obliged toown that this is not only the beft: of 
all mercurial Preparations, but the beft Remedy in venereal Cafes 
and that if the Patients would apply in Time they might be:

A young married Lady had-been infected about nine Months, 
and had had Chancres, butithey were cured by the Cinnabar 
Fume. She had a Node on her Forehead and another on ‘her 
Shin, as alfo a nocturnal Head-Ach.. Two Drams of Quick- 
filver were made, as above, not into twelve but fixteen Pills; one 
of which fhe took Night and Morning: “Afterthe Evening Pill 
fhe drank a large Draught of the Guaiae Decoéion, as hot as fhe 
could and was covered clofe tofweat for an Hour or two:-.

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After this, inftead of raifing a Salivation, I bring ona Flux of 
the Belly ; the whole Secret of which confifts in keeping the Body 
open by Clyftersof a Decoétion of Senna and the Pulp of Cafka, 
before the Frigtions are adminiftred ; by which. the Intettinal 
Glands being opened, the Mercury will more readily tend that 


- Way. When l find the Loofenefs does not anfwer the Number 


of the Frictions, nor the Quantity of the Mercury made ufe of, 
I purge the Patient with Powder of Jalap; and procure copious 
Stools which fecure the Mouth. While the Loofenefs is going 
on, the FriGion does the Office of ‘a Purge, and in Proportion 
as they are repeated the Flux of the Beliy;revives; and when it 
flackens or ftops I have recourfe to the Clyfters and Purges of 
Jalap. I purfue this Method till the Symptoms ceafe, and till £ 
am perfuaded by the Abundance of the Evacuations, the venereal 
Poifon is entirely drained off. | By this Method I. carry off the 
Pox and the Gonorrheea at once. Dr. Douglas net only ap- — 
proved, but ufed this Method with’ Succes. : 

The lat Method is Sweating with ftrong Deco€tions. of Guaia- 
cum, "This we have the firft Account of. from Sir Ulrich Hutton, 
who purfued it himfelf. A Pound’ of Guazacums to be boiled im 


_ a Gallon of Spring Water to one half, and the Scum referved to 


anoint the Sores, and a fecondary Decoétion was to be ufed for 
common Drink. Boerhaave; who-has recommended . this Me- 
thod, fuppofes that a Salivation will be ineffectual if every. Drop 
of Fat in the Elood is not melted down .into Water and carried. 
off ; and the Patient reduced to a death-like Palenefs, He like- 
wife imagines that Guaiacum performs its Tafk by refolving all 
the wnd?uous Particles, whether incorporated in the common Mails. 
of Blood, or accumulated in their proper Repofitories, and by 
emaciating the Habit fo exquifitely, as not to leave one Drop of _ 
Oil therein. But I canby no Means fubferibe to this Opinion, 
becaufe [ have feen fuch prodigious and quick Effects from the 
external Ule of Mercury, that if it does not fpecificaily deftroy 
the venereal Venom, it muft neceflarily change it into. a tertium 
Quid. For this Reafon I fhould prefer the following DeceGion 
of Zwelfer ;

- But when Salivations and other mercurial Courfes have, failed, 
the beft Method of Cure is by the Root of Sarfaparilia, which 
Difcovery we owe to Dr. Hunter, who put Mr. Lordyce, a, Sur- 
econ 
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geon in the Army upon making a Trial of it, the Refult of 
whofe Experience is as follows. 

x. It will commonly relieve venereal Head-Achs, and noc- 
turnal Pains in a very fhort Time, and if perfifted in he believes 
it willalways Cure. -  - 

2. In emaciated and confumptive Habits, from a Venereal 
Caufe, it is the greateft Reftorer of the Appetite, Flefh, Co- 
lour, Strength and Vigour that he knows. 

3. When the Throat, Nofe, Palate or the fpungy Bones in 
general are affected with a Slough or Caries, it will commonly 
compleat the Cure, if perfevered in long enough, provided a 
Mercurial Courfe by Un@ion has preceded the Ufe of the Sar- 
feparilla. £01 

4. When the Body is covered- with dry Blotches or moift 
Sores from a venereal Caufe, it will greatly promote the Cure, 
nay often compleat it; but without the Affittance of Mercury, 
there will be Danger of a Relapfe. 

‘5. In_fimple Chancres it will do little Service, but if it is given 
in Cafes where the Chancres or Buboes will not heal or diffalve 
after the Ufe of the Mercurial Unétion, it will often Cure and al- 
ways do manifeft Service. . 

6. It will often anfwer, and that fpeedily without Sweating, 
Confinement or any ftri& Regimen, at all Seafons of the Year, 
when Mercurial Unétions, and long continued Courfes of ftrong 
Decoctions of Guaiacum, either by itfelf fimply, or compounded 
with a {mall Proportion of Sarfaparilla, have failed. 

y. It feems probable that Sarfaparilla Root, is the only Me- 
dicine to be depended upon in Venereal Cafes where Mercury 
has failed ; or at leaft has preceded the Ufe of the Decoction 3 
for it ig not to be trufted alone. When no Mercury has been 
given, it and this Decoction may be. adminiftred together, and 
then there will be no Room to doubt of Succefs. 

8. Mercury alone will Cure moft Venereal Complaints, and 
Sarfaparilla will perhaps always cure them when they refift the 
Power of Mercury; and therefore a proper Combination of 
Mercury and Sarfaparilla, will probably Cure every C afe that is 
truly Venereal. | | 

‘That Sarfaparilla, which is now_to be met with in every 
Druggitt’s Shop, is the Smilax Afpera-Peruviana of Cafpar Baubin. 
It confifts of two Parts ; the firft is thick hard, dry, and woody, 
and is not very agreeable, but rather the contrary. The other 
confifts of feveral Branches which grow out of the other to a 
great Length, and therefore is by rue called Flagella, ‘T hele 
are fuft more fucculent and muciluagious than the former, and

nre not offenfive. This is the Part which has been made ufe 
of in-all the Experiments. ~ 

The Method of ufing it is this; to three Ounces of this Part 
of the Sar/aparilla Root, which has not been fpoiled with Age, 
Worms, Sea-Water or Moifture, add three Quarts of River-Wa- 
_ ter, and make it boil as fpeedily as poffible, in an open Veffel, 
till two Pints of the ftrained Liquor remain, that is about two 
Pounds Averdupois Weight, a little Liguorite Root added to it 
will make it more palatable. This Quantity is enough for twenty 
four Hours, and may be given at two or three Dofes either warm 
or cold. It muft be made frefh every other Day, and what is 
not ufed on the Day it is boiled, muft be kept in a cold Cellar, 
The Patient fhould live abftemioufly while he takes it, particu- 
larly with regard’ to Wine. It has had but little Succefs with 
Regard to Children, probably becaufe A/ercury had not been 
ufed before, or beeaufe they did not continue it long enough. - 

There is another compendious and efficacious Method of 
curing the Lues Venerea, which has formerly been attempted by 
the fame Medicine, but in a different Manner, and not with the 
fame Suecefs. F ; 

Dr. Pringle in Augu/} \aft recommended a Method of curing 

the Lues Venerea, which at firft was brought into a regular 
Practice by Baron Van Swieten, Phyfician to the Court of Vienna. 
His Method confifted in giving Corrofive Sublimate in French 
Brandy, or Melailes Spirits. The Proportion was a Grain of 
the Mercury to two Ounces of the Spirits; and his common 
Dofe was from'half an Ounce to an Ounce, or, which is the 
Jame Thing, from one Spoonful to two, twice a Day; adjuiting 
the Quantity to the Strength of the Patient and to the Virulence 
of the Difeafe. The Operation was either by Sweat or Urine, 
efpecially when the Medicine proved moft fuccefsful. It was 
continued as long as any of the Symptoms remained, with a low, 
{pare Diet, plenty of Barley-Water and a little Milk, or fome 
fuch dilating Liquor. 2204. .. | | / 
_ Mr. Gordon put this Method in Pradtice, and has given twenty 
Cafes wherein it’ was fuccefsful, and could have done many 
more, but omits them, as being fimilar to the former, and upon 
the whole makes the following general Remarks. .He obfervesy 
that the Men who took the Solution in cold Weather did not 
Sweat fo profufely as thofe in hot Weather, during the laft Au- 
tumn, and yet the Difference between the Length of the Cure 
was only four or five Days. He adds, that in thefe Trials’ no- 
thing could Anfwer better, for in about thirty-five that were 
cured in their Regiment, not one relapfed. Befides from an 
Account he lately received from Mr. Boyd, Surgeon of a Regiment, 
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' that he finds no Cafe, though there were a great Number treated 
inthis Manner, ever proved rebellious to this Medicine. Hence 
it appears that this Method is far preferable to Salivation, whe- 
ther we confider the Speedinefs, the Safety, the Eafinefs of the 
Courfe, or the Condition of the Body after the Cure. And as 
for Alteratives he could find out none he could confide in fo 
much as the Sublimate. However, he does not look upon this 
as an Alterative, becaufe it has a fenfible Evacuation; but 
he fhould have confidered that Evacuations of any Sort, though 
more plentiful than this Medicine procures, will never cure this 
Difeafe, and therefore it muft proceed from the fpecific Nature 
of the Sublimate; and confequently it may be fafely call’d an 
Alterative. The fame Thing may be faid of the Effect of Anti-~ 
mony and its Preparations tn other Difeafes. 

He fometimes prepared this Medicine with French Brandy, 
but more frequently with a Melafles Spirit 5 both which had a 
fmall Sediment, and therefore he fhaked the Bottle every time 
the Dofe was adminiftered. A few of the Men were gently 
purged by this Solution in the Beginning of the Courfe, but this 
Fyacuation never continued beyond the third or fourth Day. 
The chief Operation was by Urine and Sweating a Nights. The 
diuretic and fudorific Qualities were in Proportion to the large- 
nefs of the Dofe, and a few were a little Qualmifh with their 
Morning Dofe. But when the Dofe was doubled, that is, when 
two Spoonfuls were given twice a Day, the Qualmifhnefs did not 
increafe in Proportion to the Quantity. 

Their Diet was generally as follows ; they have Water-gruel 
for Breakfaft; Broth and five or fix Ounces of boiled Meat for 
Dinner, and Milk-porridge for Supper, with Barley-water to 
drink at Pleafure. They were directed to {wallow a Quart or 
two every Day. But in the Room of this they may have Milk, 
and Water. No Malt Liquor was allowed. ‘They were per- 
mitted to walk-about in the Garden in the Day time, but were 
not fuffered to go farther for fear of Irregularities. “The Cure 
was begun without any Preparation, unlefs there was feverifh 
Symptoms, an Inflammation or a Phymofis, and then Bleeding 
was thought neceflary at firft, but purging never. 

The only Part of the Cure which was properly Chirurgical, 
was to keep the Sores clean, and to wafh them with the fol- 


lowing Mixture. 
16. Take of Mercurius Duleis well levigated, a Dram; of the 
Compound Powder of Cerujs, two Scruples 5 of Lime-Water, 


two Ounces, mix them. 


The Ulcers were wafhed with this Mixture three times a day, 


and in cafe of a Phymofis, it was injected between the Prepuce 
and

and the Glans, with a Syringe. When the Part affected could. 
not be got at, a little Mercurial Ointment was applied with Lint. 
When after Bleeding, and taking the Medicine for fome Days, 
the Prepuce did not yield, it was flit up the whole Length, to» 
_ €ome at the Ulcers, and then they were cleanfed and drefled in 

_ the Manner above directed: When the Prepuce is thick and 
fchirrous, a Refolution of the Induration is not to be expected; 
and then the whole is to be cut off, for no Remedies will be ef- 
fectual till the Circumeifion is performed. There was nothing 
,done to reduce any Inflammation, but applying a Bread and 
Milk Poultice; and one large Bleeding. After wathing the 
Sores, whether Chancres, Ulcers, or Excoriations, nothing was 
applied but a little dry Lint. Nor were the Buboes drefled o- 
therwife ; and of thefe there were a great Number which healed 
very kindly. ‘The lunar Cauftic was ufed for Warts, very foul 
Sores, and fungous Excrefcences. 

Dr. Pringle has vifited fixty Patients, whofe Difeafes were of 
very long Standing, and he did not know above three or four at 
the moft, in which it abfolutely failed ; one of which was of 
two Years Continuance, after a Salivation ; and thefe were put 
in a fair Way of Recovery, before the Camp broke up, with a 
Spoonful of the Solution once a Day, and from a Pint to a 
Quart daily of a-ftrong Decotion of Sarfaparilla. He likewife 
informed Dr. Glephane, that all Preparations of Sublimate were 
hot equally good, and that Preach Brandy diffolved it better than 
either Malt or Melaffes Spirits. 
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Of the Yaws. 
5 tee Yaws is a Diftemper endemical to Guinea, and the hot- 


ter Climates in Africa. All are liable to it, but more ef- 
pecially in Childhood or Youth. , : 
__ dt makes its firft Appearance in little Spots on the Cuticle, not 
bigger than a Pin’s Point, which increafe daily, and become 
protuberant like Pimples, Soon after; the Cuticle frets off ; and 
then, inftead of Pus or Ichor, there appears white Sloughs of 
Sordes ; under which is a {mall red Fungus. ‘Thefe encreafe era- 
dually, fome to the Size of a {mall Wood-Strawberry, others to 
that of a Rafpberry, others again exceed the largeft Mulberry, 
which in Shape they very much refemble. In the mean time the 
~ black Mair in the Yaqws turns to a tranfparent White. 
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It is not an eafy Matter to determine the exaé&t Time which 
the Yaws take in going through their different Stadia. Lufty, 
well-fed Negroos have had feveral Yaws as big as a Mulberry in 
a Month’s Time ; whereas the low in Fleth, with a fcanty Al- 
lowance, have pafled three Months, without their growing to the 
Size of a Strawberry. 

‘The Yaws appear in all Parts of the Body, but they are moft 
plentiful and of the largeft Size about the Groin, Privy-parts, 
Anus, Arm-pits and Face. They are largeft when feweft in Num- 
ber, and, vice verfa. They are not painful unlefs handled roughly, 
nor caufe a Lofs of Appetite. They continue long without any 
fenfible Alteration ; and whether they would not in Time, 
when the peccant Matter is exhaufted through the Skin, vanith 
of themfelves; or turn to corrofive Ulcers, and affect the Bones 
with Nodes, Exffofes, and Caries ; or by enlarging the excretory 
Duéts of the miliary Glands caufe a Fluid to tranfude more vifcid 
than Sweat, which by drying on the Skin would render the Patient 
feorbutic, feabby, or leprous, is hard to fay; but I am inclinable 
to think, that as foon as the Fungus’s become dry, the Infection 
is exhaufted. It is an infectious Difeafe, and therefore the Ne- 
groe’s Mafter fhould feek for a Cure for the Sake of himfelf, Fa- 
mily, and other Negroes. ! 

‘The Yaws are not dangerous, if the Cure is fkilfully managed 
at a proper Time; but if the Patient has been once falivated, 
or has taken any Quantity of AZercury, and his Skin once cleared 
thereby, the Cure will be very difficult, if not impracticable. 

‘The Negroes who have been cured in 4/rica never have them 
again in America, which is no Wonder, fince the Africans have 
probably had 3000 Years to eftablifh their Skill; and we not 
much above an Hundred. 

As foon as the Yaws begin to appear ona Negroe, he muft be 
removed to a Houfe by himéelf; or if it is not certain whether 
the Eruption is the Yaws or not, fhut him up feven Days, and 
Jook on him again, as the ews were commanded to do with 
their Lepers, Levit. xiii. and in that Time you may be commonly 
certain. 


As foon as you are convinced that it is the Yaws,

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gentle Salivation with Calomel given in {mall Dofes, without far- 
ther Preparation ; five Grains repeated once, twice, or thrice a 
Day, is fufficient, as the Patient can bear it. If he fpits a Quart 
in twenty-four Hours, it is enough. Generally, when the Sa- 
__livation is at this Height, all the Yaws are covered with a dry 
fealy Cruft, or Scab; Which, if numerous, look terribly. Thefe 
fall off daily in fmall, white Scales ; and in ten or twelve Days 
leave the Skin fmooth and clean. Then the Calomel may be 
omitted, and the Salivation permitted to go off of itfelf. [A 
Dram of corrofive Sublimate diffolved in an Ounce of Rum or 
Brandy, and the Solution dabbed on the Yaws, will clear the 
Skin in two Days > aie 
After the Salivation, fweat the Patient twice or thrice in a 
Frame or Chair with Spirit of Wine, and give the following 
Electary ;

Sometimes there remains one large Yaw, high and knobbed, 
red and moift 5 this is called the Mafer-Yaw. This muft be 
confumed an eighth or a tenth Part of an Inch below the, Skin, 
with Mercur. corrof. rub. & Alum. uf?. an. Part. equal, and di- 
gelted with Ung. Bafil. flav. 3j. and Mercur. corrof. rub. %}. 
and cicatrized with Lint prefled out of Spirit of W ine, and with 
the Vitriol Stone. sud | 

After the Yaws are cured, fome Patients are afflicted with Car- 
buncles in their Feet, which fometimes render them incapable of 
walking, unlefs with Pain. 

The Method of Cure is by bathing and paring to deftroy the 
Cuticle, and then proceed as in the A4affer-Yaw. The gentle Ef- 
charotics are to be preferred, efpecially here, and all imaginable 
Care is to be taken to avoid the Tedons and Periofieum. 

To Children under fix or feven Years old, at the proper Time 
of falivating, [when the Yaws are come to their full Growth] 
give a Grain or two of Calomel in white Sugar, once a Day, 
once in two Days, or once in three Days, fo as only to keep 
their Mouths a little fore till the Yaws dry, and falling off in 
white Scales, leave the Skin clean. This fucceeds always, but 
requires a longer Time than in Adults, 


ee I have 
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I have been well informed, that even in Adults, the A thiops 
Mineral given in large Dofes for three or four Months will make 
a perfe&t Cure. But this requires more Time than the Planter 
cares to allow. 

‘The Venereal Difeafe and the Yaws feem to be very diftinct 
Diftempers ; but the Symptoms,:in Confequence of the Yaws 
ill cured coincide fo exactly with the Symptoms of an inveterate 
French Pox, that in moft Cafes it will be very difficult if not im- 
poffible to diftinguifh them. ‘ 

[Sydenham was of Opinion, that the Yaws and the French 
Pex were the fame Diftemper, and differ in nothing but what 
may arife from the various Climates which the Patients inhabit ; 
and that the Spaniards brought the Venereal Difeafe into Europe, 
being infected by the Negroes brought from Guinea, where the 
Yaws are endemic, to the Weft-Indies ; efpecially as the Symp- 
toms of the inveterate Yaws, and a confirmed Pox, are confef- 
fedly the fame. ] 

The Symptoms of the Yaws ill-cured are violent Pains in the 
Limbs, even no€turnal, which in fome are attended with Nodes 
and Exoftofes ; in others with Ulcers which render the Bones ca- 
rious. ‘To confirm this, a well-bred young Woman came from 
England to be School-Miftrefs to a Gentleman’s Daughter ; fhe 
qnarried an Overfeer who gave her the Yaws ; fhe was thrown, 
when the Yaws but juft appeared, (which was much too foon) 
into a deep Salivation, which lafted fix or feven Weeks ; being 
fuppofed cured fhe returned to England, and after fome Weeks 
fhe had violent Pains in her Arms and Legs ; after an Attempt 
to cure her there, an Ulcer broke out in her Leg, and another 
in her Arm. Upon this fhe returned to the Place where fhe re- 
ceived her Diftemper. In Augu/f, 1729, fhe came up to me 
with five or fix Ulcers in her Arms and Legs all covered with an 
Hyper farcofts. But after all that I and others could do for her, 
the Pains increafed, the Bones became carious in every Ulcer, 
and in the End of the Year 1734 fhe died. I was fully con- 
vinced fhe had received no other InfeCtion. 

When I came firft to this Ifland, it was the Practice here, as 
foon as the Yaws appeared, to give the Patient twenty Drops of 
a Solution of 21) of Mercur. fublim. corrof. in 4 viij of {trong Rum 
in the Morning, drinking warm Water after every Puke, and 
they would vomit and fpit all the Forenoon. This Dofe was 
repeated every Morning, increafing the Quantity five Drops every 
Dofe they took ; in a few Days they were feemingly well. But 
I obferved that moft that had been treated after this Manner, ei- 
ther broke out again, or, in Procefs of Time, complained of 
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_gnawing Pains in their Bones, or were fubje@ to Ulcers in feve- 
ral Parts of ‘their Bodies. 

The Difeate at its fecond Appearance, was longer in coming to 
an Height, and required a longer Courfe of Mercuria’s to clear 
the Skin; and fometimes after all they would relapfe a third or 
fourth Time. j 

Of thefe Patients that were affiGed with Ulcers, I have fuc- 
ceeded with fome by Salivation and long Courfes of the AL thiops, 
with the Decodtion of the Woods with Lime-lWater. Many I have 
been foiled in and never able to cure, but left them, I think, ra- 
ther worfe than | found them, to linger out their Days miferably. 
Nor can I pretend to better Succefs with thofe who have com- 
plained of Pains in their Bones. They have generally Nodes, 
Exofiofes, and Caries ; and the Bones of the Arms and Legs _ 
break without any external Violence. 

It is worth while to compare the Defcription of the Lepro'y a- 
mong the Feqws, in Chap. xxiii. of Leviticus, with the Account here 
given of the Yaws; for the Diftempers feem to have a great Re- 
femblance with each other. Anonymus, in Med. Eflays, Edind. 

A Boy from Jamaica with fcrofulous Tumours in his Neck, 
with the Yaws all over his Head, was cured by Dr. Raffel, in 
the following Manner ; 3

Dr. Bricknel!, who lived at Carolina for fome Time, affirms, 


that the following Decoction is an infallible Cure for the Yaws ; 

5 Take four Ounces of ihe Bark of Spanith Qasr, two Ounces of 
the middle Bark of the Pine Tree, two Ounces of the Koot of 
Sumack that bears the Berries; and make a firong Decoction 
with afufficient Quantity of Water. 
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The Patient muft drink of this a Pint Milk-warm, and Half 
a Pint cold, which is a ftrong Vomit. The next Day the Pa- 
tient muft drink Half a Pint three Times a Day ; that is, Morn- 
ing, Noon, and Night, and the Sores muft be wafhed often 
with the fame Decoétion, till the Patient recovers, which gene- 
rally is about fix Weeks. The Patient muft abftain from Flefh 
Meat, and ftrong Liquors. Thefe Ingredients will be fufficient 
to make a Decoétion four Times, but not oftner.

HE King’s Evil, in Latin Struma or Scrofula, is attended 
| with hard, fcbirrous, and often indolent ‘Tumours, which a- 
rife by Degrees in the Glands of the Neck, under the Chin, 
Armpits, Groin, Hams, Arms, and Wrifts, but it is moft com- 
monly feated in the Neck, and beneath the Ears, | 

Likewile cold Tumors, which appear on the Joints and Bones, 
as on the Knees, Elbows, Hands, and Feet, but more particu- 
larly on the Fingers, are Diforders of the ferofulous Kind. As 
alfo the greateft Part of thofe obftinate Fluxions, which fall gra- 
dually on the Joints, without a manifeft Caufe, and which are 
attended with an 4b/ce/s, a Caries, and Swelling of the Bones, 
called the Spina Ventofa; efpecially, of the Apophyfes and Epiphy- 
fes. Of the fame Kind are likewife the Oedemata or White Swell- 
ings which arife in the Arms, Legs, and Feet, principally about 
the Joints: ‘hey confift of a Gelly or coagulated Lymph, which 
puffs them up, but do not pit when preffled with the Fingers like 
dropfical Swellings. 

Sometimes there is an Ocdematous Tumor which fixes itfelf on 
the Knee, and increafes almoft imperceptibly with Redne/s, Heat 
and Pain, while the Leg and Thigh become extremely emaciated, 
and the whole Body is confumed by a flow Fever. 

In the Eyes the Scrophula creates Infammations ; in the Eye- 
lids a puffing up of their Edges with great Sorenefs and {mall UI- 
cers; inthe Angles of the Eye a Fiffyla La:brymalis, by ulce- 
rating the Gland planted there for the Percolation of ‘Tears ; in 
the Lips, exceffive and preternatural ‘Thicknefs ; in the Nofe it 
often creates the crufty Ulcer called Ozena. All which, except 
the laft, are often the Forerunners of this Difeafe, antecedent to 
the great Swellings and foul Ulcers which appear in its maturer 
Dtate, | 

Some 
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. Some think that fitulous Ulcers, the Rickets, fcall’d Heads, 
Cancers, the Gouétre, or Bronchocele, depend upan a fcrofulous 
Virus. 

The Glands of the external Parts are not alone attacked with 
_ this Difeafe; for thofe of the Ade/extery are almoft always af- 
_ fected ; which appears from the opening of Perfons dying of this 
Difeafe. Sometimes the Difeafe begins in the Mefentery ; and 
fometimes the Liver, Spleen, Womb, Lungs, Windpipe, Brain, 
and other internal Parts are fcrofulous : Flonre {chirrous ‘Tumors, 
incurable Cancers, obftinate Fluxions, rebellious Ophthalmies, 
malignant Abfceiles, fiftulous Ulcers, dangerous Quinfeys, ter- 
rible Epilepfies, mortal Confumptions of the Lungs, ftubborn 
Jaundices, Dropfies, Colics, hypochondriac and hyfteric Affec- 
tions, In fhort, there is no Part of the human Body which may 
not be affected with Tumours,  Schirrufes, Fluxions, Inflam- 

mations, Abfcefies and Ulcers. 

The Scrofule are hard Tumours, becaufe they are produced by 

a thick coagulated Matter; they are col/, becaufe they are caufed 
e a Stagnation of the Lympha in the Part affected ; they are 
tndolent, ~becaule the Salts are inactive, and becaufe the nervous 
Fibres are comprefied by the Hardnefs of the Matter without Ir- 
ritation. 3 

The Scrofule may be faid to be isan, when they are fuperfi- 
cial ; when they do not much raife the Skin, nor change its Co- 
me 3 when only the Glands are puffed up, and are foft, move-’ 
able, without Adhefion and indolent. 

The malignant Scrofuig are evident from the Largenefs of the 
' Tumor, its Hardnefs and Adhefion ; from its becoming litid or 
red ; from its being painful; and eee ulcerated, from. the Cal- 
lofity of the Lips of the Ulcer, and from their difficult Cure. 

We may know that other Difeafes proceed from a /fcrofulous 
Virus, if the Parents have had the venereal Lues, or when they or 
their Stlies Children are afflicted with the Scrofula, or when they 
have lived with {crofulous Perfons, or when their Difeafe is at- 
tended with hard {welled Glands in the Neck, Armpits, or Groin, 
or when there are white Swellings i in other Parts of the Body. 

As to the Prognoftics, the benign Scrofule admit of an eafy 
Cure, efpecially if they are feated in the conelobate Glands, and 
are moveable, fuperficial and foft. Thofe which attack the 
Joints, the Tendons, the Ligaments, the Bones, which are near 
large Veffels, or comprefs the Afpera arteria, or the Ocfophagus, 
are very dificult to. cure. The internal Scrofulee are much more 
dangerous than the external ; for when they turn to an Abfcefs 
they are incurable,  T hey are ae more or lef$ troublefome in 

| ‘ popes 
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proportion to the Progrefs they have made, the Parts which they 
‘attack, and the Temperament of the Patient; for when he is 
bilious or melancholic they make great Ravages, by caufing a Caries 
in the Bones, and by creating fiftulous and cancerous Ulcers. 
Thofe that are hereditary or joined toa bad Habit of Body, are 
very hard to cure, for if they are healed in one Part, they often 
break out with greater Fury in another. 

If the Strume have been long ulcerated, fays TURNER from 
Wifeman, and are become finusus and virulent, and if they lie 
near one another, they often find a Communication, though they 
appear diftin&: In this Cafe the Lips grow callous, and the UI- 
cers corrofive, frequently fordid ; and the cure is not to be ex- 
pected as long as one Cy/fis remains, or the Veflels that feed 
them. Thofe who are feized with Strume in the Neck after 
forty Years of age, feldom recover. 

If ftrumous Tumors arife from a Caries in the Bones of the Fin- 
gers or Hands, the cure is difficult ; but more fo in the Feet and 
Toes. If in the Os Calcis, Joint of the Ancle, or Z/ragalus, or 
in the Knee bones, or J/chia, or the like, where they can’t be 
fafely laid open, or judge of the Caries, the Cafe is deplorable, 
and the Patient generally dies of a Adara/mus. 

In the Cure, the Diet fhould be thin and attenuating, light and 
eafy of Digeftion, and all Salt and Smoke-dry’d Meat fhould be 
carefully avoided; as alfo Becf, Pork, Fith, Hare, Cheefe, and 
in general all things that are hard of Digeftion, or which yield 
indifferent Nourifhment. The Air fhould be pure, fweet and 
dry; and the Body fhould be kept always open, 

The Cure may be begun by Bleeding, efpecially if the Patient 
is plethoric, and then a mercurial or antimonial Vomit; after 
which he fhould take a gentle Purge, often repeated, fuch as the 
common purging Potion of Sydenham; and as almoft all Reme- 
dies which are good in venereal Cafes are ufeful in this, mereu- 
vial Vomits and Purgatives willbe proper. The following is an 
Aperient, Diffolvent, and Abforbent;

It is certain that the united Force of Mercurials and Antimoni- 
als will do Wonders in thefe Cafes, if prudently given and long 
continued ; always beginning with {mall Dofes at firft. ‘There- 
fore Zwelfer’s Decoftion + of the Moods with Argent. viv. and | 
Antim. crud. muft needs be excellent in this Cafe. Alfo Hux- 
ham’s + Effence of Antimony, which I the rather mention, be- 
caufe we have an authentic Hiftory of a young Man whofe Hand 
was {welled as big as two Hands, and had many Holes in it. It 
had been of feven Years ftanding, and was given over as incur. 


-* This is an. Invention of Gideon Harvey, and is thus made; Take 
equal Parts of crade Antimony and Sal-ammoniac, grind them well to- 
gether in a Mortar, put the Mixture into a ‘Sublimatory, and fublime it 
into yellows and red Hlowers, put thefe into a Bolt-Head, and pour diftilled 
Vinegar thereon to the Height of a Hand's Breadth, after eight Days Di- 
geftion, abftraG the Liquor by Exaporation or Diftillation; grind the 
whitifo Refidue, and edulcorate it with warm Water, which will refiore

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able. The Patient was vomitted twice a Week with this Effence, 
and in the Intervals of Vomiting, he took it in Wine and Water, 
three or four times 2 Day; but the Dofe was fo fmall as not to 
make him vomit or fick, or caufea Naufeain the Stomach. The 
Sores were fyringed twice a Day with a fuitable Water, and then 
covered with Emplaf?. de Ran. cum triplicat Mercur. for the 
firft Month, and afterwards Diapalma, &c. The Effence or Vin, 
met. was continued for more than fix Months before the Pa- 
tient was cured. 

Lime Water is a good Auxiliary in thefe Cafes, and I have 
known a great deal of Good done by the conftant Ufe of it 
without any thing elfe; but it is generally mixed with a Decoc- 
tion of the Woods. ; 

Some make ufe of the Deco&tion of Spunge; the Dofe is four 
Ounces; others, burnt or calcined Spunge; the Dofe is zfs Morn- 
ing and Evening. Turner mentions a Cure from an Eleé&tary 
made of the moft gritty and fabulous Spunges that could be got, 
which were dried in an Oven fo much as to be fit to pulverize. 
The Dofe was a Spoonful Night and Morning.

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ture of Antimony in a Glafs of the Decoction of the Woods. 
Boyle, the Decoction of Paronychia Folio rutaceo in Beer; Dr. 
Francis Fuller, the Deco€tion of Celts-foot ufed for a long Time. | 
Fallopius ‘praifes the Root of Butchers Broom, the Dofe is 3}. 
_ with er. x. of the Root of common Flower de Luce. Arn. de 
Vil'anova \ooks on the Root of Scrofularia or Figwort as a Spe- 
cific ; the Dofe is 5j. in Powder. And Allen mentions two 
Cures performed by white Archangel, boiled in Milk, which it 
coagulates; the Whey of which muft be drank, and the Curd 
applied to the Sores. Of late the mineral Waters of Moffat in 
Annandale have been drank with great Advantage. _ 
_ Ihave lately been informed by an eminent Phyfician, that Ep- 
fom Salt diflolved in a Pint of Water in fuch a Quantity as to 
keep the Body open, and taken like Sea-Water has often cured 
this Difeafe. | 

After all we have another Medicine whofe Virtues in curing 
this Difeafe, have been lately difcovered, or a leaft have been lately 
communicated to the Public; I mean the Fe/uits Bark, the Ef- 
fecis of which have been related by Dr. Fordyce in the following 
Cafes. | 

1. A young Lady fixteen Years of Age, tall thin, not having 
as yet menftruated was inoculated for the Small-Pox, and foon re- 
covered, only for fome Weeks after fhe had a few troublefome 
Sores, near the Places where fhe had been inoculcated ; during 
which ‘Time, though fhe often took Phyfick, a great Part of the 
right Parotid fwelled confiderably, as well as the Lymphatic 
Glands on each fide of the Neck, which lie on each fide of the 
external Jugular and below the Parotid. After a Dofe or two 
of Calomel, the took half a Dram of the Peruvian Bark, with 
a {mall Proportion of Bulb of drum and Saffafras Bark in Sub- 
ftance, twice a Day, which was wafhed down with a little red 
Port; and externally the Fumes of hot Vinegar. In a few 
Weeks the Sores dried up, the Swelling vanifhed without break- 
ing; fhe menftruated foon after and recovered her Colour, Fleth, 
and Strength, continuing perfectly well for this three Years. _ 

2. A Woman about thirty Years of Age, after lying in had fe- 
veral hard’Tumours when her Milk was going off in her left Breaft 
and under her Arm-Pit. There had been fwellings before in the 
fame Parts, but they had been healed up for two Years. I did 
not fee her till ten Weeks after this laft lying in, when feveral of 
thefe Tumours were broke with a plentiful Difcharge. How- 
ever they were {till hard and almoft cartilaginous to the Touch. 
Her Noftrils were fore at the fame Time, and her under Lip 
thickened, which thewed the Diforder to be ferofulous. 


She 
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She tried. feveral Medicines for five Weeks, but grew weaker 
and thinner; then the Neville Spaw, which reduced her exceed- 
ingly. After this I directed the Bark which at firft run off by 
Stool ; but being checked it ftrengthened her, -and the Size, 
Hardnefs, and Difcharge of Tumours greatly abated, fo that they 
gradually healed up, and fhe quickly recovered her Flefh and 
Colour. 

3- A Girl of fourYears of Age, very fair, pale and puny, had 
a large hard fwelling under her left Ear and along the fame fide 
of the lower Jaw. She had had it two Months before I was cort- 
fulted, and was perfectly cured in about a Fortnight, only with 
taking the following Medicines, 


g. Take of the be/t Rhubarb half an Ounce ; of Florentine Orris 
an Ounce; of dried red Rofes a Dram and a half. Infufe 
thefe after they have been cut and bruifed in two Quarts of 
fmall Ale, and let ber drink a Glafs of the Colature twice a 
Day withthe Quantity of a Nutmeg of the following E leclary. 


10. Take of the Powder of the Peruvian Bark fix Drams; of Saf- 
fafras Bark in Powder two Cunces. Make them into an 
Eleétary with a fufficient Quantity of the Syrup of Sugar. 


The Swelling was anointed every Day with the Unguentum ad 
Strumas of Zacutus Lufitanus. 

4. A young Woman of a thin Habit, but regular in her 
Menftrua, temperate and healthy ; eating little Meat, and living 
moftly on Vegetable Food, had three Years ago a breaking out 
of Pimples, firft about her Nofe and Cheeks, and ever fince 
about the Forehead, Nofe, Mouth and Chin. They rofe to the 
fize of a Pea, inflamed, and in a few Days fuppurated partially. 
One Crop conftantly fucceeded another, which occafioned her 
to try various Medicines inwardly and outwardly, but without 
Effect. Mercurials did more harm than good. 

After the Cure had been attempted in vain for three Years to- 
gether, I ordered her to take half a Dram of the Bark in Sub- 
flance twice a Day, and by that Time fhe had taken half an 
Ounce, the Inflammation diminifhed, the Pimples retired with- 
out Suppuration, and no new Eruption appeared. After fhe 
had taken three Ounces her Face became quite {mooth. No ex- 
ternal Application was ufed, nor was her Diet altered. 

5. A Boy of about five Years of Age had an Inflammation in 
both Eyes of the ftrumous Kind, with two fmall Ulcers in the 
- Cornea of the left Eye. He was cured with a Seton in the Neck; 
but two Years afterwards an Inflammation feized the left Eye, 
with a Dimnefs of Sight, infomuch that the Boy could not bear 
. the 
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the leaft Glimpfe of Light. After three Months he was brought 
to me again, and had an Ulcer in the Cornea oppofite the Pu- 
pil which would hold a Vetch. The Seton was opened again, 
and continued for a Month, but without Succefs. I then ordered. 
the Peruvian Bark twice a Day, and a Spoonful of red Port each 
Time to wafh it down; and likewife a Spoonful or two more 
ina Day. In three Weeks Time he took two Ounces of the 
Bark when the Ulcer cicatrized, 'and the Inflammation dif- 
_ appeared ina Month. ‘The outward Application was the fame. 
allalong, namely the Agua Opbthalmica of the Edinburgh Dif- 
penfatory. 
6, An inactive luxurious indolent Clergyman aged, fifty three, 
erew Cachectic, breathed fhort upon Motion, with {welled 
Legs, one of which was feized with Sz. Anthony's Fire. This 
was followed by a fmal! Sore which gleeted plentifully 3 for 
which he took two or three Dofes of Phylic, and then the 
Bark with fome drops of a bitter Eixir. Upon which his 
Sore contraéted and healed; the Swelling of his Legs fubfided, 
his Breathing became more free and eafy, regained his Flefh and 
look’d better. He took about feven Ounces of the Bark in 
feven Weeks, and continued well for fome Months. But, lead- 
ing the fame Life as before, the Sore broke out again, and he 
went to Bath, where he drank little of the Waters. He re- 
turned back and had a bilious Fever which went off with- 
out any Crifis, but returned in a few Weeks and proved fa- 
tal. 

The Author adds another Cafe, and could have related many 
more to fhow the Effects of the Bark in Ulcers Mah Moris, 
Semigangrenous Sores, &c. But thofe here mentioned are fuffi- 
cient to prove, that the Bark has feveral Virtues not before taken 
Notice of. 

From the firft, fecond and third Cafe, fays Dr. Fordyce, it is 
evident, that in tumefied Glands, where the Habit happens to be 
feeble, and the Circulation weak, the Bark is a moft efficacious 
Medicine ; and what is remarkable, actsas a Difcutient and Re- 
folvent ; for we find it refolves tumified Glands without Suppura- 
tion, contrary to the prevailing Opinion and the Directions of 
Phyficians of great Name, and in Cafes where fomethine critical 
has been thrown upon the Glands. In Children thefe Swellings 
often retire without any fentfible ill Confequence, though they ap- 
peared to have been the Crifis of fome of their Fevers. Other Me- 
dicines, though of the higheft Repute, have feldom done any Good 
in fcrofulous Cafes, as they neither prevented the Suppuration of 
‘Tumors already forming, nor mended the Habit or Health of the 
Patient, nor prevented a Relapfe. 

: To 
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To the fifth Cafe I might have added fome others, where the 
good Effects of the Bark were evident in the ftrumous Ophthalmy; 
but this is fufficient, fince it performed a Cure without any other 
Aid, the Collyrium excepted, which, before the Ufe of the Bark, 
availed nothing. From the fixth and other Cafes, which might 
have been mentioned, the Efficacy of the Bark appears in Cache- 
xies with foul obftinate Ulcerss in gleety phagedenic, and femi- 
gangrenous Sores, Jc. And indeed in thefe, and in the T'reat- 
ment of Gangrenes and Mortifications, I have often feen fuch 
inconteftible Evidence of its Virtue and Efficacy, that I cannot 
but be greatly furprized to fee fome Pra¢titioners of Credit and ex- 
tenfive Experience éalling its Power in thefe Cafes in Queftion ; 
and am the more concerned at it, that fuch Names and Authority 
mutt carry fo much Weight, as to prevent many from having Re- 
courfe to this excellent Remedy, in Cafes where I cannot but 
think it would do great Service. 

Dr. Fothergill bas likewife long given the Bark in fcrofulous 
Diforders, and affirms, that it may not only be given with Safety, 
but to manifeft Advantage in many of thefe Cafes. Inveterate 
Ophthalmies generally yield to it; incipient glandular Tumors 
are very frequently refolved, and their farther Progrefs topped ; 
fwelled Lips, cutaneous Blotches arifing from the like Caufe are 
healed, andthe Tendéncy toa ftrumous Habit corrected by a 
proper Ufe of the Peruvian Bark. However, it will not fuc- 
eeed in all Cafes, though there are few in which a Trial can be 
attended with much Detriment. He has never known it avail 
much where the Bones are affe&ted, nor where the fcrofulous 
Tumor has been fo fituated as to be attended with much Pain; 
as in the Joints, or under the membraneous Covers of the Muf- 
eles ; for when it affects thefe Parts, the Perio/lcum feldom ef- 
capes without fome Injury, in which Cafe the Bone will of 
courfe be likewife injured ; and then the Bark, he thinks, wilk- 
haften the Progrefs of the Difeafes. | 

We do not find, that either of thefe Gentlemen have taken 
Notice of a fcrofulous Confumption ; but I can aflure the 
Reader, from my own Experience, that it will do Wonders: e- 
ven in that. 

Dr. Fothergill gives the Bark in a liquid Form in the following 
Manner ; 

11. Take of Peruvian Bark in Powder an Ounce, and boil it in a 
Quart of pure Water to a Pint. Towards the End add of 
fiiced Liquorice Root Half an Ounce. To the Colature add of

A fmali Quantity of Winter’s Bark added to this Medicine, 


gives it a grateful Warmth, and renders a Quantity of the Com-

pound Water lefs neceflary. And a little Liquorice, a few Rai- 


fins, Gum Arabick, or the like, added to the Decoétion before 


it is taken off the Fire, by making the Liquor vifcid, enables it 
to fufpend more of the fine Particles of the Lark, and at the 
fame Time renders it lefs difagreeable.” : 


The Swellings of the Joints, commonly called Wuire- 


Swe LLINGS, are of the Strumous Kind, and of two Sorts : They 


are both made by Conge/tion, and increafe gradually ; the one arifes 
externally upon the Tendons, and between them and the Skin, 
or between them and the Bone ; the other éxternally, within the 
Bone itfelf. 

That which arifes externally affe&s the Ligaments and Ten- 
dons firft, and fometimes relaxes them to fuch a Degree, that the 


Heads of the Joints frequently feparate one. from another, and . 


the Member waftes away and grows ufelefs. But moft com- 
monly the Humours, by over-moiftening the Ligaments and Ten- 
dons, produce a Weaknefs and Uneafinefs in the Joint, raifing 
a ‘Tumour externally, and, in its Progrefs, the Membranes and 
Bones are corroded by the Humour. It will be more certain that 


_ the Tumour is the Offspring of the King’s Evil, if there are Stru- 


mous Symptoms in any other Part of the Body. 

In order to the Cure, in the Beginning of the Fluxion, apply 
altringent and drying Plafters of Red Lead and Bole, with mode- 
rate Bandage, and place the Member in fuch a Pofition as may 
prevent the Defcent of the Humours: The internal Remedies 


“may be the fame as in the general Cure. Cheyne and Allen {ay, 


Water pump’d on the Tumour is a certain Remedy. The exter- 
nal Cure of the glandulous Strume is the Bulineis of a Surgeon, 
wherefore the lefs has been faid of it here. 
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Cancer is a hard, round, unequal, painful, and generally 

. immoveable Tumour, of a livid, blackifh, or leaden Co- 

lour, furrounded with fwell’d, crooked, varicous Veflels, in fome 

fort refembling the Feet of a Crab, in Latin Cancer, from whence 
this T’umour takes its Name.

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A Cancer is either occult or manife/?. An occult Cancer, begins 
at firft with a {mall and almoft indolent Tumour, about the Size 
of a Pea, or a Hazle-nut, which does not change the Colour of 
the Skin, and fometimes lies dormant for feveral Years without 
making any Progrefs. _ 

But as foon as the Virus, or virulent Humour, begins to be- 
‘come more ative, the fmall Tubercle becomes all of a fudden 
a large, round, livid Tumour, with an unequal Superficies. It 
is generally attended with an. intenfe fhooting Pain. At 
length it begins to eat and break through the Skin, and fo be- 
comes a manifeft or ulcerated Cancer, from whence proceeds a 
fordid, vifcid, bloody, fanious or ichorous Matter, attended with 
an infupportable Stench. : 

Though a Cancer may infeft any Part of the Body, it gene- 
rally appears in the Breafts, Armpits, behind the Ears, in the 
Lips, Nofe, and private, Parts: Women are more fubject to 
them than Men. Its general Seat is the Glands, and is akin to 
a Schirrus. | 

An occult Cancer is known to be formed, fays Boerhaave, when, 
after the Signs of a preceding Schirrus, a Titillation, Itching, 
Heat, Rednefs, are gradually perceived ; with a fhooting, burn- 
ing, pricking Pain, The Colour of the Skin likewife changes 
from a Carnation to a deep Red; then it becomes purple, blue- 
ifh, livid, and at length black: The Part feels very bard, un- 
_ equal and rough ; then it rifes with an Apex in the Middle ; the 
Swelling increafes, and the adjacent Veins become tumid, knotty, 
varicous, thick and black. : 

When it begins to break, the Skin is excoriated, and there 
tranfudes through it a thin, fharp Jchor. pantie 

After this the found Veflels on the Edges of the Cancer, being 
diftended by the rifing of the Tumour, are broken; hence arifes 
a Putrefaction, which turns into a fubtile, fharp, fetid, cadave- 
tous Sanies, which, corroding and eating away the found Parts, 
makes a Progrefs in Depth as well as in Circumference, and fends 
forth malignant Roots, by which it takes faft Hold ; the Lips 
become tumid, parched, and offenfive to the Sight; the Pain is 
intolerable, with a Senfe of burning, pricking and gnawing ; 
the Colour becomes cineritious, livid and black. Afterwards 
arife cccult Cancers communicating with the Glands ; Hemor- 
rhages ;, Convulfions ; a flow Fever 5 a ceneral Wafting ; Lofs 
of Smell ; callous Tubercles in the Ears without Pain; faint- 
ing Fits. The Parts being thus eaten away and confumed, 
Death enfues. 

In 
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In Perfons of a good Habit, an occult Cancer may be pretty 
eafily borne ; but if it be difturbed, the preceding Ravage muft 
be expected. 

A fmall, incipient, free Cancer feated in a fuitable Place, not 
_ joining to large Veffels, arifing from an external Caufe, in a ju- 

_venile, found Body, and being the only one in the Body, fhould 
be extirpated without Delay. 

Outward Applications of all Kinds, except the Plumbeous and 
Narcotic, are to be fhunned, becaufe they havea Tendency to 
ulcerate an occult Cancer. ~ 

If the Cancer be large, old, adberent, in a Place unapt for 
Extirpation, growing to or lying upon large Veflels, arifing from 
an internal Caufe ; and the Patient being old, cacochymic, dif- 
pofed to thefe Kind of Diforders, and having more than one, nei= 
ther Excifion nor ‘Topics are proper. : 

For unlefs it be extirpated, Root, Branch and Seed, it will be 
exafperated, and ftrike inwards, generate others, and increafe 
thofe already formed. 

The Caufe of a Cancer muft be taken away with it, or before 
an Attempt of that kind is made. 

A Cancer of the Fauces, Palate, Armpits, or Groin, is in- 
curable ; of the Lips is hard to cure. 

When a Cancer is large, &c. as above-mentioned, all we can 
do is to leave itat Reft, and to appeafe the Symptoms. 
~The firft Point is obtained by defending it from external Inju- 
ries, by Applications confifting of plumbeous Ingredients and 
Narcotics ; by diminifhing and correcting the Caufe. For this 
Purpofe Cathartics with Mercurials in a frnall, and fometimes in 
a double Dofe, will be proper; as alfo Diluents, Aperients, and 
fubalkalious Remedies ; taking Care not in any Manner to in- 
Creafe the Caufe.

If the Cancer is to be extirpated, the Body muft be Sage 
by a fuitable Diet, Medicines which chear the Spirits, and are 
contrary to the Caufe of the Difeafe. 

It muft be taken off intirely by its Roots, and all at once, 
by paffing a ftrong Thread through it, or raifing it by a proper 
Inftrument, Or when the Integuments are feparated from it by 
Incifion, and ‘the Cancer is laid bare, a Thread muft be paffed 
through it, in order to raife it up, or draw it forward, and then 
jt muft be prudently feparated from the found Parts. 

The Wound mutt be cured by a thin and foft Bandage, having 
firft evacuated the Blood from the adjacent Parts. 

This done, the Patient muft perfift a long while in the fame 
Diet and Medicines, as if the Cancer was ftill exifting. BorErR. 

The Virtues of Lignum Guaiacum in Venereal Diforders, par- 
ticularly Ulcers, have been much commended, but its good Effects 
in Cancerous Sores are not fo well known. 

A Woman about thirty, of a bad Habit of Body, upon heal- 
ing feveral running Sores, had a large indolent Tumour formed in 
her left Breaft, which in eight Months increafed to a great Bulk, 
broke, and became an ulcerated Cancer, for which I amputated the 
whole Breaft. Several Days after fhe fweated plentifully, and 
the Suppuration went on well. The Sweating then ceafed,. and 
fome Days after the lower Part of the Wound looked in a gan- 
grenous Way ; which Appearance was removed by Scarificationsy 
Fomentations, “ce. and the Ufe of the Bark; but the Matter 
of the Sore continued zchorous, and a Knot af a white Colour 
rofe alittle below... On opening of which I found, inftead of 
Pus, a Subftance refembling Chee/e, 

This Sore put on an Appearance between a Gangrene and ‘a 
Cancer, with a Swelling between it and the large WW outiite which 
was now about the Breadth ofa Crown Piéce.’ I tried the Method 
above, with feveral other Medicines, without Effect ; the Sore be-

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tame mare painful, worfe coloured, and an Inflammation and 
Ffardnefs were brought on the furrounding Teguments, . 

J then made her drink every Day four Pints of a ftrong De- 
coction of Guatacum, made with Ziv. of the Rafpings boiled in 
_ Tbvj. of Water to fBiv. and gave her fome Theriaca at Night to 
take her fweat; but not fucceeding, fhe was purged with gr: 
xxv. of Pil. Coch. and or. v. of Mer. dulcis, the Decoétion of 
Guaiacum being ftill continued. After this the Sweats returned

Ulcers without Malignity, fcorbutic Eruptions, and even cancerous 

Ulcers of the Face, and {crofulous Sores on the Thighs. ‘Junker — 
affirms Belladonna has cured amoft deplorable Cancer of the Breaft. 

The Dofe of either is a Grain or two at Night going to Bed, which 

fometimes makes the Patient giddy at firft. Three will often vomit, 
fweat or purge the Patient moderately. Boiling Water mult be 
pured upon the Herb, which muft be afterwards fqueezed out. 


POMP GIES PAS HEIGL AWOGSP OSS SIASGHASHGS 
Of the Elephantiafis, or Leprofy of the Arabians. 


ZG HE Leprofy is faid to be of two-Kinds ; that of the Greeks 
and that of the Arabians , the latter is called Elephantiafis, ’ 
from the Roughnefs, Inequalities and Tubercles in the Skin, re- 
fembling that of an Elephant. Lucretius fuppofed it to be gene- 
rated in Azypt, and no where elfe; but if the Leprofy of the 
Jews is the fame as that of the Negroes, which is highly proba- 
ble, then we may affirm that it is endemical to the Southern and 
and Inland Parts of Africa, Tacitus pretends that Occheris King 
of A gypt confulted the Oracle of Ammon, for a Remedy to this 
Difeafe, and was advifed to expel the Fews out of his Country, - 
as a Race of Men hateful to the Gods ; and Fufiin falls into the 
fame Error, affirming, the Zgyptians. were. told that the only 
eenath G2 | Means 
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Means to ftop the Progrefs of this Plague was to drive MZofes and. 
the infected People out of the Kingdom. 

That it was contagious all Hiftories agree, as well Sacred as 
Profane ; and the Perfians, whom it fometimes vifited, as Hera- 
dotus informs us, would not let a leprous Perfon come within the 
City Walls ; and as for Foreigners, they expelled them from 
their Country. Plimy acquaints us, that it did not invade Jtaly 
till the Time of Pompey the Great, that it was brought from 
“Egypt, and is peculiar to that Kingdom. And, fpeaking of ano- 
ther Difeafe not much unlike the Lepro/y, which was brought 
from fa into Italy in the Reign of Tiberius, he fays, they were 
obliged to fendto £gypt, the Mother of thefe filthy Maladies, 
for Phyficians to cure it. 

I have been the more particular in this Matter becaufe fome 
have thought,-and perhaps not without Reafon, that the Lepro- 
fy of the 4rabians, or more properly of the Africans, was the 
Parent of the Lues Venerea. Even Aftruc, who was of the con- 
trary Opmmion, acknowledges it was propagated by Venereal Em- 
braces, that it was endemic in Syriaas well as A4tgypt, and was 
the Leprofy of the “fews. This is certain, that fince the Pox 
has been curable, the Elephantiafis feems to have difappeared, and 
the Leprofy of the Greeks has been much lefs frequent than here- 
tofore. 

Pliny informs us, that the firft Appearance of the Elephantia- 
fis is in the Face, particularly a fmall Speck appears on the Nofe 
or Noftril ; and, as the Difeafe increafes, the whole Body is full 
of Spots of various Colours; the Skin is thick in one Place, and 
thin in another, hard and rough, with Scabs. In procefs of Time, 
the Skin turns black, and the Difeafe eats away the Flefh to the 
very Bones. Cel/us obferves, that the Spots grow tumid and 
red, and then turn black, and the Skin is covered as it were, 
with Scales. “Then the Body falls away, the Mouth, Legs and 
Feet fwell, and the Fingers and Toes are hid with a Swelling ; 
even the Bones themfelves do not efcape; afterwards a Fever 
arifes, to which the Patient falls an eafy Victim. 

The Leprofy has made a great Progrefs of late Years in Bar- 
badoes, not only among the Negroes, but the white Inhabitants, 
Towne fays, at firft there appears Spots of a brown Copper- 
Colour, difperfed over feveral Parts of the Face, but efpecially 
on the Nofe; without any Uneafinefs or Senfe of Pain in the Be- 
ginning; thefe fpread by flow Degrees till a great Part of the 
Body is covered with them. This is undoubtedly the Yaws. 

Hughes, in the Natural Hiflory of Barbadoes, {ays, it firft be- 
gins with a permanent Swelling on the Tips of the Ears, and 
the falling off of the Hairs of the Eyebrows, then the Face ap- 

pears 
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pears unQuous, fhining, and full of fuperficial, protuberant 
Spots, of a brown Copper-Colour ; the Lips and Nofe are gene- 
rally much fwelled, the Fingers and Toes are diftorted, and at 
laft ulcerated ; the Infection creeping from Joint to Joint, till it 
hath correded all the Fingers and Toes. Thefe, as Towne ob- 
ferves, never digeft, but generally look dry, without much Foul- 
nefs or Fetor. The next Attack is upon the Trunk of the 
Body, where it fpreads in Patches, but never penetrates very 
deep into the mufcular Flefh, but encreafes in Circumference, 
and difcharges a thin cher which dries up and emaciates the Pa- 
tient in a few Years, though fome have lived miferably for ten 
or twelve Years. 7 : 

There is another Difeafe which Towne falfely calls the E/ephan- 
tiafis, or the Lepra of the Arabians; on a Suppofition that it 
was denominated from the Patient having a Leg of an enormous 
Size, refembling the Leg of an Elephant. Others have been 
led by him into the fame Miftake. It generally happens aiter 
long Illneffes, acute Fevers, obftinate Intermittents, or other 
tedious Diftempers. The vitiated Humours generally fubfide into 
one Leg, fometimes into both, imitating an Anafarca. As the 
Leg becomes more tumified, the Veins are diftended with a vari- 
cous Swelling from the Knee to the Toes. Then the Skin be- 
gins to grow rugged and unequal, its va/cular and glandular 
Compages are enlarged, and a fcaly Subfiance, with a Sort of 
Chops and Fi/fures in the Inter/tices, appear on the Surface. Thefe 
feeming Scales do not dry up or fall off, but are protruded for- 
ward, and ftretched in their Dimenfion till the Leg is enlarged 
to an enormous Bulk. ; . 

Though this fcaly Coat appears to be harfh, callous and in- 
fenfible, yet if touched ever fo fuperficially with a Lancet, the 
Blood will freely ooze out, and if the Epidermis be pared off, 
an Infinity of Orifices of the Blood-Veffels will appear to the 
Eye, when affifted with a Microfcope. 

The Negro is otherwife hearty and well, and fome have lived 
with this Difeafe twenty Years and upwards. Amputation is no 
Cure, for it conftantly takes Poffeffion of the remaining Leg, 
White People are not altogether free from it, efpecially when 
reduced to Hardfhips. This Difeafe, Hoffman calls a milder 
Leprofy. | : 

But to fet this Matter in a ftill clearer Light, it will be ne- 
ceflary to add the Defcription of this Difeafe from Guido de 
Chauliac. The Leprofy, fays he, commonly begins in the Face 
and Forehead, in which, filthy ubercles make their Appear- 
ance, and by Degrces fpread allover the Body. The Eye- 

G 4 : brows 
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_ brows {well, the Noftrils grow wider outwardly, and ftraiter 
inwardly ; the Lips are disfigured with an unfightly Tumour; 
the Voice is hoarfe and fnuffling ; the Ears are turned back ; the 
Forehead is protuberant; the Face is of a Purple-Colour; the 
Véins under the Tongue are varicous and black; the Mufcles 
between the Fx ore-Finger and the Thumb are eaten away; the 
Hair falls off from the Head and Eye-brows ; - afterwards 
the Skin of the whole Body becomes black and full of Spots, 
rough and unequal, with crufty Scabs full of Knobs and Fiflures, 
of horrible Afpe&, which makes it appear like the Skin of an 
Elephant. After this the Fingers and Toes begin to {well, 
and. then the Legs, which being covered with rugged Inequa- 
ities, feem like two Sacks for Magnitude. Befides all this, the 
Patient is infatiable with regard. to venereal Pleafures. The 
Blood is foetid, fpotted and black, and will not coagulate. 

Floffman thinks the Seat of thefe Sort of Difeafes is in the 
Skin, but chiefly the Fatty Afembrane thereof, where the Fomes 
of the impure and corrupt Matter chiefly refides ; infomuch that 
by corroding, pricking and inflaming the nervous Fibrillz of the 
Skin, various Kinds of Puftules ‘are generated. And he farther 
thinks, that the Fat ‘is the moft proper Receptacle not only of 
the Seeds of this Diftemper, butof the Meafles, miliary Puftules, 
Small-Pox, and the Lues Venerea ; where they may lurk till fome 
bad Conttitution of the Air gives them fufficient Vigour to ex- 
ert thei pernicious Qualities. All the ancient Phyficians thought 
it had its Rife from Errors in Diet; and fome are of Opinion, 
. that Hogs-Fleth was forbidden to the Jews on that very Ac- 
count. Others lay the Blame on Salt, vifcid Meats, and acid 
Wines. —— t 

This Difeafe is hereditary and infectious, for it may be 
caught by the Selva of a Leper, if a found Perfon drinks after 
him; by Touch; by lying inthe fame Bed; and by Cortion. 
By this laft Means, 4/fruc thinks the Difeafe of Brenning was 
caught, mentioned by fome old Exglifo Writers, which Becket, 
Turner, and others, ‘thought to be a Demonftration of the An- 
tiquity of the venereal Difeafe. 

An inveterate Leprofy was judged to be abfolutely incurable. 
But dreteus fays, when the Difeafe is new and recent, there, 
are Hopes of a Cure. What he and Ce//us prefcribe in order 
to the Cure, are not worth repeating ; for if any Medicines will 
do, they muft be of the Herculean Kind. Authors are excef- 
five in the Praife of Viper’s Flesh, which Hoffman judges to be 
quite infignificant. ‘foe! advifes Bleeding and Purging, with 
xij Grains of the Extra@t of black Hellebore, or gr. iij of the 
Glafs of Antimony in Conferve of Rofes; but the Vitrum Cera- 

tum 
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tum is more fafe, and may be given in a larger Dofe. Tozne 
confefles that Antimonial Preparations yielded moft Relief in 
Barbadoes, but he could not fay that they perfeted the Cure, 
‘On the other hand, Adercury exafperated the Diftemper, irritat- 
_ edthe Ulcers, and made them fpread the fafter. 3

, : “HIS Diftemper begins with red Pimples or “Puttules 
| breaking out in various Parts of the Body; fometimes 
they appear fingle, fometimes a great Number arife together, 
efpecially on the Arms and Legs: as the Difeafe increafes, 
frefh Pimples appear, which joining the former make a Sort 
of Clufters, all which enlarge their Borders and fpread in an 
~ Orbicular Form. ‘The Superficies of thefe Puftules are rough, 

whitith, and fcaly ; when they are fcratched the Scales fall off, 
upon which a thin /chor oozes out, which foon dries and har- 
dens into a /caly Cru/?. a 

Thefe Clufters of Puftules are at firft fmall and few, that ie, 
three or four in an Arm or Leg only, and of the Size of a Silver 
Penny, But if the Difeafe is fuffered to increafe, they become 
more numerous, and the Clufters inlarge their Circumference to 
the Bignefs of a Crown-piece, but not exactly round. After- 
wards it gradually increafes in fuch a Manner, that the whole 
Body is covered with a leprous Scurf. Wru1s. 

‘The Leprofy commonly breaks out firft in the Elbows and 
Knees, but foon {preads farther, and gradually fhews itfelf all 
over the Body. Turner. : 
~ The Caufes and Seat of this Difeafe are faid to be the fame 
as the former. Wéllis blames all dried and falted Meats, efpe- 
cially Hog’s Flefh; and Fith, particularly Shell-Fith, becaufe 
the poor People in Cornwal inhabiting near the Sea-Coaft were 
formerly much fubje& to leprous Difeafes, and had many Hofpi- 
tals erected on that Account. i | 

In the Method of Cure, fays Hoffman, we thould endeavour 
to difcharge out of the Body, the Mats of corrupt, glutinous 
and acrid Humours, by fufficient Bleeding and Abftinence, by 
_ Purges as well gentle as draftic; then by proper Aliment and a 
good Regimen, promote the Generation of wholfome Juices ; 
and likewife by external, deterfive, confolidating and drying. 
Remedies, to free the Parts from Pains, Tumours, Itching and 
Ulcers, 3 :

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The Purges may confift of the Root: and the Refin of “falap, 
the Extract of black Hellebore, Elaterium mixed with Calomel, ot 
ZEthiops Mineral, and Gum Ammoniac. [Or,

Among thofe Things which ftimulate the folid Parts to an ex- 
cretory Motion, and more powerfully melt down the tenacious 
Humours, the Lignum & Cortex Guaiact, exceed all others: 
as it will generally alone cure the Lues Venerea. ‘Che molt con- 
fiderable befides thefe, are the tartarized and acrid Tindture of 
Antimony, Sulphur of Antimony, Cinnabar, and if a venereal 
Taint is fufpected, a Decoétion of erude Antimony. Which Me- 
dicines, in a convenient Dofe, in the Morning, with purifying 
Deco€tions drank in Bed, afford very great Relief. 

But if thefe fail, Recourfe muft be had to Mercury, which 
fome, after Extinétion, mix with Flowers of Sulphur and Cam- 
phire, andrub it on the Joints to promote a Salivation ; others 
more properly, give Mercurius dulcis with double the Quantity 
of Crabs Eyes and Calx of Antimony, rifing gradually from three 
or four Grains to a Scruple in order to falivate, with the ufual 
Precautions. The Cure may alfo be performed with alterative 
and diaphoretic Preparations of Mercury, fuch as Afercurius So- 
Jarvis and ‘fovialis; of which a few Grains may be exhibited 
every Morning in Conferve of Rofes for fome Weeks, drinking 
in Bed after it a Pint of fome proper Decoction. 

But it muft be obferved that each of thefe Methods of Cure 
require an Air very temperate, a fpare, thin Diet, and an Abfti- 
nence from Fat and boiled Flefh and Acids.

French Pox; thofe whofe Bufinefs calls them abroad muft take 
it at Night; but thofe who can ftay at home may take it in 
the Morning.

by the common Method ; for the Running, though of a better Colour 
and Confiftence, and a Buboe ftill remained, took the Pil's and Decac- 
tion, with Regimen, and had his Cure compleated in twenty Days. 
He {weated plentifully.. A Gleet, which had lafted five Months after 
the Cure of a Gonorrhea, was carried off in a Fortnight by thefe Pills 
and Briftol] Water, In the Aa Acad. Natur. Curiofa, we are told, 
that many Experiments were made with thefe Pills, but principally in 
an obftinate Sciatica, in the French Pox; in old Ulcers of the Foot, at 
Jeaft fifty in Number, from whence an Jchor was continually difcharged, 
attended with great Pain and Swelling of the Foot. All which Dit- 
eafes agi entirely removed, and the Patients reftored to their former 
Health.

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EP HE Jichis a cutaneous Difeafe, arifing from a Corruption 
of a ferous Lymphatic Matter, fometimes attended with, 
mild, fometimes with more obftinate and dangerous Symptoms, 
The Itch of the milder Sort appears either with moift or dry 
Puftules, at firft about the Joints, and from thence fpreads. by 
Degrees over all the Body, the Head only excepted. Inthe 
moiit Sort, to which Children and the Sanguineo-Phlegmatic are 
mott fubject, the Puftules are more full of a purulent. Matter, 
attended with a flicht Inflammation, which is manifeft from the 
Rednefs which appears round about them tillit fuppurates. . The 
dry Sort chiefly attacks thofe that are lean, old, or are of a 
Melancholico-Choleric Conftitution: In thefe the Puftules are 
much lefs, and excite a mott intolerable Itching, efpecially in 
the Night-time. The moft ufual Places where the Eruptions: 
appear very numerous, and the Itching is greateft, are between 
_ the Fingers, on the Arms, Hams, and Thighs. 
_ This Difeafe is, truly and properly fpeaking, a Difeafe of the 
Skin, becaufe it often is fafely cured by Topics alone, if timely 
applied: It is contagious, and may be caught by drawing on a 
Glove or Stocking, wiping on the Linen, or lying in Sheets 
after Perfons infected with this Malady. Some think it owing 
to an Impurity in the Serum, and fome to Animalcule. But, 
however that be, it often affects fuch who have been long kept 
in Prifon, who lead inactive Lives, and are ufed to live in a 
fluttith, nafty Manner, or who conftantly eat Fith or Fleth 
dried in the Smoak or Sun, and ufe any other unwholefome 
Food or Drinks; or who live in a cold, moift and cloudy Air, 
which, hindering a free Perfpiration, caufes a Stagnation of Hu- 
mours in the Superficies of the Body, which are for that Reafon 
liable to corrupt. 

The milder Sort of Itch is no way dangerous, and very eafy 
‘to cure, but the moift more eafy than the dry. | While it is re- 
cent and fuperficial, it much fooner yields to Remedies, than 
when it is deep, and has infected the Mafs of Blood. And the 
Cafe is ftill worfe, if there be any Fault in the Vifcera ; it is 
more dificult in old Perfons than young ; in a Leuco-phlegma- 
tic or Hydropical Difpofition, as alfo in a very dry Heétic one, 
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it is hard to cure, and when it becomes univerfal it may bring 
on the Leprofy. 

The Patient fhould avoid Shell-Fith, and all falted and high- 
feafoned Meats, as alfo Wine, fpirituous Liquors, ftrong Beer, 
and every Thing elfe that may inflame the Blood. For this 
Reafon a flender Diet is beft, unlefs Peffpiration be obftructed. 

If the Body is phletoric, we are to begin the Cure by Bleed- 
ing, and afterwards to purfue it by Purging, which cannot 
fafely be omitted.

elfe fails ; which however is not to be made ufe of till the Cafe 
is fo defperate as to render it abfolutely neceflary, as Turner 
obferves. | :

Purpofe. : 
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| Of Hamorruaces in general, 


Sie HE Blood, which flows fpontaneoully, generally proceeds 
| from thofe Places which are of a fine and thin Texture, 
in whofe Surface the flender Veffels creep along with various 
Meanders ; fuch as the inward Part of the Noftrils, the Bron- 
chia of the Lungs, the Fleth of the Gums, the left Side of the 
Stomach, the Gut J/ium, and the Extremities of the Recium, 
as alfo the external Subftance of the Womb and Vagina. When 
thefe Parts are diftended, and the fmall Arteries open, the Blood 
often breaks out with Violence. 

Sometimes, though but feldom, Hemorrbages happen in other 
Places where the Veflels lie deeper 5 as from the little Finger, 
from the Hand and Knee, the Breafts in the Time of Men- 
ftruation. There are likewife Inftances of periodical Fluxes from 
the Penis in Men. 

_ They generally happen to Petfons whofe Bodies are of a foft, 
fpungy, tender Texture, and whofe Veffels are turgid with 
Blood and Serum. .Thefe were formerly faid to be of a fanguine 
Conftitution, and are fubje& to Hamorrhages as long as they 
live. But the Cheleric, who have larger Veflels, whofe Fibres 
are more ftrongly braced, and whofe Blood circulates with 
greater Rapidity, are liable to a /pitting of Blood in their Youth. 
The Sanguineo-Melancholic are tubjeét ‘to the Bleeding Piles ; 
and Women who are fanguineo-phlegmatic, are obnoxious to vo- 
-miting Blood, : : 
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Boys and Youths are moft fubject to bleed at the Nofe ; in 
young Men the Blood feeks an Exit from the Lungs ; whence 
Heemoptoés and Confumptions ; the Middle aged are more liable 
to hemorrhoidal Evacuations, and decrepid old Men to pifling 
of Blood. | 

Hzmorrhages are moft frequent at the Spring and Fall ;_ 
hence fanguineous Apoplexies at thofe Seafons, which are nothing . 
elfe but Eruptions of the Blood in the Middle of the Brain. Vo- 
miting and piffing of Blood are more frequent in the Autumn. In 
fome, thefe Excretions happen periodically. 7 

When Heemorrhages proceed from a Fulnefs of the Veffels, 
they conduce to the Prefervation of Health ; but when they are 
caufed by a poifonous acrid Matter, as in malignant and {potted 
Fevers, they are exceeding dangerous. Alfo when they are de- 
rived from an InfarGtion, Induration, and Corruption of the 
Vifcera, efpecially of the Liver, Spleen, or Lungs, they are ge- 
nerally fatal, becaufe they bring on a Cachexy, Dropfy, the 
Black Difeafe of Hippocrates, and a mortal Heétic. 

It is likewife remarkable, that, from whatever Part the Blood 
is about to break out, there is fomething fingular to be obferved | 
in relation thereto. Thus there is a greater Heat, Rednefs and 
Diftention of the Arteries of the Face, which are Forerunners 
of a Hemorrhage from the Nofe. A Uterine Hemorrhage ts 
preceded with Laffitude of the Body, a. Pain of the Back ,and 
Loins, a Tenfion of the Hypachondria, a Palenefs of the Face, 
a Shivering of the Skin, and a Conftriction of the Pores of the 
Skin. A Spitting of Blood is foreknown from an Anxiety of 
the Precordia, a Difficulty of Breathing, a heavy, undulating 
Pain about the Diaphragm, a Flatulence in the Abdomen, and 
‘a Coldnefs of the extreme Parts. The Flux of the Hemor- 
rhoids may be predicted from certain fpaftic StriCtures, Flatu- 
lencies of the Abdomen, a tenfive preffing Pain in the Os Sa- - 
crum, a Languor of the Body, and a Coldnefs of the extreme 
Parts. | | 

The Caufe of Hemarrhages does not proceed from a Plenty of 
Blood, nor from its too great Turgefeence, nor from the Acri- 
mony of the Blood and Serum, nor from its being fo thin as to 
ooze through the Pores of the Veflels ; but rather from a Con- 
verfion of the Motion from without inwards, from whence an 
unequal Circulation of the Blood arifes ; this happens when 
certain Parts remote from the Heart are fo ftraitened by an in- ~ 
tenfe Stricture and Contraction of the Fibres, that the Blood 
cannot return back through the Veins ; whence their Sy/fole be- 
ing augmented, it is transferred in greater Plenty and Force ta 
incongruous Places, whence the lateral Veflels of the fmall Ar- 
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teries, which generally carry no Blood, but Lympha are diftended 
too much, and at length burft open. | 

However, the Caufe of the enormous and fymptomatic Hz-. 
morrhages fupervening to other tedious Difeafes is to be referred 
to the Infarction, Induration and Obftru@tion of fome of the 

_ Veffels and Vifcera which hinder the free Paflage of the Blood ; 
fuch as the Lungs, Liver, Spleen, Mefentery, &c. ) 

Now, becaufe Hemorrhages generally. proceed from fpaftic 
Contractions which ftraiten the Veins, we may comprehend why 
Hypochondriac Perfons, whofe Stomach and whole nervous Ca- 
nal of the Inteftines are afflicted with flatulent Diftenfions and 
fpaftic Stri@ures from a Diforder of the Periftaltic Motion, 
fhould be fo fubjeét to hzmorrhoidal Fluxes ; and why, if the 
Blood cannot make an Exit that Way, their Fits would be fo 
greatly exafperated. | % 

‘But there is-another Kind of Hemorrhage which the above 
Account, chiefly extracted from Hoffman, will hardly explain 5 
that is, when the Blood tends to Diffolution and Putrefaction, 
which is the Cafe of fome Scorbutics. Thefe, when they are other- 
wife feemingly well, unlefs a little languid and feeble, fhall all of 
a fudden. have an Eruption of purple, livid, or even black Spots, 
fometimes in particular Parts, fometimes all over the Body, and 
foon after fall into profufe, dangerous, and even fometimes fatal 
Hzmorrhages, when they or others have fcarce thought them 
in any Danger. There are doubtlefs many fuch Inftances ; and 
I know a Gentlewoman at this Inftant who has Spots, or rather 
Patches, as large as her Hand, and almoft as black as Ink ; 
_and her Blood, which was taken away by an Apothecary with- | 
out any Direction, was nothing but mere Gore, without any Se- 
paration of the Serum from the Craffamentum, Some of the Mat- 
ter of thefe Spots has gradually tranipired and left the Skin pretty 
clear, but frefh ones arife in other Parts of her Body. ‘The Con- 
- fequence of this in Women, is generally a great Overflow of the 
Menfes, if not profule Hemorrhages, as Fduxham rightly obferves.. 
Perfons of both Sexes affeied with thefe /zbices are apt to bleed - 
exceffively from the flighteft Wound, and very often without any, 
from the Gums, Nofe, Guts, or urinary Paffages, without the 
leaft Sien of a Plethora ; which therefore muft happen from an 
Erofion of the Veilels. And the /7zd7ces themfelves fhew that the 
_Globules of the Blood are broken down and diflolved, by which 
Means they enter into the ferious Arteries and Vafa exhalantia, 
where, being detained from paffing immediately off by the Cuti- 
¢ula, they make thefe Appearances, © : 

The common Hemorrhages, arifing from a mere Plethora, will 
allow Bleeding fafely both by way of Prevention and Cure. But 
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this is feldom the Cafe, tho’ generally judged to be fo. Wherefore 
the beft Method will be to take off the Impetus of the Blood frem 
the Part, by Pediluvia, Cly/fers, FriGtions of the external Parts, 
aml Ligatures ; with hot covering, Fomentations and Baths. 
Afterwards to relax the Striftures of the nervous Parts, gentle 
axatives muit be ufed between whiles, and mild Diaphoretics 5 
likewife Abftinence {rom plentiful Meals ; by which Means the 
abounding ferous Colluvies will be leflened and prevented. 
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, Ate at the Nofe is owing to the more plentiful 
: Appulfe of Blood to the Noftrils by a ftronger Motion of 
the Heart, whereby the fmall Arteries in the Pitustary Coat be- 
come turgid, and too much diftended, till at length they gape, 
and the Blood rufhes out. . 
A Bleeding of the Nofe may be promoted when Perfons of 
- fedentary Lives that indulge their Appetites, and fo become p/e- 
thoric, put their Blood into extraordinary Agitation by violent 
Paffions and Exercife, by fpirituous Liquors, Spices, heating, vo- 
latile Medicines, hot Baths, or fuddenly chilling their Feet. 

Likewife the fudden Change of Air from hot to cold, and cold 
to hot, by Fits, efpecially at the Equinoxes, may caufe this 
Bleeding ; as alfo when from cold and moift, the Air becomes 
highly elaftic, and vice verfa. ‘Thofe moreover are liable to it 
who are afflicted with rheumatic, nephritic, arthritic, and ifchi- 
adic Pains, or who have Fevers or Spafms. It fometimes hap- 
pens before the Eruptions of the Small Pox and Meafles, and to 
thofe who have loft a large Limb ; or who labour under Ob- 
fiructions of the Liver and Spleen ; hence, in an inveterate 
Scurvy, Dropfy, and Cachexy, there often happens a fatal He- 
morrhage. : } 

It differs much as to the Quantity ; fome lofe only a few 
Drops, fome feveral Ounces, and fome five or fix Pounds. No 
Hemorrhage is more apt to return, which it does to fome ina 
few Days, to others in a few Hours. | 

To the Plethoric it is generally falutary ; and there are many 
Inftances of a Vertigo, a Scotomia, dull, heavy Pains of the'Head, 

-a Phrenzy, and even an Epilepfy being carried off by a Bleeding 
at the Nofe. On the contrary, from its Suppreflion there have 
arifen Vertigoes, Apoplexies, Epilepfies, Convillfions, Noife in 
« the Ears, and Hardnefs of Hearing., and even a Gutta Serena. 
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Thefe Hamorrhages are critical and falutary in a Synochus on 
a femicritical Day, that is, between the third and fourth, or on a 
eritical Day, viz. the feventh 3 for, as thefe Fevers are generally 
caufed by a Pletiora, they are carried off that Way. 

_ But enormous and long continued Bleedings at the Nofe, when 
they arife from Spafms of the internal Parts, and are preceded 
with Coldnefs of the extreme Parts and fainting Fits, generally 
terminate in Death. 

In fpotted and malignant Fevers, attended with great Lofs of 
Strength, it is exceeding dangerous. In chronical Difeafes, 
wherein the Vifcera are decayed, it.is fatal, which often happens 
to the Cacheétic and Hydropic. 

When the Blood and Humouts abound, and the Blood, by 
its expanfive Force and Turgefcency, hinders a free Circulation 
through the fmalleft Veffels, and fo brings on this Hemorrhage ; 
which happens chiefly when the Patient is young, in the Vernal 
Seafen, after violent Exercife, or from fome {trong or {pirituous 
Liquors after it. After a Revulfion by Bleeding there is nothing 
equal to Nite to appeafe the Orgafm of the Biood, and to relax 
the fpaftic Striture. Next to thefe are vegetable Acids, fuch as 
the Juice of Seville Oranges, Barberries, the Water and Juice of 
Wood-Sorrel, but more efpecially the diluted Spirit of Vitricl, 
Tin€ture of Rofes, made with the Water of ‘Wood-Sorrel and 
the Spirit of Vitriol, and drank with Spring-Water. [Five of 
{ix Spoonfuls of the common Tincture of Rofes may be given 
at a Time, and repeated as Occafion requires. ] 

- If the Bleeding is very inordinate, it will be proper to ufe cool- 
ing Emulfions, gentle or ftronger Opiates to moderate the {pattie 
Strictures, as Occafion fhall require. Camphire mixt with Nitre 
and Calx of Antimony will be highly neceflary, if the Matter of 
Exanthemata or cutaneous Eruptions is the Caufe of the Hemor- 
rhage, as is often the Cafe. 3 

A Revulfion may be made from the Head by Bleeding in the 
lower Parts ; then by temperate Pediluvia, and putting the Hands: 
into warm Water. vee ! 

_ As there is often an acrid bilious Matter lodged in the Hypo- 
chondria, the Parent of Wind and Spafms, the Powder of Rhu- 
barb will be proper mixt with a few Grains of Yartar Vitriolate 
and Nzire ; as alfo emollient and carminative Clyfters, with a due 
Proportion of Oi. : ? 

Externally, Refrigerants may be mixt with Difcutients,. and 
applied to the Forehead, Nofe and Neck. 

But it muft be noted, that when the Patient is Plethcric, the 
Bleeding muft not be ftopped haftily, if at all ; nor when the | 
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Menfes in Women have been fuppreffed, or the Lochia, or the 
Bleeding Piles in Men accuftomed_ thereto ; much lefs muft 2 
Stoppage be attempted when the Bleeding itfelf is periodical.

If any Difeafe proceeds from. the Ceffation of this cuftomary 
Hemorrhage, it fhould be promoted with a Pen or a Straw thruit 
into the Nofe.

Sydenham, befides Bleeding, orders a refrigerating and incraf~ 
{ating Diet, and Juleps for the fame Intention, with cooling Emul- 
fions, alfo Clyfters every Day, and a Paregonic at Night ; likewife 
the common purging Potion once or twice. 

Outwardly he advifes a Linen Cloth dipt in cold Water, in 
which Sal Prunel. has been diffolved, and gently fqueezed out. 
This is to be applied to the back Part and Sides of the Neck.

Flux of Blood from the hemorrhoidal Veflels is called the 

Bleeding Piles ; when the Veffels only {well and difcharge 

ne Blood, but are exceeding painful, they are termed the Blind 
les, 

All copious Fluxes of Blood from the 4zus,.are not to be rec= 
koned of the morbous Kind. For the Habit of Body, Strength, 
Age, and Temperament are to be confidered. That which ts 
enormous and exceffive to one Perfon, may be moderate and fa- 
lutary to another. That only is to be efteem’d pernicious, which 
' continues too long, and enfeebles the Patient ; whereby Digeftion, 
Nutrition, and other Functions are hurt, el there is Reafon to 
fear the ProduGion of dangerous divenical Difeafes. 

[Some have a Flux of Blood periodically and regularly once a 
Month, and then every Attempt to fupprefs it is attended with 
dangerous Confequences. A Man-Midwife at Adancheffer had 
this periodical Flux, and a Phyfician in the fame Place would 
needs have it to be a Difeafe ; and accordingly ordered Bleeding 
while it was upon him. It had the intended Effe&, for it ftop- 
ped the Hamorrhage fo effectually that it never returned, though | 
the moft probable Methods have been ufed to procure it; and 
the unhappy Patient has been fubject to the moft terrible fpafmo- 
dic Diforders ever fince. ] 

An exceflive hemorrhoidal Flux is generally preceded by a. 
heavy prefling Pain of the Back and Loins, fometimes a Numb- 
nefs of the Legs and Thighs, a Conftrition of the external Parts 
with a flight Shivering, and a Subfidence of the Veffels therein ; | 
a hard, contra¢ted Pulfe ; a Drynefs of the Mouth and Fauces ; 
the ane diminifhed in Quantity, and moft commonly pale ; a 
Senfe of Weight about the Anus extending to the Perinzum 3 a 
Weaknefs of the Stomach ; a Flatulency in the lower Belly ; a 
frequent Defire to make Water and to go to Stool; with, fome- 
times, an Exclufion of white, bilious AZucus ; the Old and Weak 
have a Procidentig Ani. 

In this Cafe, the Blood is generally at firft black and very grit= 
mous, and fometimes comes away in large Clots, from the vari- 
cous Veflels; afterwards it becomes red, and at laft ferous;

‘There 
are Inftances of voiding a Pint or a Quart of Blood daily; it 
often continues, long, from twenty to thirty, or even forty Days. 

This Flux entirely proceeds from the hemorrhoidal Vetlels. 
The external or blind Piles feldom Bleed, but turn to painful 
Varices, which being opened weep alittle, but will not yield 
much Blood. _But the internal Piles, which are the Offspring of 
the fplenie Branch, and dre extended to the inner Subftance of 
the Reffum, and as far as the Sphincter of the dzus, together 
with the {mall Arteries derived from the lower Mdcfaraic, not only 
bleed plentifully, but, when the Flux is fuppreffed, create 
Difeafes of the Liver, Spleen, Pancreas, Mefentery, and Inte- 
ftines. ? | 
The Perfons fubjec to this Difeafe, are thofe of a loofe, fpungy 
Texture, of a bulky Size, who live high, and lead a fedentary 
Life ; or to whom it is hereditary. Sharp Purges, Aloetics, high- 
feafon’d Food, free drinking of {weet Wines, Neglect of cufto- 
mary Bleeding, Anger, Sadneis, hard Riding, and the like, will 
ufher ia this Dforder. | 3 | 

This Hemorrhgage is dangerous, becaufe it decays theStrength, 
wattes the Body, and produces a Senile of Weight in the Thighs. 
‘The Sleep: is Jaborious and the Precordia opprefled, there is a 
Rumbling in the Belly, and a weak Pulfe, When it continues 
long the Ancles fwell, and the Countenance is ghaftly. ‘There 
is a Straitnefs of Breathing, and laf of all it terminates in a Ca- 
chexy, Dropfy, or a flow and hectic Fever, 

| If the Patient is plethoric, bleed; and let his Drink. be cold 
‘Water of the Chalybeate Kind, or Whey turned with Orange 
Juice ; or Juleps made with Tincture of Rofes, cooling Waters, 
and Syrup of Refes. Likewile Nitre in Powder, with Abfor. 
bents and Strengtheners. And, to appeafe the Spaims, Opiates 
of the mildeft Kind. poe 

_If it continues long, and the Flux begins to be ferous, then 
give Rhubarb with Currants or Tamarinds, or, which is much 
the fame, with Cream of Tartar. Then gentle Diaphoretics 
may be compounded of burnt Hart’s-horn, Calx of Antimony, 
Wine Vinegar mixt with Crabs Eyes, Water of Elder- Flowers, 
Simple Alexitereal Water, and Diafcordium ; or hot Decoctions: 
of Yarrow, Veronica, &c.- may be taken in Bed in order to 
fweat.

Sometimes the Veins, in the Blind Piles, are fo much dilated 
with Blood as to be very painful, and raife Tubercles as large 
as Peas, Grapes, or Eggs: They appear livid, and black, from 
the Stagnation of a thick Blood, and, when prefled with, the 
Fingers, feel like a Bladder filled with Liquor. Some are foft 
and indolent, others hard, inflamed and painful, render the Pa- 
tient unable to walk, ftand or fit, and produce fuch a Spafm in 
the nus as not to admit a Clyfter. Sometimes they bleed, or: 
turn to troublefome itching Ulcers, and occafion an Abfcefs or 
a Fiftula. , 
Linen dip’d in warm Spirits of Wine, and Emollients, are 

often ,of Infinite Service, and, when they fail, Leeches may be 
applied to exhauft the Blood: If they are not at hand, and the~ 
Parts are inflamed, the Lancet muft be ufed; then Dreffings 
muft be made with Lint, with Comprefles, and the I Bandage. 
‘The Tubercles which are full and large may be removed by a 
Ligature, unlefs inflamed. Sometimes they are high in the Rec- 
ium, and then a Speculum Ani muft be ufed ; in which Cafe they “ 
mutt be either fcarified with a Lancet or divided with Sciffars, 
that the thick noxious Blaod may be difcharged, and the Pains 
relieved.

Bate Symptoms which attend this Diforder, are Lofs of 
Strength, Anxiety of the Precordia, Fainting, Coldnefs of 
the extreme Parts, Palenefs, Convulfions, .Suffocations ; and, 
when it is inveterate, Oedematous Swellings of the Feet, a Ca- 
chexy, Dropfy, the Fluor Albus, a heGtic Fever, and an Atro- 
phy. FRigenp. : 


Some- 
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Sometimes the Flux returns twice in a Month, and at others 
<ontinues feveral Days longer than ufual. It comes fometimes 
before and fometimes after Abortion. Sometimes florid Blood 
rufhes out with Impetuofity, moft frequently before a Mifcarri- 

age; and after it from a Retention of Part of the After-Birth, 
which keeps the Orifices of the Veflels open. Sometimes Clots. 
of Blood come away of the Size of an Egg, when the Menjes 
have been ftopped for two or three Months.. A black, grumous, 
coagulated Blood will now and then come away on the firft 
‘Days of Childbed, when the Patient is flender and plethortic. In 
the Cacheétic the Flux will be often thin and watry ; in the Scor- 
butic corrupt and fetid, attended with Sharpnefs and Pain. | 

It is fometimes caufed by a great Afflux of Blood to the Ute- 
rus, which is not returned in due Quantity by the Veins; for 
which reafon the Veifels often burft. The fame happens from a 
Plethora, and from hard Labour. About the fiftieth Year, when 
the Adenfes ceafe fpontaneoully, a great and fometimes dangerous’ 
Flux will happen, and then quite difappears. If it fhould fud-‘ 
denly and unexpectedly return about Sixty, with Flooding, it 
brings on a fatal he€tic Fever. 3 

This Difeafe is generally preceded and accompanied with a 
Yenfion and Inflation of the Hypochondria 3 a heavy, preffing 
Pain about the Loins, with a Chillnefs; as alfo a Coldnefs of 
the extreme Parts, a Subfidence of the Veflels, a Palenefs, a 
quick Pulfe, an inward Heat, a Coftivenefs, and little Urine. 

Tf a Child-bed Woman is not fufficiently cleanfed at her lying- 
in, a great Hamorrhage will follow fome Months after, with | 
fainting Fits, and will not terminate till the Excretion of a car~ 

~ nous Mafs as big as one’s Fift, which the Sex calla Mole. 

If the Body is cacochymic and full of depraved Juices ; fcorbutic, 
or infeted with the venereal Lues; when the Vifcera are un- 
found, and the Liver, Spleen and Mefaraic Veflels are ftuffed’ 
with a black, thick Blood, this Difeafe is net without Danger. 
The Patient’s Life is greatly in Danger when the Child is dead 

efore Delivery, and a great Flux of Blood happens. It is dan- 
gerous when caufed by a violent Extraction of the 4fter-Barth ; 
er when Pieces of it are left behind, which afterwards become 

| Moles, and greatly vitiate and increafe tbe Mdenffrual Flux. 

If the Patient is Plethoric, bleed in the Arm; if there is an 
Orgafm in the Blood, Diluents, Humeétants, and Refrigerants will 
be mott efficacious; in this Cafe Spring-Water may be drank 
alone, or with alittle Nitre, or with Spirit of Vitriol and Syr. 
Papav. errat. the Spafms require gentle Opiates. To carry off 

the impure Serum, two Ounces at leaft of Manna mutt be given, 
- gyith a Dram of Cream of Tartar in an aqueous Vehicle. If the 
Flux 
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Flux is obftinate, Recourfe muft be had to Aftringents, fuch as 
Pulvis e Succino Compofitis, Hamatitis, Bele Armoniac, &c. Ho¥FF¥. 
[See Sydenham’s Method in the preceding Chapter, befides which, 
the Strengthening Plaifter may be applied to the Loins. ] 
 Lhompfon of Montrofe, recommends an Improvement of Helve- 

tius’s Styptic Powder, which confifts of two Parts of crude Alum 
and.one of Dragon’s Blood ; whereas Thomp/fon’s is equal Parts of 
each ; and the Alum is to be burnt in a Crucible, and the Dra- 
gon’s Blood added to it,.and afterwards powdered. dead has 
three Parts of burnt Alum to one of Dragon’s Blood. 

He fays he never found this Medicine fail in uterine Hamor- 
rhages, whether to correct the too frequent Return of the Aden- 
@s, ox their too great Abundance, or to ftop the Flooding of 
‘Women with Child, or to moderate the Flux of the Lochia. 

The Quantities which he gives are more er lefs, according to 
the Exigencies of the Patient. In violent Bleedings, half a Dram 
every sey and three Drams or half an Qunce feldom or ne- 
ver fails to ftop the Flux. | 

He has likewife prefcribed it in the Fluor dlbus or Whites, 
with furprizing good Succefs.

Of a Hemorrhage from the Urinary Paflages. 


HIS Diforder is commonly called Piffing of Blood, and is 

an Emiffion of Blood with or without Urine, from the 

Vetfels of the Kidneys or Bladder, which may be either enlarged, 

broken or etoded. It is more or lefs dangerous according to the 
different Circumftances which attend it. 

If pure Blood is voided fuddenly without Interruption and 
without Pain, we may conclude it proceeds from the Kidneys. 
fit likewife comes from the Kidneys if the Urine is Coffee. co- 
loured or more florid, and generally precedes a Fit of the Gra- 
vel; but fometimes accompanies the Paflage of a Stone through 
the Ureter, as I have often experienced myfelf; tho’ I have now 
been feventeen Years free from that and all other painful Symptoms 
of the Gravel.] But if the Blood is fmall in Quantity, and of a 
dark Colour, with or without purulent Matter, chiefly if it is emit- 
ted with Heat and Pain in the Pubes, it certainly proceeds from 
the Bladder. This is fometimes attended with Fainting, difficult 
Breathing, alow, fmall, and frequent Pulfe, a Naw/ea, Anxi- 
éty, and cold Sweats. 

When it proceeds from the Ureters, which are hurt, by a 
large, rough Stone, and afmall Quantity of Blood is mixt with 

the 
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the Urine, there isa fharp Pain in the Loins, and Jia, anda 
Difficulty of making Water, which when made has a fabulous 
Sediment, and other Signs of a Stone fticking in the Ureter. 
When the Coats of the Bladder are hurt by a Stone and a little 
Blood follows, it is attended with a moft acute Pain and a pre- 
vious Stoppage of the Urine, together with Grumes and fabulous 
Concretions; which alfo fometimes happens when a Stone is 
firmly fixt in the Kidney. 

It may be occafioned by a Stoppage of the Hmerrhoidal Flux, 
from violent Motion of the Body, efpecially Riding; from a 
Stone concealed in the Kidney, from an Erofion and Ulcers of 
the Bladder ; from external Violence; from griping Pains caufed 
by violent Purges; from fharp Diuretics, efpecially Cantharides. 

All blocdy Urine has fome Degree of Danger ; but it is moft fo 
when mixt with purulent Matter. 

If the Patient is plethoric, or if it proceeds from the Suppref- 
fion of afanguineous Evacuation, Bleeding is neceflary; as alfo 
cooling nitrous Draughts, and purified Nitre mixt with Abfor- 
bents, with Whey for a Vehicle; or Barley Water, or {mall 
Beer acidulated with fome Drops of the Spirit of Vitriol. The 
‘Body muft be kept open with Laxatives, as Rhubarb with Cur- 
rants, or with Cream of Tartar; ag alfo emollient Clyfters. The 
relaxed Veflels muft be agglutinated with Decoétions of vulne- 
rary Herbs; fuch as Agrimony, Ground-Ivy, Yarrow, Golden- 
‘Rod, and the Roots of Comfrey dulcified with Virgin-Honey, 
to which Milk may be occafionally added. Almond Milk ‘js 
likewife good, efpecially if ufed as a Vehicle with Bole Armeniac. 

If there is an Ulcer in the Kidneys or Bladder, Medicines 
_ muft be given that fheath the Acrimony; fuch as Syrup of 
*Marfhmallows; alfo Infufions of the vulnerary Herbs above-men- 
tioned ; likewife of the Bark of the Roots ef 4cacia and Cherry- 
“Tree Gum. Moreover, a Powder may be made of the Roots 
‘of Maifhimallows, Liquorice, Sperma Ceti, the four cold Seeds, 
a Poppy-Seed, Club-Mofs and Saffron, with g. {| of Sugar- 

é Jandy. 3 

When grumous Blood plugs up the Paflage of the Ureter into 
the Bladder, or the Sphinéer of the Bladder, and oceafions a Dif- 
ficulty or Stoppage of Urine, warm Water drank plentifully, and 
Baths of the fame are ufeful; likewife warm Water fhould be in- 
"jected into the Bladder with a Syringe, that the fharp Humour 
‘may be diluted and the Grumes diffolved.. But if the Urine 
fhould be quite ftopped with a Spafm, then give Emulfions of 
the four cold Seeds, with Crab’s-Eyes and Calx of Antimony ; 
or a Powder made of Sperma Ceti, Crab’s: Eyes, and Nitre. 

«Externally; apply a Bladder filled with the DecoStion of emolli- 
ent 
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ent Flowers in Milk to the 4bdomen; and keep the Body oper 
with Manna or an emollient oily Clyfter. 

Milk and Whey are likewife excellent in thefe Diforders, if a 
Dram of Bole Armeniac is taken in every Draught. - 

It is an Error of fatal Confequence to give Aftringents in thefe 
Diforders, which ftop the Flux too fuddenly, by which Means 
the Grumes will be locked up in the Veflels, whence will proceed 
Inflammations, Ulcers and PutrefaCtions. However, if the Ef- 
fufion of Blood is very great, the Patient may take Dij. of Puiv. 
2 Chel. Cane. comp. &F 9}. Terra figillat. Infome proper Water, 
{weetened with Syrup of Quinces ; to which may be added a few 
Drops of the Dhebaic TinGture. Horr. 
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Of the Hemorrhage of the Brain, or Sanguincous 
Apoplexy. ' 


HOUGH this has been taken notice of already in treating 
of the APoPLEXY, yet it isof fuch Confequence to Man- 
kind that it deferves a more particular Confideration. ‘ 

That a Hemorrhage of the Brain, proceeding from a Rupture 
of the Veffels, is no Chimera, appears from Anatomical Dillec- 
tions of Perfons who have died of this Difeafe. ‘This fometimes 
happens between the Skull and the Dura Mater ; fometimes be- 
tween the Dura and Pia Mater; but more frequently between 
the latter and the Brain; and molt frequently in the Midale of 
the Ventricles. Sometimes it happens in the Bafis of the Brain 
in a greater or Jeffer Quantity. Fiom Diflections it likewife ap- 
pears, that the Blood-Veffels running along the Membranes and 
Cortex of the Brain, are fometimes fo diftended with diguid, and 
fometimes with coagulated Blood, as to appear like an dneurt/m. 
It isno Wonder then, that, by the continual Aflux of frefh Blood, 
the {mallet Arteries fhould burft and difcharge the Blood; but 
this chiefly happens in the Pia ater, and in the Cortical Sub- 
ftance of the Brain. 

By an Effufion of Blood in the Brain, not only the Secretion 
and Diftribution of the Animal Spirits is hindered, but the Cir- 
culation of the Blood through the Brain is impeded, whence the 
ae and animal Funétions. are enfeebled, and at length entirely 
ceafe. 

Thofe to whom this havpens fall down fuddenly, lofing all 
Senfe and Motion in an inftant, all the Members are limber and 

flaccid, 
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Raccid, the Mouth is wide open, and the Excrements and Urine 
are not feldom voided fpontaneoufly. 

When the Paffage of the Blood through the Brain is difficult 
or intercepted, it may be known from the following Signs. The 
Countenance is very florid, the Face is fwelled or puffed up, the 
 Veffels in it are tumid, chiefly about the Temples ; fometimes 
the Vedlels break in the Mouth, Nofe and Ears, and bleed, efpe- 
cially after Death. When the Body begins to putrify, the Head 
{wells to a moft enormous Size. ‘The Eyes are diftended, pro- 
minent and fx’d; look glafly and pour forth plenty of Tears. 
The Heart beats ftrongly, and the Pulfe at firft is great, but af- 
terwards becomes languid and flow; the Breathing is difficult, 
with f{norting and fnoring. At length a Vomit comes on, and 
Convulfions, with grinding of the Teeth. , ) 

The antecedent Signs are a Swimming or Giddinefs of the 
Head, a heavy, preffing Pain, a Tingling in the Limbs. The 
Eyes are difturbed, fometimes by Darknefs, fometimes by Cor- 
rufcations, asif they ftruck Fire; the Eyes are moift and {wells 
there is a finging and murmuring Noife in the Ears; an uncom- 
mon Forgetfulnefs, a Dullneis of Wit, a deep Sleep troubled 
with Dreams, and the Night-Mare; a Turgefcence of the Ju- 
gular Veins, and an uncommon Rednefs of the Face. 

This Difeafe attacks Men chiefly, from forty to fixty Years 
of Age, efpecially thofe of a fanguine Complexion and of bulky 
Size, that live high, lead a fedentary, idle Life, and love their 
Bed too much. As alfo fuch as have had any u/ual Hamorrhage 
fupprefled, and neglect Bleeding. 

This will be promoted by a Spafm in any particular Part, ftop~ 
ping the Progrefs of the Blood through it, and caufing it to rufh 
with Violence elfewhere. This appears from the Hardnefs of 
the Pulfe in Hemorrhages, which fhews a Stricture of the ner- 
vous Coats of the Arteries; as alfo from a Coldnefs of the exs - 
treme Parts, and from a Tingling in the Limbs. Hence thofe 
are liable to this Hemorrhage who have Spa/ms in the Abdomen, 
fpafmedie Colics, the hypochondriac Paffion, Pains froma Stone 
in the Bladder, or Gall-Bladder, and have been long coftive, 

ft may be likewife brought on by violent Paffions of the Mind, 
efpecially Anger and Terror, which aét immediately on the ner- 
vous Parts. Add to thefe, unufual Commotions of the Body, 
and moft vehement Fits of Coughing. 

_ Nor mult we forget that the acrid and almoft poi/onous Matter 
which is expelled from the vital Fluids to the Surface of the Boz 
dy ; for, when that ftrikes in, or is repelled inwardly to the ner- 
vous Membranes, it caules moft atrocious {paftic Stri@ures, 

(as which 
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which force the Blood to the Head. ‘The fame alfo happens 
from the drying up running Sores and Iffues ; from a Suppreffion 
of Sweat in the Feet, and of Catarrbs ; from the Itch ftriking 
in, and from the long Abfence of the Gout. : 

Sometimes it has been epidemical, which may proceed from 
Coldne{s and fudden Changes of the Air; but all thefe Caufes 
will not take Effect unlefs there be an Imbecility of the Veflels of 
the Brain, and a Diminution of the /y/faltic Motion. 

The Veflels and Membranes of the Brain are deprived of 
their Tone by Old-Age, by Intemperance, by drinking ftum’d 
Wines and Drams, or from any ‘Thing elfe that ftupifies the 
Senfes. 

But we fhould be careful to diftinguifh an Apoplexy which 
arifes from the Flux of Blood, and that which is caufed by Se- 
rum ; for this laft is attended with a Hemiplexia and Palfy of the 
whole Side, in which Life is preferved, however miferable. When 
there is too great a Congeftion of Blood in the Head without 
breaking the Veflels, the Serum will ooze from the ftagnating 
Blood, and fall to the Bafis of the Brain, or one Side of the Spi- 
nal Marrow ; and fo hinder the Secretion of the animal Spirits, 
and their Influx into the Nerves; which deprives the fame Side 
of the Body of Senfe and Motion. 

When the fanguineous Apoplexy happens, if the Patient, by 
Bleeding, or other Helps, does not recover, in fome Degree, in 
twenty-four Hours, all Hopes are over, and three Days is as 
long as he can live. Death is at Hand, if the Snoring is more 
and more loud, with Difficulty of Breathing ; if the Heart pal- 
‘pitates violently, and the Pulfe is great, hard, and unequal ; 
if the Patient comes a little to himfelf, and talks idly ; if there 
are convulfive Motions on one Side, and of the Breaft ; if 
there are cold Drops of Sweat in the upper Parts ; if the Ex- 
piration is cold, and the Excrements come away inyoluntanily. 

If there is any Hope of Recovery, the Patient fhould be con- 
yeyed to fome temperate Place, and his Neck fhould neither lie 
too. low, nor be quite erect ; his Feet fhould be kept warm, and 
be well covered. 

The Patient fhould alfo be let Blood as foon as poffible from 
a large Wound, that the Blood may flow faft and freely. 
This fhould be done in the Jugular or Arm in a large Quantity, 
and, if neceffary, repeated. Some bleed in the Foot firft, then 
in the Arm or Neck. Afterwards the Bowels fhould be irritat- 
ed with ftimulating Clyfters, in which Sal. Gem. or Sal. Am- 
moniac has been diflolved, and made with Lavender Flowers, 
Rue, Sage, Marjoram, Savory, &c. with Caraway or Dill- 

| Seeds, 
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Seeds, and Oil of Rue, Camomile, &c. Thefe Clyfters fhould 
a be made too large, but be often injeCted by the means of a 
PUBGER ky ies 3 . 7 
Pe iceraccly the volatile Salt of Hart’s-horn impregnated with 
fome aromatic Oil, fhould be held to the Nofe, or blown into it 
with a Quill. The Soles of the Feet fhould alfo be rubbed with 
a rough Cloth, or ftung with Nettles, to raife a Senfe of Pain. 

Some apply Blifters, nay, even actual Cauteries. 

Inwardly no ftrong Cordials fhould be given, if the Patient 
can fwallow, to rarify the Blood, but fuch a Mixture as 
follows ;

Sometimes a little Yartar Emetic may be added to it, but 
not fo much as to vomit; [or, which is better, forty or fifty 
Drops: of Emetic Wine.] By way of prevention it will be pro- 
per to bleed about the Equinoxes, to promote the ufual Hemor- 
rhages, if any: to keep the Body open with Rhubarb and Salts ; 
for thofe Perfons are rarely fubject to an Apoplexy who go regu- 
larly to Stool; Apopleétic Balfams fhould be omitted ; but Tea 
may be drank made with Balm, Betony, and Sage, with the 
lefler Cardamom Seeds. The Diet fhould be moderate and re- 
gular, and the Patient fhould not fleep foon after Supper, nor 
die with his Head too low ; and his Feet fhould always be kept 
moderately warm. —

[* HE Lethargy has fome Affinity to the Apoplexy and Palfy, 
and often attends them. 

_ By fleepy Difeafes are meant a preternatural Propenfity to fleep, 

fometimes atiended with, and fometimes without a Fever: 

‘The immediate Caufe of which, is a very languid and diminifh- 

ed Influx of the Animal Spirits from the cortical Part of the Brain’ 

into the Medulla oblongata, an} from thence into the Nerves de- 
ftined for Sente and Motion. 

There are feveral Kinds of thefe Diforders, the principal of 
which are a Coma Vigil, a Coma Somno:entum, a Carus, and a 
Lethargy. + Lh 

A Coma ViciL is known by thefe Signs ; a burning and 
extenfive Pain in the Head, attended with a Senfe of Ebullition 

Vou. IL. if therein 3 
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therein ; they have a ftrong Inclination to fleep, and yet either 
don’t fleep at all, or, if they do, awake immediately with little 
Relief, but have no Delirium. This Coma differs from the Per- 
vigilium, which is frequent in acute Fevers, for in this there is 
no Propenfity to fleep. This Diforder is always fymptomatic, 
and often attends acute, burning and malignant Fevers ; as alfo 
an Inflammation of the Dura Adater, and ufhers in a Phrenzy. 
Sometimes it attends an Hlemiplegta. . 
Ina Coma SoMnotentum, the Patients are languid, and 
their chief Complaint is a con/fant Drow/inefs. They often fall 
afleep at their Meals, in Converfation, and in the Midft of Bu- 
finefs, and when they are awaked, foon fall afleep again. This 
Diforder principally feizes Old Men, who live Iuxurioufly, and 
neglect Bleeding. It is a primary Difeafe, and without a 
Fever. 

A Carus is a profound Sleep, out of which the Patient 
cannot be roufed by Clamouts, Shaking, nor even with the 
Pricking of a Needle. Or if they are fenfible of the Pain, they 
continue filent, and fall afleep again. It is fometimes a pri- 
mary Difeaf?, and fometimes fymptomatic. When it is fympto- 
matic, it is of three Kinds : ‘The fir? happens in acute Fevers, in 
the Beginning or Increafe; and if the Convulfions and Hiccups 
fupervene, it is foon fatal. The fecond comes after acute Fevers, 
and when the Patient is exceeding weak, the Sleep will con- 
tinue for feveral Days ; being awaked, he will anfwer Queftions, 
but immediately fall afleep again. When he recovers, he re- 
members nothing that he faid. If it happens in acute Fevers, 
on critical Days, with a Sweat, itisa good Omen. ‘The Third 
happens a‘Day or two before Death. For the Patient’s Strength 
being exhaufted, he lies deprived of Senfe and Motion, as it were 
in a profound Sleep, and under that expires. | 

A LerHarGy is'a heavy and perpetual Sleep with fcarce 
any Intervals of Waking. It is attended with a Stupidity, and 
fo furprizing a Forgetfulnefs, that when the Patient yawns, he 
forgets to thut his Mouth ; or if he takes the Chamber-pot to 
make Water, he forgets to do it, and falls afleep. . 

A Lethargy is attended with a Fever, which is a Symptom 
thereof, and is chiefly difcovered by the Frequency of the Pulfe ; 
whereas a Carus is often a Symptom or a Confequence of a 
Fever; and ts likewife:attended with Infenfibility. It does not 
_ javade fo fuddenly as an Apoplexy, which is attended with an 
Abolition of all Senfe and voluntary Motion, and kills fooner 
than a Lethargy. 

Webfer and Peyer have taught us how to procure Sleep by 
Artin Dogs, by a greater or lefler Compreffion of the Brain; 

‘cub when 
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when deprived of Part of the Granium. A Beggar at Paris, 
who had oft Part of his Skull, from a flight Compreffion of 
the Brain fuffered Dimnefs of Sight ; from one a little more 
violent; a Ringing in the Ears ; Fa, one ftill more violent, a 
Vertigo or Sleepinefs ; and when the Preflure ceafed, he was 
freed {rom thefe Symptoms. 

The Coma Vigil, as it is generally a Forerunner of a Phrenfy 
in acute Fevers, and is often a Symptom of malignant, eruptive 
Fevers, and as it is attended with a hot fervent Pain, it feems to 
be the Beginning of an Inflatnmation in one Part of the Mem- 
branes furrounding the Brain. This fuppofes an Increafe and 
Stagnation of the Blood in that Part, which, comprefiing the 
fubjacent cofttical Part of the Brain, disninidieas the Influx of the 
nervous Fluid inte the Medulla ‘oblongata, and fo caufes Somno- 
lency : But by the febrile Motion of the Blood thé Influx is unin+ 
terrupted in another Part of the Brain, and the more Capious it 
is, the more it promotes Wakefulnefs 5 infomuch that the Incli- 
nation to fleep cannot take Effedt. 

A Coma Sormnolentum is always without a Fever, and muft have 
a Caufe which obftructs the Paflage of the nervous Fluid from 
the cortical Part of the Brain to the AZedulla oblongata, through- 
out the whole Brain, Such is, 1. Too gréat a Relaxation of 
the Blood-Veffels in the Brain, which retards the Circulation, | 
and happens to plethoric old Men. 2. A difficult Circulation of 
the Blood through the Head, efpecially when thick and impure. 
Hence plethoric, {corbutic, ner hypochondriac Perfons are fre- 
quently drowfy ; efpecially when there are Spafms in the 
Abdomen, Wence Children troubled with Worms are fleepy, 
becaufe the Blood is forced too plentifully to the Head. Hence 
the profound Sleep of plethoric Petfons, when intoxicated, may 
be accounted for\; which, when caufed by an Excefs of {piri- 
tuous Liquors, is often fatal. 3. An exceflive Colle&tion of 
Serum in the Brain and its Membranes, and an Extravafation 
thereof. The Suppreffion of the Running of the Ears, a Coryza, 
and Ulcers will caufe it ; and it immediately follows a Suppref- 

fion of Urine. 

The firt Kind of Carus, which in plethoric Perfons occurs 
in the Beginning of acute Fevers, chiefly of the continual Kind, 
is owing to the vaft Plenty of Blood and its Ebullition, by 
~ which the Veife!ls of the Brain and its Membranes are fo ex- 
panded as to comprefs the foft Subftance of the Brain, and to 
impede the nervous Fluid from entering into the A@edulla ob- 
longata ; hence it is forced to pafs more “copioufly through the 
Cerebellum to the Parts on which the vital Fun€tions depend, 

and renders the Syftole of the Heart more vehement. Hence 
ae it 
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it appears, that heating Medicines, Opiates, and Negle& of 
Bleeding, contribute to bring on a Carus. | 

In the fecond Kind of Carus, which follows the Cure of acute 
Fevers, and is the Confequence of great Debility and a Deficiency 
of the animal Spirits, which ts attended with a vapid, and as it 
were gelatinous Confiftence of the Serum, and a Coagulation of the 
Blood ; hence a Compreffion of the Brain from a difficult Circu- 
lation, which brings on a preternatural Drowfinefs, A higher 
Degree of this State of the Solids and Fluids conftitutes the third 
Kind of Carus, and terminates in Death. 

The Caufes of a Lethargy are the fame as of a Coma Somnolen- 
tum, but more violent. 

Among the remote Caufes of thefe Difeafes may be reckoned, 
a cacochymic, cacheétic, and fcorbutic Indifpofition of Body, a Debi- 
lity from Grief, tedious Difeafes, great Lofs of Blood, Abufe of 
intoxicating Liquors, frequent Surfeits, breathing a denfe, vapid 
Air, a moift and cloudy Seafon, Wefterly Winds, the Winter 
Seafon, and an Abufe of Tobacco. 

Likewife a Suppreffion of the Hemorrhoids, Menfes, or any 
ufual Hemorrhage, Morning Sweats, or any cuftomary Evacua- 
tions, too long an Abfence of the Gout, and the like, will oc- 
cafion thefe Difeafes. Bees Y 

A Lethargy is never without Danger, but that is worft which 
is accompanied with a Tremor of the Limbs, and a cold Sweat 
of the Face: 

In the Cure of thefe Difeafes, three Intentions fhould chiefly 
be regarded; 1. ‘To roufe the Patient from Sleep. 2. To re- 
_ move the Difficulty of Circulation and the Stagnation or Extra- 

vafation of the Blood or Serum inthe Head. 3. To reftore the 
Strength of the Membranes and Velflels of the Brain. 

Thofe Remedies are efficacious in the firfi Cafe, which a& 
on the nervous Parts by inducing a tremulous and ofcillary Mo- 
tion through the whole nervous Syftem. Such as, powerful 
Acids mixt with Tincture of Caftor, volatile Salts ; fetid Things, 
as Ga banum, burnt Partridges Feathers ; cold Water thrown on 
the Head ; Cataplafms made with Vinegar, Rue, Bay-Leaves, 
Tops of Savory, Muftard-Seed, Caftor and Camphire, applied 
to the Head, Forehead and Temples. 

‘The ferous Colluvies is derived from the Head, by Sternutato- 
ries ; the beft isten Grains of Salt of white Vitriol diffolved in 
half an Ounce of Marjoram-Water, and drawn up the Nofe. 
Blifters on the Feet and Neck. Cupping-Glaffes either with or _ 
without Scarification ; {trong Fritions on the lower Parts 5 fti- 
mulating Clyfters, with the Addition of Sa/.:Gem. common Salt, 
or the Root of Squills. 


To 
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To remove the Stagnation, and promote the Circulation, if 
the Veilels are turgid with Blood, VenzfeGion is neceflary ; 
then gentle Laxatives, and nervous Medicines with Diapho- 
retics. A Powder made of Salt of Hart’s-horn, Salt of Am« 
bar, Cinnabar of Antimony, and Bezoar Mineral, has very great 
and falutary Effects. 

In a Coma Vigil, if the Fever has not continued beyond the 
third or fourth Day, take away a large Quantity of Blood ; 
then the Body, if coftive, muft be opened -with Clyfters, which - 
muft not be very acrid ; afterwards, Diluters and Refrigerants 
fhould be given, to moderate the febrile Heat, fuch as abforbent 
Powders, gentle nitrous Medicines, taken in a Draught, with 
diaphoretic Antimony, which are of great Use in malignant 
Fevers. Or,

A Coma Vigil, which accompanies a Hemiplegia, is of longer 
Continuance, and its Cure depends on curing the principal 
Diforder. 

A Carus, efpecially the firf? Species of it, requires plentiful 
Bleeding ; and the Patient muft be roufed by Clyfters, rendered 
ftimulating with the Powder of Squills; by Blifters ; by putting 
diftilled Vinegar in the Noftrils ; and by appeafing the Orgafm of 
the Fluids with cooling fix’d Diaphoretics and Acids. The fecond 
Species requires but little or no Affiftance, and the third is incu- 
rable, at leaft if Blifters fail, 

A Coma Somnelentum is divided into ferous and fanguine. 
The firft requires the natural ferous Evacuations to be reftored 
or promoted. Gouty Fits are to be invited by FriGions of the 
Feet, Blifters, relaxing Applications, and warm Baths. Ster- 
nutatories are of great Ufe, as they difcharge the Serum through 
the Nofe, and ftimulate the Nerves. When a vifcid Phlegm 
offends the Stomach, Vomits are ufeful, with afs. or 9]. of 
Powder of Squills, or gr. ij. of emetic Tartar, with a laxative 
Potion. 

In a fanguine Coma Sonnolentum, when the Blood circulates 
flowly, or ftagnates in the Head, as in the Hypochondriac or 
Scorbutic, all hot {pirituous Remedies are as bad as Poifon: But 
Bleeding, Clyfters, gentle Laxatives, cooling and nervous Pow- 
ders are ufeful. : 

A red Face, Eyes turgid with Blood, indicate Bleeding. Warm 
Baths are bad in all fleepy Diforders ; likewife Saffron, Poppies, 
I 3 and 
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and Opiates of all Kinds. Volatile Spirits or Salts fhould never 
be applied to the Nofe, but when Sleepinefs proceeds from a cold © 
ferous Caufe ; and therefore they cannot be proper in Fevers, or 
when an ery/ipelatous, miliary, or other eruptive Matter is tranf- 
flated tothe Brain, Here penetrating Acids are ufeful. 

Sternutatories {hould not be ufed in the Beginning of the Dif- 
order, efpecially if the Perfon is plethoric, becaufe they occafion 
a greater Afflux of Humours to the Head, whereby an Apoplexy 
may be occafianed. HorFF. 
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HE Catalepfis is alfo called Catochus, and Catoche, and 
whoever is affected with itis in an Inftant rendered as 
immoveable as a Statue, without Senfe and without Motion ;. 
and continues in the fame Pofture they were in at the Moment 
they were feized. 

The proximate Caufe of this Difeafe is.the Ls1mobility of the 
common Senfory from the Time of the firft Attack ; therefore 
there is an abfolute Reft of the Blood in the Brain, of the Glands 
of the Brain, and of all its Emiffaries; whereby all the Func- 
tions of the Brain are injured, as well as thofe that depend 
thereon: The Mufcles only remain tenfe as in the Beginning ; 
the Refpiration and Pulfe indeed continue, but they are very 
faint. BorErR. | . 

But Hoffman afferts, that the Pulfe is natural, and the Breath- 
ing free and eafy ; that the Limbs are moveable, but remain in’ 
the fame Situation in which you place them. They neither 
hear nor fee, though their Eyes are open; nor feel,: though they 
are pricked ever fo much; yet if you thruft any Thing into their 
Mouths, they will fwallow it: But their Bodies are fo bound, 
that you cannot thruft the fineft Pipe into the Anus. “The Co- 
lour of the Face continues florid. At laft they fetch deep Sighs 
and come to themfelves, and tell wonderful Things of what 
they have feen and heard during the Paroxyfm ; fome declare 
they have enjoyed exquifite Pleafures, or feen tragical Sights, or 
have had Divine Vifions, and the. Converfation of Angels. 
Horr. 

' This Difeafe is generally preceded by obftinate intermitting 
Fevers, efpecially Quartans ; by a dry, melancholy, lean Tem- 
perament of Body ; by a Retention of the Menfes and Hamor- _ 
thoids ; by great and fudden Frights ; by a profound, conftant, 
. | fixed 
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fixed Meditation on one Object, or by ftrong F evers in Perfons 
of a fanguine Conftitution. | 

By difleéting of Perfons who have died of this Difeafe, the 
Veins and Arteries of the Brain have been found turgid, and 
greatly diftended with thick, denfe Blood. 

_ Itis often cured by exciting a copious Hemorrhage from the 

Noé€. Se ORD | 

It feldom changes to any other Difeafe, and yet fometimes it 
has been fucceeded by an Epilepfy, Convulfions, Madnelfs, or an 

Atrophy, which have ended in Death. 

The Method of Cure is various, according to the different 
Caufes ; the Patient fhould be excited with Things that greatly 
ftrike the Senfes ; fuch as Light, Noife, flimulating Things, 
volatile Salts, Pain, Frictions, continual Agitations 5 by caufing 
a Hemorrhage of the Nofe ; by promoting the hamorrhoidal or 
menftrual Flux ; by Sternutatories and Emetics; by Buiifters 3 
by Iffues ; by Setons ; by a moiftening Diet. | 
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Of the VERTIGO. 


Vertigo, Giddinefs, or Swimming in the Head, is a Diforder 

in which all vifible Objects feem to turn round, attended 

with Staggering or Danger of falling. | 

A Giddinefs, when it is not an original Diforder in the Head, 

is caufed by a long turning round of the Body, by looking from 

a high Place; in fome, by paffing over a broad River, by riding 

in a Coach, by failing in a Ship or Boat, and by Drunken- 
nefs. ; 

A higher Degree of a Vertigo is a Scotomia, when the Patient 
is feized with a fudden Dimnefs or temporary Deprivation of 
Sight. The higheft Degree of all is when he falls down in the 
Fit: This borders nearly on the Epilepfy. | 
But it may be doubted whether a Scotamia is always a Symp- 
tom of a Vertigo properly fo called, becaufe it often fellows 
great Heemorrhages, long Fafting, and very hard Labour; ef- 
pecially if the Opinion of Fleffman be true, that a Vertigo is 
owing to the Blood diftending the Carotid Arteries, {ituated at 
the Bafis of the Brain, and comprefling the optic Nerves: 
Unlefs we can fuppofe that a great lofs of Blood will caufe a 
Stagnation of that Fluid in the Veflels of the Brain, and then 
the whole Doétrine of making Revulfions by Bleeding would 
fall to the ground, ,

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But however this be, Hoffman allows another Way by which 
the Optick Nerves may be affeéted by the abovementioned Stag- 
nation, which is by the oozing, of the Serum through the Coats 
of the Vefiels, from the Blood ftagnated in the Carezid Arteries, 
which, by foaking into the Nerves, may caufe a Dimnefs of 
Sight. 

A Vertigo will fometimes arife by Confent, from Diforders of 
the Stomach ; and, as Etmuller obferves, often merely from Faft- 
ing, and then a Morfel or two of Bread will drive it away. 

An inveterate Vertigo, beginning without any manifeft exter- 
nal Caufe, foretells in young Men an Epilepfy, in old Men an 
Apoplexy. Ermut. 

The Vertigo often arifes from a Congeftion of Blood in the 
Head, when the Patient is plethoric;. or where any ufual Eva- 
cuation of Blood is fupprefled, or from an Omiffion of Bleeding 
when accuftomed thereto. It affects fome whofe Heads are de- 
bilitated with hard Study, or whofe Stomachs arg loaded with 
vitiated, efpecially bilious, Humours. 

Jn plethoric Cafes, Laxatives, Bleeding in the Foot, Pedilu- 
via, refolving, attemperating Powders, Cinnabar, Nitre with 

_an Infufion of Tea or Betony, are proper. If from a Suppref- 
fion of an ufual Hemorrhage, it is tobe promoted; but if this 
cannot be done, Bleeding muft be fubflituted. 

Outwardly, camphorated Spirit of Wine alone, or mixed 
with Spirit of Hart’s-horn, applied to the Top of the Head and 
Temples, will be ufeful; or Hungary-Water, or volatile Salts, 
or Spirit of Lavender may be held to the Nofe. The fame 
Things are good when it proceeds from hard Study, with mo- 
derate Diet and frequent Exercife. As alfo a Gla‘s ar two of 

« Wine at Meals, and other Strengtheners. But, becaufe many 
learned Men have been hurt by the external Ufe of volatile 
and fragrant Spirits as well as apoplectic Balfams, thefe are to be 
tried with great Caution. 

If a Vertigo proceeds from Crudities in the Stomach, they 
fhould be prepared or diffolved by neutral Salts, fuch as Tartar 
witriolate, and then they fhould be evacuated by an emetic; but, 
if any Thing forbids, by a Purge. Afterwards give S/omachics, 
and Cephalics, and advife a moderate Uie of Wine at Meals, a 
fparing, aromatic Diet, and Exercife of the Body. Pyrmont Wa~ 

‘ter is excellent in this Cafe. HEISsTER. 

Willisin an obftinate Cafe, when other Things had been pre-, 
fcribed in vain, dire€ted the following Powder with furprifing 
Succefs.

Mead obferves that a Vertigo isa Difeafe of the Eyes, and 
that it generally arifes from a too great Tenfion of the Extre- 
mities of the {mall Arteries, as Bellini has demonftrated, and 
therefore it is no Wonder it fhould follow the Changes of the 
Moon; that the beft Remedies againft it are Native Cinnabar, 
but more efpecially wild Valerian Root, before it has fhot out 
its Stalk. It muft be pulverized, and given frequently in due 
Quantity. [The Dofe is from 9j. to 3j. See the various Me- 
thods of giving it in the Epilep/y.] The Patient muft alfo be 
vomitted now and then, anda Blifter muft be laid on the Head 
and Neck. 7 

When a Vertigo endangers the Eye-fight, Hoffman advifes, 
if the Patient is plethoric, to bleed in the Foot in the Equinoxes, 
and in the intermediate Times Cupping, twice at leaft, on the 
Neck’ and Thighs, with Scarification. Alfo tepid Pediluvia 
with River-Water, in which Wheat-Bran has been boiled. 
T’o ftrengthen the Head and Stomach, the following Powder is

PENHE Hyfteric Paffion is a fpafmodico-convulfive Affection of 

the nervous Syftem proceeding from the Womb, and 
caufed by the Retention or Corruption of the Blood and Lymph 
in its Veflels ; and more or lefs infefting the nervous Parts of the 
whole Body, by Means of the Nerves of the Os facrum, the 
Loins, and the whole fpinal Marrow. ; 

This Difeafe has been very improperly confounded with the dy- 
pochondriac Paffion ; for a Strangulation of the Fauces, an inter- 
cepted Breathing even to Suffocation, a Fainting away, a Lofs 
of Voice, a profound Sleep, are the true, proper, and eflential 
Signs and Symptoms of this Uterine Difea/e. 

“An Ayfteric Fit is generally preceded with a preffing Pain of 
the Forehead, Temples or Eyes, with an Effufion of ‘Tears, 
and Dimnefs of Sight; a Dulnefs of the Mind and Senfes, 
and a loathing of all Things. When the Fit comes on the 
Patient is exceeding coftive, and yet has a ftrong Stimulus to dil- 
charge her Urine, which is as clearas Water; the Breathing 
is uneafy, difficult and fhort 5 and a Languor feizes the whole 
Body. To thefe fucceed a Pain in the Loins, and a great 
Shivering and Shaking; the Belly is hard and inflated; after- 
wards the Navel is drawn inwards, and outwardly leaves a great 
Pit; then they feel a Sort of a Globe arife from the lower Part 
of the Belly to the Aypochondria and Diaphragm. Soon after, 
the Heart begins to flutter and beat, with a hard, unequal, and 
fometimes intermitting Pulfe; the extreme Parts grow cold ; the 
Fauces are ftraitened and feem to be bound with a Cord; the 
Face is pale, the Breathing exceeding dificult, the Voice ceafes, © 
the Pulfe is almoft imperceptible, and there is fuch a Stricture 
of the Belly, that no Flatus can be emitted, nor no Clyfter 
given. In fome there are Convulfions of the Head and Limbs ; 

others 
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others lie in a profound Sleep, without Senfe or Motion; others 
have their Face and Neck look red and inflamed, with a {trong 
Pulfe; and athers again break out into immoderate Laughter, 

and regaining their Voice, fay a great many filly Things. 
_ When they begin to come to themfelves, the Pud/e which 
was before weak, languid and obfcure, becomes brifk, foft, and 
ftrong ; Heat returns to the extreme Parts; the Face which was 
pinched in and pale, begins to expand and look ruddy; the 
Wind forces its Way upwards; there is a Rumbling in the 
Belly; and at length the Patients, waking, as it were, out of 
a profound Sleep, have their Voice, Senfes, and Motion re- 
ftored. Yet they complain of a heavy Pain in the Head, a 
Languor of the Body, Feet, and Thighs; fome have continued 
in a Fit fo long that they have been laid out for dead, and have 
been even buried, | | | 
The Hyfteric differs from the Lypachondriae Paffion inafmuch as 
that the latter is a tedious Difeafe, and requires a tedious Cure. 
The Hy/fleric Paffion attacks Women that are pregnant, in Child- 
bed, Widows that are full of Blood, after fome grievous Paffion of 
the Mind; or Maids after a fudden Suppreffion of the menftrual - 
Flux; and yet it may be fo certainly cured as never to return. It 
likewife oftentimes comes on fo fuddenly, violently, and at una- 
wares, that being deprived of all Senfe and Motion, they imme- 
diately fall down, which the Hypochondriac are not fubje& to, 
The fy/leric likewife have this peculiar, that they may foon be 
brought to their Senfes, only by burning Feathers under their Nofe. 
In hyfteric Cafes, the Belly and Navel are drawn inward; in the 
Hypochondyiac they ftand out. The Hy/feric are incredibly cold 
in the Region of their Loins, which will net yield to hot Cloaths, 
and a great Pain in the Head as if a Nail was driven into the 
Part, which is called Clavus Hyfericus ; and many have a Sen- 
fation of a Ball rifing upwards; all which the Hypochondriae 
are exempted from; nor have they fuch frequent fainting Fits, 
nor an Apprehenfion of Suffocation, nor Strangling, as the Hy- 
fteric; nor, laft of all, are any of thefe in Danger of being 

laid out for dead. | 

Thefe two Diforders likewife differ as to their Caufe and 
Seat; the hypochondriac Paffion exerts its pernicious Force on 
the membraneous Canal of the Inteftines, as well as by Spafms 
as Wind; thefe Spafms are owing to the Stagnation of the 
Blood in the nervous Coats of the Inteftines, the equable Cir- 
‘culation through the vafcular Syftem of the Liver and the Ra- 
mifications of the Vena Porte being impeded. On the contrary, 
the Origin of the Hyfteric Spafms is to be fought for in the 
Womb. Now as there isa moft clofe Confent between the 
| | Uterus 
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Uterus and the Bladder, the uterine Spafms are propagated to the 
Sphin@ter of the Bladder, from whence proceeds a conftant Incli- 
nation to make Water, which the Hypochondriac are free from. 
Tt muft be. owned, there is a Difficulty of Breathing in both 
Cafes, but in the Hypochondriac it is owing to the Inflation of 
the Stomach hindering the Defcent of the Diaphragm ; in the 
Hyfteric, it is caufed by the violent Contraction and Compref-_ 
fion of the Mufcles of the Abdomen. ‘The bypochondriac 
Paffion often terminates in a Melancholy, the Scurvy, a flow 
Fever, the black Difeafe of ANippocrates, attended with black, 
fetid Stools: The Hyfteric tends to the Epilepfy, a fatal Syn- 
cope, the Furor Uterinus, and an acute Fever. Inthe Diffec- 
tion of hypochondriac Perfons, the Vi/cera of the lower Belly, 
the Liver, Spleen, and Pancreas are found to be hard, fchirrous, 
and often corrupted ; whereas the Fault in the Hy/feric is to be 
met with in the Uterus and its Ovarta. 

The Ayfleric Paffion \ikewile differs from a Syncope, in which 
there is an entire Ceflation of the Pulfe, a contrafied Face, and 
a dying Countenance. Whereas in the uterine Diforder there 
is often fomething of a Colour, and the Face is more expanded ; 
there is likewife a Pulfe, though languid; this State may con- 
tinue two or three Days, which it never does in a Syncope. It 
differs from an Apoplexy, in which the Abolition of Senfe and 
voluntary Motion is attended with a fort of Snoring, very difi- 
cult Breathing, and a quick Pulfe, none of which happen in 
hyfteric Cafes. It differs from an Epilepfy, whofe proximate 
Caufe is inthe Dura Mater, and in the Beginning of the AZe- 
duilla Spinalis, from whence the Spafms are derived to the reft of 
the Body ; whereas the Seat of the other is in the Womb, from 
whence the Spafms are propagated to the Adedulla Spinalis, and 
from thence to the whole nervous Syftem, proceeding from the 
lower to the upper Parts. 

This Difeafe may be caufed by whatever promotes a more 
plentiful and rapid Afflux of Blood and the genital Fluid to the 
uterine Parts, or impedes the Eruption of the Menfes, or occa- 
fions their Suppreffion; hence Maids and Widowsare moft fub- 
ject thereto; alfo Women of a fanguine or bilious Conftitution, 
who live high, drink generous Wines, feed on high feafoned 
Aliment, and are fubject to violent Paffions and Commotions of 
the Body and Mind. On the other hand, thofe who live a fe- 
dentary Life, feed on coar‘e, acid low Dict, who have omitted 
ufual Bleeding, who are opprefled with Sorrows, Cares and 
Difappointments, are liable to this Difeafe; for by thefe the 
Blood is thickened, the folid Parts weakened, and confequently 


3 the 
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the Flowing of the Menfes rendered more difficult. Likewife 
fudden Terror, and the Body being expofed to uncommon Cold 
during the Time of the menftrual Flux, by giving it a Check, 
procure Hyfteric Spafms. Some are fubject to the fame Difor- 
der from the Smell of Perfumes, fuch as Ambergreafe, Civit, 
and Mufk,. pat 

However dreadful and cruel this Difeafe may appear, yet it is 
not very dangerous in itfelf, unlefs ill managed, or the Patient 
be exceeding weak and valetudinary ; it is moft apt to turn into 
Convulfions and an Epilepfy ; hence arifes the Danger of the 
hypochondriac as well as Hyiteric Paffion. When it proceeds 
from Abortion or hard Labour, it is very liable to return from 
any flight Irritation of the nervous Syftem. Nor is it very 
uncommon for the hypochondriac and hyfteric Diforders to be 
united, and then the Cure is very difficult. This happens to 
Women who lead a fedentary Life, indulge extravagant Af- 
, fections of the Mind, and are guilty of Errors in Diet and 
Regimen. | 

It is furprifing to find in this Age, the hypochondriac Paffion 
fcarce fo much as mentioned ; for every Diforder that is attended 
with Pains, Spafms, Flatulencies, Anxieties is called‘ hy/teric ; 
and yet there is great Danger in not making a proper Diftine- 
tion; for though in the hypochondriac Difeafe, violent Exer- 
cife, Carminative, fpirituous, volatile, ftomachic, and aromatic 
Remedies ; {timulating, neutral Salts, mineral Waters, bitter 
Cathartics, and more efpecially Chalybeates, yield the beft Affif- 
tance, yet they are hurtful in hyfteric Cafes; for thefe are moft 
benefited by Bleeding, Reft, Anodynes, nitrous Preparations, 
Anti-epileptics, Refrigerants, cold Water and Whey. All heat- 
ing ‘Things muft be avoided, not excepting Wine. 

In the Cure, it muft be carefully obferved whether the Woman 
is plethoric, or exhaufted of Blood and Strength. In the former 
Cafe, the Spafms or Convulfions are more violent, and copious 
Bleeding is a prefent Help; and many have been brought to 
them‘elves who were feemingly dead, if the florid Colour of 
their Faces had not fhewn the contrary. : 

In the Fit it will be proper to apply fetid Things to the Nofe, 
fuch as A/a Fetida, Preparations of Ca/or, Partridges Feathers 
burnt, Ge. For Women in Childbed, a Girdle made of Ruffia 
Leather, and bound pretty tight, is excellent, Likewife Cly- 
fiers made-with Roots and Seeds of Lovage, which are Specifics ; 
Camomile-Flowers, Elder Flowers, Veronica, the Carminative- 
Seeds boiled in Whey; to which may be added Oil of Elder, 
Dill or Camomile,

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Externally, Plafters made of Opopona», Bdellium, Galbanums 
Sagapenum and Afa Fetida may be applied to the Navel, or,

Some hyfterical Diforders obferve the Lunar Phafes, and par- 
take of the Nature of an Epilepfy: They feldom require Bleed- 
ing, and purging fhould be ufed with Caution: £mefics are of 
greater Service, efpecially a little before the Fit. Jn the Fit, the 
beft Medicines are thofe which repair the Lofs of Spirits, as 
Ruffian Caftor, Gum Ammaniac, Salt of Amber in Pills.

To prevent its deg-nerating into a Chronic Difeafe, particularly 
the hypochondriac Paflion, Care muft be taken to keep the Menfes 
regular, which muft be done by Ballamics, compoled of Myrrh 
and Amber, with bitter and carminative Extracts, efpecially Ze- 
doary and Orange-Peel, made into an Elixir, with a moderately 
fpirituous Menfiruum. This frequently taken helps the Digeftion, 
and promotes a regular menftrual Difcharge. 

But it is neceflary to obferve, that in hyfteric Cafes, Remedies 
have a different Effe& on different Women. Some cannot bear 
fetid Medicines, which to others are an immediate Relief. Some 


have fallen into a terrible Syuzcope, and have come to themfelves = 
ev 3 


by 
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by fprinkling cold Water on the Face, when more powerful and 
fpirituous Things have failed. Others cannot endure hot Things | 
inwardly nor outwardly, as Baths, Fomentations, Liniments, 
and nervous Applications. Anodynes and Opiates, which pro+ 
cure Eafe and Reft to fome, are very injurious to others, who 
are greatly debilitated, and whofe Nerves ate weak. Some have 
recovered from a violent Paroxyfm, by a Draught of cold Water, 
which, given to others, has increafed the Diforder. 

When Purging is neceffary, it will be beft to prefcribe Cur- 
rants [Paffule Corinthiace] well faturated with a gentle Decoc- 
tionof Rhubarb. Horr. 7 

Peruvian Bark given Morning and Evening, a Scruple at a 
Time, is an excellent Remedy in Hy/feric Convulfions. Syp. 
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Of the Hypocuonpriac Passion. 


HE Hypochondriae Paffion is a fpafmodico-flatulent Affec- 
tion of the Stomach and Inteftines, arifing from an In- 
verfion or Perverfion of their peri/faltie Motion, and by Confent 
of Parts, throwing the whole nervous Syftem into irregular Mo- 
tions, and difturbing the whole animal Oeconomy. 
* This Difeafe is attended with fuch a Train of Symptoms, that 
_it is a difficult Tafk to enumerate them all ; for there is no Func- 
tion or Part of the Body, that is not foon or late a Sufferer by its 
Tyranny. It begins with Tenfions and windy Inflations of the 
Stomach and Inteftines, efpecially under the fpurious Ribs of the 
left Hypochondrium, in which a pretty hard Tumor may fome- 
times be perceived. 
With regard tothe Stomach, there is a Naufea, a loathing of 
Food, an uncertain Appetite, fometimes quite decayed, and fome- 
times ftrong ; the Aliments are ill digefted, breeding acid and 
vifcid Crudities ; there is a prefling, heavy Pain in the Stomach, 
chiefly after Meals, a fpafmodic ConftriGion of the Gullet, a 
frequent fpitting of limpid Phlegm, an Impediment of Swallow- 
ing, a violent Heart-burn, a Heat at the Stomach, very acid 
Belchings, a Réaching to vomit, Vomiting, bringing up fuch 
acid Stuff, that the Teeth are not only fet on an Edge thereby, 
but the very Linen or Sheets are fometimes corroded. 

In the Volume of the Inteftines, efpecially the {mall ones 
about the Navel, there are felt heavy, excruciating Pains, W rings 
ings, Gripings, with a rumbling, murmuring Noife; in the 
grofs Inteftines the Pains are more acute. ‘Sometimes there is a 
_Loofenefs, fometimes a moft obftinate Coftivenefs, with a Re- 
* . tention 
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tention of the Wind; which when it breaks out either upwards 
or downwards, is attended with an Alleviation of the Symptoms, 
but they foon rage again with as great a Violence as ever. When 
there is a frequent urging to go to Stool, Tubercles generally 
arife, and the blind Piles befet the duus ; nay, fometimes a fymp- 
tomatical Flux of Blood will burft out. . Making Water in fome 
is dificult and painful ; the Urine is thin, limpid, and pale 3 
fometimes it has a copious Sediment mixt with fabulous Concre- 
tions, and often apes a Fit of the Gravel. 

In the Breaft there is a great Straitnefs, ConftriGtion, exceflive 
Difficulty of Breathing, fometimes with a Senfe of Fullnefs, a 
Fluttering and Palpitation of the Heart. 

As the Difeafe inereafes, the Head is molefted with an Head- 
ach, Hemicranium, various fixed, fpaftic Pains, and what 1s com- 
monly called the Clavus Hy/fericus.. A Noife in the Ears, with 
Difficulty of Hearing; the Eyes are clouded with a Scctomia 3 
fome have double Vifion, or a Pain and Drynefs of the Eyes. 
In the Tongue there is a moft troublefome burning Pain fixed to 
a certain Space, with a plentiful Excretion of Spitle, as if the 
Patient was in a Salivation. : 

At length the animal Fun@tions are impaired ; the Mind is di- 
fturbed on the moft trivial Occafions, and is hurried into the 
moft perverfe Commotions,’ Inquietudes, Anxieties, ‘Terror, 
Sadnefs, Anger, Fear, or Difidence, The Patient is prone to 
entertain wild Imaginations and extravagant Fancies ;. the Me~ 
moty gows weak, and the Reafon fails. 

Some Symptoms affect the whole Body, which is covered with 
phlogiftical Blotches, er copious Sweats; the Strength decays 
the Limbs are languid and unapt for Labour ; the Budy becomes 
tabid ; the Joints are tormented fometimes with a blunt, fome- 
times with a cutting Pain ; at laft, all the Secretions, efpecially 
the fanguineous, are perverted. Horr. , 

Sydenham ob‘erves, that it imitates all Kinds of Diftempers fo 
exactly, as to require the utmof Sagacity of a Phyfician to di- 
ftinguifh it from an effential Difeafe of any Part; and one pecu- 
liar Symptom of it is De/pair of Kecovery. 

Though Aypochondriacs are never right well, yet they are ge- 
nerally worfe in the Autumnal and Winter Seafons. Women 
generally fuffer moft about the Time their Menfes ought to flow. 
And it is worthy of Obfervation, that they very feldom are at- 
tacked with continual, epidemic, or contagious Fevers, nay 
even not with the Plague itfelf. 

Perfons are molt liable to this Difeafe from twenty to fifty, 
and whofe Solids are foft, lax, and flabby, and their Blood Vefe 
fels {mall ; as alfo who are naturally languid, or have been 

weakened 
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weakened by tedious Maladies. Likewife thofe who lead {eden- 
tary Lives, and ftudy too hard ; infomuch that this is the pecu: 

Nar Difeafe of the Learned. It frequently attacks Women, for 
which Reafon it has been cohfoundéd with thé By/ferie Peffion: 
_HorF. 3 iii 
The Seat of this Difeafe was formerly thought to be the Spleen, 
‘but we have now learn’d otherwife, from frequent Diffections 3 
fometimes indeed there have been InfarGions of that V ifcus, but 
then no acute Pain has proceeded from it, nor has it given Rife 
to this Difeafe. Sydenham thought this Diforder was caufed by the 
"Araila of the Animal Spirits, rather than from any Fault in the 
Fluids ; and that they rufh’d impetuoufly and in too great Plenty 
into one Part more than another. Purcell fappofed the primary 
Caufes to be Crudities and Indige/tion, which commonly before 
the coming on of the Fit produce a Heavinéfs and Diforder in 
the Stomach, a Rumbling and Murmuring in the Guis, which 
occafion a Diforder ih the Spirits, the proximate Caufe of this 
Diftemper. Hoffinan afcribed this Difeafe to the preternatural 
*Conftitution of the periftaltic Motion of the Stomach and Guts; 
partly weakened and deftroyed in one Place, and too intenfe in 
another, and every where inverted tending from below upwards 3 
and from this he accounts for all the Symptoms: ‘The mediate 
Caufes he would have to be the Stagnation of the Blood and vi- 
tal Fluids between the nervous and mufculous Coats of the [nte- 
ftines, which is generally owing to the too flow Circulation thro’ 
the Liver: For the Branches of the Vena Porte carry the reflu- 
ent Blood from the reft of the Vifcera of the Abdomen to the 
Liver. Thefe Branches before they enter the Liver, unite into 
one Trunk, which ts there again diftributed like an Artery. Now 
thefe Veins being deftitute of Pulfation, the Circulation is flower 
ina healthy State through this ifcus than all the reft. There- 
fore, when there is a Stop here, the Parts abovementioned muft 
heeds be diftended with too great a Quantity of Blood, efpecially 
the Mefaraic Veffels, and thofe of the Inteftines, whofe Coats 
are not endued with a Power of ftrong Refiftance, whence the 
Blood will ftagnate, and the natural periftaltic Motion be im- 
paired, deftroyed or inverted. ‘This appears from Diffetionss 
and in one Subje& the mefenteric Veins were {o diftended as to 
appear like a Kind of Guts. aoe : | 
The remote Caufes of thefe Diforders, are the Suppreflion of 
the Hemorrhoids and Menfes, and other periodical Fluxes of 
Blood ; ar hereditary Difpofition thereto ; a cold and moift 
Conflitution of the Air; gro{s, impure, flatulent Diet ; a feden- 
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tary, ftudious Life ; Sadnefs, Cares, Troubles, intenfe think- 
ing on a fingle Object ; tedious Difeafes not rightly treated ; 
hard Labour in Childbearing ; Saccharum Saturni given inwardly, 
Alvetics too frequently taken, which invite the Fluids towards the 
Anus, where they are apt to ftagnate. 

As to the Prognofiics, if the Difeafe be recent and left to itfelf, 
it is rather troublefome than dangerous ; but if it be inveterate, 
and not fkilfully treated, or a bad Regimen is followed, it is at- 
tended with more grievous Symptoms, and produces Obftruc- 
tions and Schirri of the Vi/cera, a Cachexy, a Dropfy, an HeGtic, 
aconvulfive Afthma, an incurable Melancholy or Madnefs, a 
fatal Polypus, &c. But if it is caufed by a Suppreffion of the 
Menfes, or bleeding Piles, the reftoring the Flux is the Cure of 
the Difeafe. 

As continual Fear and Diffidence are Symptoms of this Dif- 
eafe, the Patients are always foreboding terrible Things, and 
live in conftant Dread of Death ; which render them fickle, im- 
patient, and prone to run from one Phyfician to another ; there- 
fore when a Cure is attempted, they muft be admonifhed to be® 
conftant and patient, and then the following Indications may be 
purfued ; 1. To correct and evacuate the acid, vifcid,. bilious 
Filth, and flatulent Sordes from the Prime Viz, which yield 
continual Fewel to this Difeafe. 2. The Spafms being appeafed, 
to reftore the natural Order of the periftaltic Motion of the In- 
teftines, and to recover it from a languid State, that there may 
be a due Concoétion of the Aliment, anda laudable Chyle and 
other Fluids generated. 3. To difperfe the ftagnated Juices ; 
to render the Circulation of the Blood equable through the /5- 
domen and the reft of the Body; and to free the Fluids from all 
Acrimony, after facilitating the Excretions by Urine and through 
the Skin. 4. and laftly, To corroborate the whole nervous 
Syftem. 

To anfwer the fir? Intention, nothing is better in the Fit than 
Clyfters made with emollient Herbs, Water-Grucl {trained, 
Camomile-Flowers, the Tops of Yarrow, the Oils of Sweet- 
Almonds, Dill, Camomile, Linfeed, &c. adding a carminative 
Species made of Caraway, Dill, but more efpecially Cumin- 
Seeds. Thefe fhould be repeated if the Spafins render them in- 
effectual. If the Faces are hardened, it will be proper to give 
Oil of Sweet-Almonds and Water-Gruel inwardly. Nor muft 
gentle Laxatives of Manna, Rhubarb and Cream of Tartar be 
negleéted, with a few Drops of Oil of Juniper, thus,

Balm, Veronica, Betony, Agrimony, Scordium, Carduus Be- 
nediGtus, Tops of Yarrow, Daify-Flowers, Camomile-Flowers, 
Fennel-Seeds, &c.

Out of the Fit, to difcufs the Stagnation of the Blood, Bleeding 
in the Foot will be neceflary, efpecially at the Equinoxes, and 
at other Times, as Occafion fhall require ; but this fhould be 
after Laxatives and Pediluviae. ‘If there is a Difpofition to an 
‘hemorrhoidal Flux, Leeches fhould be applied every Month to 
the Anus, and the Patient fhould alfo take Balfamic Pills, with an- 
tifpafmodic Nitrous Powders. 

To ftrengthen the nervous Sytem, nothing is better than Cha- 
Wybeates, for they by a gentle Aftriftion reftore the Nerves to 
their former Strength. Outwardly, a faponaceous Plafter, with 
Camphire, may be laid to the Hypochondria with no fmall Ad- 
vantage. HoFF. 

Sydenham made no Diftin&ion between the Ay/ferzc and Hypo- 
chondriac Paffion 3; but as his Method of Cure ought not to be 
omitted, the PraCtitioner will be able to diftinguifh, from what 
has been faid of thefe two Difeafes, what Part of it is moft fuit- 
able to the one, and what to the other; efpecially if he calls to 
Mind, that Chalybeates, bitter Aromatics, Mineral Waters, 
bitter Cathartics, and bodily Exercife are moft fuitable to the

In the Ufe of the mineral Waters, the following Rules may 
be obferyed: If any bad Symptoms appear, which may be im- 
puted to the drinking of the Waters, then the Patient muft for- 
bear their Ufe, till the Symptom is quite gone. 

The Patient may drink the Waters for the Space of fix Weeks 
or two Months, and now and then eat Candy’d Ginger, or Ca- 
raway Comfits, to warm the Stomach: There may alfo be taken 
three Hyfteric Pills, the firft. ten Nights, drinking four or five 
Spoonfuls of the Hyfteric Julep after them. 

As to the Bath Waters, they may be drank two Days, and 
the third it will be proper to. bathe; and this Courle may be con-~ 
tinued fix Weeks or two Months, } 

Tf the Steel heat the Body too much, then the Patient may 
drink every fourth Morning two Quarts of mineral purging Wa- 
ters, becaufe thefe operate without raifing 2 Commotion in the 
Body, as the Cathartics of the Shops are apt to do. 

If the Steel caufes any great Inquietude, the Patient may take 
Taudanum every Night, [which is generally very ferviceable to 
Hyfteric Perfons] mixt with fome Hyfteric Water. 

If the Patient’s Strength is decay’d and diminifhed from the 
Length of the Difeafe, Bleeding and purging are to be entirely 
omitted, and the Steel Cour/e to be entered upon immediately. 

When the Symptoms are mild, it will be fufficient to bleed once, 
and give a gentle Cathartic three or four Times, and then give 
the Hyfteric Pills Morning and Evening, for the Space of ten 
Days. | 

_ When the Difeafe is attended with intolerable Pain, violent 
Vomiting, and an enormous Loofenefs, you may give Lauda- 
pum, and then Things to chear the Spirits; Bytif the Strength 

: will 
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will permit, Bleeding and a Cathartic fhould precede the Ufe of 
Taudanum, efpecially in Virage’s, and thofe of a fanguine Con-. 
ftitution. But if the Patient is weak, and has lately undergone 
a fevere Fit, it will be fufficient to cleanfe the Stomach with.a Gal- 
lon of Poffet-Drink, thrown up again. Then give a large Dofe 
of Venice-Treacle, [to regulate which, it is neceflary to remem- 
ber, that one Dram contains a Grain of Opium] with a few 
Spoonfuls of fome Cordial Liquor, and a few Drops of Liquid 
Laudanum. [Unlefs the Stomach is greatly difordered, no Vomit 
fhould be given; and efpecially beware of thofe of the Antimonial 
Kind in this Diftemper.] If the Patient fhall have vomited fome 
time before, and it fhall be judged dangerous to give an Emetic, 
Recourfe fhould be had to Laudanum without Delay, in fuch a 
Dofe as is moft likely to appeafe the Symptom, which is to be 
repeated as often as the Patient fhall vomit, and principally in a 
folid Form or if in a Liquid, the Vehicle muft be fmall in 
Quantity, wz. a few Drops in a Spoonful of ftrong Cinnamon- 
Water: ‘The Patient keeping herfelf as quiet as poffible, not fo 
much as flirring her Head. 

‘The Symptoms being vanifhed, the Ufe of Laudanum muft 
be continued Morning and Evening, fora few Days. 

Thefe two Things muft be carefully obferved; 1. When we begin 
to ufe Laudanum after the Evacuations, there muft be fo much 
Time between each Dofe, that we may be certain of the Effect 
of the former before it be repeated. 2. When we attack the 
Difeafe with Laudanum, there muft be no Commotion raifed, 
no vacuation made, not even with the gentleft Clyfter. 

Venice-Treacle taken frequently, and continued a long while, 
is an excellent Remedy in this and many other Difeafes arifing 
from a Defect of the natural Heat, and Want of Jigeftion. 

If the Patient is not of a thin bilious Habit of Body, Spanifh 
Wines, fuch as Canary and Sherry, impregnated with Gentian, 
Angelica, Wormwood, Centaury, Orange-Peel, and other 
-ftrengthening Ingredients, taken three Times in. a Day, a few 
Spoonfuls at a Dofe will be very beneficial. 

In a thin bilious Habit of Body, a Milk Diet is good, efpecially 
in an yfteric Colic, if this Difficulty can be got over, viz. its 
coagulating in the Stomach ; otherwife it will not be fufficient to 
fuftain the Body in due Strength. 

Nothing is more friendly, nor gives greater Energy to the 
Blood and Spirits than riding on Horfeback almoft every Days 
and for a confiderable Time together. Nor does riding in a 
Coach want its Share of falutary Effects, 
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Wie and Adadne/s may be very properly confidered as 
di Difeates nearly ally’d; for we find they have both the 
fame Origin; that is, an exceffive Congeftion of Blood in the Brain: 
They only differ in Degree, and with Regard to the Time of 
Invafion. Melancholy may be Jooked upon as the primary Difeafe, 
of which AZaduefs is only the Augmentation. Horr. 
_ When Perfons begin to be melancholy, they are fad, dejected 
and dull, without any apparent Caufe ; they tremble for Fear, 
are deftitute of Courage, fubject to Watching, and fond of So- 
litude ; they are fretful, fickle, captious and inquifitive; fome- 
times niggardly to an Excefs, and fometimies foolifhly profufe 
and prodigal, They are generally coftive, and when they dif- 
charge their Excrements they are often dry, round, and covered. 
with a black, bilious Humour. Their Urine is little, acrid and 
bilious; they are troubled with Flatulences, putrid and fetid Eruc- 
tations. Sometimes they vomit an acrid’ Humour with Bile. 
‘Their Countenances become pale and wan 3. they are lazy and 
weak, and yet devour their Victuals with Greedinefs. | 
- Thofe who are @dfually mad, are in an exceffive Race when 
provoked to Anger. Some wander about; fome makea hideous 
Noile; others fhun the Sight of Mankind; others, if permitted, 
would tear themfelves to pieces. Some, in the higheft Degree’ 
ef the Diforder, fee red Images before their Eyes,’ and fancy 
themtelves {truck with Lightning. They are fo falacious, that 
they have no Senfe of Share in their venereal Attempts. When 
the; Difeafe declines they become ftupid, fedate and mournful, 
and feniibly affected with their unhappy Situation. ArET evs, 
The antecedent Signs are, a Rednefs and Suffufion of the Eyes 
with, Blood; a tremulous and inconftant Vibration of the Kye- 
lids; a Change of Difpofition and Behaviour; fupercilious 
Looks, a haughty Carriage, difdainful Expreffions, a Grinding 
of the Peeth, unaccountable Malice to particular Perfons. 
Ajifo little Sleep, a violent Head-Ach, Quicknefs of Hearing, a 
singing in the Ears; to thefe may be addéd, incredible Strength, 
Infenfibility of Cold, and in Women, ‘an Accumulation of 
Blood in the Breafts, in the Increafe of this Diforder. °° 
__Thefe Things being duly confidered, together with the State 
of the Brain in Perfons who died of this Difeafe, we may con- 
Glude that Adelancholy is a ftrong and lively Working of the 


Fancy, 
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Fancy, with a fixed Attention of the Mind to a particular Ob- 
ject, which it continually dwells upon; together with a Delirium, 
a long, continual Dejection, Dread and Sadnefs without any 
manifeft Caufe, arifing from a difficult Circulation of Blood 


through the Veffels of the Brain, where it is too copioufly con~ 


ee 


gefled and becomes ftagnant. Madnefs is a violent Rage, at- 
tended with Rafhnefs and preternatural Strength, caufed by an 
impetuous Motion of a_ thick, melancholic Blood through the 
Veffels of the Brain. It differs from a Phrenfy, which is a De- 
lirium accompanied with a- Fever, and arifes from an inflamma~ 
tory Stagnation of the Blood in the Brain: For we learn. from 
Experience, that all the fhining. Faculties of the Mind are 
changed or depraved, diminifhed or totally deftroyed, when the 
Blood and Humours, receding from their natural Temperament 
and due Quantity, are not conveyed to the Brain in a mode- 
rate and equable Manner, but on the contrary, with an imped- 
ed, flow, and languid Motion, or with too brifk and violent 
an Impetus. 7 

Both thefe Diforders fuppcfe a Weaknefs of the Brain, which 
may proceed from violent Diforders of the Mind, efpecially 
Jong continued Grief, Sadnefs, Dread, Uneafinefs and Terror ; 
as alfo clofe Study and intenfe Application of Mind to knotty 
Problems, as well as long-protraéted Lucubrations. It may 


_ alfo arife from violent Love in either Sex, efpecially if attended 


with Defpair; from profufe Evacuations of the Semen ; from 
an hereditary Difpofition ; from narcotic and ftupefactive Medi- 
cines ; from previous Difeafes, efpecially acuce Fevers. Violent 
Anger will change Melancholy into Madnefs; and exceffive Cold, 
efpecially of the lower Parts, will force the Blood to the Lungs, 


Heart and Brain; whence oppreflive Anxieties, Sighs and Short- 


_and gloomy Ideas in the Patient’s Mind, 


nefs of Breathing; Tremors and Palpitations of the Heart ; 
thus Vertigoes and a Senfation of Weight in the Head; Fierce- 
nefs of the Eyes; long Watchings; various Workings of the 
Fancy, intenfely fixed upon a fingle Objet, are produced 
by thefe Means. To thefe may be added, a Suppreffion of 
ufual Hzmorrhages, and omitting cuftomary Bleeding: hence 
Melancholy is a Symptom very frequently attending hyfteric 
and hypochondriac Diforders. ‘ : 

The Caujes which contribute to the Generation of a rhick 
Blood, are Idlenefs and Inactivity, which weaken the Bedy, im- 
pair the Functions, diminith the falutary Excretions, and render 
the Humours thick, vifcid, and ftagnant: All which are height- 
ened by Solitude, which is apt to give rife to various fantaftic 


Like- 
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Likewife acid Humours in the Stomach will increafe the Ap- 
petite, and tempt them to feed on coarfe, grofs, flatulent Ali- 
ments, without drinking enough to dilute them fufficiently, 
whence a Matter proper to nourifh thefe Difeafes, will proceed. 
It is evident from Obfervation, that the Blood of Maniac Pa- 
tients is black, and hotter than in the natural State; befides the 
Serum feparates more flowly and in lefs Quantity than in heal- 
thy Perfons. The Excrements are hard, of a dark red, or 
steyifh Colour, and the Urine is light and hi! 

Difeafes of the Mind have fomething in them fo different 
from other Diforders, that they fometimes remit for a long 
Time, but return at certain Periods, efpecially about the Sol- 
ftices, the Times at which they firft appeared. Horr. It may 
likewife be obferved, that the raving Fits of mad People, 
which keep the Lunar Periods, are generally accompanied with 
Epileptic Symptoms ; which was attefted to me as a conftant Ob- 


fervation, by the late learned Dr. Ty/on, formerly Phyfician to’ 


Bethlehem Hofpital, who ufually on that Account called fuch 
Patients epilep:ic Mad. Mean, 

This Difeafe, when it is primary ot Idiophatic, is worfe than 
the Symptomatic that accompanies the ee age or LHypochondriac 
Paffi on, which is eafily cured; as is that allo which fucceeds 
intermitting Fevers, a a Suppreffion of the Menfes, the Lochia, 
the Hemorrhoids, or from Narcotics, When the Paroxy/ms are 
flight in the idiopbatic Kind, the cure is not very difficult; but 
if it is inveterate, and has but fhort Remiffions, it is almiott | in- 
curable, which is often owing to this, that they reject Phyfi- 
cians and their Medicines as Poifon, It is a bad Sign, if after 
a profound Sleep, the Patient fill continues delirious, and is in- 
fenfible of Cold, or is unafiected with ftrong draftic Medicines. 
If after Want of Sleep and Jong Abttinence the Patient is ex- 
ceeding weak, or becomes epileptic, convulfive or lethargic, 
Death is not far off. dad People are feldom fubject to epide- 
mic or other Diforders, and fome have lived feventy Years and 
upwards in this unhappy State. 

‘Sometimes this Difeafe terminates by critical Excretions of 
Blood from the Nofe, Uterus, or Anus.. Sometimes Diarrhaas 
and Dyfenteries will terminate thefe Diforders,  Pu/ffules, the 
Itch and Ulcers have alio done the fame. 

In the Cure, Ihave found by Experience that Bleeding is the 
moft efficacious of all Remedies; and where there is a Reduns 
dance of thick, grumous Blood, a Vein is firft to be open- 
ed in the Foot, and a few Days after in the Arm, then in the 
Jugular Vein, orin the Noftrils with a Straw ; and Jaft of all, 
the Frontal Vein with a blunt Lancet, for fear of hurting the 
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' Pericranium, a Ligature having been firft made round the Neck 
to render the Veins tumid, 

Tepid Baths are alfo convenient, made of Rain or River- 
Water, to drive the Blood from the Head to the inferior Parts ; 
and before the Patient enters the Bath he fhould have cold Wa- 
ter poured on his Head, or it fhould be covered with a Cloth dipt 
_ therein; for cold Water pump’d or poured on the Head con- 
ftringes and corroborates the Veflels of the Brain, weakened 
with ftagnant Blood, and promotes the more eafy Difcuffion of 
the Humours congefted therein. : 

Purgatives are likewife ufeful ; but the Lenzent are preferable 
to the Draflic: Thus Manna, Caffia, Rhubarb, Cream of 
Tartar, Tartar Vitriolate, are moft convenient when the Dif- 
eafe arifes from the Hypochondriac Paffion, and a Stagnation of 
the Blood inthe Inteftines, and the Ramifications of the Vena 
Parte; efpecially when they are taken in Decoétions and Infu- 
fions, not all at once, but at repeated Intervals, fo as to ope- 
rate in an alterative Manner. | 

Some Kinds of Adineral Waters are alfo highly efficacious, in 
Melancholy and Madnefs ; for fince Madnefs generally derives its 
Origin from the Melancholy, and Melancholy from the Hypo- 
chondiiac Paffion, and the Hypochondriac Paffion from impure 
and peccant Fluids, flowly circulating thro’ the Inteftines and 
Vifcera of the Abdomen, the Circulation of the Blood ought - 
to be rendered free and eafy: It is no Wonder therefore that 
mineral Waters have been held in high Efteem for the Cure 
of thefe Diforders; for thefe being impregnated with a highly 
pure, alkaline and neutral mineral Salt, if they are drank in 
a due Quantity, they not only change the peccant Humours, 
but incide fuch as are thick, render the glutinous fluid, and 
open the Obftrudtions of the Veflels; they alfo relax the 
tenfe Fibres of the Solids, and corroborate the weak and tender, 
as well as by ftimulating the Emunctories, they reftore all the 
falutary Excretions, The Waters of Selters mixt with Affes or 
Goats Milk have not their Equal in thefe Cafes. They fhould 
be drank in the Spring and Fall for five or fix Weeks. The Pro- 

ortion is one Part of Milk to three of Water. 

But after all, there is nothing better to remove the Caufe of 
thefe Diforders than depurated Nitre, but efpecially in that 
Species of Madnefs which inclines to Melancholy, for it cor- 
rects the bilious Acrimony of the Humours, allays the tumul- 
tuous Motions of the Solids, by diminifhing the preternatural 
Heat. Seunertus and Riverius afirm that Nitre given with a 
little Camphire, is a Specificin Madnefs. 

; Particular 
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Particular Medicines among Vegetables are, Balm, Betony, 
Vervain, Brook-lime, Sage, Wormwood, Flowers of St. John’s 
Wort, of the Lime-tree and Camphire : From Animals, Affes 
Blood dried: Among Minerals, Steel, Cinnabar, Sugar of 
Lead, and the Calx and Tindiure of Silver. The following 
Mixture is faid to have cured a great many mad People.

Stahl recommends a Powder of the following Cephalic and 
Nervine Herbs; Vervain, Sage, Betony, with Plantain and- 
white Maidenhair. | ' 

‘Sydenbam, who {uppofed a Madnefs to proceed from a too 
exalted and vivid State of the Blood, if the Patient was young 
would have him bleed two or three ‘Times, with the Interval 
of three Days, and then depends entirely on the following Ca- 
thartic for the Cure, which is to be given every three or four 
Days till he recovers.

But Hoffman, as was obferved above, is an Enemy to all 
draftic Purges; it is likewife his Opinion that nothing deferves’ 
the Name of a Specific more in thefe Difeafes than Motion and 
Exercife ; when duly proportioned to the otrength of the Body ; 
for, provided a due Degree of Moifture is not wanting in the 
Blood, Exerci/e, by diffolving the vifcid Humours, and pro- ” 
moting the free and eafy Circulation of the Blood through all 
the Veflels, encreafes Perfpiration ; and by that Means frees 
the Body from Sordes, and removes Obftruions 3 which renders 
it preferable to all other Remedies. 

As to Diet, the Patient fhould carefully abftain from Salt and 
{moak-dried Fleth, whether Beef or Pork 3 from Shell-Fifh; from 
Fith of a heavy and noxious Quality ; from Aliments prepared 
with Onions and Garlick ; all which generate a thick Blood. 
In general, he fhould eat no more than is neceflary to fupport

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Nature. Small Beer or pure cold Water are the. bef Drink- 
- Sweet and ftrong Wines are highly prejudicial, as is alfo éxcef- 
five fmoaking Tobacco, for it not only generates thick Blood, 
but throws the Fluids into preternatural Commotions. Change 
of Air and Travelling may be beneficial. 7 | 

Though in Deliriums Bleeding is highly ufeful, yet it agrees 
beft with thofe that are plethoric, bilious, and in the Vigour of 
Youth;. thefe likewife will bear Frequent Purges of corrected 
‘flellebore : but then the Strength muit be repaired by cordial, 
corroborating and anodyne Sedatives. When the Patient is ex- 
haufted, Bleeding is hurtful, and Reftoratives cood. 

As a high Degree of the Jtch has terminated thefe Difeafes, 
it will be proper to make Iffues in the Back, or to pro- 
‘cure Ulcers with a potential Cautery near the Spine of the 
Back. Bliffers [contrary to Shaw’s Opinion] are prejudicial, 
for by ftimulating the nervous Membranes and the Dura Mater, 
they increafe the fpafmodic Stri€ture, and the Motion of the 
grots and bilious Blood through the Head, and all other Parts of 
the Body. 

Sedative Medicines are goody but not Opiates and Narcotics, 
for thefe induce Stupidity and Folly. Thofe that are good in an 
Epilepfy, will be beneficial here ; fuch as Caftor, Shavings of 
Hart’s-horn, the Roots and Seeds of Piony ; anti-epileptic Pow- 
ders; the Valerian Root ; Flowers of the Lilly of the Valley, 
and of the Lime-Tree. Horr. | 

Boerhaave afferts, the principal Remedy for raving Madnefs, 
is dipping in the Sea, and keeping the Patient there as long as 
he can bear it. When it attacks robuft Perfons in the Flower 
of their Age, he is for Sydenham’s Method of Treatment, with 
Bleedings and Purgings as above. 

And as to the other Sort of Madnefs, which proceeds from 
being exhaufted and weakened by autumnal, violent and obfti- 
nate intermitting Fevers, and from their being injudicioufly 
treated with Bleedings and Purgings ; it is only to be cured 
by Reftoratives, Cordials, and Corroboratives, long perfifted 
in.

Twenty. five Grains of A/u/e given at a Dofe has been found 
to be beneficial in the worft Kind of Madnefs.

“HIS Difeafe, as it generally proceeds from the Bite of & 
Dog, is called Rabies Canina, or the Canine Madnefs, and 
from its moft terrible Symptom, the Dread of Water, Hydropho- 
bia ; it almoft always arifes from the InfeQion communicated by 
the Bite of a mad Animal ; yet it has been obferved to arife {pon 
taneoufly in fome Animals affected with acute Difeafes, [and we 
have an Inftance in a young Man of the Hydrophobia attending an 
Inflammation of the Stomach. ] 

Almoft all Kinds of Animals may be affli@ed with this Difors 
der, and may infeét other Animals, and even Men ; as Dogs, Cats, 
Wolves, Foxes, Horfes, Affes, Mules, horned Cattle; Hogss 
Monkeys, and Cocks ; but it moft frequently attacks Dogs, 
Wolves, and Foxes, without any previous Contagion, 

A hot Climate, exceffive Heats and fudden Colds; a long, 
and dry Seafon; feeding upon putrid, ftinking, verminous 
Flefh ; Want of Water; Worms generated in the Kidneys, 
Guts, Brain, or Noftrils, are the preceding Cuufes of Madnefs 
in thefe Animals. 

When they are going to run mad, they appear dejeCted, fhun 
Company, and hide themfelves ; they will not bark, but feem 
to mutter or murmur, and are averfe to Food and Water ; they 
will fly upon Strangers, but retain fome Regard for their Matter ; 
their Ears and Tails hang down, and they walk along as if 
they'were fleepy. This is the fir/? Degree of the Difeafe, and 
though the Bite is then bad, it is not at the worft. Afterwards 
they begin to pant, hang out their ‘Tongues, froth at the Mouth, 
and gape. Sometimes they feem dull and half afleep ; foumetimes 
they will run, but not directly forward, and foon ceafe to know 
their Mafters. Their Eyes are dejected, look watery and dufty, 
their Tongues are of a Lead Colour ; they fall away fuddenly and 
grow raging mad. A Bite at this Time is incurable, and the - 
nearer they are to Death, with the more dreadful Symptoms it 
is attended. 


‘There 
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There is fcarce any Poifon infectious fo many Ways as this, _ 
for it takes Effect through the Clothes, without fetching Blood ; 
by the Breath of the Animal drawn into the Lungs; by a 
Touch of the Froth, if recent ; and by applying it to the Lips 
or Tongue, when it has been long dry’d, or by kiffing a Dog 
that is mad ; or by handling the Wound or Inftrument which 
was the Death of the Animal 5 or by handling Things which 
have been infected by any of the former Means. 

_Again, there is fcarce any Poifon which produces fuch terrible 
Effects, and caufes fuch a wonderful Change in the Perfon 
infected, When it begins to work, it is moft violent and quick ; 
and yet, as it is faid, it will fometimes lie dormant for twenty 
Years together, before it exerts itfelf. This Diverfity depends 
on the Heat of the Seafon, the Degree of the Difeafe of the in- 
fected Animal, and the Temperament of the Perfon bit. For 
the bilious are fooneft affected by it; the phlegmatic and hydro- 
pic the leaft; likewife fomething may be attributed to the Way 
of Living, Diet and Medicines. 

A healthy Man infected with this Contagion, finds the Effeéts 
of it difcover themfelves in the following Order. There is a 
Pain in the Place where he was bit, or received the Contagion ; 
and then wandering Pains in the other Parts, chiefly thofe that 
are near it ; a Jaffitude, Heavinefs, Liftlefinefs of the whole 
Body ; inquiet troubled Sleep, and terrible Dreams with Con- 
vulfions, and Sud/ultus of the Tendons ; continual Inquietude ; 
Sighs, Sadnefs, Love of Solitude: This ends the firft Degree 
of the Difeafe. Afterwards all the former Symptoms increafe, 
with a prodigious Straitnefs or Oppreffion about the Precordia ; 
a difficult, jighing Refpiration ; Horror ; a fhaking and trem- 
bling at the Sight of any Liquid, or bright, pellucid Thing ; 
Lofs of Appetite; a Poffibility of fwallowing any Thing folid ; 
but if any Liquid is touched with the Lips and Tongue, it oc- 
Caftons an incredible Anxiety, Trembling and terrible Convul- 
fions, almoft forcing the Patient into a Rage ; then a vomiting 
of dark, bilious, vifcid Matter, or porraceous Bile ; an increafed 
Heat; a Fever, continual Watching ; a Priapifm ; a confufed 
Series of wild, extravagant Thoughts : Here the fecond Degree 
of the Difeafe may be faid to terminate. Now all the Symptoms 
grow worfe and worfe, the Tongue hangs out and is rough ; 
the Mouth is wide open ; the Voice is hoarfe; the Thirft great ; 
ftrange Horrors, farting and wild Looks at the Sight of Water ; 
a Frothing at the Mouth; an involuntary Inclination to fpit at 
the By-flanders, as alfo to bite them, which the Patient cannot 
refilt.. He foams at the Mouth, and gnafhes with his Teeth, 
and would do Michief, if not forcibly with-held. His Pulfe

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_and Breathing fail ; there is a cold Sweat; the higheft Fan] “f 


-yet during all this Time, which ts wonderful, the Patient con- 
-tinues in his Senfes, and is afraid of doing any Harm. On the 
fourth Day from the firft Degree of the Difeafe, the Patient

falls into Convulfions, with great Difficulty of Breathing, and 


then dies. 
The Diffection of Perfons who died of this Difeafe, has 


fhewn, that the Organs of Swallowing have been in fome Mea- > 


fure inflamed, that various Kinds of bilious Vifcidities are col- 


lected in the Stomach ; that the Gall-Bladder is full of a black 


Bile ; that the Pericardium is dry ; that the Lungs are incredibly 


diftended with Blood ; that the Heart is full of an almoft dry 
Blood ; that the Arteries are full, and the Veins almoft empty ; 
that the Blood is very fluid, and will hardly coagulate when 
expofed to the Air ; whereas that which was drawn from a Vein 
three Days before, coagulated as ufual; that all the Mufcles, 
Vifcera, Brain, Cerebellum, and Spinal Marrow, are’ more dry 
than common. 

The Prevention and Cure of this Difeafe, except in a few In- 
ftances, are very doubtful and uncertain ; which may be attri- 


buted to the boafting Pretences of fome to Specifics, and the | 


Neglect of a due Method of Cure, founded on the Hiftory of 
the Diforder. 


So far therefore as may be conjectured from the preceding — 


Hiftory of the Diforder, and from comparing it with other 
-Difeafes, as alfo from the few Inftances which have been attended 
with a happy Event, it feems,chiefly to confift in an Affection of 
the Nerves, which psi nearly refembles Convulfions which oc- 
cupy the Vi/cera and the Veffels thereof, whence arifes a Diforder 
in the Blood ang Humours which is not unlike a gangrenous In- 
fammation. The Seat of the Difeafe is chiefly about the Stomach 
and the neighbouring Parts. 

The preventive Cure confifts in making deep Scarifications 
as foon as poflible after the Bite, in the Part aff e€ted, and thofe 


adjacent to it, that they may make a sirdidémable Difcharge of | 


Blood, and to apply large Cupping-Glafles thereon ; or it may — 


be burnt pretty deep with an actual Cautery. ‘Then it fhould be 
made to fuppurate by fome corrofive Application proper for that 
Purpofe ; and during all that Time it fhould be continually fo- 
-mented with a Pickle made with Vinegar and Salt; this fheuld 
be continued for fix Months at leaft. The Garments he had on 
at the Time of the Bite fhould be cautioufly laid afide or de- 
itroyed. He fhould likewife with all convenient Speed be dip- 
ped in a River or the Sea, making him beheve that he is going 
to be drowned. This is to be often repeated ; for the Effest 

confilts 
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tdnfifts in terrifying the Mind, not in the Salt-Water, as we 
have learnt from Experience. Then he fhould alfo be often and 
frongly purged with Rhubarb, Agarick, and the Juice of Elder 
Bark. | 
_ The Patient fhould alfo be put into a Sweat every Morning 
fafting, with a Mixture of Aromatic Vinegar, Sea-Salt and hot 
Water. His Feet and Hands fhould alfo be daily fomented in 
a warm Bath; and he fhould wath his Head, Mouth, and 
Fauces. 

Let him often diink cold Water, and throw it up again by 
vomiting, and let his Drink be acidulated. His Aliment fhould 
be moift, light, and laxative, ard often taken in fuch a Quan- 
tity as to vomit it up again. He fhould likewife abftain from 
Things that are too -{picy, from Wine, ° from heating Things, 
from violent Exercife, and ftom Commotions of the Mind, 

~The Cure fhould be attempted when the Difeafe is in the jirft 
Degree, and in the Beginning of the fecond, by treating it as 
highly inflammatory, by letting Blood from a large Orifice even 
to a Delrquium ; by giving Clyfters {oon after with nitrous or 
moderately fait Water ; thus, .

‘Thefe may be repeated boldly and with lefs Caution than in 
other Cafes. After this let the Patient be blind-folded, and 
thrown into a Pond of cold Water ; or let cold Water be 
thrown upon him till the Dread of it almoft ceafes s then let a 
large Quaritity be forced down his Throat ; Jet this be his Treat- 
ment daily, and at Night let Sivep be procured. And this Method 
is better than that pernicious one of giving him the moft acrld, 
heating and drying Medicines, which exafperate the nervous Sy{- 
tem, and which in this Cafe is as bad as Poifon, to a Patient al- 
mott already parched with Heat. Borr. 

— But Hoffman’s Sentiments on this Head,are greatly different 
from Boerbaave’s. |The Ancients, fays he, were of Opinion, 
that all Poifons were of a cold Nature, becaufe they obferved, 
that a more free Aflux of Blood to the external Patts was re= 
ftrained by Spafms; for which Reafon they prefcribed heating 
Things, and particularly generous Wine, asa univerfal Antidote : 
thefe, Cel/us feems to have followed, than whom none have 
written better of the Bites of Amnmals. It is neceflary, f.vs° 
he, to give pure Wine with Pepper, or any Thing elfe that will

Celfus informs us, that it was the Practice of old to put Patients 
bit by a mad Dog into a Bath, and there to let him {weat as long 
as his Strength will permit, at the fame time keeping the Wound 


open, that the Virus might be difcharged from it ; and then to 4 


give him Plenty of good, generous Wine. This being done for 
three Days, they judged him out of Danger. G2. 760 
‘cannot help thinking a temperate Bath to be of great Ufe in 
all Kinds of Madnefs, as it relaxes the Stri@ure of the nervous 
Parts, opens the Pores of the Skin, and recalls the Blood from 
the Brain to the Surface of the Body. And when the Pores are 
open, the drinking of Wine muft needs reftore a free Motion 
to the Blood,. and affift to expel the Poifon by Tranfpiration, 


from its moft interior Receffes. Tam not ignorant that Immer- | 


fion in cold Water, is reckoned of great Ufe in the Aydropho- 
bia, but. upon no goed Foundation ; for if it is of any Service it 
muft be by driving. the Blood more vehemently to the inward 
Parts in robuft and hot Patients, and fo caufe a more intenfe 
Motion thereof, whence Heat and Sweating will enfue, and the 
Poifon will be driven out. But as this is not always the Cafe, 
it may do more Harm than Good ; wherefore Ce//us advifes to 


take the Patient out of the cold Pend, and put him into a hot- 3

Dr. Wall of Worcefter has found two Dofes of Mufk of gr. xv. 
each to produce very happy Effects on two Perfons labouring un-_ 
der a Subfultus Tendinum, extreme Anxiety and Want of Sleep 
from the Bite of a mad Dog ; for it perfeétly relieved them from 
their Complaints. We havea fingular Cafe of a Woman actu- 
ally feized with a Hydrophobia, given us by Dr, Nugent, who was 
cured, He ordered this Powder to be taken in Honey every three 
Hours after the had loft Zxv of Blood ; and a Pill of two Grains 
of pure Opium along with the Powder, till Reft was procured. 
- Likewife a Platter of Galbanum, with 3{s of pure Opium, was 
laid to her Neck and Throat. She began to take thefe Medi- 
eines an Hour or two after fhe was affected with the Dread of 
Water ; that is, at Eleven o’Clock on the Saturday Morning; In 
the Evening fhe was a little eafier at Intervals. The Mufk and 
‘Opium Pill were continued as before, and the Hand that was bit 
was ordered to be chafed with warm Salad-oil feveral Times a 
Day. Only two Papers of Powder and two Pills were taken in 
the Night ; for the laft made her fick and vomit. She had little 
or no Sleep, but lay pretty quiet. Her Skin was rather moift 
than dry ; her Pains were troublefome, but her Swallowing a 
little better, her Pulfe was ftronger and quicker this Day [Sun- 
day] than Yefterday. She had no Stool fince Friday. “I'wenty 
Ounces of Blood were taken away, and a Clyfter with antimo- 
nial Wine given. Likewife the Pills and Powders were conti- 
nued as before.

wrought well. She lay quiet moft of the Night, fweat much, _ 
flept ‘ittle, and her Siccneis went off. Monday Morning her 
Swallowing was much better, and fhe was very thirfty. She had 
drank a Quart of Liqui: in the Night, and taken three Dofes of 
the Powder and Pills. She now was bled %xij. The Platter 
was renewed with only 7ij. of Opium. The Oil was ufed as 
before. “The Powder was continued, and fhe drank Barley- Wa- 
ter with Nitre to quench her Thirft. At Night fhe was better, 
her Hand was eafy. One Pill was only given at Night. - Tue/day 
Morning fhe was worfe, with Pain and Sicknefs, having caught 
Cold with fitting up the Day before. The Powder was now given 
every fix Hours ; the Clyfter and Oil were repeated, and the 
‘Opium laid afide. In the Evening her Pains abated, and her 
Sicknefs was lefs. She had flept and fweated in the Day, and 
had drank plentifully of Water-gruel and Baum-tea. ‘The Cly- 
fter worked well. On Wednefday Morning her Pains were gone, 
fhe had flept well after fome Sicknefs at Midnight, and fweated 
plentifully ; all other Symptoms difappeared, but her Dread of 
Water and Degs continued. The Opium Plafter was taken off, 
and the Powder continued every fix Hours. In the Evening it 
was ordered only Night and Morning. She fweated and flepe 
much ; but on Thur/day Morning the Effects of the Opium were 
almoft over. In the Evening fhe was terrified with the Sight of 
Water, many dreacful Symptoms returned, which gradually 
abated after fhe had drank her Tea. This Night fhe had ter- 
sible Dreams. On Friday Morning a Clyfter was prefcribed ; 
in the Evening the Dread of Water was over, only it made her 
a little giddy. After Sunday the mended in Appetite, Strength, 
-and Spirits every Day for ten or eleven Days. Here the Cure 
might be faid to be compleated, if a Fool or a Knave had not 
come in and prognofticated certain Death, which caufed a Re- 
lapfe, and many terrible Symptoms enfued, which occafioned 
great ‘Trouble. Thefe Dr. Nugent judged to be hyfterical, and 
were at length cured by the following Powder, which Dr. Hallet of 
Exeter has found to be of excellent Ufe in fome hytteric Cafes,

._ De Sault, from his own Experience, recommends another 
Method of Cure by Adercurial Fridtions ; of which he gives the 
following Inftance. , 

Four Men were bit by the fame Wolf, the fame Day and the 
fame Hour ; they were dipt in Salt Water, and came back per- 
fwaded that they had nothing to fear. Some Days after, one 
of them felt a numb’d Pain about his Scars, which grew hard, 
and arote like Embroidery ; he was foon after feized with the 
ufual Symptoms, and died mad, as did likewife another. The 
Son of the former likewife began to feel a Pain in the Cicatrices, 
and a Swelling with Hardnefs, as did alfo the fourth; upon 
which being fent for, | ordered them to rub a Dram and a half of 
the mercurial ox blue Ointment upon the Cicatrices, and about the 
whole Arm, which was repeated three Days fucceflively, and 
then every other Day ; after the fifth Friction, I left the Interval 
of two Days. Befides this, they took every Day a Dram and a 
half of Palmarius’s Powder. 

_ After the third Friction the Cicatrices grew flat and foft, the 
Pain went off, their Courage returned, and their Mind refumed 
their former Tranquility.

Dr. Yames is of Opinion that a Vomit or two of Mercurius 
emeticus flavus would be proper, the Dofe of which is from two 
to eight Grains, not omitting the Cinnabarine Powder, nor go- 
ing into the Cold Bath in a Morning fora Month, But fee what 
fioffman’s Opinion of the Cold Bath is above. | 

The good Effects of Mercury in the Cure of this Difeafe, is 

farther confirmed by Claude Choi/el, a “fefuit, Apothecary to the 
Miffion in the Ea/f-Indies, whofe Method is as follows, and 
who, it is plain, has adopted De Sault?s Method, with Im-

You muft begin the Cure by rubbing a Dram of the Ointment 
into the wounded Part, keeping the Wound open as much as 
you can, that the Ointment may penetrate it more eafily. The 
next Day the Ointment muft be repeated again in the fame 
Quantity, and in the fame Manner, and the Patient muft be 
purged with a Dram of the Mercurial Pills. On the third Day 
the Ointment mutt be ufed as before, with fifteen Grains of the 
Pills, “his laft Courfe muft be continued for ten Days, and 


then a Dram of the Pills muft be given again; after which the 


Patient may be difmiffed. 

The above Method mutt be purfued when the Patient applies 
to you immediately on his being bit ;. but if not till fifteen or 
twenty Days after, the Dofe of ‘the Medicines mutt be encreafed, 
and continued for a longer Time. 

Children require a fmaller Quantity of Qintment 3 in Proportion 
to their Age, and they only need to be purged once in three 
Days with Syrup of Rhubarb. - During the Time of the Cure, 
all four or acid Things muft be avoided, and nothing. eaten but 
what is eafy of Digeftion, and then it is no Matter of what 
Kind the Aliment is. ‘This Method has fucceeded in above three 
hundred Experiments.

HERE are three effential Marks of Poifons which diftin- 


cuifh them from other Things, that are noxious to hu- 
man Bodies. The fir/? is, that they confit of moft fubtile 
Parts, and confequently are pernicious in a fmall Quantity. The 
fecond, that they pervert, in a fhort Time, the regular Motions of 
the Solids and Fluids throughout the Body, and induce the moft 
grievous Symptoms, even Death itfelf. And the third, that they 
exercife their Cruelty on the moft fubtile Fluid, and the moft 
nervous Parts. 
Some 
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Some Things will kill ina fhort Time which are not Poifons ; 
as cold Water drank plentifully when the Perfon is in a profufe 
Sweat; fevere Cold ; a large Quantity of Brandy or other fpiri- 
tuous Liquors; acid mineral Spirits, as Oil of Vitriol. 

All the three Kingdoms have Poifons peculiar to themfelves, 
but the animal Kingdom affords the moft fubtile, which are com- 
municated by the Bite of mad or venomous Beafts, when they 
are angred. ‘The muneral Kixgdom produces Arfenicals and Mer- 
eurials, And the Vegetable, Herbs and Plants, or their Parts, 
of a moft acrid, noxious and deleterious Quality, fuch as the moft 
violent Cathartics, and Narcotics, which are noxious from a _ful- 
pburee-vaporous Principle. | . 

Every Sort of Poifon feems to have an Effe& peculiar to it- 

felf; thus Aéercury attacks the Fauces and their Glands, produc- 
ing Ulcerations therein; rfenic occafions the moft cruel Tor- 
ments, Convulfions, and Mortification of the Coats of the In- 
teltines ; the Seeds of Datura, a Kind of Stramonium, induce 
Madnefs or abfolute Stupidity ; Hye/ciamus caufes a Stupor, and 
fo troubles the Imagination, that the Perfon affeGted believes he 
‘fees Demons and Spectres, Opium brings on Sleepinefs, and a 
Zorpor on the Mind. Sharp, draftic Purges inflame the Inte- 
ftines. “The Bite of a mad Dog occafions the Dread of Water. 
The Venom induced by the Sting of a Tarantula produces won- 
derful Effects ; for the Patient is delighted with mufical Inftru- 
ments, and when he hears their Sound, immediately falls a caper- 
ing, ufing many antic Gefticulations. ‘The Sting of a Scorpion 
produces a fudden and exceeding cold Sweat. Litharge, unwarily 
taken, caufes a. convulfive Colic, with an obftinate Coftivenets. 
The Berries of deadly Night-fhade produce Madnefs, Rage, or 
Folly ; as do alfo the Roots of Cicuta terreftris. 
_. The. Bites of mad Animals have been already treated of 5 and 
as for others, it appears from Experience, that the Bites or Stings 
of other Animals, fuch as Spiders, Scorpions, and Vipers, are 
moft pernicious in hot Countries; and neither the IJnfeé?s, nor 
any other Animal are poifonous of themfelves, but their Stings 
or Bites, when they are mad or provoked to Anger ; for there 
is no Hiftory werthy of Credit, which proves the internal Ufe 
of Spiders, Scorpions, and Vipers, have done any great Harm to 
human Bodies ; tho’ it muft be owned they contain a Kind of 
caufiic Salt not very friendly to the Nerves ; which, however, be- 
ing a {trong Diuretic, has been found beneficial in the Dropfy. 

The Venom which is communicated by the Stings or Bites of 
\ Animals, chiefly owes its Origin and Nature to a viclent Affec- 
ton of the Mind, fuch as extreme and continued Anger: For 
| L 4 fuch 
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fuch is the Nature of the Paffions of the Mind, that they affed 
the whole nervous Fluid, and by that Means the whole Compages 
of the Nerves and Membranes, and greatly pervert all the vital 
Motions of the Solids and Fluids, as well fecretory as excretory, 
in which the Force and Effeéts of a real Poifon are contained. 
Hence it appears, that there is no Difference between a Poifon 
and a violent Paffion of the Mind, as to their Efficacy, Force and 
Effects. Thus we have Inftances of the Bites of Men in Anger 
being fatal; and I knew one in particular, that was attended 
with purple Spots, Convulfions, and a Delirium, which ended in 
Death. 

The Venom of Animals, whether in a Rage or Madnefs, com- 
municates an Infeétion not only by the Seliva, Milk and Lym- 
pha, but by the Semen, whence Women have received the Con- 
tagion from their Hufbands, of which I knew one remarkable 
Inftance. Horr. | 

The Symptoms which follow the Bite of a V iper, are a fharp, 
pricking Pain in the wounded Part ; a Tumor, which is firft red, 
and afterwards livid, fenitbly extending itfelf to the neighbouring 
Parts ; the Skin frets, and breaks out into litile Bladders ; fome 
Time after a remarkable Faintnefs fupervenes, with a quick, 
weak, and fometimes an intermitting Pulfe ; 4 Palpitation of the 
Heart ; a Stupefaction of the Senfes ; an Anxiety of the Precor- 
dia; agreat Sicknefs of the Stomach, with bilious Vomiting 3 4 
Dulnefs of Sight ; fometimes Pains about the Navel, or the Re- 
gion of the Liver; difficult Breathing, Hiccoughing, Tremblings, 
vonvulfions, cold Sweats, Coldnefs of the Extremities; after 
which, Death clofes the Scene, unlefs prevented by timely Re- 
medies, or the Vigour of the Conttitution, which Hoffman thinks 
is generally the Cafe in thefe Northern Climates. If the Patient 
furvives, a Tumor with Inflammation continues for fome Time. 
Sometimes a Sanies hows from the Wound, and Puftules appear, 
like the Herpes exedens ; the Skin becomes yellow, as if the Pa- 
tient had the Jaundice. 

Hoffman obferves, that externally in all venomous Bites, it will 
be proper to apply fuch Things as relax and mollify the Stric- 
tures of the Parts, that open the Pores, and fo procure an Exit 
for the virulent Matter. The Ancients, for this, applied the 
Parts of Animals juft killed to the Wound ; and Celfus advifes 
to cut a Pullet in two, and apply it hot thereto; ora Kid ora 
Lamb, which likewife muft be laid on hot. Fare/lus likewife 
recommends the fame, or the Podex of a living Pullet. The 
Vifcus of the mad Animal, and the Oil of Scorpions are of no o- 
ther Benefit than by their emollient and demulcent Virtue. 


But 
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But Ce//us firft of all advifes a Ligature upon the Member 
above the Wound, but not fo ftrait as to ftupify it, and then to 
put a Cupping-Glafs upon it ; nor will it be improper, fays he, 
to dilate the Wound with a Knife, that the vitiated Blood may 
run out. But what he mentions of fucking out: the Venom, I. 
am perfuaded few will be found to run the Rifque, notwithftand- 
ing he affirms it is no dangerous Experiment; though we have 
_two illuftrious Examples of its Safety in the English Hiftory. 

» Linderus adviles to inftill a Drop of Spirit of Sulphur or Vitriol 
into the Wound ; internally, Cel/us advifes Pepper, with a large’ 
Draught of generous Wine, after. which, {weating in a warm 
Bath will be proper, | 

Boyle obferves, that a hot iron held over the wounded tart.” 
immediately after the Bite, fo checks and weakens the Venom, 
that the Patient will have nothing to complain of, but a Pain 
in the Part, of fhort Continuance. 

But above all, Adead, from many Experiments, recommends 
the Fat of Vipers, which being rubbed into the wounded Part, 
renders ali others ufelefs ; and if that is not at hand, it appears, 
from fome late Trials, that common Sallad Oil rubbed warm 
into the Part, will do as well, : | 

The Bite of aRarrye Snake, hitherto looked upon as a 
mott terrible Accident, may now be cured in a fimple, ealy 
Manner, It is the Invention of a Negra, for the Difcovery of 
which, he had his Freedom purchafed, and an hundred Pounds

_* Simon Pauli has fomething very remarkable relating to Plantane, 
which, on Account of the Nature of the Subject, I thall give you in his 
own Words, Jp/us recorder quendam Furis Candidatum, qui ex impuré 
triobularis Scorti Concubitu, ob Stultitiam fuam, hoc pretii loca abfiule- 
rat, ut Sanguinolentam Gonorrheam, aut Pollutionem potius nociuruant, 
Subinde cruentam pateretur ; poft univerfalium Ufum, meo fuafu, Jola 
Plantaginis Effentia, in Decoéto Sarfe diluta Refiitutionem in integrum 
effe confecutums cum parum abeffet, ut, nefcio cujus partem diminutionem, 
pati coacius fuifet.

_ Piofcorides are profule to a Fault in recounting its Virtue, 
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give as foon as poffible on large Spoonful; if he be {welled you 
mutt force it down his Throat: This generally will cure, but 
if the Patient finds no Relief inan Hour after, you may give an- 
other Spoonful, which never fails. 

If the Roots are dried, they muft be moiftened with a little 
Water. To the Wound may be apply’d a Leaf of good To- 
bacco moiftened with Rum. 

4: tius obferves, that there are three Kinds of Asps, the ter- 
refirtal, the Chelidoniee, which are found on the Banks of the 
Nile, and the Ptyades : The terref/trial are fometimes five Cubits 
in length ; but the Pryaars are longeft; and of an Afh-Colour 
' mixt with Green and Gold. The terreftrial are generally of an. 
Aih-Colour, but fometimes greenith. 

The Bite of an 4/p is like the Prick of a Needle, which is 
double from a Male, from a Female quadruple. Nothing di- 
ftils from the Wound unlefs the Animal js very angry; it is- 
attended with a Stupor, Palenefs, Coldnefs of the Forehead, 
continual Yawning, Twinkling of the Eyes, Inclination of the 
Neck, Laffitude of the Body, and a profound Sleep with Con- 
vullions. ‘Che Bite of the Chelidonia, is immediate Death; that 
of the terreftrial kills in three Hours. That of the Ptyas produces 
Dimnefs of Sight, Pain at the Heart, Swelling of the Face and 
Deafnefs. Death, after the Bite of this Kind, comes on more 
flow. Drinking Plenty of the fharpeft Vinegar is faid to be a 
Cure ; and Cel/us gives an Inftance of a Boy cured by drinking 
of Vinegar when there was nothing elfe at hand. 

SPIDERS are of two Sorts; the noxious, and harmlefs ; the 
noxious are called Pha/angia; none of thefe weave any Webs, 
like the domeftic of harmlefs Sort. Of the former the Tarantulz 
is the moft often mentioned, and where they abound, the Cure 
is well known. The common Sort are frequently fwallowed as 
an Empirical Cure for Agues, without any Danger. And the Bites 
of the venemous Sorts aré fo feldom heard of in thefe northern 
Countries, that little certain can be faid about them. ‘Thole who 
have a Curiofity to read: what has been wrote on this Subject, may 
fee Matthiolus upon Diofcorides, or Mouffet upon [nfects. Nor will 
it be ‘neceflary to add any thing more of the sting of a Scorpion — 
than what his hinted at above ; much le& fhall I mention the va- 
rious Kinds of Serpents which are Natives of Africa, of which: 
we know little more even at this Day than what is to be found - 
in the Ancients. | 

feifier fays, the Stings of Wafps and Bees may be cured with 
Vinegar alone, or mixt with Venice-Treacle or Boe. come com- 
mend the rubbing of the Part with the Pulp of an Apple. 
; The 
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The Toap, fays Allen, is full of Venom, and the very Centre 
and Repofitory of terreftrial Poifons. If they have no Teeth, 
yet their Gums are hard and rough, and by a powerful Adhe- 
fion fo operate upon the Part as to inftil their. Venomi therein. 
The Virulence of this Animal feems to confiftin their Rage or 
their Excrements, particularly in'a fharp, cauftic Urine impreg- 
nated with a volatile Salt; for when they are dead they are faid 
to be not at all venomous. ‘They difcharge their Venom on 
Herbs by piffing, fpitting and vomitting, efpecially on Strawber- 
ries, which they are faid-to be very greedy of. “This is not only 
pernicious by getting into the Body, but by being fprinkled on 
the Skin, unlefs wafhed off immediately with Urine and Salt. 

When a Perfon is infe€ted his Skin turns yellow, his Body 
fwells univerfally, his Lips and Tongue grow black, and a 

Stam mering fupervenes 5 he is feized with an afthmatic Shorthefy 
of Breath, “V omiting, cold Sweats, Convulfions, Fainting, and. 
at length with Death. 

If the Patient has fwallowed the Poifon, he muft take a Vo- 
mit, anda Clyfter ; as alfo warm and attenuating Alexiterials, as 
Theri ‘jac and Adithridate in generous Wine ; bathing in Salt Wa- 
ter; and much Exercie. 

The Mineral Kingdom furnifhes very few real Poisons; 3 theonly 
natural. one is Cabal ; ; the factitious are Arfenic, corrofive Subli~ 
mate and Glafs of Antimony. 

Cobalt is akind of a Marcafite, which is found in ereat Plenty 
in the Mines of Adi/uia ; and is well known for its poifonous 
Quality, fo fatal to Infects, Brutes, and Men. | In making the 
blue Glafs, or Enamel, called Sma/t, from this Mineral, a Sort 
of white Flowers arife, which being melted in a fironger Fire, is 
called white Arfenic. If this be melted again with an eleventh 
Part of Sulphur, it becomes yellow Arfenic, and with a fixth 
Part of Sulphur, red. Of thefe, the white is the moft deadly 
Poifon. 

As for the true Mineral Poifons, they were entirely unknown 
to the Ancients ; for they reckoned Quickfilver, crude Antimo-~’ 
ny, all Kinds of ' Vittiol as welbas Cerufs, andthe Lapis Lazuli 
in that Clafs, But: Orpiment, which they called Arfenick, as 
Celfus teftifies, and looked upon as a Poifon, is void of all Vi- 
rulence and deleterious Qualities; and Saxdarach they termed red 
Arfenick, which is made of melted Orpiment, but is no more 
noxious than the former. Indeed it muft be owned that the 
above Catalogue are not altogether friendly to human Nature, 
‘or may be endued with a corroding Quality, but they want the 

true Characteriftic of Poifons. 
| But 
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- But nothing is more erroneous than to call Orpiment a Poifons 
and to confound it with yellow faGitious Arfenic. But the 
Moderns are altogether inexcufable for making fuch a Miftake. 
Orpiment is a fulphureous Mineral of a golden Colour, confift- 
ing of thin Lamina or fhining Scales, and is brought to us from 
the Mountains of A%fia near the Helle/pont. This reduced to 
Powder, and held to the Fire in a Ladle, burns and emits a 
Flame with a whitifh yellow Smoak, over which, if you hold 
a Knife, it tinges it with a beautiful gold Colour, leaving behind 
a fort of fandy Particles. The Smoak has a fetid, fulphureous 
Smell. Whereas common Arfenic flies quite away in thick, 
white Smoak, with a moft fetid Garlick Smell, without any 
Flame, and it tinges a Plate of Iron white. It has no draftic 
Qualities, either as a Cathartic or an Emetic, as I have often 
tried upon Dogs, to whom I have given a Dram and a half 
without any Hurt. 

Quickfilver, diffolved in acid mineral Spirits, is likewife a Poi- 
fon; though of itfelf it is entirely innocent. ‘his has chiefly 
appeared from Errors in Practice, when the Mercury has not 
been rightly prepared and corrected. 

Likewife Glafs of Antimony reduced into Powder, and exhibit- 
ed, caufes enormous Vomitting, with moft cruel Gripings, which 
often end in Death ; and this ] have known it doin a few Hours, 
Horr 

Arfenic taken inwardly, creates'a pricking, vellicating, irri- 
tating, burning Senfation, with a Heat and moft violent Pain in 
the Stomach, a racking Torture in the Bowels, Vomitting, un- 
guenchable Thirft, a Roughnefs and Drynefs of the Tongue, 
Fauces and Gullet, Hiccoughs; then follow moft cruel Anxieties, 
Palpitation of the Heart; Faintings, Coldnefs of the Extreme- 
ties; fometimes black Vomits, and Stools with a fetid, cadave- 
rous Smell; a Gangrene and Mortification of the Stomach and © 
Inteftines, which ufher in Death, 

- Milk is very ufeful againt all corrofive Poifons, for it prevents 
the Coats of the Stomach from being wounded by the Saline Spi- 
culg, and, by its foft, oleous Contexture, blunts their Acrimony ; 
and is a good Vehicle to bring them up by Vomit. _ I once pre- 
vented the Death of ten young Perfons, who had taken almoft 
two Ounces among them all in Water-Gruel, which in a fhort 
time produced the higheft Anxieties and corroding Tortures, by 
Oil of Sweet Almonds and Milk. They took at leaft ten Quarts 
apiece, which they vomited up again before the Reaching to vo- 
mit ceafed. 

A Perfon, who by wearing a Quickfilver Girdle became para- 
lytic in all Parts below the Wafte, was cured by Salivation.

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But in all Cafes where a Perfon is fufpe&ted to have been poi- 
foned by {wallowing any Subftance of a corrofive Nature, Oi 
with Mik for a Vehicle yields the moft certain Relief; and even 
when acid, mineral Spirits are taken by Miftake, they will blunt 
or fheath the Acrimony fooner than fixed Salts and Teftaceous 
Powder will change their Nature; befides, Sallad Oil is gene- 
rally at hand in all Places as well as Milk, and the fooner it is 
given, the lefs is the Danger. | 

The moft dangerous vegetable Potfons, are the true Femlock, 
Wolfs-Bane, [the Aconitum magnum Flore purpureo of Ray;] the 
deadly Night-jhade, Henbane and Datura 3 to which may be ad- 
ded, the Roots of Oenanthe Cicute facie, or Hemlock-Drop- 
wort. 

The Effects of Hemlock taken inwardly, are Pains in the Sto- 
mach and Precordia, with a Senfe of Pricking and Heat therein, 
attended with Giddinefs, the Vertigo, Epilepfy, and an Aboli-. 
tion of the Senfes, with a ftrange Shaking, Writhing and Di- 
ftortion of the Body; univerfal Spafms; a Flux of Blood from 
the Ears; a Swelling as big as one’s Fit at the Pit of the Sto~ 
mach; Hiccoughing’; fruitlefs Reaching to vomit; a Swelling 
of the 'ace and Abdomen, a Flux of green Froth from the 
- Mouth after Death. | 
_ Hoffman affirms, that Milk in a large Quantity, is a univerfal 
Remedy againft all Poifons, that kill by Infammation, as Hem-= 
lock does ; and if taken in Time will prevent the direful Con- 
fequences. Allen thinks, a Vomit with warm Water -and Oi, 
taken in large.Drauzhts and often repeated, will be of great Ser- 
vice; as alfo warm Water with frefh Butter; Milk and Oil, or 
Milk and Butter: But as for fat Broths, which he alfo. recom- 
mends, or any thing elfe which requires fome Time for the Pre- 
paration, they only allow the Poifon to take deeper Root, and 
therefore ought not to be waited for. If the above Things will 
not provoke the Patient to vomit, Oxymel of Squills, Salt of 
Vitriol, ora Decoétion of Tobacco may be ufed, as having a 
more immediate Effect, It is hardly fafe to give even. the inoft 
gentle Cathartic. : 

‘The Stomach being thus emptied of all, or-as. much as + xf- 
fible of the Hemlock, Recourfe muft be had to generous Wine 
and Alexipharmics, fuch as Venice Treacle, Confectio Alkermes, 
the Lezoardic Powder, Fc. When there is a Sufpicion that the 
Coats of the Stomach or Inteftines are corroded ‘or ulcerated, it 
will not be proper for the Patient to ufe Spices or Vinegar, nor 
to indulge in too much Wine, but to take a DecoGion of Barley 
with Raifins; or a Decoclion of China-Root, Saffafras, &e. 

The 
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The fame Method is moft likely to anfwer when any other 
deleterious Herb or Root has been eaten by Miftake, though the 
particular Species fhould not be known; and Hoffman affirms, 
that when the Patient has been ftupified by the Narcotics, the beft 
Remedies are Vomits mixt with Oil, to facilitate the Opera- 
tion. 

Allen thinks the Nux Vomica mutt be fatal to Mankind, becaufe 
it will kill Dogs and Cats, but Lemery and Hoffman deny it. 
The latter obferves, that Bitter Almonds are fatal to Storks 
and Pidgeons ; and even to Dogs and Cats as well as the Nux 
Vomica; that the Cocculus Indicus inebriates Fifh, and that a 
Spoonful or two of Spirit of Wine poured down the Throat of a 
Cat is certain Death, and yet they produce no fuch Effects in 
Men. Likewife that all the deleterious or noxious Qualities of 
draftic Purges, fuchas white Hellebore, Tobacco, Afarum, Colocynthis, 
by long Boiling evaporate quite away, as well as of fome Nar- 
cotics, fuch as the Seeds of Datura, black Henbane, and deadly 
Night/bade. In general, it is the fafett Courfe to abitain from 
all things of a dubious Nature: 

Befides the Poifons already known, there is another too fre- 
quently given in America, for which the Negro betore-mentioned 
has difcovered a Cure. 

The Symptoms are, a Pain in the Breaft, Difficulty of Breath- 
ing, a Load at the Pit of the Stomach, and a regular Pulfe, 
burning and violent Pains of the Vifcera, above and below the Na- 
vel, very reftlefs Nights, fometimes wandering. Pains over the 
whole Body, a Reaching and Inclination to vomit, profufe 
Sweats, which prove always ferviceable, flimy Stools, both when 
coftive and loofe, the Face is of a pale and yellow Colour ; fome- 
times a Pain and Inflammation of the Throat; the Appetite is 
generally weak, and fome cannot eat any ‘Thing; thofe who 
have been long poifoned are generally very feeble and weak in 
their Limbs; fometimes {pit a great deal; the whole Skin peels, 
and likewife the Hair falls off. 

For the Cure; take the Roots of Plantane and wild Hore- 
hound, frefh or dried, three Ounces ; boil them together in two 
Quarts of Water to one Quart, and ftrain it; of this Decoc- 
tion let the Patient take one third Part, three Mornings fuccef- 
fively; from which, if he finds any Relief, it muft be continued 
till’ he is perfe@tly recovered ; on the contrary, if he finds no Al- 
teration after the third Dofe, it isa Sign that the Patient has 
not been poifoned at all, or that it has been with fuch Poifon that 
the Negroes Antidotes will not remedy. 

During the Cure, the Patient muft live on a {pare Diet, and 
abftain from eating Butter, or any other fat or oily Food. es 

he 
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The Plantane or Horehound wi either of them cure alone, 
but are moft efficacious together. In the Summer, one Handful 
of the Roots and Branches of each may be taken in the room of 
three Ounces. : 

For Drink during the Cure, take of the Roots of golden Rod, 
fix Ounces; or in Summer two large Handfuls, the Roots and 
Branches together, and boil them in two Quarts of Water to 
One Quart (to which may be added a little Horehound and 
Saffafras.) To this Deco@ion, after it is {lrained, add a Glafs 
of Rum or Brandy, and fweeten it with Sugar, for ordinary 
Drink. If there is an inward Fever, take a Pint of Wood- 
Afhes and three Pints of Water, ftir and mix them well toge- 
ther, let them ftand all Night, and ftrain or decant them at fix 
in the Morning, of which, ten Ounces may be taken fix Morn. 
ings following, warmed or cold, according to the Weather. 

Thefe Medicines have no fenfible Operation, tho’ fometimes 
they work in the Bowels and give a gentle Stool. 
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TI SHALL now proceed to fuch Diforders of the Senfes, as 
| are not already treated of in the Courfe of this Work; for 

by thefe the Obje&ts imprefs a Motion upon the Nerves, which 
is transferred to the Brain and to the Soul; but when the Me- 
chanical Structure is hurt, with regard to the Solids or Fluids, or 
a Faule happens in the Animal Spirits, the Senfes are either abo- 
_ lithed, diminithed or depraved, according to the Nature of the 
Impediment: Sometimes the Organ is ‘not only hurt in one or 
more Places, but there is a faultin the Spirits or Humours theme 
felves. 

The lefs plentiful the Influx of the Spirits is, into the Organs 
of the Senfes, the lefs is the Senfation, whence arife Faintings, 
and other Diforders, for want of Strength, and all or moftof the 
Senfes are abolithed. So that the lef§ the Humours are accumu-. 
lated about the Organs and Nerves of the Senfes, they are con- 
fequently more or lefs hurt. Thus, from a Hurt of the fenfory 
Organ, for Inftance, a Wound of the tye, a Rupture or Hurt 
of the Membrane of the Tympanum, the Seeing of Hearing are 
_ either deftroy’d or leffened, aus 
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‘f& Gutta Serena, or Amaurofis, is an Abolition of the Sights 
when no Fault appears in the Eyes, except in. the Pupil 
which is larger than ufual and thore black, nor will it contract 
though any luminous Object is placed direCtly before it, but 
Continues quite immoveable. It may be diftinguifhed from the 
Diforder of the Eyes proceeding from the Vertigo ; for the Ob- 
jects feem to turn round : From a Cataract, for then an Opacity 
of the Cryftalline Humour is perceivable, and the Pupil will con- 
tract ina glaring Light. re | 

When this Difeafe comes on fuddenly it generally proceeds 
from external Caufes, as blows, falls and the like. When it 
comes on by degrees in old Perfons it arifes from a Hemiplexy or 
Palfey ; as alfo in other weak and languid Conftitutions. Some- 
times its Concomitants are Pains in the Head, the Vertigo, 
Sleepinefs, Noife in the Ears, and fometimes it comes on with 
out any preceding Symptoms. _ 

There is likewife a periodical Gutta Serena, which coming 
on inftantaneoufly will laft for fome Hours or Days, and then 
difappear, but often returns, as in Hypochondriacal and Hyfteri- 
cal Patients. Sometimes the Light may be diftinguifhed from 
Darknefs, and then it is faid to be imperfect. | 

From Diflections it has appeared that the Optic Nerves havé 

been in fault, that is, they are wafted away or much lefs than 
common; as alfo, comprefled by extravafated Fluids, hard 
Tumours about their Origin ; and thus Platerus once found the 
Caufe of it to be a globous Tumour in the Brain, which com- 
preffed the optic Nerves, as appeared after Death. 
+ And yet it is no Wonder the Eyes fhould appear to be found, 
becaufe the Circulation-of the Fluids which fupply the Mufcles 
of the Eyes are in a good Condition ; becaufe thefe have no De- 
pendance on the Optic Nerves, nor do they proceed from thence. 
However the Caufe may be in the Optic Nerve itfelf, and in the 
Blood-Veffels thereof, of whofe Exiflence there is no longer 
any Doubt ; for when the Blood ftagnates in thefe, they may 
comprefs and diftend the fine Capillary Tubes, as well as ftop the 
Progrefs of the Lympha in the Veffels encompaffing the Nerves. 
‘This appears to be the Caufe of the periodical Gutta Serena, which 
ceafes as foon as the Stagnation of the Blood is removed. 
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Of the GuTTA SERENA, 161 
The Indications of Cure are to difcufs the ftagnating Humours, 
Mili comprefs the Nerves, and then to ftrengthen the affected 
Parts. 

fleifler affirms, it is to be cured by Aromatics, Carminatives, 
and Attenuants ; chiefly Evye-bright, Veronica, Hyffop, Rofemary- _ 
Flowers, Sage, Fennel, and Annifeeds, Valerian-Root, Saffafras, 
Cinnamon, Wood-lice, either in Infufion, or Powder. The Juice 
of Wood-lice, newly expreffed, and taken for fome Weeks, in- 
_ &reafing the Dofe, is of excellent Ufe, as likewife Mercurials, 
taken in very fmall Dofes, and a long while together. 

_ Ifitarifes froma Suppreffion of ufual Hemorrhages, they. are to 
be reftored ; but if this cannot be done, artificial Bleeding is to — 
be fubftituted, } | 

Coward affirms, that the proper Medicines are Volatiles, Cha 

lybeates, Mercurials, Cephalics, and nervine Medicines. Pit- 
tairne feems to agree with Heifer. Externally, Iffues are faid 
to be good, Clyfters and Setons, efpecially in the Phlegmatic. 
‘The Eyes may be wathed with Fennel, V. alerian, Eye bright, or 
Rofe Water, Spirit of Wine, or Hungary Water, Sal Volatile O- 
deofum, or an Infufion of Fennel-Roots in Wine, with Bags of 
ftrengthening Herbs, and Fennel Seeds, often put thereon. 
Sneezing Powders, may likewife be proper, efpecially Florentine- 
Orrice, or Horfe-Chefnuts, likewite Spirits of Harit’s-born, or 
Sal Volatile Oleofum, may be applied to the Nofe.  Riverius 
affirms Cupping, with Scarification, on the back Part of the 
Head, has drawn the Humours fo effeCtually from the fore 
Parts, that fome, after the Operation, have received their Sight 
in an Inftant. 
_ When the Gutta Serena proceeds from a Stagnation of the 
Blood, as is generally the Cafe in Plethoric Patients, who. have 
fared florid Face, a large Pulfe and a Stoppage of the ufual fan- 
_Quineous Evacuations ; then the Cure is to be begun with Bleed- 
‘ing in the Foot, or rather by the Incifion of the frontal Veins, 
,or temporal Arteries ; for we have known fome recover from a 
Wound in the Forehead} which has bled plentifully. Likewife 
Leeches may be applied to the Temples, or to the Anus, when 
the Bleeding Piles have been fupprefied. But if a periodical or 
ufual Bleeding of the Nofe is ftopt, a Hemorrhage from thence 
mutt be procured, by thrufting a Straw or Quill or a fmall Stick 
up the Nofe. 

In all Diforders of the Eyes, but particularly in this, the Body 
dmutt always be kept open, that the Humours may be. invited 
downwards, with laxative Pills mixt with Calomel, Likewif 
Htrong Clyfters are of very great Ufe,

In the inveterate Gutta Serena, the following Powder is ex-

If thefe fail, the Patient muft have Recouife to a Salivation, — 
which has recovered many; or-rather toa Solution of eight — 
' Grains of corrofive Sublimate in a Pint of Brandy. A common “4 
Spoonful is a Dofe, which muft be continued Night and Morn- 
ing fora Month, This Metticine anfwers all the Ends of a Sa- 
livation, and is much more fafe. It will likewife be proper to. 
promote Sneezing with two Grains of the refinous, Extract of 
Hignum Vite, which will draw a great deal of Phlegm from 
the Nofe.

increafe the Spirits. A Grain or two of Mercurius dulcis, givens 
with twice the Quantity of prepared Oifter-fhells for thirty Dayss

perfect, it is to be fupprefled, for which, fee the Writers on 
Surgery : though Coward affirms, that there is but one Method 
of performing the Operation ; that is, by thrufting the Couch- 
ing- Needle through the 4dnata and Cornea, from the leffer Cor- 
ner of the Eye towards the Nofe, and rolling up the Catara@ 
with the fame, and then gently moving it down to the Bafis of

the Patient as quiet as may be, for feveral Days, and to cover

Py eiateona is a Change of the cryftalline Humour into ant 
azure Colour, from its Drynefs and Condeniation, as fome 
affirm ; but Heifer fays, it arifes from an Opacity of the vitreous 
Humour, which becomes of a whitifh green Colour ; for ina 
Suffufion, an opaque Body is placed behind the Pupil, or is next 
to the Uveous Part. 

Semertus fays, this Malady is known from a very remarkable 
Whitenefs appearing in the Eye, and lying deep behind the Pu- 
_ pil, and all Things are feen as through a Smoke or Cloud ; it is 
faid to be incurable. .

ie E Amblyopia is an Obfcurity of Sight, and is four-fold ; 

Myopia, or Short-fightednefs ; Prefbytopia, or {eeing at too 

great a Diitance ; Nyé?alopia, or feeing only in the Night ; Amau- 
rofts, of which before. 

Myopia, proceeds from the too great Convexity of |the Cornea, 
or cryftalline Humour, or from the Eyes being larger than com- 
mon, as we learn from Optics. This is beft affifted by concave 
Glaifles. 

Prefbytopia proceeds from the contrary Caufes, and receives 
Afiiftance from Glaffes of a convex Form. 

NyGalopia is a two-fold Malady, in which the Complaints 
are contrary to each other. In the firft Species, the Sight is beft 
in the Night, and in obfcure Places ; but in a clear Light the 

‘Sight fails, and they can hardly {ee any Thing at all. In the other

Sort, which is improperly called a Ny&alopia, they fee nothing 
at all, except in a clear and bright Light. This Infirmity arifes 
from a naturally bad Formation of the Eye, and is therelore in- 
curable. The Pre/bytopia may likewife be affifted by cephalic 
and ftrengthening Medicines, by watry and vinous Infufions, and 
comforting Eye-waters. .

not feldom the Fore-runners of a Gutta Serena or a Cataract 3 
tho’ I have known fome to have had them many Years, without 
the leaft bad Confequence ; in the Beginning they may be cured 
with fuch Things as open ObftruCtions, efpeciaily thofe mention- 
ed in the Gutta Serena.

Of a Strasismus, or Squinting. 


A Strabifus, commonly called Squinting, is an unequal Con- 
traction of the Mufcles of the Eye, either from a Spafm, 
an Epilepfy, or a Palfy, whereby the Axis of the Pupil is drawn 
towards the Nofe, Temples, Forehead, or Cheeks; whereby a 
Perfon cannot behold an Object directly. Infants readily con- 
traé& this Diftemper, fometimes for Want of Care in the Nurfes, 
who place the Cradles in a wrong Pofition, with regard to the 
Light. Children likewife, while srowing up, fometimes fall 
‘nto this Diforder, either from ill Cuftoms contracted in playing, 
or by Contagion and looking on others who are affeéted with it. 
This Diforder is very difficult to cure; therefore ‘the utmofk 


Care fhould be taken to prevent it, and the Cradle fhould be fo: . 
placed, as not to occafion the Child to look awry. A gineta con- 


trived a Mafk, and fo adapted it to the Face, that nothing could 
be feen except through two Holes ftraight forward.

A N Unguis of the Eye is 2 membraneous flefhy Excrefcence, 
* * which generally firft appears in the greater Angle of the 
Eye, and increafes infenfibly, till it becomes fomewhat like a 
Wing over the conjunctive Coat, between it and the Cuticle, 
till it reaches the external Circle of the Jrzs, and fometimes 
pafles farther, and covers the tranfparent Cornea in fuch a Man- 
ner, that it obfcures the Sight. It fometimes, tho’ but feldom, 
begins in the leffer Angle. : 

It is diftinguifhed into three Sorts, the Adembranous, the fat- 
zy, and the Varicous: Thofe are moft fubje& to this Difeafe, 
who have been afflifted with Defluxions on the Eyes, Inflam- 
mations, or Sugillations. Sometimes a flight Fluxion of a fharp 
Humour, which corroding the external Veflels and Membranes of 
the Conjunétive, caufes this Diforder, but this is feldom. 

The Adipous or Fatty Unguis never becomes malignant, but the 
Membranous and the Varicous may, and efpecially the latter ; 
and when they become cancerous, the Cure is not to be attemp- 
ted. A moderate recent Unguis is curable, or at leaft its Aug- 
mentation may be prevented : But when it begins to cover the 
Horney Coat, all Remedies are ufelefs, for then the Hand of a 
‘Surgeon is the only Cure. 

The Medicines in Ufe are Sugar-Candy, Honey, White- 
wine, Bone of the Cuttle-fith, burnt Hart’s-horn, and calcined 
_ Egg-fhells; as alfo Waters of Eye-bright, the great Celandine 
and Fennel, in which Crocus Metallorum may be infufed, or Sal. 
Gem. diflolved, Particularly the Gall of a Pike diffolved ina 
proper Water, that is, two Ounces to one of the Gall. Some 
recommend a Water diftilled from the Dung of young Geefe, 
in April. If the Diforder is obftinate, the Juice of the greater 
Celandine may be ufed, diluted in Fennel Water. The following 
Collyrium is proper. |

AN Albuge or Leucoma, is a whitith fpot of the tranfparent 

Cornea; the broader and thicker it is, the more it obfcures 
the Sight; when it is fuperficial, it appears the whiter, and when 
it is deeply rooted, it tends to Blacknefs, and is {carce curable. 
That which isin Reality a Cicatrix, or Scar; left aftera Wound 


or Ulcer in the Eye, is very difficult to be diffipated; that which © _ 


follows an Inflammation of the Eye often goes away of its own 
Accord. 

It may be diflinguifhed from a Cicatrix, becaufe this is of a 
fhining white and without pain; whereas the “/bugo looks like 
chalk, is attended with a flight Fluxion and fome Degree of an 
Inflammation with Pain. It is generally the Forerunner of an 
Ulcer. 

The Intentions of Cure are anfwered by Emoliients, Refol- 
vents and Difcutients, which muft be ufed with great Caution. 
T’o take away a Cicatrix, the fharpeft Topics, nay, Catheretics, 
are fometimes to be ufed, with a very prudent Hand; but, firft 
of all, mild Things may be tried, and if they fail, we may pro- 
ceed to ftronger.

Others ufe Sugar-Candy diffolved in Fennel or Eye bright Wa- 
ter, the Juice of Fennel or Celandine, with a few Drops of Bal- 
fam of Peru, which, Riverius fays, powerfully difpertes an Al 
bugo. He likewife recommends the following 5 ‘Take four Ounces 
of Rofe Water, and diflolve a little Sal Ammoniac init, fo that 
it may gently affect the, Tongue; then put it ina brazen Vef=. 
fel till it grows blue. If you make ule of the Gall ofa Pike, OF 
the Juice of Celandine, it will be proper to mix them with a 
Mucilage of Gum Tragaca:th or Quinces. 
~The French Surgeons fcarify the Eyéfor this Difeafe, with the 
Briftles or Beards of Rye-Grafs; that is, about twenty or 
twenty-five of them tied together, like a little Brufh or Pencil ; 
and with this they brufh the E;es fometimes till a little Blood 
comes, repeating the fame every other or third Day, four or five 
‘Times, or more. After the Operation, they wath the Eye very 
often with warm Water, and at Night apply the Pulp of a 
roafted Apple. | ;

Sugillation. firft appears of a redifh Colour, and after- 

wards livid or black. It is caufed by a Stroke or Fall, or 
violent Vomiting, whereby the Blood is extravafated in the 
Coats of the Eye. Ifthe Cornea is affected very much, all Ob» 
jets appear of a redifh Colour; for fome Veins run to the 
Cornea, in the Part towards the Iris, or the Blood may be 
poured out into it from the neighbouring Vellels. 

If the Diforder is great, there will be Occafion for Bleeding 
and Purging, for the grumated Bluod in the Sugillation is to be 
refolved and difcufled, which may be done by Difcutients, fuch 
as Juice of Feanel, with Balfam of Peru, Juice of Celandine, 
fimple Honey-Water, mixt with other Eye-waters. 

If from this or any other Caufe there fhould happen to be an 
Ulcer of the Eye, Demsours recommends coarfe Sugar, as a good 
Ingredient for deterging thofe of the Cornea, in which Aftrin- 
gents are hurtful, but it muft be mixt with Collyria, When the 
aqueous Humour of the Eye is evacuated ata Wound or Ulcer 
of the Cornea, he expofes the Patient to the Light, from Lime to 
Time, till the Cornea is again raifed by the aqueous Humour 5 
for the Light occafions a Motion in the /ris, which may prevent 
its Adhefion to the Cornea. 

If the Sugillation is great, there will be Occafion for Bleed- 
ing and Purging, and the Topics ought to be Difcusients. ‘Tne

AN Epipbora isa Defluxion of a falt, fharp Humour upon 

the. Eyes, attended with Itching, Pain and Rednefs; as 
_ alfo a Dimnefs of Sight. It is but flight when there is no de- 
fect in the Bulb of the Eye; when the Eye-lids {well and look 
red; when the Matter of the fluxion is thick and fometimes glues 


the Eye-lids together in the Night; continuing in this State for. 


fome Time. 

Children are often afflicted with this Difeafe, particularly thofe 
who have had a Scald-Head improperly cured; who have Swel- 
lings in the Glands of the Neck or about the Ears, and then it 
cannot be cured until thefe Tumours are difcufled. It fometimes 
likewife fucceeds the Small-Pox and Meafles. 

The Seat of this Difeafe is in the Glands of the Eye, efpe- 
cially in thofe called the Lachrymal Glands. 

This Difeafe may be certainly cured in the Beginning, by a 
plentiful Drinking the Infufion of the Leaves of Veronica, in the 
Manner of Tea for fome Time. When it is inveterate the Pa- 
tient muft be very regular in his Diet, and muft avoid every 
Thing falt, tharp, acid, Wine, Strong-beer and Drams. His 
common Drink may be a DecoSion of Hartfhorn and Fennel- 
Seeds, ufing warm Pediluvia at Night going to Bed. 

Externally a Grain of Vitriol may be mixt with unfalted But- 
ter, to which a fmall Portion of Sugar.of Lead may be added 
and put into the greater Corner of the Eye. This is a moft ufeful 
Medicine. When the Lippitude is of the dry Kind all acid Appli- 
cations muft be avoided, and the Eyes muft be covered with a 
Pultice of white Bread and Milk, witha little Saffron mixt with 
it. The Succefs of Setons and Iffues is uncertain, but a perpe- 
tual Blifteron the Nape of the Neck is of great Service. But 
it muft be continued for a confiderable Time. | 

If an L£piphora has been of long Standing, it is difficult to be 
cured, and often degenerates into a Fiflula Lachrymalis. Lapés 
Calau.inarts isa fingular Medicine. See the Ophtbalimia,

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Ofa Watery Eve. 


A Watery Eye, if it arifes from the Weaknefs of the Lachry- 
| mal Gland, it will be proper to ufe Strengtheners exter- 
nally, as Spiritof Wine, Hungary Water, Spring-Water, Fen- 
nel or Valerian Water, wherewith the Parts adjoining are to 
be wafhed; internally, the abounding Serum muft be evacuated 
or revulfed; if it be very fharp, it is to be corrected by Bal- 
famics, and Medicines againft Catarrhs, fuch as Effence of 
Amber, and Decoégtion of the Woods: The Revulfion muft | 
be made by Blifters and Iflues. If the Nafal Duct is obftrudted, 
or there is a Fiffula Lachrymalis, they may require the Affiftance 
of a Surgeon. If the Caruncula Lachrymalis is corroded or de- | 
ftroyed, which Difeafe is called Rhyas, it is incurable, as well 
as that which arifes from Old-Age.

HE Fiftula Lachrymalis is a Difeafe which attacks the 
great Caruncle in the inward Corner of the Eye, which 
flopping up the natural Pafiage of the Tears, forces them to 
run down the Cheek; but this is the firft Degree of the Difeafe. 
The fecond is, when Pus is mixed with the Tears, which pro- 
ceeds fometimes from an Opening in the Skin, between the 
Nofe and the great Corner of the Eye. The laft is, when the 
Pus has not only corroded the neighbouring- Parts which are 
foft, but has affected the Bone which lies underneath. This 
Sort of /7/fula fometimes turns cancerous ; and Riverius advifes 
not to meddle with it at all. ; babies 
Whatever may be the Caufeof this Diforder, whether of the 
~ Small-Pox or the French Difeafe, it always ftops up the Nafal 
Conduit. Anel, a French Surgeon, has treated this Diforder in 
a new Manner, when it is recent. He introduces a {mall 
Probe through a Lachrymal Pun@tum into the Lachrymal Sack, 
and into the Nole, in order to break the Concretions which ftop 
up the Canal; and likewife he forces in an Injection by another 
Lachrymal Point with a Syringe, in order to clear the Canal. 
But another ingenious Surgeon [Foret] when I was at Paris, 
fays Sharp, has difcovered a new Method by which he declares 
. he has cured feveral #y/fula Lachrymales, without making an In- 
cifion

cifion into the Lachrymal Sack ; it is fomewhat in Anel’s Man- 


ner, who employed balfamic Injections, by the Pinéia Lachry- 


malia, in order to deterge the Ulcers of the Sack, and to open 
the Obfruction of thé Duétus ad Nafum ; but this Surgeon pafies 
his Canula from the Nottril through the Dudtus ad Nafum into 
the Sack. ) 

He does not introduce the Canula when he flings up the Injec- 
tion, which is ufually twice a Day; but when he has once paft 
it into the Dudtus ad Nafum, he leaves it there for nine or ten 
Days, and then exchanges it for a clean one, which he. conti- 
nuesfrom Lime to Time, till the Fiftula is cured by the Injections. 
The Canula is a Semi-circle, about an Inch and an Half Dia- 
meter, with a'fmall Portion of it at the Handle, almoft ftrait, 
fo that it nearly refembles the Figure of a Sickle. ‘The Dia- 
meter of the Orifice at the Handle is one Tenth of an Inch, 
and the Canula is made taper through all its Length, fo that its 
Extremity is very minute. The Point of the Canula, when in- 


troduced, reaches to the Saccus, and the Handle of it lies within 


the Noftril. 

But I have not yet tried this Method, which Iam afraid may 
fometimes prove hurtful. Befides, when the Coats of the Suck 
are become very thin, as is generally the Cafe, when it is en- 
larged and ulcerated, I fhould imagine an Incifion into it, or 
even the cutting away a Portion of it, abfolutely neceflary for 
effecting the Cure. 

Many Authors fay, they have fometimes treated this Difeafe 
as afimple Abfcefs of the Sack, though they generally recom- 
mend the actual Cautery. But when the Abfcefs is fo fordid 
that the Incifion will not heal, Partof the Sack muft be taken 
away: Thus Ce//us treated it, without penetrating the Bone, 
though he made ufe of the Cautery. 

If the Abfcefs is not open, a Time muft be chofen when it is 
fulleft of Pus. For this Reafon, the Eye of the Patient mutt be 
clofed in the Evening befire the Operation, and-fmall, longith 
Pieces of Plaifter muft be put one upon another, acrofs the 
Eye-lid, from the Punéta Lachrymalato the great Angle of the 
Fye. The fuperior Branches of the Canal being thus com- 
prefied, that nothing can pafs that Way, it will be amafled in 
the Sack, anda Place proper for an Incifion would be pointed 
out. ) 
If the Abfcefs is already open, the Orifice and the Probe will 
fhew where it is. to be dilated. Then, placing the Patient 
on a Seat of a proper Height, you muft take the Bi/foury; and 
make a Dilatation above and below, from the fuperior Part of the 
Sack to the Edge of the Orbit. Vhere is no Danger in cutting 

the 
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the Tendonof the orbicular Mufcle, nor even the Blood-Vef- 
fels. However, they are to be avoided, if poffible, andthe In- 
cifion fhould be near half an Inch long. 

Care muft be taken in making the Incifion, not to cut too 
near the Joining of the Eye-lids, becaufe it would leave a De- 
formity. | 

The Sack being opened, it muft be filled with dry Lint, which. 
may be taken away the next Day, and in its Place muft be put 
a Pledgit dipt in a mild Digeftive. This muft be repeated once 
or twice in a Day, according to the Quantity of the Suppura- 
tion. Ifthe Pus isnot laudable, Precipitate may be employed ; 
and a Spunge Tent may be ufed from Time to Time, to hin- 
der the Top of the Abfcefs from uniting too foon. / 

When the Suppuration begins to diminifh, at every Dreffing 
a fmall Probe muft be introduced into the Nafal Canal, or a 
Silver Wire to dilate it a little, and to leave a Paflage for the 
Tears and the Pus. This Method muft be continued till the 
Suppuration is almoft ended, which will be in a few Weeks; 
then it may be drefled fuperficially, with dry Lint, or with a 
Deficcative, which will compleat the Cure. After which it will 
be proper to weara comprefling Bandage afew Weeks longer, 
to prevent its Return. 

When the Bone is bare, and the Fi/fula requires Perforation, 
you muft direct the Inftrument towards the Nofe, and not carry 
it down the Nafal Canal, for fear of entering the Sinus Maxil- 
laris. You will find when the Bone is fufficiently penetrated, 
by the Blood which will pafs freely from the Nofe. 

Then the Wound muit be dreffed in the Manner I have al- 
ready defcribed, and the Probe or Wire muft be thruft through 
the Canal every Day, for fear it fhould remain ftopt after the 
Healing of the Abfcefs. If you find you cannot caule the : 
Wire to pafs, becaufe the Canal is full, the Paflage muft be 
kept open with a {mall Tent in the Nofe, till the Suppuration 
is quite finifhed.

HE Caufes of Deafnefs are a cutting off the external 

Ear, or an ObftruCtion of the auditory Paflagé from Wax 
orother Things; from a Rupture of the Membrane of the 
Tympanum, or when it is corroded or ulcerated, or the auditory 
Nerve is obftructed or compreffed. External Caufes are Fails 
from high Places, exceflive Noife, fuch as the Explofion of 
Cannon; 
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Cannon; likewife acute Difeafes near their State, which are like 
to terminate by a critical Haemorrbaze. 

As to the Prognoftics, thofe who are born deaf are rarely 
cured. A real Deafnefs is hard to remedy. A Deafnefs in 
acute Difeafes, with crude Urine, foretells a Delirium; but 
when the Signs of Coétion are good, it portends a critical Ha- 
morrhage. 

With regard to the Cure; if the Obftruction be in the exter- 
nal Cavity of the Ear, it is difcernible by the Sight. If there 
is Occafion to fyringe the Ear, a Decoétion of Sage and Rofe- 
mary Flowers will be proper, with equal Parts ef Water and 
white Wine, but great Caution fhould be ufed. Some pump 
the Head with warm Bath Waters. Some fay, the Eggs of 
Ants bruifed and put into the Ear, with the Juice of an Onion, 
cure the moft inveterate Deafnefs. Others affirm, that a Sali- 
vation will fometimes perform a Cure. | 

A critical Deafnefs will ceafe of itfelf. Etmuller recommends 
Amber and Mufk, and I have known Hardnefs of Hearing often 
cured by putting a Grain or two of Mufk into the Ear, with 
Cotton-Wool. — 

Hoffman fays, Deafnefs fometimes arifes from a Slacknefs_of 
the auditory Nerves, which often happens from too great a Hu- 
_ midity, which, if negle&ted, will terminate in a perpetual and 
incurable Deafnefs, and may be difperfed, if taken in Time, by 
proper Cephalics and Sudorifics. Some for this Purpofe recom- 
mend equal Parts of Spirit of Lavender and Hungary Water, 
which fhould be dropt warm into the Ear. Lindanus advifes, 
the Gall of an Eel mixed with Spirit of Wine; and others, 
the Fumes of Sulphur conveyed into the Ear, with a Pipe or 


Funnel. But Regard muft always be had to the Caufe, if dif- 


coverable. 

Hei/ter informs us, that medicinal Waters, drank in the Sum- 
mer-time pretty largely, are the beft Meansas Pretervatives, and 
for curing Diforders of the Ears, and that they often perform 
more than any other Remedies whatever, as he learnt from his 
own Experience, becaufe he had ftruggled with thefe Diforders 
upwards of twenty Years.

Outwardly, Effence of Amber may be applied, either alone, 
or with a few Drops of Oil of Amber, or one or two Drops of

or a Grain or twoof Amber and Mufk, or Caftor in Cotton, 
either ‘alone or with Peruvian Balfam ; or Carminative Oils, 
fuch as 4zife, Fennel, Carraways or Gomomites not neglect- 
ing Pediiuvia, and frequent rubbing of the Feet and Head. 1 
have known many cured by the Vapour of a Deco@tion of ‘La- 
vender Flowers or Rofemary made‘with Wine, being conveyed 
to the Ear by a Funnel. If the Difeafe is obftinate and invete- 
‘rate, the Patient muft bleed in the Foot, together with Scarifi-

There is a remarkable Sympathy between Tafting and Smel- 
ling, becaufe the Membrane of the Noftrils is appended to the 
hinder Part of the Bone of the Palate, which joins to the Uvula 
and becaufe the fifth Pair fends Nerves both to the Palate and 
Noftrils. From a fpaftic Stri€ture of this Membrane may be 
deduced the Reafon why hyfteric Women, and thofe who are 
‘troubled with grievous Fits, are not able,to bear fweet Smells, 
which increafe the Strictures by their penetrating Agility; by 
which Means the whole nervous Syf{tem is drawn into Confent, 
and terrible Symptoms are induced, fuch as Fainting, Anxiety 
of the Pracordia, Difficulty of Breathing and Convulfions.

‘The Senfe of {melling once loft is feldom reftored, efpecially 
if the Patient is very old. The general Remedies are Evacua- 
tions, Refolvents, Strengtheners, and Remedies again{ft Catarrhs, 
becaufe they open the obftructed Veflels, and the Nerves. Some 
recommend Marjoram as an excellent Medicine, as weli as Pen- 
nyroyal and Rofemary. “Phe Noftrils may be anointed with 
Balfam of Marjoram, or the Vapours of Guin. Anime, Am- 
ber, Sc, may be received into the Nofe. 
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Of a Coryza, or CaTarRu of the Nose. 


A Coryza is too great a Moifture of the Nofe, by a thin, 
fharp Serum, which gradually becomes thick, and fome- 
times coloured. This Catarrh 1s called a Coryza. 

The Caufe of this Diforder proceeds from the Lympha and 
Mafs of Blood, moft commonly in the Winter-time, which 
hurts the Noftrils; at firft it proceeds a thin, fharp Humour, 
which excoriates the Parts, which becoming more thick, almoft 
ftops the Noftrils and hinders breathing. Sometimes it arifes 
from Sternutatories too often taken, and from mineral Fumes; 
this is accompanied with Spitting and a Cough. Sometimes the 
LEffiuvia affeAing the Noftrils, has the Nature of a Ferment, 
and becomes infectious. 

As to the Prognoftics, it is without Danger, unlefs the Lymph 
is exceeding fharp and ulcerates the Noftrils, and fo degenerates 
jnto an Ozana, or fosdid Ulcer of the Noftrils. Hoffman fays, 
this Excretion is often falutary, and is exafperated with Purges.

With regard to the Cure, the Irritation is to be flopped in the 
Beginning, by joining Laxatives with Sudorifics, according ‘to 
the Condition of the Patient, the Seafon of the Year, and the 
reigning Difeafes. To ftop the Irritation, Oil of Annifeed is 
vyery propery but if the Noftrils are red, painful and excoriated, 
it muft be mixed with Barley-Flour well dried. Gulphire 
diffolved in Oil of Almonds is likewife good externally applied, 
and the Smell of Horns when rafped, as well as the Vapours of 
Gum Anime, received into the Mouth and Nofe. The Va- 
pours of Amber, Frankincenfe, Maftic and Benjamin, are like- 
wife ufeful. A Coacervation of the Mucus, may be evacuated 
by diftilled Oil of Marjoram, Amber and Annifeed, mixed 
with Leaves of Marjoram,. and made into Snuff; or, by a’ Ster- 
nutatory of calcined white Vitriol, twelve Grains of whiclr 
may be mixed with two Ounces of Marjoram Water and fil- 
trated. If-the Noftriis are obftructed, the Vapour of Vinegar 
upon hot Iron will be profitable. If the head is heavy and duli, 
the Vertex fhould be anointed with Balfam of Peru, which may 
be made {ftronger with Oil of Amber. To preferve the Mouth 
‘Troches may be held therein, made with AZithridate and Ol:- 
banum.

_ FHoffman tays, Bleeding is proper in this Cafe. Heifer. re- 
commends Purges, Diaphoresias, and Remedies againft Catarrhs.

The two former happen when the Papille of the T’ongue, 
which are the Organs of Tafte, are covered with Crufts, Filth, 
Mucus, Aphtha, Pellicles, Puftules, or Warts; if they are in- 
flamed, dried, or the Nerves of the fifth and ninth Pair are 
hurt. It is depraved by a Fault of the predominant Humour 3; 
this Vice is often feated in the Saliva, which is difcharged into 
the Mouth, and being of a bad Tafte, produces the Effes of 
a bilious, alkaline, acid, zruginous, oily, {weet, cadaverous 
Tafte, as if the Things which are taken had the felf fame 
-Tafte which it gives. 

If this happens in Fevers, or other Difeafes, the curing of the 
Diforder is the Cure of the Symptoms. If there is a bitter 
‘Tafte in Fevers, or otherwife, which difcovers a Plenty of Bile 
‘1 the Stomach, it is taken away by Febrifuges, Emetics, Parges,. 
and Acids 3 a nidorous Tafte arifing from putrid Humours, ts 
deftroyed by the Juice of Citrons, and other Acids, fometimes 
with the Addition of Evacuations: A falt Tafte is cured with 
Water, efpecially Mineral Waters and Lime Water ; an acid 
Tafte is deftroyed by Abforbents, alcalious Salts, medicinal 
Earths, and abforbent Powders. 

If this Senfe is impaired, it is faid that the chewing of Horfe- 
Radith will help to recover it ; likewife cephalic and nervine 
Medicines are proper to be made ufe of. But if the .Defe@ts of 
TTafte or Smell are inveterate, they are difficult to cure, efpecially 
if the Patient is very old.

aT HE Senfe of Touching is hurt by a Stupor, in which the 
Part has fcarce any Feeling, but feems as if a Medium 
was interpofed; which may happen from the extreme Cold of 
the Organ, or by a Fault of the Nerves or Brain, as well as by 
the Interpofition of fomething improper for Perception ; or by 
an exquifite Senfibility, when the Nerve is not fufficiently co- 
vered by the Epidermis, or when there is too great a “Venfion 
of it, or it is too delicate: This Defeat may proceed from any 
Caufe which obftru&@s the Nerves or the Brain, or both, and 
Tenders it incapable of this Funétion, as may be feen in the Apo- 
plexy and Palfy. , | 

__ Ina Stupor which arifes from an Obftruction of the cutaneous 
Nerves, mercurial Purges. and Revulfions being premifed, Re- 
courfe muft be had to nervine and {fpirituous Medicines, exter- 
nally and internally ; chiefly Spirit of Hart’s-horn, Sal. Volatile 
Oleofum, internally ; outwardly Spirit of Ants, Earth-Worms, 
Sal. Ammoniac, with frequent Frictions of the difordered Parts, 
Sinapifms, fcraped Horfe-Kadith; or Blifters ; flinging the Part 
with frefh Nettles, and nervine Baths ; efpecially bathing in hot 
natural Baths, as in the Palfy.

W Atching is produced by too great a Determination of thé 
nervous Fluid, to the Organs of the Senfes ; from its 
foo great Influence in the Brain, while the lower Parts are ob- 
ftructed with Colds or other Caufes, as in hypochondriac, me- 
Jancholic, and mad Patients, whofe lower Parts are cold, By 
any irritating Body, in whatfoever Part it is placed, which dif- 
turbs the Senfes, and efpecially the Brain. From too great a 
Motion of the Humours, while the Paffages of the Brain aré — 
open. From Diforders, in which the Caufes above-mentioned 
are predominant, as, Fevers, Phrenfy, Melancholy, Pains, Sup- 
purations, and fuch like Diforders.. : ; 

When the Caufe is known, it muft be removed, if poffible, 
and the irritated Spirits muft be appeafed with Emulfions, efpe- 
cially of Poppy Seed, or with the Thebaic Tincture, or Tie- 
riaca and other Opiates in general, not neglecting the original 
Difeafes. In Fevers, a maift, foftening Diet is beneficial, 2s 
alfo Preparations of Barley, Emulfions of Poppy-Seeds, and 

prob, ils N Almonds, 
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Almonds, Decoéction of Scorzonera-Roots, Almond Cream, and 
Winter-Flummery, ufed as Aliment ; likewife Tea made of © 
Cowllip Flowers, and gentle Laxatives. When the Patient is 
reftlefs and wakeful, the Night before a Crifis, no Hypnotics 
fhould be given. | 

Wher there is no other Difeafe, the Patient fhould fhun all 
Care, and intenfe Thinking, efpecially in the Evening ; he 
fhould ufe Exercife, and eat light Suppers. If it is caufed by Pains 
they fhould be appeafed by Antifpafmodics, Things which 
temperate, and Diaphoretics ; if thefe will not do, mild Opiates: 
muft be added. In old Perfons, all Care and Sollicitude fhould 
be banifhed ; the Mind fhould be- quiet, and the moderate Ufe 
of generous Wine may be allowed in the Evening ; likewife 
Medicines of Amber and Mufk will be proper, and Confectio 
Alkermes or Theriaca with Wine.. The drinking of hot Water, 
and principally Coffee, muft be forbid after Dinner.

ic reiocty may proceed from any Caufe which hinders the free 

Flux and Reflux of the Spirits, from the Marrow of the 

Brain through the Nerves to the Organs of the Senfes, and the 

Mufcles which are governed by the Will, and from hence back 

to the Origin of thefe Nerves, and the Marrow of the Brain ; 

all thefe Caufes may proceed from a Plethora and an Obftruction 

and Effufion of the Humours, a Compreilion and Inflammation, 
a Gangrene, and Inattivity of the Veffels, a Colapfion from 
Inanition, from the Ufe of Opium and Narcotics, Aromatics, . 
fpirituous, fermented Liquors, too much applied to the Noftrils, 

or taken into the Body, hard, fat, plentiful Aliment, which re- 

main.a long Time in the Stomach. , 

In the Cure of this Diforder, Attention muft be always given 
to the Canfe ; when the Spirits are deficient, they muft be in- 
creafed ; if the Motion is diforderly, they muft be regulated, thaé. 
they may flow freely and without Impediment ; all Hindrances. 
muft be removed ; the Organs which are hurt muf{t be reftored, 
and the debilitated Parts muft be ftrengthened. 

In Fevers, when the Patient is almoft continually dozing, 
fharp Clyfters are to be injected, Blifters are to be laid on, and 
Cataplafms of Herrings or Horfe-Radifh muft be applied to the 
Soles of the Feet. If the Countenance is red, and the Eyes are 


inflamed, it is beft cured by Bleeding and relaxing the Belly.

af HE remote Caufes of Defefs of the Memory are, Hurts. 

of the Heads Falls, Contufions, Paffions of the Mind,

_ If the Memory is fuddenly hurt, without any external Caufe, 
it is a Forerunner of an Apoplexy. If it proceeds from malig- 
nant, acute Difeafes, or Poifons, it is incurable. 

With Regard to the Cure ; if the Spirits are too fervid, they 
are to be appeafed ; if torpid, they muft be excited with Aroma- 
tics. .The general Remedies are Cudehs eaten fafting (but young 
People muit not be too bufy with them) Ca/for, Amber, and 

all fpirituous Aromatics. Externally, Oil of Myrrh fhould be 
applied to the Temples and Vertex ; if the Fluids are abundant 
and cold, Pepper infufed in Wine is good, and Aromatics in 
general. 

teifter fays, the Diet thould be moderate and flrengthening, 
as well as the Remedies, which fhould be carminative, aromatic, 
cephalic, and ftomachic 5 Spirit of Lavender, Hungary Water, 
floffman’s Balfam of Life are proper, as alfo Sal Volatile Oleof.

Thofe that are feized with it, feem to have a Heavinefs on 
their Breaft, and about their Precordia,_and if they want to 
fpeak, they cannot’; fometimes they fee Spectres of various

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Forms, and cannot get rid of the Load, or move their Body, 
but after a lorig Struggle : At length they awake, and the ima- 
cinary Weight vanithes ; but fomctimes they find a Tremor of 
the Heart, and many Times a quick and yipleat Vibration of 
the Diaph» “agm, 

Fleifier obferves, that thofe who have ‘hatte! Dreams, or 
walk in their Sleep, are to be cured in the fame Manner, as 
proceeding from the fame Caufe, and fhould purge, bleed, and 
ufe a fpare Diet. 

Etmuller is much of the fame Opinion, and advifes the Pa- 
tient to eat flight Suppers, and to lie with their Heads raifed 
pretty high. lf it be very troublefome, Antiepileptics may be 
ufed, as well as Medicines prepared of Steel. It frequently 
affects Children, becaufe they eat more than they can digeft. 
‘There are fome Inftances of its being mortal, tho’ it is gene= 
-rally without Danger, 
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Of the Syncope, or FAINTING, 


FT* ISTE R obferves, that this Diforder may arife from 
: Want of Strength from profufe Bleeding, from fudden and 
violent ‘Terror and Dread, or from the Sight of any greatly af- 
fecting Thing ; for fome cannot fee Blood, Wounds, or any 
Thing of that Kind without fainting away. The Patient is de- 
prived of Senfe and Motion, either wholly or in Part, with 
Palenefs of the Face, and a very weak or low Pulfe. They, are 
generally rouzed by Shaking and Pulling, or by volatile pice 
cines, which diftinguifhes it “from the Apoplexy. 

‘There are two “Ringe ; the one flicht, the other grievous. 
The flight Kind is attended with Palenefs of the Face, difturb- 
ed Vifion, finging of the Kars, and fometimes with a Vertigo ; 
the Strength fails, and the Patient is almoft deprived of Sones 
falls or finks down, till fome proper Remedy is applied to the 
Nofe and Mouth. ‘The more grievous Sort is, when the Pa- 
tient falls into.a Delirium, and is deprived of all Senfe and Mo- 
tion, except Breathing, and a very {mall Pulfe, but yet he may 
be rouzed by fpirituous Medicines and other Means, much 
more eafily than in the Apoplexy. 

Befides the Caufes already mentioned, drei may be added 
the byfteric Paffion, which feems to proceed from Spafms ; 
fyme of this Sort are thus affected with the Smell of fweet 

Things. 
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Things. There are Patients who are thus affected by deep 
Study, great Inanitions and Fafting. ita 

With Regard to the Prognoftics, it has generally more Terror 
than Danger attending it, unlefs it proceeds from profufe Bleed- 
ing, or Wounds, or a Lofs of Strength by other Difeafes, or a 
. moft violent Terror. The flighter fainting Fits have litile Dait- 
ger, and Patients are brought to themfelves by volatile Medicines, 
taken by the Mouth, or applied to the Noftrils, 

As to the Cure, if the flighter Sort happens when the Vein 
is opened, or from the Sight of Blood, Wounds, Ulcers, or 
any chirurgical Operation, which proceeds from Horror and 
Fear, affecting the Imagination, it often happens that chang- 
ing the Room, and going into freth Air, will perform a Cure. 
But if any ‘Thing hinders this, that they can neither walk nor 
Jeave the Room, the Smell of flungary Water alone, or vo- 
latile Spirits, or Wine and ftrong Vinegar, or fprinkling the 
Face with cold Water, ora Draught of generous Wine, will 
bring them to themfelves. When a Perfon is to be let Blood, and 
is afraid of Fainting, it willbe proper to lay him upon a Bed, 
and, if the Fit is coming on, to change his Place for one more 
proper for that Purpofe.

Me may be hurt feveral Ways ina human Body, and 
may be either increafed, diminifhed, depraved, or involun- 


tary ; and the Caufe may be either in the Blood and Spirits, or a 


in the folid Parts. 

Preternatural Motions may be Convulfions, Epilepfies, and 
the like, and may proceed from any Thing that irritates ; as 
the Blood and Humours being faulty, preternatural Salts, Teeth 
breaking out, Points of the Bones when they happen to prick, 
é¥¢. From all which, if the Fibres or nervous Parts of the Body 
are affeéted rudely and irritated, the Spirits likewife are violently 
difturbed, and the folid Parts are inordinately moved, according 
to their Situation and Diverfity. Thus the Spirits rufhing into 
the myfculous Parts, produce Spafms, Convullions, the Epilep- 
fy. Vomiting, a Diarrhea, Priapifms, &c., 

If the Quantity of Blood be too much or too thick, there 
arifes a Palpitation of the Heart, difficult Breathing, a Suffocation, 
and chiefly a uterine Suffocation, commonly called the hyfteric 
Paffion. From a fharp Irritation proceeds Sneezing, a Cough, 
Hiccoughing, Eructations, Vomits, Naufeas, Spafms, Convul- 
fions, Epilepfies, immoderate Hunger, and the like. 

When the Motion is diminifhed or defeétive, there are De-. 
fe&ts or Paucity, or a Difturbance of the Blood and Humours, 
or Obftru€tions of the Nerves, as in Want of Strength, Faint- 
ings, Apoplexies, Impotence, Defects of Speech, or Palfies of 
the Tongue; Want of Motion may proceed alfo from Fractures, 
Luxations, Wounds, Diffections of the Mufcles, Tendons, and 
Nerves. Thus, in an Anarexy, from a Diminution of the Mo- 
tion of the Stomach, a Want of Digeftion proceeds. From a 
difturbed or depraved Motion of the Spirits arife Vertigoes, Vo- 
mits, Spafms, Convulfions, Epilepfies, and Alienations of Mind, 
Heist. | 
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Of SpasMs. 


A Spafm may be faid to be prefent, when any Part of the hu-— 
man Body, by the Force of the mufcular, membranous, 
or nervous Libres, is contracted involuntarily, 


te 
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It may be faid to be either univerfal or particular, falutary or 
morbous. A univerfal Spafm happens if the whole vafcular Ge- 
nus, chiefly the Heart and Arteries, as alfo the Fibres of the Syf- 
tem are affected, and there is a preternatural Conftriction there- 
in, whereby the Syftole and Diaftole are ‘increafed, and the Pro- 
erefs of the Blood accelerated: ‘This conftitutes a Fever, whereof 
a frequent Pulfe is the moft certain Sign. 

The other Kind of Spafms is particular, and affects only one 
Part of the Body, which it conftringes, and intercepts the free 
Progrefs of the Blood; renders it unequal, and fending it in 
greater Plenty to other Partsofthe Body. 

But particularly this fpaftic AffeGion affe&ts the nervous and 
membranous Parts, fuch as the Stomach, and the whole Volume 
of the Inteftines, whence proceed the hyfteric and hypochondriae 
Paffions. A Spafm is likewife prefent in Haemorrhages, Con- 
geftions of the Blood, and unequal Flux of the Fluids, in alt 
Anxieties, and fuppreffed Excretions. Ifa violent Spafm hap- 
pens to affe& the Dura Mater, which contains the Brain and 
Cerebellum, and the Origin of all the Nerves, as well as the Mem- 
branes of the Bones, there is not only a quick Paflage of the 
nervous Fluid through the nervous and membranous Syftem, 
but they are involuntarily contracted, diftorted, or violently 
agitated, whence an Epilepfy or univerfal Convulficn proceeds 5 
likewife convulfive Motions and Spafms of the Membranes and 
Nerves, have their Origin from the Adedulla Spinaks. 

A fpafm is falutary, when it deftroys the Caufe of the Difeafe, 
by taking away the Stagnation of the Humours, correating acid 
Cauftics, and promoting the Excretion of the peccant Matter. 
But it is very pernicious when it conftringes the fkin, and all the 

excretory Veflels, detaining the morbous Matter therein, and 
forcing it upon the vital Parts. 

It feldom proceeds from a denfe and thick State of the Blood 5 

-however, it is the Caufe of many Difeafes, it intercepts the 
Courfe-of the Blood, diminifhes Perfpiration, fuppredles Heemor~ 
rhages, renders the Body coftive, inverts the periftaltic Motion, 
generates the Strangury, Atrophy, Thirft, aconvulfive Pulfe, a 
Salivation, an Afthma and hippocratic Countenance, a ‘Tenfion — 
of the Nerves, an Oppreffion of the Breaft, a Senfeof Conftric- 
tion in the Throat, Diforders of the Mind and Head, trouble- 
fome Breathing, Anxieties, Vomiting, various Pains, the Ac- 
ceffion of Fevers. It hurts the Senfes, defiles the Fluids, dif- 
turbs the Excretions, renders the Urine thin, abfolves the for- 
mal Ratio of Fevers, is prefent in Inflammations, Difeafes of the 


_ Head, Catarrhs, Diarrhoeas, the Appearance and ftriking in of | 
| N Spots 
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Spots, and leaves an Atonia of the Part. It is increafed by 
Bleeding, and terminates in remitting Difeafes. HorF. 

It is caufed by the Humours being faulty either in Quality or 
Quantity, or from foreign or preternatural Bodies. 

For the Cure of Spafms, Recourfe muft be had to the Difeafes 

which are cauled thereby; but in general, in the Parts that 
are affected with a Spafm or a Stitch, it may be attempted with 
fimple Frictions, whereby the vifcid Fluid or fharp Matter may 
be removed and difperfed. Or it may be anointed with the Sa- 
liva of a young Perfon, or with Spirit of Wine or Lavender, or 
Hungary Water. 
' Jf there is a violent Cramp, Enquiry muft be made whether the 
Blood is not too abundant, and whether cuftomary or ufual Bleed- 
ings have not been ftopt or neglected. Hence, artificial leflening 
of the Blood is to be tried, and Haemorrhages are to be reftored, 
which will generally caufe a Ceffation of Spafms and Convul- 
fions; but if thefe fail, Recourfe muft be had to nervous and epi- 
leptic Medicines. Externally may be applied nervous Spirits, 
fuch as that of Ants, Earthworms, Harts-horn, Hungary-water 
with or without Ca/file Soap, or Opodeldock, wherewith the Neck, 
Spine of the Back, Nofirils, and Parts affected may be wafhed, 
rubbing them carefully in. If the Parts are too rigid, emollient 
Remedies will be ufeful, as nervous Ointments, of Marfh-mal- 
lows, the Fat of Capons, Hares, Badgers, Neat’s-Foot Oil, by 
themfelves or mixt together, as alfo Petroleum, Oil of Amber, 
Rue, Rofemary, Sage, andthelike. Befides thefe, mineral Wa- 
ters are good, temperate Baths, regular Diet, and ‘Uranquillity of 
Mind.

N the Spafm of the lower Jaw, when the Patient can nei- 
4, ther open his Mouth nor eat, as when Perfons are wounded, 
and fomething foreign is lodged ‘therein, or when the Nerves are 
hurt, or when fharp Things, fuch as Vitriol, are applied to ftop 
the Blood, the Cure inuft be performed according to the Diver- 
—fity of Caufes; as particularly treated of in Surgery. But when 


this happens fpontaneoufly in Infants, which I have often feen,’ 


they generally die, though the beft nervous and antifpafmodic 
Medicines have been ufed, both inwardly and outwardly.

tice of the Antients, If it happens from other Caufes, it muft 
be treated with Antifpafmedics and nervous Medicines, both in- 
wardly and outwardly, and chiefly with Plafter of Betony and 
Bayberries, prepared with Oil of Amber, and applied to the 
‘Temples, and behind the Ears. . Hetsr. : 
| Alen oblerves, that a Bandage if rightly applied, may reduce 
the Face toits natural Figure.

HEN the Patient fneezes too much, from.a fharp Mat- 

ter which vellicates the Membranes of the Noftrils, warm 
Milk fhould be fnuffed up the Nofe very frequently, till it remits 
and ceafes. If this fhould be. wanting, warm Water and the 
Vapour of it, will anfwer the Purpofe. 
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Of the Palpitation of the Heart. 


T HE Heart often palpitates fo much as to be heard ata ])i- 
ftance, and by the By-ftanders, which they fuppofe to be 
an Affection of the Thorax. ‘This may fometimes happen, from 
a violent Motion of the Body, chiefly when aicending high Places 
and principally in thofe who are plethoric and hypochondriac. 
Sometimes it is caufed by Fear or Dread, when the Blood is 
forced too violently to the Heart. When it proceeds from 

violent 
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violent Motion or Terror, and returns often, it caufes a Kind 
of Polypus, as is evident from the Diffection of thofe Bodies, whe 
have died of this Difeafe. Hence, almoft a continual Palpitatioa 
arifes. Sometimes it proceeds from a bad Conformation of the 
Heart and the neighbouring Veflels, fuch as an Aneurifm of the 
Aorta, when it becomes bony. UHErsr. 

Others affirm, it fometimes may be caufed by Wounds in the 
Ventricles, or Abfceffes in the Heart; or from Wind, or a Dif- 
order of the Animal Spirits, inducing fpafmodic Affections. 

In the Beginning of the Cure, if the Patient is plethoric, or 
when ufual Bleedings have been ftopt, it will be proper to bleed, 
by Way of Prefervation, in the Spring and Autumn. 

Befides this, faline, nitrous and cinnabarine temperating Me- 
dicines ate to be ufed, particularly the Antifpafmodic, to appeafe 
the Motion of the Heart, and render the Blood more fluid. 
‘The aqueous Infufions of Tea, Balm, Veronica, Primrofes or 
Citrons, are likewife proper, efpecially with the Effence of Scor- 
dium, Carduus Benediétus, Citron or Orange-Peel, with a little 


dulcified Spirit of Nitre, or Terra Foliata Tartari, taken Morn- - 


ing and Evening; as alfo temperate Pediluvia, moderate, fre- 
quent Exercife, Riding, moderate Diet, Plenty of thin Drink, 
Whey, Mineral; Waters, efpecially the Chalybeate Kind, are 
very ufeful in this Dileafe. | 
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Ofa Porysus of the Heart. 


Paolypus isa Mafs compofed of various Pellicles and Fibres, 
generated in the Heart and large Veffels. “They are ge-~ 


nerally founded in ‘acute as well as chronic Difeafes ; and there 
y- 


are {carce three Bodies to be met with, wherein they are not to 
be found after Death. Its principal Seat is in the Heart, pulmo- 
nary Artery, and the Aorta. 

They principally attack the fanguine Conftitutions, and_Pa- 
tients who have {maller Vedlels, foft Fibres, of a fedentary Lifs, 
who drink little, or are free in the Ufe of acid Wines and {piri~ 
tuous Liquors, as alfo thofe who eat large Suppers. 2 

The Beginning of a Polypus may be known by a Compreffion 
_of the Breaft, a fixed Pain about the Heart, and when it increafes 
there is a frequent Palpitation of the Heart, from a flight Caufe, 
the Pulfe is ftrangely unequal and often intermits. When there’ 
is a violent Motion of the Body, or the Patient has taken 2 Me- 
dicine which difturbs the Blood, or the Mind is violently affected, 
a Shortnefs of.

' Inthe Cure, an exact Regimen and Diet muft be made ufe 
of, with a frequent Exercife and Motion of the Body, and Mine- 
ral Waters, efpecially thofe of the Chalybeate Kind, and which 
abound with alkalious Salt. Ltmuller fays, when it proceeds from 
the Scurvy, or hyfteric Affection, it is curable, and that the 
Cure is to be attempted with Chalybeate and Coraline Medi- 
cines, with Cinnabar, Volatiles, Preparations of Amber, end all 
Antifpafmodics. All faponaceous Remedies are of great Service,

Tecuping is a fpafmodic Affection of the Stomach and Dig- 

H phragm, arifing from any Thing that irritates and velli- 
cates their nervous Coats, When it proceeds from a flight Er-. 
ror in Diet, it will foon end fpontaneoufly, or by drinking any 
thing which dilutes the acrid Matter. Sometimes it is of a more 

- grievous Kind, and may proceed from a Hurt of the Stomach, 
Poifon, an Inflammation of the Stomach, Inteftines, Bladder, 
Diaphragm, or the ret of the Vifcera. Sometimes, immediately 
before Death, it may proceed from Gangrenes of the outward 
Parts. In acute Fevers, and chiefly the malignant, Fliccuping 
is frequent, and often fatal. 
When it happens in old or weak Perfons, from a_ plentiful, 
Meal, efpecially from hard and flatulent Aliment, a Draught: of 
generous Wine, or a Dram of any fpirituous Liquor will gene~ 
rally take itaway. Likewife ftomachic Powders mixt with Pery-. 
vian Bark, and taken in generous Wine are profitable; as alfo if 
it proceeds from Cold, or drinking cold Liquors. Sometimes 
it will be proper to anoint the Belly with diftilled ftomachic Oils: 

or to apply a ftomachic Plafter or Cataplafm thereto. 

_ When it proceeds from other Caufes, efpecially fromacid Hu- 
mours in the Stomach, abforbent and alkalious Medicines are: 
good. If it proceeds from an acute Fever, or an Inflammation 

- of the Stomach, it is a dangerous Difeafe. However, dulcified 
Spirit of Nitre, joined to an Alexipharmac, and given often, is 
proper; a Dram or two of Diafcordium given in the Evening, 
may performa Cure. [fit proceeis from a Gangrene or Mor-. 

_ filication, it is generally incurable; but Peruvian Bark, with 
| Medicines 
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Medicines againft internal Inflammations, is moft likely to fuc- 
ceed. Ifa Poifon is the Caufe, Plenty of Milk muft be taken 
with Oil, as has been already taught. 
Fuller declares, he does not know a better Medicine than his 
Julep of Mufk, of which 4/len has experienced the Truth. :

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Of TREMBLING. 


Rembling is an involuntary Shaking, chiefly of the Hands 
and Head, fometimes of the Feet, fometimes of the 
Tongue and Heart. It is a Diforder which frequently attacks 


Perfons advanced in Years, and fometimes the younger Sort. It _ 


feems to arife from a Defect of the Spirits ; fometimes it proceeds 
from Terror, and fometimes froma Plethora. Too much drink- 
ing of Coffee will produce a Trembling in fome Perfons, as 
plentiful Drinking and Surfziting will in others. The Cure is 
difficult in all. Heist. 

Trembling will fometimes happen frem great Paffions of the 
Mind, efpecially Anger; but this is accidental. Thofe that dig in 
Mines, and work about Metals, are pretty often fubjedt to a Tremor. 

Trembling is fometimes dangerous, becaufe it degenerates into 
other nervous Diftempers, as a Spafm, Palfy, Lethargy, Apo- 
plexy; in old People it ts incurable. Ermutt. 

In the Cure, thofe Things fhould be avoided that promote the 
Difeafe, and the Patient fhould drink Balm or Sage ‘lea, or a 
Diet-drink made with Ghina Root, and the fame Ingredients ; or 
Peruvian Bark may be taken, with the Infufion of Balm or Sage, 
or fuccinated Spirits of Hartfhorn, twice or thrice in a Day, 
andin the Evening an antifpafmodic Powder may be taken, efpe- 
cially if they are hot or ufe much Wine. 

Outwardly, the Neck and Spine of the Back may be rubbed 
with the Spirits of Ants, Earth-worms and Sal Ammoniac, mixed 
together, a fourth Part of tne volatile Spirits will be fufficient, or 
Opodeldoc may be ufed in their ftead. 

If the Patient is plethoric, Bleeding is ufeful ; and in old Per- 
fons, a Draught of generous Wine at Meals. Pcdiluvia, hot 
Baths, and other mineral Waters may be carefully ufed. 

Of 
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Of a Languor, Marafmus, azd Senile Vertigo. 
A S this Languor and Impediment of Motion proceeds from 
a Defect of Spirits and Strength, they are as much as pof- 
fible to be increafed and excited, by Analeptics, Stomachics, 
Cordials, Cephalics, and nervine Medicines. Pure, generous 
Wine at Meals is commonly called: the Milk of old Perfons, 
which will be better if impregnated with grateful Aromatics ; 
vinous Cinnamon Water is likewife ufeful, as well as that of 
Orange-peel, as alfo Waters of Balm and Orange-Flowers, with 
or without Confectio Alkermes, but they muft be made with 
Wine ; likewife Chocolate and Analeptic Jellies, poached Eggs, © 
er Yolks of Eggs in Broth, together with the aromatic Species 
and Medicines of Amber and Mufk, not forgetting the Jefuits 
Bark, diftilled Oils upon Sugar, or Hoffman’s Balfam of Life. 
Externally, {pirituous Waters may be applied to the Noftrils, 
Heart and Pulfes, fuch as Hungary Water, Spirit of Lavender, 
or Spirit of Sal Ammoniac, impregnated with a cephalic Oil, like- 
wife the Sal Volatile Oleofum. Some ufe cephalic balfams, made 
of aromatic Oils. All thefe Things are good in a Vertigo of old 
Perfons, depending upon a Defeét of Spirits, but not of the fan- 
guineous ; but the Patient muft fhun at the fame Time, all Care, 
intenfe Thinking, and fevere Study. HeEtor. 
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Of Stiffnefs of the Joints. 


HEWN a Joint is ftiff, or has loft its Motion, itis called 

Anchylofis, which as far as poffible ought to be reftored. 
This fometimes proceeds from the Bones being broken, bruifed, 
or wounded, efpecially about the extreme Parts, which being 
kept in one Pofturein order for Cure, the Synovia of the Joints 
becomes thick, and depraves or quite abolifhes its Motion ; or 
it may arife from the bony Juice, proceeding from broken 
Bones, and infinuating itfelf into the Joint. Hoffman fays, Dif- 
eafes of the Joints fometimes proceed from Spafms of the Liga- 
ments. , 

If Difficulty of Motion proceeds from long Reft, it is to be 
treated with emollient and refolving Fomentations, Ointments, 
Oils, and the hot Fat of Animals, often rubbed upon the Joints, 
at the fame Time ufinga gentle Flexure till the Motion is gradu- 
ally reftored. If thefe will not do, then warm, emollient Baths 

} - muft 
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muft be ufed, or hot Bath Waters, till the infpiflated Liquor is 
diffolved, and the Motion as much as pofiible reftored. If it pro- 
ceeds from the Juice of broken Bones, or the nodous Gout, it 
is generally incurable, if the former Remedies will not do. 

Mr. Morland has lately given us an Account in the Memoirs 
of the Academy at Paris, of the Virtues of Pzt-Coal, the Sub- 
ftance of which is as follows. 

Pit-Coal is a Kind of a dry Bitumen, and abounds with a great 
Quantity of fulphureous Particles, to which the Bath of St. 4- 
mand in Flanders, owes its Qualities ; for all the adjacent Parts 
are alfo full of this Mineral ; and the black Mud of the Bath 
itfelf fo efficacious in Difeafes in the Joints, is a Sort of ocular 
Demonftration, from whence its Colour proceeds. 

However, I was willing to try by Experiments, whether my 
Conjecture was right or not. If it was, I concluded that an ar- 
tificial Mud made with Powder of Coal and Water would per- 
form the fame Cures. I therefore communicated my Sentiments 
to the Surgeons of the principal Hofpitals of Flanders, and I had 
the Satisfaction to find the Event anfwer my Expectation. ‘The 


Waters and Mud abovementioned have been greatly cried up in 


Diforders of the Legs, Weaknefs of the Limbs, Palfies, Rheu- 
matifms, the Hip-Gout, Swellings and Stiffnefs of the Joints. 
But the moft remarkable Quality of all is in relieving Contrac- 
tions of the Tendons and Nerves occafioned by large Wounds. 

Mr. Giot, Surgeon to the Hofpital at Life, has lately fent me 
an Account of two Cures of the like Diforders by this artificial 
Mud, in the following Words ; ‘ A young Woman about 
twenty Years of Age, had been incommoded for eight Months 
paft with a Swelling, attended with acute Pains in the Joint of 
her great Toe. She had tried the ufual topical Remedies to no 
Manner of Purpofe, when I advifed her to make ufe of the 

~ artificial Mud; which fhe did by putting her Foot in it two 
Hours at a Time, for feventeen Days together, and was cured.’ 
A Peafant had a long while been aMiicted with an Anchylofis or 
Stiffnefs of the Joint of the Knee, with a Fluxion, occafioned 
by a Fall. I advifed him to apply Cataplafms of the Mud of 
Pit-Coal to the Part, which he did, and was cured in three 
Weeks Time.’ 

Since I received the Cafes above, I made two Experiments 
myfelf with the fame Succefs ; the one was upon a-Chiid who 
had a Swelling with a Stiffnefs of the Joint of the Elbow, and 
a Fiftula, which was the Confequence of a Caries of the Bone. 
Tt was cured in a fhort Time by the Help of this Mud. The 

other 
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ether was upon a Man that was wounded in the Hand, which 
occafioned a Stiffnefs of the Fingers, who was enabled to move 
them in a fhort Time by the Application of this Remedy.

Tbe Anorexia, or Want of Appetite. 


HE Anorexy is either an effential Difeafe, proceeding from 
4. a Fault in the Stomach, or elfe it is derived from other 
Difeafes, or is a Symptom thereof. When it is an Original Dif- 
eafe,-it generally proceeds from a hard Diet, and Greedinefs, 
whence crude and undigefted Humours will arife, and prevent 
_Digeftion ; which is often known from a Senfe of Weight in 
the Stomach, or from copious Wind and Eructations of various 
Kinds, chiefly the nidorous and acid ; or from a Naufea and Reach- 
ing to vomit. In old Perfons, when the whole Body is feeble, it 
may proceed from Want of Spirits, or the Fluids being defective, . 
or from a Debility of the contractive Force and Motions of the 
Stomach, whence an umiverfal Decay proceeds. 

This Diforder is more often a Symptom of other Difeafes, 
particularly the acute, Inflammations, Afthma, Dropfy, hypo- 
chondriac Paffion, Melancholy, the Gout, Vomiting, or Dyf- 
entery ; or when the Humours are fo corrupt, and the Spirits 
fo oppreffed in malignant Difeafes, that the Faculty of Digeftion 
4s depraved ; or Nature may be fo bufied in expelling another 
Difeafe, as to neglect this. In this Cafe it cannot be cured till 
the Difeafe itfelf is vanquifhed. | 

In the fpontaneous Azerexy, when the Stomach is loaded with 
Crudities, with a Reaching to vomit, a fingle Emetic will often 
perform a Cure, joined toa ftomachic Remedy. But if there is 
no Reaching, the Humours are to be incided and digefted with 
bitter Salts, fuch as the Salts of bitter Herbs, ‘Tartar Vitriolate, 
Arcanum duplicatum, or the like, in Powder, taken from a Scruple 
to half a Dram, feveral times ina Day; Terra Foligta Tartari, 
diffolved, to fixty Drops or more ; then the Cathartic may be 
ufed, of bitter Ingredients, or Ep/om Salt. 

When the Stomach and Inteftines are purged, bitter Elixirs 
and Tinétures may be ufed, with Aromatics, from fifty to fixty 
Drops, or upwards, to reftore the Tone of the Stomach. Can- 
died Ginger, Orange-Peel, or Eizxir Vitriolt may be proper, 
efpecially when the peccant Humour is alkalious or bilious, as 

-well as the Infufions of bitter Roots and Herbs, with Aro- 
2 ates 
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matics in Wine, efpecially Wormwood Wine, and the hke | 
ftomachic Liquors. 

When the. Crudities of the Stomach are acid, then Abfor- 
bents are proper, fuch as Crabs Eyes, Mother of Pearl and Co- 
ral, and then a fuitable Purge of aloetic Pills or Rhubarb, or a 
- bitter Cathartic Salt : Aagnefia alba is likewife ufeful on this 
Account, being abforbent and ufeful in the hypochondriac 
Paffion, as Hoffman aflerts ; which fhould be taken for fome 
Days, from fifteen to twenty Grains ; if the Dofe be enlarged 
to a Dram or two, it will purge pretty brifkly. The Cruditics 
being evacuated, Bitters and Aromatics are proper, as well as 
Chalybeates and Tinctures of Steel; likewife Sp2 Waters, and 
other mineral Waters of the fame Kind, together with Exer- 
cife, and now and then a Draught of generous Wine. Smoak- 
ing Tobacco frequently is hurtful, as well as the drinking of 
Drams ; the Diet fhould be regular, and the Patient fhould avoid 
Aliments that are hard of Digeftion, fat, flatulent Things, and 
intenfe Studies.

| W HEN there is a Naufea, the Patient is fo far from de- 

firing Aliment, that he rather loaths it. It is much of the 
fame Nature as the former Difeafe, and proceeds from the fame 
Caufes, but exifts in a greater Degree. 

Vomiting in this Cafe is proper, or Purging when that is for- 
bid. To thefe fhould be joined, Strengtheners of the Stomach, 
and chiefly ftomachic Balfams made of Oil of Nutmegs, and 
diftilled Oils, and ftomachic Plafters. Heffman fays, there is 
nothing better than Mint, its fpirituous Water and diftilled Oil ; 
likewife Mattic and its Spirit, or Balfam of Peru, diftilled with 
- Salt of Tartar. 

In acute Fevers, efpecially the malignant, epidemic and fpotted, 
there is generally a Naufea and Reaching to vomit, for which 
Reafons Emetics are good ; likewife in the Dyfentery, efpecially 
when it is epidemic and rife ina Camp, Emetics are not only 
ufeful but neceffary, with a flender Diet. 
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WISSISHIIIOSHAHHSSSHSSSSIOHIIIIIGA 
Of the Bulimus, or Canine Appetite. 


A Bulimus is a-Difeafe contrary to the former, wherein the 

A. Patient is affected with an infatiable and perpetual Defire 

of Eating, and, unlefs he is indulged, he often falls into fainting 
its. 

It generally arifes from a too contraGile Force of the mufcu- 
4ous Coat of the Stomach, or from very fharp Humours therein, 
In fome, the right Mouth of the Stomach has been found too 
large after Death, and coniequently the Aliment was expelled 
too foon. ! 

. To allay the contraGile Force, Oils and fat Things are pro- 
per, fat Meat, Pork, hot Bread and Butter; likewife Milk, and 
Laéiicinia, efpecially Compofitions of Mea! and Milk, Rice, 
Millet, Barley;-Buck Wheat, Beans, Peafe, Lentils, Almonds, 
and the like. As alfo Chocolate made with Milk, and fweetened 
with Sugar. If thefe are infufficient, Opiates muft be added, 
particularly a Dram of Theriaca in the Evening. | 
If it proceeds from {harp Humours, Abforbents muft be added 
to the former Things. If an Acid is in F ault, thirty or forty 
Drops of Oil of Tartar per Deliquium will be proper, and Alka= 
fies in general, efpecially Filings of Steel taken in large Dofes. 
In fome, Brandy drank in a Morning has been ufeful. F requent 
fmoaking Tobacco is likewife beneficial. )

Oil of Tar- 
tar per Deliquium, given from 20 to 30 Drops, in Tea, Coffee, 
Broth, or warm Beer, is ufually efficacious ; as alfo Tincture of

mours, 30 or 50 Drops of dulcified Spirit of Nitre in Water, 
‘Tea or Coffee, will take away the Pain. When it is caufed by 
fat Things, and Draughts of cold Liquor, a Dram of Brandy is 
good. Now and then Laxatives fhould be given, to carry off the 
Humours. In fanguine Conftitutions Bleeding may be proper.

F all Pains of the Stomach, the Cardialzia is moft fevere. 
F It is a {pafmodic Pain of the Orifice of the Stomach, fome- 
times of the right and fometimes of the left. One kind of this 
Diforder may proceed from a tharp cauttic, or poifonous Matter ; 
fometimes it arifes from the bilious Paffion, from a Dyfentery or 
a cauftic Bile. At other times it may proceed from theBlood; when 
any ufual Evacuations are fupprefs’d, and the nervous Membranes 
of the Stomach are diftended thereby. Hence it often happens to 
Women, after the fiftieth Year ; and in the Cure Bleeding or 
Scarifications are proper; on the other Hand, if it is deduced 
from a cauftick Matter in the Stomach, oily appeafing Things, 
Affes Milk, an Infufion of Camomile Flowers, Cream, with 
Abforbents are proper. It muft be diftinguith’d from a painful 
Inflation of the Stomach, in which there is a Tumor like a Blad- 
der under the falfe Ribs, chiefly on the left Side, and under the 
Pit of the Stomach ;_ but the Inflation is generally on the right 
Side, with great Difficulty of Breathing. ‘This is common in 
Anfants before they are weaned, but more fo in Hypochondriacs, 
if they are too luxurious. Horr, 
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If it proceeds from the Remains of the Aliment grown fhary 
whence Flatulencies arife, it generally gives way. to Tea or Cof- 
fee alone, or a. Decoction of Camomile Flowers, efpecially mixt 
with Stomachics, likewife Preparations of Fennel, Anife, Orange 
Peel, and other Carminatives are ufeful. As iio a Dram of the 


Powder of Orange Peel, or Camomile Flowers, with afew Grains 


of Saffron, in an (ance or two of Wine. 
“Whien the Stomach is too much filled with Aliment difficult 


of Digeition, or fat Things, a gentle Emetic will be neceflary, 


efpecially if there’s a Nau/ea or Reaching to vomit, after which, 
a fufficient Quantity of warm Water mutt be drank, to wafh the 
Stomach ; this will be beft promoted with a Decoétion of Carduus 


Ben:diéius, or half a Dram of Tartar Vitriolate, Salt of Worm-” 


“wood, and the like, after which Stomachics muft be given. 

In a very violent Cardsalgia, from Congeftions of Blood, Vo- 
mits are improper, but Bleeding neceflary, with Antifpatmnodies 
of Fartar Vitriolate, Nitre, Cinnabar. Crabs Eyes, and the 
like, ina proper Vehicle; as alfo Spirit of Hartfhorn mixt with 


“Tin@ure of Tartar to 50 or 60 Drops. ‘To thefe may be added 


Emollient and Anodyne Clyfters, and a Bladder of hot Milk, 
with Camomile Flowers, applied to the Pit of the Stomach. 
Riding is alfo beneficial. 

When it proceeds from acute ftomachic Fevers, Rhubarb is

is coftive, an emollient Clyfter or a gentle Laxative will be proper. 
If thefe fail, Chalybeate Medicines muft be ufed as the Anchor of. 
Hope, fuch as the Tin@ture of Vitriol of Mars, Steel-filings finely 
powdered to 6, 8, or 10 Grains, or Oil of Cinnamon with ee 
or Bitters, or Spaw Waters, with conftant Exercife.

ORMS are various, with refpect to their Shape and 

Magnitude, and have their {Seat in the Stomach, and 
Inteftines. They differ according to the Places wherein they 
refide, ‘The round are furnifhed with a Probofcis, and a kind of 
crooked Claws, wherewith they fometimes gnaw and tear the 
Membranes. If thefe lodge in the Stomach, their Bites are at- 
tended with an inexpreflible Pain, Anxiety, Inquietude, Nau/fea, 
and Flux of Spittle ; a fetid Smell exhales from the Mouth, the 
Countenance is now pale, and then red; there is an itching of 
the Noftrils, with an Inclination to vomit, and a dry and trouble- 
fome Cough by Fits, and fometimes Fainting. 

When they are contained in the Inteftines, efpecially the Tin 
on, which they-chiefly love, becaufe they cannot bear the Bit- 
terne(s of the Bile, then they produce the following Symptoms. 
The Belly is ftrangely diftended, -efpecially in Infants, and they 
feem to be afli@ted with the Tympany, with now and then)a 
Diarrhea, and the Feces are’of an Afh-colour, not unlike Roles 
dung ; the upper Parts wafte away, infomuch that the Bones 
are vifible, and yet the Appetite is great. “Thé Face is generally 
pale and tumid, the Excrements feem to be full of Cucumber- 
Seed, or the like. 

Thek Worms are called Zumbrici, which are found in this 
Inteftine, becaufe they are generally broad and long, and roll 
themfelves up in a ftrange Manner ; they are not fo brifk as the 
sound, and frequently produce a Cough, Fever, and pleuritick 
Pain of the Side, which however may be diftinguifhed from 
thofe Diftempers, <) a Pain under the falfe Ribs. 

The Signs of the Afcarides are as follows. Their Seat is 
chiefly in the grofs Inteftines, and they are moft plentiful in the 
Rectum, They are like Book-worms, and are thrown out in 
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large Quantities. They have many things in common with the 
other Infects, and produce Inflation of the Belly, Leannefs and 
a Naufea ; they are attended with a great Itching of the /uus, 


and caufe fetid Excrements. In fome thefe Worms are larger: 


than in others. Horr. 


The broad Worm calledYzzia, is like a Swathe two or three } 


Ells long, or longer, divided through the whole Length with crofs 
Joints or Knots. Andry affirms, that there is only one in the 
Body at a Time, which is called Solium. Haguenct found one in 


the Stomach of a.Cat, and in the Ducdenum ; Geoffory obferved a. 


Tenia in a 'Tench above two Feet long ; and Allen fays, he has 

feen one in a Dog above three Feet. 
Heifter obferves, that there are other kinds of Bnfects or Worms 

generated in a human Body, which Phyficians have not placed 


in any particular Clafs, but have looked upon them as uncom- 
mon Productions. 


The Greeks called the Remedies againft Wotms Aathelmintics 3 


the moft approved of which are 4fa Fetida and Sagapenum, efpe- 
cially if mixt with Purges, fuch as Mercurius Dulcis, and Ex- 
tract of Rhubarb in Pills ; with this Caution, that before and after 
the Ufe of them, a few Spoonfuls of Salad Oil, or Oil of Sweet- 
Almonds, fhould be taken; for all Things of that Kind are of 
great Ufe. “Fhe two Medicines abovementioned drive out the 
Worms by their Smell. The Seeds of Gina, Santenicum, and 
‘Fanfey, are likewife ufeful, by refifting the Putredinous Colu- 
vies, and reftoring the Tone of the Inteftines. Horr, | 

Some affirm, that Bitters are good Remedies, as the Tops of 

Wormwood, the leffer Centaury, Scordium, and Flowers of Tan 
fey; likewife Peryvian Bark, and Eleutheria, in Beer or Wine, 
chiefly Canary, of which fome Spoonfuls of the Infufion or 
Decoétion fhould be taken every Day. Aloes, Myrrh, and Co- 
yallina, are likewife powerful Medicines in a proper Vehicle, or 
with Honey, in the Form of an Ele&tary. The frefh Juice of. 
Water-Crefies, taken every Morning tor fome Days, is like- 
wife proper, we : 

The Filings of Steel difturb the Lumbrici and Afcarides, as 
alfo Spaw Waters ; likewile Spirit of Vitriol or Sulphur, and the 
Elixir of Vitriol; Wine itfelf is not a bad Thing drank at 
Meals. | 

Medicines of Quickfilver are likewife good, efpecially half an 
Ounce of it boil’d in a Pint of Wormwood Water, in a Glafs- 
Veffel, for half.an Hour, ftirring the Quickfiiver with a Stick 5; 
the Dofe is a Spoonful for a Roy often ina Day ; an Adult may 
take three, in an Ounce or two of folutive Syrup of Rofes. Or 
it may be boiled in Milk, if the Children prefer it. I once.

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cured a Girl, with an Eletary of Peruvian Bark and Quick- 
filver, mixt with a fuitable Conferve, when many Things had 
been given before in vain. Likewife a few Grains of Ethiops 
Mineral, or Adercurius Dulcis, are beneficial. ‘To an Infant, 
half a Grain is a Dofe ; to an Adult, I give one or two, with 
the above Powders, or a bitter Extract. 

If thefe fail, a Purge fhould be given every third or fourth 
Day, ig as Mercurius Dulcis with Aloes, Diagridium, Refm 


of Jalap, or Troches of Avhandal. When I have given thefe 


Powders for other Diforders, a great Number of Lumbricz have 
heen evacuated. 

When internal Things are rejected, the Belly may be anointed 
with Oxes Gall made hot, two or three Times a Day, or with 
Oil of Cologuintida, or of Wormwood, with diftilled Oils of 


Wormwood and Tanfey, to which the Decoétion of Quickfilver © ° 


with Milk may be added, and given as Food. 

To kill the 4farides, Chalybeates are good, and mercurial 
Purges, with Clyfters of a Decofion of Wormwood, Seeds of 
Cina, Myrrh, and Quickfilver, to which may be added an 
Ounce and an Half or two Ounces of Oil of Wormwood made 
by Deco&tion. Or the Clyfter may be of Salad Oil, or Oil of 
Sweet Almonds, or Linfeed alone, and injected often. Hersr. 

Simon Pauli affirms, that Fern-Root given in Hydromel, from 
3}. to giij. will kill all Kinds of Worms, not excepting the 
‘fape-worm ; and that the Quacks have fold it as a moft won- 


- erful Secret. 


The Powder of Tin, fays Alon, has been ufed many Years 
asa Remedy againft Worms, and particularly the flat Kind, 
which often elude the Force of other Medicines ; but the Suc- 
cefs of this depends upon the proper Dofe, and then it will have 
remarkable Effects. 

Take an Ounce and an Half of Pewter, and grind it to a fine 
Powder, and mix it with halfa Pint of Treacle. Let one half 
of it be taken the Friday before the Change of the Moon, and 
the Day after, a Quarter, and the Sunday after that, the re- 
maining Quarter ; on the Afonday the Patient muft take a Purge: 

To Adults I give two Ounces of the Powder of pure Tin, 
fifted through the fineft Hair Sieve, mixt with eight Ounces of 
Treacle, after the Patient has been purged with an Infufion of 
Sena and Manna, the Z/ur/day preceding, On Saturday Morn- 
ing I give half an Ounce of the Tin in two Ounces of ‘Treacle, 
and as much on Sunday Morning.

$2) fome Difeafes proceed from Obftru@ions, among which is 
Coftivenefs. Gentle Purges ferve ta take off the Slownefs from 
the Belly, to rouze the Spirits, and the languid Fibres of the 
Inteftines ; fuch as purging mineral Waters, purging Salts, Sal 
mirabile Glaubert, Epfom Salt, warm Water, and the common 
purging Potion, as well as the lenitive Eleétary. 

If Coftivenefs proceeds from hard Feces, a moiftening flip- 
pery Diet, of Plums, Cherries, or fcalded Apples, with or with- 
out Raifins ; efpecially Coffee drank with Milk, emollient fapo- 
naceous Clyfters, and the Things above. mentioned are proper. 

Hoffman fays, an obftinate Coftivenefs is generally owing ta 
Spafms, in the Inteftines themfelves, or in the lower Part of the 
Colon and Rectum ; or as propagated. by confent from the more 
remote Parts, The Suppreffion of this Evacuation produces 
Scybals, generates Flatulencies, and other grievous Symptoms, 
efpectally in hypochondriac and hyfteric Perfons : But when this 
Difeafe is conftitutional, it may be borne a long while without 


Danger, 
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Of Difficulty or Suppreffion of Urine, » 


TYIFFICULT Y of Urine arifes generally from a Stone, _ 
from an Inflammation of the Kidneys, or the Neck of 
the Bladder : In fanguine Perfons, it may proceed from the Sup- 
prefflion of fome ufual Hemorrhage, or from the blind Piles ; or 
there may be a Congeftion of Blood, in the fpungy or caver- 
- nous Part of the Urethra, which may be fo diftended and in- 
flated, as not to tranfmit the Urine, or at leaft with great Difi- 
culty, Infome it may be owing to a Spafin of the Neck of the 
Bladder, or to fharp Urine ; in others to a Palfy of the Bladder 5 - 
or a Caruncle of the Urethra ; or from a Tumor, Abfcefs, or 
Ulcer in the proftrate Gland ; or from its being too large, or 
indurated, as often happens. Likewife in bloody Urine it is 
not feldom fupprefled, at leaft it is expelled with great Pain and 
Trouble, which proceeds from a Concretion of Biood. Etmul- 
- fer affirms, that a Dyfury is generally occafioned from the want 
of Aducus of the urinary Paflage, or its being worn off. 

As the Caufes of an Ifchury are various, they ought to be 
carefully diftinguifhed from each other. When it proceeds from 
an Inflammation of the Kidneys, the Pain and Heat are princi- 
pally in that Region, attended with a Fever; if from a Stone 
in the Kidneys, it is accompanied with vomiting ; if from a 
_ Stone in the Bladder, there is a violent Pain in the Bladder, 
_ ‘which is extended to the very Extremity of the Urethra; a Mu- 
gus or Pus is excreted with pale Urine, and upon proper Exa- 
mination, the Stone may be felt; but the moft certain Sign is 
fearching the Bladder with a Catheter. When this Diforder 
arifes from a Stone in the Urethra, it may be eafily felt. If 
from an Inflammation of the Neck of the Bladder, there is 2 
Tumor and Pain in the Perineum, as often as the Place is touch- 
ed; but it may be beft perceived by thrufting the Finger into 
the /qus, and turning it up towards the Bladder, for a Tumor 
wiil be perceived by the Phyfician, and by the Patient, a burning 
and preffing Pain ; and when a Catheter is introduced into the 
Urethra, an Impediment will be felt near the Neck of the Blad~ 
der, which will hinder it from proceeding further, To thefe | 

Signs may be added, when the Diforder is great, a Tenefmus, a 
— Conftriciton of the Anus, an Anxiety of the Precerdia, Cold- 
nefs of the extreme Parts, vomiting and a febrile Pulfe. When 
the cavernous Subfance of the Urethra is too much diftended 
with Blood, and the Urine is fupprefled, a Silver Pipe cannot

be admitted into the Urethra, efpecially if the Patient abounds 
with Blood. When there is a Spafim in the Neck of the Blad- 
der, it appears from the Caufes aforefaid, and likewife the Pa- 
tient perceives a Spafmodic Conftri@tion about the Neck of the 
Bladder, and a Catheter will pafs thereto, but no farther; and 
there are no Signs of a Stone in the Urethra or Bladder. 

’ If the Urine is fharp, and produces a Spafm, we may di‘cover 
it from its being very ftinking, efpecially if the Patient is very 
old or fcorbutic ; and there are many faline Particles in the Urine 
like Lime. When there is a Caruncle in the Neck of the Blad- 
der, it may be known from the Signsmentionéd in the Lues 
Venerea, where the Cure is treated-of. An Abfcefs inthe prof- 
tate Gland, often is miftaken for a Caruncle. When a Scir- 
xhus of the proftate Gland is the Caufe of a Suppreffion, there 
is a hard or indolent Tumor in the Perineum, or at leaft the 
Pain is not great. . . ; 

When the urinary Paflages are obftruCted by folid Bodies 
that is, the Pelyis of the Kidnies, the Ureters or the Neck of 
the Bladder, or the Urethra, from a Stone contained therein ; if 
it be fmall, Diuretics will be proper, which are mentioned in | 
a Fit of the Gravel or Stone; to which may be added a De- | 
eoétion of Eringo-Root and Epjam Salt, or Selters Waters, taken 
~ often therewith. But if the Stone is large, and cannot be ex- 
creted by this Means, ftrong Diuretics are highly hurtful, and 
it muft he cured by Se@tion. | But if the Patient is too weak, or 
too old, and cannot undergo the Operation, the Stone, if poffi- 
ple, muft be driven back; and the Pains muft be appeafed with 
Antifpafmodics internally, and with Lenients, lubricant and 
oily Medicines, as well as gentle Anodynes : Externally with 
emollient Clyfters, Ointments, Liniments and Baths. If the Pains 
are violent, lenient InjeCtions may be thrown up into the Blad- 
‘der, of Salad, Linfeed, and white Poppy Oil, or Oil of fweet 
Almonds, ora Decoétion of Linfeed or Roots of Mallows in 
Milk, with the Addition of a little frefh Butter. “his done, 
the Patient muft have’Recourfe to Lime- Water. 

If the Urine is fuppreffed from an Inflammation of the Kid- 
nies or Bladder, Diuretics \are pernicious, and mineral Waters 
not fafe; but rather refrigerating nitrous Remedies, neutral Salts, 
Crab; Eyes, Tartar Vitriolate may be given, with a Grain of 
Camphire in every Dole; to render them more efficacious they 
may be joined to 2 Decoétion or Infufion of Parfley Roots, Erin- 

o Tea, Ground-Ivy, or the like; lkewife Emulfions of the. 
four cold Seeds, with Crabs Eyes, Calx of Antimony, and 

Nitre, or Seeds of Violets which are laxative and gently diure- 
tic; to thefe may be added Fomentations, and a Bladder 7

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with hot Milk or Water, or emollient and refolvent Cataplafms 
and applied to the Region of the Kidnies or Bladder, or Peri- 
neum, according to the Place of the Inflammation, as well as 
Baths of the fame Kind; but above all, Bleeding is, neceflary 


-efpecially in the Plethoric, and the promoting of ufual Hzemor-

rhages. In the mean while Aperients and Refolvents muft be 
given, fuch as Powders of Crabs Eyes, Arcanum Duplicatum, 
Tartar Vitriolate, and Nitre; as alfo Lerra foliata Yartari, or 
medicinal Waters, with bitter cathartic Salts given now and then, ~ 
not forgetting balfamic Pills, chiefly in Women. 

When the fpungy Subftance of the Urethra is fwelled with - 
Blood, and as it were inflated, a copious Bleeding is the prin- 
cipal Remedy; to which may be added, the Bougie before 
treated of. ~ : 

When a Spafm affects the Neck of the Bladder, it muft be 
treated with temperating and antifpafmodic Powders, diuretic 
Waters and Infufions, with Emulfions or lenient Oils now and 
then, fuch as Salad Oil, Oils of Sweet Almonds, Poppy or Lin- 
feed; externally Cataplafms, Ointments, Clyfters and Baths, 
of the emollient and demulcent Kind, with gentle Opiates, if 
the Difeafe requires them. 

If the Spafm proceeds from fharp Urine, from the Scurvy or 
otherwife, it muft be treated with gentle Purges and Diaphore- 
tics, and Abforbents, fuch as Crabs Eyes, Mother of Peasl, pre- 
pared Chalk, Calx of Antimony and Amber; with lenient De- 


_coctions of China Root, Sarfaparilla or Mallows, with Emul- 


fions and demulcent Oils; to which may be added Syrup of Marfh- 
Mallows; when the Pains are violent, they muft be appeafed 
with moderate Opiates ; not forgetting the Ointment, Cataplafms, 
Clyfters and Baths before-mentioned. 

If the Difeafe proceeds from the Palfy, as fometimes happens 
in old Perfons, wherein there is no Pain; the Belly and Perincum 
muft be treated with Frictions and Fomentations of ftrengthening 
mervine and fpirituous Remedies, with Cataplafmis of Onions, 
and other Stimulators applied to the Bladder; with Clyfters of | 
the fame Sort of Herbs, efpecially the Nervine, not neglecting 
antiparalytic and ftrengthening Remedies, given inwardly with 
generous Wine, .When the Urine is very urgent, it muft be 
evacuated with a Catheter, which muft be repeated as often as 
Occafion requires, till the Bladder recovers its Tone, which I 
have known happen ina few Weeks, 

Ifthe Diticulty proceeds from Blood remaining in the Blad- 
der, or its Neck, the Concreiion is to. be refolved and expelled 
with warm infufions of digeftive Herbs drank like Tea, fuch as 
Ground-ivy, Arnica, Chervil or Veronica; with TinQure of 

: ‘Tartar, 
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Tartar, or Liquor of the Terra Foliata of Tartar, with digeftive 
Powders of Crabs Eyes, faturated with the Juice of Oranges or 
Lemons, Sperma Cett, Tartar Vitriolate, Nitre and Cinnabar ; 
to which may be added the Water of Chervil or Parfley ; with 
roafted Onions applied hot to the Region of the Pubes, Peri- 
neum, or Cataplafms of Wheat-Flour boiled in Milk, with 
Butter and a little Saffron, or with white Lilly Roots, Mal- 
lows, Marfh-Mallows, or Camomile Flowers applied to relax 
the Spafm of the Neck of the Bladder ; or with a Bladder of hot 
Milk, in which Camomiie Flowers have been boiled ; with emol- 
lient and refolvent Clyfters of Camomile Flowers boiled in Miik, 
with Oil or frefh Butter : But if all thefe fail, a Catheter is to be 
_ introduced into the Neck of the Bladder, to break the Concre- 
tion, and evacuate the Urine. 

When there is an Ulcer in the Bladder, which will appear 

from purulent and fetid Urine, with a moft violent Pain in the 
Bladder, as if a Stone was contained therein ; all fharp and fli- 
mulating Things muft be avoided, and.the Infufions of vulnerary 
abforbent Roots and Herbs muft be given, with Mucilages and 
foft Balfamicks, efpecially Balfam of AZecca, Tolu, &c. with a 
‘moderate Ufe of Quickfilver, efpecially. if the Cafe is Venereal. 
Then mineral Waters may be drank, either alone or with warm 
Milk, for feveral Weeks, -or, the. hot.Bath Waters : To thefe 
may be added Inje@tions of a Decoétion of the traumatic Herbs, 
fuch as Agrimony, St. ‘fohn’s. Wort, Plantain, or Yarrow $ or 
in their Stead, Milk with Syrup of Marfh-Mallows, or frefh 
Butter, or Oil of St. Fobn’s Wort. 
‘Tf there is a Difficulty of Urine:in pregnant Women towards 
the daft Months, Diuretics muft be fhunned. The beft Reme- 
dy in this Cafe is to eafe the Preffure upon the Part, but if that 
will not do, to ufea Catheter. 

Laftly, if it proceeds from a Swelling of the proftate Gland, 
or it is become fcirrhous, it muft be treated as fuch, as will be 
hereafter taught. 

But if thefe Remedies will not do, the Bladder muft be pierced 
with a Trechar, which is called the Puncture of the Perizzum ; 
and when the Perforation is made, the Water muft be evacuated, 
as in the Dropfy : The Inftrument muft be left in the Wound, 

and be.faftened in fuch a Manner that it does not fall out, that 
fo the Urine may be made as often as there is Occafion : It is a 
troublefome Operation, but the only one left. 

In the Dyfury or Ifchury of old Perfons, Remedies will {carcely 
avail ;. however Analepticks are proper, with Terra foliata Tar- 
tari, or Tincture of Tartar alone, or mixed with dulcified Spirit 
of Nitre; likewife Emulfions of Violet Seeds, with Chervil or 

Par fley 
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Parfley Water, with a little fpirituous Cinnamon Water, or E- 
mulfions of Peach Kernels taken often. é 
Externally roafted Garlick, or Onions and Chervil, may be 
_ufed.as a Cataplafn ; or Oil of Scorpions, Juniper, Amber, 
may be ufed as a ftimulating Liniment, on the’ Region of the 
Pubes and Perinwum. If the Patient lives luxurioufly, or ufual 
_ Hemorrhages are ftopt, Bleeding is proper. If thefe fail, a Ca- 
‘thetcr muff be ufed, or a Puncture of the Bladder ; if the Caufe 
is in the Kidnies, they muft be omitted. Befides the Internals, 
the Region of the Kidnies muft be often anointed with Oil of 
Scorpions, Jumper, and Amber, and an emollient Cataplafm 
muft be laid thereon: Sometimes emollient Ciyfters and Baths 
are of great Service. When the Diforder is inveterate, no Cure 
can be expected... When the Urine cannot be voided from a 
Debility of the Extrufores Urine, then the Peruvian Bark is a

at length turn callous and cancerous, arife from an Ob- 
{truction of the Veflels, efpecially in the Glands, and from thick

They are known from hard Tumours, which are generally 
moveable and indolent ; in this State they are called indurated 
Glands, and if they do not digeft or fuppurate in a’ fhort Time, 
they grow harder, and are called Schirrous Glands ;. and if thefe, 
efpecially in the Breafts, begin to corrode, and are painful, they 
are term’d Carcinemata, or incipient or occult Cancers ; if they 
have continued a long while, they are called inveterate occult 
Cancers ; if the Skin and neighbouring Parts break and ulce- 
rate, they are called Carcinomata and ulcerated Cancers ; whereof 
the former are not feldom cured by proper Medicines, the latter 
fcarce ever. — L17ppocrates declares, it is fafeft to leave occult 
Cancers untouch’d, becaufe they are generally made worfe. by 
Medicines. 
 Uhe indurated Glands of the Neck, in Boys, proceed from 
Voracity and a bad Diet, which are to be cured by correcting 
the corrupt Humours by Exercife, by the Force of Nature, and 
the Length of Time. When this is not performed, and they 
encreafe and multiply, they become fcrofulous, and: are called 
the King’s-Evil ; when they are large, they are called Strume ; 
but thefe are feldom indurated Glands, but rather tunicated Tu= 
mors, which contain various bad Aumours in Bags, and encreafe 
fo a wonderful Size, inducing various grievous Evils, 
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It is cuftomary to attempt the Cure, by various external Re- 
medies ; but thefe are fcarcely fufficient, without correcting the 
Intemperies of the Humours, for otherwife they generally grow 
worfe. 

The Remedies for indurated Glands, are Emollients and 
Diffolvents ; fuch as the Infufions and Decodtions of refolving 
Roots, Woods, and Herbs, taken twice or thrice in a Day 3 
for Inftance, the Roots of Sarfaparilla, with Guaiacum ; as alfo 
the Bark of Guaiacum, China, and Saflafras Root ; or of the 
Roots of Scrophularia, or Vincetoxicum. Likewife a Decoétion of 
Guaiac with Liquorifh Root, with the Infufion and Decoction of 
Rofemary with Sugar. 7 uy 

Befides: thefe, fuch Powders as attenuate the vifcid Blood, 
fuch as the Pulvis ad Strumas, of the Auguffan Difpenfatory, to 
which may be added a Grain of Cinnabar, or Mercurius Dulcis. 
Likewife the crude Powder of Antimony, efpecially with a 
Grain of Mercurius Dulcis in every Dofe, which is very ufeful — 
in diffolving the Glands in the. Neck of Boys. The Powder of 
Millepedes, from half a Scruple to a Scruple, with a Grain of 
Mercurius Dulcis, is an approved Remedy in this Cafe, and in 
hard Tumors of the Vifcera. Some greatly praife Ethiops Adine- 
ral: Which Remedies are to be continued a long while. | 

Ruffel obferves, that when the Glands begin to inflame, then — 
Aloetics, Refins, and Minerals are to be avoided. 

There are few Tumors of the morbid Glands, unlefs they be- 
gin to fuppurate, that Sea Water will not cure. , 

Some Tumors encreafe every Month, and are painful ; and 
when: the Tenfion begins ‘to go off, then the Water is to be 
given. After the Glands are foftened by the internal Ufe of the 
Water, then Bathing is neceflary, not before, with the Ufe ofthe 
Peruvian Bark, | 
~ Sea-Water cures all recent Obftru@iions of the Glands of In- 
teftines, Mefentery, Lungs and other Vifcera.

Some commend Oil of Bricks, and the Balfam of Sulphur of 
| Rulandus, if rubbed often in a Day therewith. In the Room of 
which may be applied a diftilled Oil. of Soap, Petroleum, Dogs 
Fat, and the martial Ointment ; after which a Plafter of Gum- 

Ammoniac or Salt, or Mellilot, or Sperma Ceti, muft be laid there- 
on; when the Tumor is foftened, a Platter of Oxycroceum may be 
properly ufed.

A. Diabetes happens when the Urine comes away crude, ex- 
A ceeding the Quantity of Liquids drank, attended with Weak- 
nefs, which genera:!y proceeds from the Kidneys, which are toa 
weak and lax, efpecially in thofe who have been accuftomed to 
drink too much. Heisr. ; 

Lifter obferves, that a Diabetes comes flowly on, and is along 
while in Breeding. In the Beginning, the Mouth is dry, and 
the Spittle a little white and frothy; the Urine being fomewhat 
more than ufual, with a fmall Thirft. A Heat begins to be 
perceived in the Bowels, which is a little pungent ; the Patient 
falls away, and the Mind is anxious and unfable. In Time the 
Thirft greatly encreafes, the Urine is plentiful, and the Body 
waftes. When they make Water without Intermifiion, the 
Thirft becomes intolerable ; and though much is drank, it is 
Hot proportionable to the Water. When the Urine is retained a 
little while, there is a Swelling of the Loins, ZKa, and Teftes, and 
it comes away with Pain. Now Death is at Hand. The Urine 
is pale, but if I remember right, not {weet ; but it is more 
_ fweetifh at laft than at firft. 

Sydenham obferves, that the Juites brought into the Blood, go 
off by Urine ; whence the Strength gradually fails, the Body 
* waftes, and its Subftance is drained away; there is alfo a Thirft, 

Heat of the Bowels, a ‘Tumor of the Loins and Hips, and the 
 ‘Spittle frothy. 


3 Strength- 
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Strenetheners, moderate Aftringents, and Species of Hyacinth, 
with Crocus Martis; are good in this Difeafe, efpecially with

Willis declares, he has often prefcribed Tincture of Antimony 
with good Succefs ; and Lime-Water with Saflafras, Annifeeds, 
Raifins, or Liquorice. 

Harris efteemed a Diabetes to be like a Diarrhaa, the former 
refpecting the Kidneys, as the latter did the Belly, and therefore 
he ordered the following Infufion with good Succels.

Briftel Water is reckoned excellent upon thefe Occafions ; but 
Morgan fays, that the Tincture of Cantharides is a Medicine that 
may almoft be depended upon, for checking, reftraining, and ftop- 
ping the immoderate Flux of Urine. The beft Tin&iure is made 
with half an Ounce of Flies in a Pint of Elixir Vitrioli; the Dofe 
is from 15 to 40 Drops, twice or thrice a Day, as the Symptoms 
sndicate, And that the beft Vehicle is the Hot-well Water of

S Weating is rarely a Difeafe of itfelf, but the Efeét or Symp 
"_ ton: of fome other : Sometimes a copious Sweat is a falutary 
critical Excretion; which frees the Body from many noxious Hu- 
mours, or at leaft from thofe that are fuperfluous, as in Ca- 
tarrhs, Fevers, and other Diforders. ‘When it is a Symptom, 
which debilitates the Patient exceffively, 23 in He€ticks, Con- 
fumptions, in fome malignant and other Fevers, it is then faid 
to be colliquative. | | 
hen Sweating arifes from too great Plenty of Humours, it is 
not to be flopped ; for I have known many, who have fweated 
greatly in a Morning in Bed, without any Harm, and without 
fhortning their Lives, and who were always difordered when it 
ceafed. Therefore it fhould never be flopped, by taking off the 
Bed-cloths, nor by Cold, nor by aftringent Medicines, nor by 
Opiates ; but if it be troublefome or prejudicial, the -Patient 
mult rife early in the Morning, and govinto the cool Air; ufing 
afparing Diet and Laxatives, that the Courfe of the Humours 
‘may be tutned another Way ; for the increafing of one Evacua- 
tion leflens another, for which Reafon Diuretics are ufeful: 

The exceffive, Sweating of hectic and confumptive Patients, 
is never falutary, but renders them weak, wherefore it is a 
Symptom, and never ¢eafes till the Difeafe is cured. Newerthe: 
lefs it may be diminithed by. light. Covering, attempérating 
Powder of Crab’s Eyes with Nitre, taken in the Evening ; and 
-it will be proper to add a Grain or two of Storax Pills, with-a 
fufficient Quantity of Whey, or Butter-Milk, or an Emulfion : 
But the beft Remedy of all is the Peruvian Bark. Ifit will not 
yield to thefe; and a Flux of the Belly fupervenes, it is all over 
with the Patient. , 3 
_ The copious Sweats at the End of intermitting Fevers, ag 
alfo in the Crifis of Fevers, are beneficial, and ought to be pro-« 
moted by lying quietly in Bed, with a fufficient Quantity of a 
proper Fluid, and Diaphoretic Potions. 

When the Patient fweats much after the Cure of a Fever; he 
fhould drink Bitters twice or thrice in a Day, witha fourth Part 
of the Tin@ture of the Bark, and at Night a Scruple of the 
Aromatic Species, with a Grain or two of Storax Pills,

T Hough we have already treated of the Cure of fome parti- _ 


cular cutaneous Diforders, yet it will not be improper to 
give a general Idea thereof, and the Method of treating them, 
which fhall chiefly be extraGted from the judicious Hoffman. 
Difeafes of the Skin, whether of the exanthematous, pu/tulous, 
or itchy Kind, arife from an impure and acrid Serum, ftagnating 
between the Vafa Exhalantia and the nervous and tendinous {malt 
Fibres of the Skin, which are by this Means corroded. ‘They are 
differently denominated, from the various Degrees of Acrimony

in the Humours by which they are preduced. Thus there is a __ 


moift or dry virulent, malignant, or venereal ich ; a Pfora, a 


Serpiga, a Leprofy, an Impetigo, an Elephantiafis, an Herpes Milie 


aris or Exedens, a Tinea Capitis, and a Gutta Rofacea. 

The mildeft is the benign Itch, whether it be moift or dry. 
Ihe moift generally attacks Infants, and-Children of /anguineo- 
phlegmatic Conftitutions; the Puftules are turgid, with a fanious 
purulent Matter ; whereas the dry Jick principally feizes Perfons 
who are lean and old, of a melancholy and choleric Tempera- 
ment ; in thefe the Puftules are fmaller, with a-ferous Ichor, which 
by irritating the Fibres of the Nerves, under the Cuticula, produ- 
ces an intolerable Itching and Heat. | 
. The dry, fealy, and crufly Itch, after the Cuticle is abraded, 
leaves bloody Spots on the Skin, and is called an Jmpetigo or Tetter. 
Thefe chiefly affault fcorbutic and cacochymic Patients, and ts 
galled a deprous Pfora, when it arifes toa very great Height; the 
worft Kind affects the Head, and the whole Body is covered with 
a Cruft, And the Skin being ulcerated, difcharges a ferous, cor- 
rofive Sanies of an highly fetid Smel/ ; the Appetite is fharp, and 
the Thirft infatiable. ; ) 

When an dmpetigo fucceeds the venereal Difeafe, it affe&s the 
whole Body, chiefly the Face, with Nodes and Toph. ‘This 18 
called a venereal Impetizo. 2) g taiw rows 

The Serpiga, or Herpes Liliaris, whofe Puftules refemble a 

Millet Seed, only affects parficular Parts, as the Legs, Hands, 
Phighs, Scrotum, and Perinaum, on which arife itchy Puftules, 
without 
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Without Moifture, which fall off in Scales, but return again. 
‘This fometimes affects the Head. To this may be referred the 
Scurf familiar to old Men, which, though without Puftules, 
caufes a frequent Scratching. The Herpes fgmetimes attacks 
the Pubes, Scrotum, and even the End of the inte/tinum Rectum, 
efpecially when the bleeding Piles begin to ceafe. 

The Herpes Exedens, called by Célfus the Lgnis Sacer, is not 
unlike an ulcerated Evy/ipelas, and corrodes the whole Skin with 
an Uleer ; and feparates into Scales, fometimes thick and fome- 
times thin, chiefly about the hairy Scalp ; arid when it difappears, 
it leaves hard Tumors behind. ‘w 
_ Whena malignant Herpes feizes the Breaft and Precordia, and 

encircles the Body like a Belt of an Hand’s Breadth, it is called 
Zona Ignea, or the Shingles. It may arife from improbable Cau- 
fes ; for an Ulcer of the Leg ill cured, has proditced it. 

_ The crafty and fca'y Itch, which feizes the Legs, is called by 
fome the Elephantiafis. Thefe are {welled and full of Crufts, 
which being abraded, leave itching and vellicating redifh Spots ; 
whence a thick Humour being difcharged, it forms frefh Crufts 
and Scales. . ae els 

But the true Lepra of the Arabians, or the Elephantiafis of the 

reeks, is much more loathfome: It isa chronical Difeafe, which 
affects the whole Body, even the Bones, and the Skin is covered 
with Spots and ‘Tumors, which, from being red, at laft turn black. 
The Body falls away, while the Face, Legs, and Feet, ate enor- 
moufly fwelled. When the Difeafe is inveterate, the Fingers and 
‘Toes are hid in the Tumor, and a flight Fever arifing, carries the 
Patient off. , | | 

_ The Itch and Leprofy differ greatly from the white fordid Ul- 
cers, which appear principally on the rhufcular Parts, as the Back, . 
Arms, Legs, Thighs, and Loins, difcharging a putrid Sanies, 
fometimes Worms lodge in thefe Ulcers, which are hard to be 
extirpated. | | 3 
_ Thefe Diforders are generally contagious, efpecially by the 
Skins of Animals and woollen Cloaths. oor 

The Seat of Difeafes of the Skin, is the AZembrana Adipofa, . 
from whence the impure Matter cannot freely tranfpire, but be- 
comes acrid, and corrodes, irritates, and inflames the cutaneous 
Fibres, producing various Puftules, and Papule ; hence fat Per- 
fons are more afflicted hereby than the leav. | This Membrane 
probably contains the Fomes of the Small-Pox, Meafles, miliary 
Fever, ZLues Vinerea, and the like. | : 

Infants and Children are moft liable to thefe Diforders ; and 
itis a vulear Error to fuppofe that Achores, the Tinea Capitis, 
and Itch, preferve Children from the Small-Pox and Meatles ; 

P' 2, for 
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for many after the Cure, fall into the confluent Small-Pox, and 
malignant Meafles ; whence it is evident, that every puftulous 
Diforder has a peculiar Quality lodged in the Fat. 

The different Aves of Patients difcover a Reafon why cuta- 
neous Diforders appear in fome Parts, and notin others. “Thus 
Infants and Children are fubje€t to Favi, Achores, a Tinea Capitis, 
Epiphore, purulent Inflammations of the Eyes, and Serpigines on 
the Forehead and Chin ; young Perfons are fubjeét to the fitch,’ 
Herpes, and other cutaneous Diforders, chiefly on the Arms, 
Hands, and Back ; and old Perfons to itching in the Arms, Scro- 
tum, and Perineum ; asalfo a Pfora, Lepra/y, Elepbantiafis, E- 
ryfipelas, ana Ulcers of the Feet, | | 

When the Skin is foft, fpungy, and thin, in fanguineous Per- 
fons, a greater Quantity of Ichor, Saxies, and purulent Matter, 
js collected in the Veffels, which drying, change into Scales and 
Crufts. Choleric Perfons, and thofe of a more compact Habit, 
and the old, are more fubje€t to a dry Itch, and Pimples and ~ 
Puftules, with little or no Moifture. 

The Vifcidity and acrid Quality of the Matter producing thefe 
Paftules, is apparent from the Blood, which in thefe Diforders is 
vifcid, and as it were condenfed into a Cragulum, infomuch that 
it can hardly be feparated. 

Befides the peculiar State of the Body in thefe Diforders, 
there are many concurrent Caufes, fuch as the Suppreffion of 
ufual Bleedings, whether natural or artificial, efpecially if the 
Patient is luxurious. Another Caufe is the Impurities proceed- 
ing from a Suppreffion of Perfpiration, by a cold, moiff, vapid, 
and unwholfome Air. For this Reafon, thofe that dwell in low 
and moift Houfes, Marfhes, Places fubje&t to Inundations, Pri- 
fons, Northern Countries, are moft fubject to thefe Diforders. 
To thefe may be added fudden Changes of Air, Food, Water, 
and other Liquors. ? 

To thefe we may join bad Digeftion, voracious Eating, in- ~ 
congruous Food, Smoak-dry’d Flefh, Salt Bacon and Pork, fat 
Aliments, crude Summer Fruits, Pulfe, acid Wines, Malt Li- 
quors, and impure Waters. By thefe Means falt, vifcid, and 
acrid Crudities, are generated in the Prime Via, and conveyed 
into the Blood. Paffions of the Mind, and fedentary idle Lives, 
contribute thereto. 

Thus Weavers and Taylors are fubje@ to a loathfome Itch, 
with a pale Complection, and tumid State of Body. 

The Prognoftics of thefe Difeafes are various, “- An Itch, 
when caught, is. more eafily cured than others. The moitt 
Stch is generally more mild than the dry ; all cutaneous Difor- _ 
ders, when recent, are more eafily cured than the inveterate, 

and 
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and in the young than in the old. If they proceed from a Fault 
of the Vifcera, they are not curable till that is removed. Hence 
we are enabled to form a juft Prognoftic, if they appear after in- 
termittent Fevers, the Small-Pox, Meafles, and Lues Venerea. 
When they are found in the Back, and fatty Parts, like {mall 
Nodes, of the Shape of Glands, outwardly invifible, but may 
be felt inwardly, like Vetches, Peafe and beans, they are highly 
obftinate. 

The Small-Pox or Meafles, fucceeding an Herpes Miliaris, are 
very dangerous, and Patients who die thereof, have often a mor- 
tified black Space on the Crown of the Head. Leprous Patients 
have generally been banifhed Towns and Cities, oa Occafion of 
~ the Contagion. ee 

In the Cure of cutaneous Diforders, the Patient muft drink no 
Malt Liquor, bur Decoétions of the Roots of China, Sarfoparilla, 
fharp pointed Dock, Vipers Grafs, Suecory, Liquorice, and 
Polypodium, the Barks of Saflafras, “leutheria, and Mifletoe ; 
the Shavings of Saflafras and red Saunders, which may be vari- 
oufly mixed and boiled in pure Water, allowing a Quart to an 
Ounce of each Ingredient. 

To carry on the Cure, the Prime Vie mutt be freed from bad 
Humours, by gentle Laxatives of Manna, Sena, Rhubarb, Cream 
of Tartar, Caffia, and the bitter purging Salts. 

But if thefe fail, Purgatives, Diaphoretics, and Cleanfers of. 
the Blood muft be ufed, that the vifcid Humours, ftuffing the 
Paflaces of the Vifcera may be difcharged. Kefin of Jalap, 
Extra& of black Hellebore, or Elatertum, mixed with Mercurius 
Dulcis, or Athiops Mineral, and Gum Ammoaniac, are proper 
Purges. A Powder may be made with a few Grains of Refin of 
Jalap, with equal Quantities of Almonds and Mercurius Dulcis, 
with a Drop or two of the Oil of Mace. Guaiacum Wood, 
with its Bark, is an excellent Medicine in thefe Cafes. “The 
mineral Kingdom affords tartarized and acrid Tincture of Anti- 
mony. medicinal Regulus of Antimony ; and if a venereal Taint, 
is fufpected, a Decoétion of crude Antimeny is a fingular Re- 
medy. 

In the wort Cafes, we muft have Recourfe to Mercury and ~ 
its Preparations; though in fome Patients, neither thefe nor 
Purgatives, nor Bleeding can be admitted, as in Infants or very 
old Perfons, or when the nervous Syftem is highly delicate, and 
the Body rather dry and lean, than fat or Aabby ; or if the Fault 
is chiefly in the Acrimony of the Humours, fer in this Cale a 
Milk Diet will be beft. . 
: 73 When 
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When there is a fcorbutic Lwes, or the Patient is aflifted with 
an hypochondriac Affection, the medicinal Waters are proper, 
mixed with half or a third Part of Milk. The Se/ters Water 
1s good, | , 

Tf thefe Waters can’t be had, the Patient muft ufe Decoctions 
of Dodder of Thyme, Fumitory, Balm, Marfh-trefoil, Brook- 
lime, Dandelion, Borrage, Endive, Succory, and others. Vipers 
have been greatly recommended, but are of little Efficacy.’ 

If the Difeafe proceeds from Luxury, Abftinence and Exer- 
cife will be neceflary. If crude, vifcid Humours are in Fault, 
with a phlegmatic Conftitution, Cathartics, and Diaphoretics 
will be proper. When the Patient is plethoric, he muft ule 
Bleeding or Cupping-Glaffes. If the Patient is young, lean, 
and choleric, then give Whey, Mineral Waters, and Milk, ni- 
trous Preparations and Manna. . If the Stomach and Vij/cera are 
weak, Stomachics muft be given. If Perfpiration is fupprefled, 
FriGions and gently diaphoretic Infufions muft be made ufe of. 

When chronical and dangercus Diftempers terminate in the 
Itch, and other cutaneus Eruptions, as it were by a Crifis, no 
Evacuations muft be made: “The Cafe is the fame when Nature 
throws out Eruptions for falutary Purpofes, for then the T’en- 
dency of Nature muft be affifted by gentle Diaphoretics, fuch as 
Infufions of Scordium, Paul's Betony, Scabious, Fumitory, and 
Carduus Benediétus, Flowers of Elder, the Roots of Burnet and 
fharp-pointed Dock. Likewife Diaphoretic Powders, of Dia- 
phoretic Antimony, Cerufs of Antimony, with an Addition 
of a {mall Quantity of crude Antimony, medicinal Regulus of 
Antimony, and its Flowers; Cinnabar, 4 thiops Mincral, and 
the like. The Powders muft be given in an Evening in the 
Waters of Elder Flowers, Carduus Benediétus, Yumitory, or 
Scabious. | 

Diaphoretic Medicines alone will not do, for which Reafon

If the Itch, or other Difeafes of the Skin, retreat, or are 
driven back by Externals, the moft dreadful Symptoms will en- 
fue: In which Cafe give fmall Dofes of Adercurius Dulcis, as 
an Alterative ; as alfo eight or ten Grains of the Flour of Sul- 
phur, with an Abforbent, at which Time the Mercury muft be 
omitted ; if there is a Fever, both are improper. 

A Salivation muft be ufed with great Caution, ‘efpecially if the’ 
Patient is cachectic and fcorbutic ; and the Humours muft be 
previoufly corrected and prepared, otherwife the moft dangerous 
Symptoms will come on, 


Infants muft take fixed, abforbent, laxative, and depurating  - 


Medicines, on account of the Weaknefs of the nervous Syftem. 
But if thefe fail, a fmall Dofe of Mercurials may be ventured.

In the Herpes of all Kinds, and the Shingles, Diaphoretics’ 
of a fixed Nature, and proper Waters, are an excellent Prefer- 
vative. Thefe are to be ufed in obftinate Ulcers, and internal’ 
Abfcefles.. 

_External Remedies are of great Ufe in thefe Diforders. 
When moift Puftules and running Ulcers require drying, or when. 
the cutaneous Ducts are greatly relaxed, a {mall Quantity of 
Flour of Sulphur, ufed as am Ointment with Linfeed Oil, 
Cerufs, and Tutty is much efteemed. When there is Pain, 
Rednefs, Heat, and Itching, the Ointment of Ceru/fs, prepared 
with a Solution of Litharge in ftrong Vinegar, Ceru/s and Hog’s- 
Lard, is to be preferred, efpecially with Flour of Sulphur, and 
afew Drops of Oil of Rhodium. A dry painful ich, is beft 
appeafed by a Mucilage of the middle Rind of the Lime-Tree, 
extracted with Rofe-Water. Linfced-Oil, Ceru/s, anda little 
Safiron, reduced to the Form of a Plafter, is alfo of fingular. 
Service. 

When the Intention is to purify and confolidate deep Ulcers, 
_ diftilled Oil of Juniper and Bays, or Balfam of Sulphur mixed 
with the fame Oil, and Zthiops Adinoral, may be ufed. 

For a Tinea Capitis, after proper Internals, the following Oint-.

Roots, and Fumitory, Scabious and Soap-wort. ‘Thefe are pro- 
per for a Leprous Pforg and Elephantiafis, after Internals, to pu- 
rify the Blood ; likewife Baths made of the Scorig of Iron, or 
Copper, are proper in thefe Diforders proceeding from an excef- 
five Phicknefs of the ferous and lymphatic Humours, fuch as the 
Itch, Serpiga, and Achores, Baths of River-Water boiled with 
Bran, and corrected with Milk, are good ina dry /tch, and a 
great Roughne(s of the Skin, . 

Topicks muft be the laft Refource, and never ufed till the 
vifcid, acrid, and corrupted Mafs of Blood and Humours has 
been corrected by Internals, While Topicks are ufed, Diapho- 
reticks muft not be neglected, otherwife /iches and fuch like Dif 
orders, when fuppreffed by Externals, hurt the nervous Syftem, 
producing Cramps and epileptic Spa‘ms, the iliac Paffion, Deli- 
riums, inflammatory Fevers, Cardialgia’s, and dropfical Tu- 
mors, which can hardly be cured fo as to prevent a Return of 
the former Diforder. . 

The Gutta Rofaceais an unfightly redifh Colour of the Face, 
with fmaull Scales, and fometimes with Puftules and unequal ‘Tu- 
bercles, aiiling from an impure Serum, conveyed to the capillary 
Veflels of the Face. The moft confiderable Diforder of this 
Kind, is when the Nofe appears preternaturally red, or the Fore- 
head and particular Parts of the Face. It is worfe when fcaly, 
and worft of all with Puftules and Tubercleg. ‘This Diforder is 
produced in fome Patients by a Turgefcence and Diftention of the 
capillary Vedlels, or the lateral Veflels, which at other Times ad- 
mit no coloured Lymph. 

The fiighteft Kind, when the Conftitution is good, is cured 
by cooling, diluting and revulfive Medicines. But in fcorbutic 
Patients the Blood muft be purified, for which Purpofe the fol- 
lowing Potion is good.

WOMEN’s DISEASES. 


Of the Cuiorosis or GREEN-SICKNESS, 


S YDENHAM looks upon this to be a Species of the Hy/eric 
Affection, and is known by a Palenefs and Difcoloration of 
the Face and of the whole Body. The Complexion appears a 
little fublivid or greenifb, with a red or dark Circle under the 
Eyes ; the Face is bloated, the Eyelids and Ancles are apt to: 
{well ; the whole Body is heavy and dull; there isa tenfive Laf- 
fitude of the Legs and Feet, Difficulty of Breathing, Palpitation 
of the Heart, Pain of the Head, a feverifh Pulfe, a Drowfinefs, 
a Pica, or Defire of eating unfit Things, fuch as Coals, Chalk, 
&c, and a Suppreffion of the Menfes. The Clavus Hyftericus 
often attacks Patients inthe Height of this Diforder. 

‘The Cure is to be attempted with Chalybeate Medicines, fuch 
as are prefcribed in the Hy/ferze Diforder, given according to the 
Patient’s Age, drinking Wine after them 5 or the corroborating 
Infufion with Angelica Root. If the Patient is not very weak, 
fhe may be purged once or twice before the Courfe is enter’d 
upon ; [or fhe may take the following Pills,

Aftruc advifes to add bruifed Millepedes to aperitive Broths 
-madeof Rad. Ariftoloch. rub, Tiné#. Anon. Eryng. Ajparag. Brufe.. 
Apij an Ounce of each. He alfo recommends Borax, the iofe 
is xv Grains, or Arcan. dup. Tartar. Vitriol. 3s. Tartar. 
Martial. folub. gr. xxiv. which Remedies fhould be continued 
for Twenty-two Days or thereabouts. Mineral Waters do Won- 
ders in thefe Cafes, for they are diluent and aperitive at the fame 
Time. Ele¢taries, if prefer’d, may be made of Preparations of 
Steel, the Martial Flowers, Crocus Martis, &c. the Dofe Dj- 
After thefe the Preparations of Mercury that do not purge, may 
take Place; fuch as Athiops Mineral, 9}. Cinnabar, gr. vit}. 
After thefe Borax, gr. xij. or Arcan. duplicat. Zfs. or Millep. 93. 
The Gums are not without their Merit, fuch as A/a Fetida, 
Aloes, and Myrrh. Add to thefe emollient Baths, frequent Eva- 
cuations and Exercife, but above all Matrimony. He alfo praifes 
a Fumigation of the Scorie of Antimony received into the Pu- 
denda, But the Steam of a Decottion of Pennyrcyal or the like, 
is much better, | 
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Of the Supprefiion. of ihe Menfes, 


S foon as a healthy Female arrives at her full Growth, fhe 
“&. generates more Blood than can be conveniently contained 
in the Veffels ; wherefore the Superfiuzty is evacuated by the wte- 


. gine Arteries, and is called the Menfes. BokrRH. 


[The Antients afcribed the periodical return of this Flux to the 
Influence of the A4eon, but becaufe in this Age few will believe 
what they cannot explain, this Opinion is not entertain’d by the 
Generality of Phyficians. This Humour of denying every Thing 
not well underftood, prevailed fo much after the exploding of 
occult Qualities, that fome took upon them to difprove that there 
is any Connexion between the Tides and that Planet. Dut this 
Infatuation was removed from among the Favourers of the New- 
tonian Philofophy, as {oon as Sir Lface had fhown that it was in 
Conformity to mechanical Laws, in Confequence of the Lunar 
Attraction; but what this Attraction is, we are as mucli at a 
Lofs to comprehend as ever. Many, who have been very un- 
willing to allow the Moon any Influence at all, have been forced 
to fubmit to Fats, which in fome Cafes are fo glaring that they 

are 
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are undeniable: Among thefe is Junker, * who, {peaking of the 
Procatartic Caufes of Convulfions, among other Things mentions 
the Lunar Phafes, acknowledging at the fame Time that the 
Manner by which it is done continues a Secret hitherto. Freind 
affirms, that the Moon is out of the Queftion in this Affair of the 
Maenfes, becaufe, fays he, if it were otherwife, all Women of 
the {fame Country, Age and Conftitution, would have this perie 
odical Flux at the fame Time. Admitting the Argument to hold 
good, yet it proves nothing, for the precife Conftitutions of dif- 
ferent Women is unknown to any Phyfician ; for it is impoffible 
for him to prove that the Conftitutions of any two are exactly 
alike, and, which ought to have been added, that they obferve 
a Regimen exa@ly the fame. The moft barbarous Nations are 
perfuaded of the Moon’s Influence in this Cafe, and it ought not 
to be rejected, becaufe we are ignorant how itis perform’d, ‘That 
Oyfters and Mufeles are more fat and plump at the full than the 
new Moon, 1 can aflert upon my own Experience. This Fact 
has been often obferved in different Ages, and Alughes, in his Na- 
tural Hiftory of Barbadoes, has taken Notice of the fame; but 
how it is done is impoffible for us to explain. Many have been 
the Difputes about the Crifes in Fevers ; but this Debate would, 
foon be brought to an Iffue, if Nature was permitted to remain 
undifturbed by incongruous Medicines, and, inftead of reckoning 
the Periods of them by the Days, Practitioners would take Notice 
of the Motion of the Moon, which is fometimes quicker and 
fometimes flower. Hoffman {ays, Crifis feptenario S femtfepte- 
nario judicanda; and, from Hippecrates, determines the fourth, 
feventh, eleventh, fourteenth, &c. to be eritical Days ; but the 
moft certain Method is to obferve the Place of the Moon at the 
Beginning of the Difeafe, and then to compute the Time in which 
fhe moves 45, 90, 135, 180, 225, 270, 315, or 360 Degrees, 
which will fometimes a little anticipate, and fometimes exceed 
the Number of Days allotted by Authors. Would the Nature 
of my Defign permit, I could fhow that this is no new Opinion, 
and that it has been well fupported by Authors, but this would 
lead me too far out of the Way.] 

Mead pronounces more abfolutely inthe prefent Cafe, for he 
fays, every one knows how great a Share the Moon has in for- 
warding the monthly Evacuations of Women: And that there is» 
no queftion to be made, but the Correfpondency which we here 
obferve, would be greater {till and even univerfal, did not the in-

Sometimes the 
Menfes will force a Way through the Eyes, Ears, Noftrils, 
Gums, the Salival Du€ts, the Oefophagus from the d/vus, Blad- 
der, Breafts, Skin, Wounds or Ulcers. 

Hence often arifes a Depravation of all the /i/cera, as alfo 
Difeafes without Number, partly from a Putrefaction already 
begun, and partly from the Hurt which the Vefiels have receiv’d.

From this Diforder proceed Want of Appetite, the Pica and 
Malacia, or a depraved Appetite. If it is habitual and obftinate 
a Schirrus or Dropfy of the Womb are to be feared, or a Rup- 
ture of fome Blood-Vefiel, efpecially of the Lungs. Itis not fo 
dangerous when the Uterus is not infarcted, or when there is no 
other Symptom) of the AZenfes. If this Difeafe is attended. with 
the Fluor vibad it may become-habitual, and from Yellow be- 
come Green and Acrid, corroding the Uterus, and laying a oun- 
dation of a Dropfy therein. eae 

Things which retard the Menfes are zamoderate Cold, Sorrow, 
a fudden Fright, too great Evacuations, ineraffating Diet, a Cra- 
dity of the Humours, Acids, and aftringent Medicines. AST RUC. 

This Diforder is to be cured’ in the fame Manner as the :hyfte- 
ric Affection, but, if the Remedies for that fail, the Patient mutt 
take every Morning five Spoonfuls of an hyfteric Julep, with 
twelve Drops of Spirit of Harthhorn ; and every. Night 5}. of 
Pulv, ¢ Myrrh, Comp. made into.a Belus or Pills with Syr é Cort. 
Aurant.Svp. Allen recommends Cantharides and Campbire ; the 
Dofe is from two Grains to fix. 

Hoffman dire&ts Chalybeates, or Pills made of Aloes, Myrri, 
Saffron, Amber, Caftor, and round Birthwort, Piteairn thinks 
Mercury more efficacious than Steel, [which may be taken thus,

kK, VERY large Flux of Blood from the Uterus is not to be 
: efteemed noxious, but fuch only as is attended with Lofs 
of Strength, which brings on other Symptoms, fuch as Want of 
Appetite, Crudities from Indigeftion, a Senfation of Weight near 
the Region of the Stomach, an ill Colour in the Face, a languid 
Pulfe, often with a gentle Heat, an cedematous Swelling of the 
Feet, and a difturbed Sleep without Refrefhment. 

Sometimes the Menfes flow in too great Plenty and with Im- 
petuofity at the ufual Period; fometimes twice or oftner in a 
Month; fometimes again they continue feveral Days longer than 
ordinary. 

This Flux fometimes confifts of thin florid Blood, which hap- 
pens chiefly in Abortions, and froma Retention of Pieces of the 
Secundines, which kecp the Mouths of the Veflels open. Some- 
times there are coagulated and clotted Maffes like Flefh come 
away with the Blood of the Size of an Ege, which is occafioned 
by a Stoppage of the Menfes for two or three Months. “At other 

' Times the Blood is grumous, coagulated and black, generally on 
the 
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the firft Days of Child-bed, in flender and plethoric Subjeéts: 
When the Patient is Cacheéfic; and the Flux continues long, it 
is thin, watryand mucid. In the Scorbutic it is corrupt and fetid, 
with Acrimony and Pain. In the younger Sort before Child- 
bearing, if the Evaeuation be immoderate, it is commorily fol- 
lowed by a Plwer Albus, or the dripping of a white, impure, mu- 
cid Matter. 

__ The Caufe may be referred to a copious and impetuous Affux 
of Bloodto the Uterus, and an unequal and impeded Reflux by 
the Veins; which, diftending and relaxing the uterine Veffels, 
make the Orifices too wide, or rend and corrode them, by which 
the Blood flows too freely. This may happen from a Plethora, 
or, when there has been a long Suppreffion, or an Abortion, or a 
difficult Labour. It generally happens to Women about the fif- 
tieth Year, when the Menfes are going to leave them, and not 
always without Danger. It fometimes happens to Women up- 
wards of fixty, which, if attended with a flow Fever, haftens 
Death. | 

The concomitant Signs are generally thefe: A Tenfion and In- 
flation of the Aypochondria, a heavy prefling Pain about the Loins, 
fometimes with a Chillnefs ; a Coldnefs of the Extremities; a 
Sinking of the Veflels; a Palenefs of the Face; a quick Pulfe, 
with an internal Heat; a Coftivenefs, and little Urine ; all which 
fhow there is not only a Debility and Laxity of the Uterus, but 
Spafmodic Stridtures of the vafculous and nervous Parts, which 
force the Blood to the Uterus. Hence the Reafon is evident, why 
Hy/fleric, Hypochondriac Women, and thofe of tender Conftitu- 
tions, are moft liable to this Diforder. 

If the Body is cacochymic or fcorbutic, or full of bad Humours, 
or afficted with the Venereal Difeafe; when the Vifcera are un- 
found, and the Liver, Spleen, and Meferaic Veins are ftuffed with 
thick Blood, the Cafe is dangerous and troublefome ; for the 
Fault of the Fluids and Cachexy continually increafe: Befides, 
the more the Strength is weakened, the more the Stomach and 
Digeftion are hurt; the Blood is depraved, and the Excretions 
difturbed and leffened. When this happens to Women when the 
Child is dead, their Lives are in great Danger, and nothing but 
fpeedy Affiftance from a Man- midwife can fave them. The Cafe 
is allo dangerous when the Secwndines are violently extraéted, or 
Parts of them are retained, and which fometimes degenerates into 
Moles. HoFF. . 

Immoderate Evacuations are produced by a fedentary Life, 
which gives room for Abundance of thick Chyle and Milk; 

rs whence 
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whence the * Colatoria Laétea are dilated therewith, while ver y 
little of the Humours of the Body is diffipated ; for this is com= 
monly the Diforder of the rich, not poor Women, who exer- 
cife much, and live fparingly. It is caufed likewife by too fre- 
quent an Ufe of Salt, acrid, and feafon’d Meats ; by fpirituous 
Liquors, Sc. by violent Agitations and Paffions of the Mind, 
from Lofles, Gaming, Love, Anger, &c. It may be obferved 
likewife, that violent Exercife does as much Harm as the Mode- 
rate is ferviceable, efpecially if the Patient is fubje& to this 
Flux from other Caufes. Such as too frequent a Repetition of the 
- Venereal AQ, efpecially in Women of a delicate Conftitution, 
too frequent Child-bearing; for by thefe the + Appendices Cece 
become fenfibly larger and longer than in a hatural State, This 
happens particularly after Abortion, through the Rupture of fe- 
veral of the Appendices. But above all, this will fupervene in 
Confequence of forced Abortions; for then Nature is much more 
injured: ; ! 
he Caufe of this Diforder may proceed from the Colatoria 
Laétea, when they are too full.of Milk, and comprefs the /p- 
pendices Venofe, whence an habitual Evacuation of Blood ; from 
the Laxity, Rupture, Aperture, or Corrofion of the Extremities 
of the Appendices Venofe; or from the Blood alone, when there 
.is a general or particular Pleihora, or a great Impetuofity thereof. 
_ The Care fhould refpeét the reftraining a prefent F lux, and to 
keep within Bounds a future one. 
It fhould be begun with Reft, if convenient, in Bed; the Pa- 
tientlying on her Back, with Silence as much as poffible. Bleed 
in the Arm, according as the Conftitution and Strength of the 


* The Colatoria Laéea were formerly called Glands, and are fituated 
On the third and internal Tunic of the Uterus, which is thicker than the 
externaione. It is full of d/perities on its Convex Part for the clofer 
Adhejion to the upper Membrane, but fmoother on its concave Surface, 
the better to exprefs the Men/es, and embrace the Semen Virile. Thefe 
Colatoria Laéiea are veficular Bodies ; for if you macerate an Userus in 
Vinegar, and pinch and prefs itin fome Parts,’ the gaping Orsifices of 
thefe veflels will {pew out their Contents. Astruc. 

t The Veins of the Uterus form numerous Angles, Contorfions, and 
Anaftomofes ; befides which, there is another remarkable Singularity in 
them: Each Vein is divided at its Extremity into two Branches, the one 
to preferve the Circulation, the other isa Kind ofan Appendix, like 
the Inteflinum Caecum, to receive the Mexffrual Blood. Th ele Venous Ap- 
pendices, efpecially in the Time of Conception, become fo turgid with 
the Quantity of Blood they receive, that they acquire a confiderable 
Length, and are pendulous in the internal Surface of the Matrix: Be. 
fides this, they ferve to unite the Placenta to the Uterus, for they are in- 
ferted therein.

from:an Acrimony,in the Blood; and as the Peruvian Bark is very 
powerful in allaying the Effervefcence of the Blood, whereby the 
Veflels are diftended, it will be proper to give it fome Days be- 
fore the Time. ‘This is neceflary in all periodical Haemorrhages; 
and to reftringe and brace up the Fibres, exhibit burnt Alum, 
with.a.fourth Part of Sang. Dracon. Mean. 

If the Azenfes appear in Breeding Women, the true and only 
Remedy is Opium, which mutt be given freely, till the Intention 
is obtained; for when the Lower /ifcera are concerned, it does 
hot fo much affect the Head.

HE Fluor Albus confifts in the Efflux of a whitifh, lym- 

phatic, ferous or aqueous Humour from the A@atrix. Ast. 
It is fometimes white, fometimes pale, yellow, green or black- 
ifh; fometimes it is fharp and corrofive, fometimes fouland fetid; © 
_ the Face is difcoloured, there is a Pain in the Spine of the Backs 
the Appetite is loft, and the Eyes and the Feet fwell. Syp. 
Some Women have a periodical Flux of the Whites inftead of 
the Menfes. ! 

There are remarkable DiftinGions in this Diforder; as the 
Laéteous, Semilaécteous, and Lymphatic. It may be more or lefs 
copious. The Colours may be different ; as yellow, brownifh, 
like the Wathings of Flefh, green or blackifh. It may be fo 
acrid or cauftic as to excoriate the Vulva. And it is either ha- 
bitual or periodical. | | 

The Symptoms are, a Pain and Weight in the Loins, which 
is worft in the Lymphatic Flux, as being attended with a Swel- 
ling of the Uterus ; turbid Urine ; frequent Barrennefs ; a Liable- 
nefs to Abortion; a Loathing of fome Things, and longing for 
others ; Indigeftion ; Thicknefs and Crudity of the Blood ; whence 
proceed cedematous Swellings of the Feet by Day, and of the 
Face by Night; difficult Breathing; Palpitation of the Heart 5 
Syncope; Relaxation of the Ligaments of the Uverus ; a total or 
partial Procidentia Uteri: If the Flux is acrid and corrofive, it 
ulcerates the Vulva ; creates Ph/yene ; which laft generally pro- 
ceeds from a Scirrhus or Cancer inthe Uterus; a flow Fever 5 
Dropfies of different Parts; of which, or a Confumption, the 
Patient generally dies. . 

It may be confounded with an Ulcer of the Uterus, or a Gonor- 
rhea: ‘Che Flux of an Ulcer is always fetid, of a Fluor Albus 
not. The former is lefs in Quantity, and has been preceded 
with Pain, Heat, an Inflammation anda Fever ; is attended now 


Qa and 
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2nd then, with an acute Pain, and the Patient cannot-bear con- 
Jugal Embraces. It may be known from avirulent Gonorrhaa, 
becaufe this is attended with Pain and an Inflammaiion of the 
external Parts of the Pudenda, chiefly about the Ciito is, Heat, 
Sharpnefs and Difficulty of Urine, Pain in Coition; it makes its 
Progrefs fooner. If the Gonorrhaea is inveterate, it is very like a 
a Fluor Albus. AsTR. 

Befides, Arterial Blood, the Menf:s conhift of redundant Lymph 
or Serum, chiefly from the membranous Cells, and Ventricles of 
the Glands of thofe parts of the Membrana Cellulofa, which are 
more immediately connected with the Kidneys, Uterus, and Ova- 
rium. When this Lymphatic Secretion becomes morbid, it is called 
the Fluor Albus. At firlt the Parts of the Membrana Adipofa of 
the Loins, Kidneys, and Uterine Appendages, are wafted by its 
_ but at length the Flux becomes acrimonious, and may melt and 
carry off all the Fat of the Body. More. 

"The Fluor Albus fometimes is difcharged from the Uterine Vef- 
fels, and fometimes from the Glands of the Vagina: In the frit 
Cafe it flops when the Menfes begin to fow; im the latter it 
continues wih them, and pregnant Women are not exempted 
from it. Pitcairn has obferved a Cafe which lafted four Years, 
in which the Diforder returned regularly every new Moon, and 
lafted eight Days. Meap. 

When this Flux is unfeafonably ftopped, it caufes the Belly to 
fwell, with Pains of the Loins, flow Fevers, Numbnefs of the 
Joints, and great Laffitude of the Body. Horr. 

When the Flux is Jaéteous, it may be cured in fifteen Days. 
The Patient muft feed {paringly, ufe frequent Exercife, and fleep 
little, If this isnot complied with, fhe muft bleed in the Arm 
once or twice a Month, and take Purges and Emetics, or at leaft 
frequent Clyfters. The Efficacy of thefe muft be affifted with 
Diaphoretics, Decoétion of the Woods, and Diuretics. 

In the Semilaéteous Flux, infpiffating and nourifhing Diet will 
be beft, fuch as Creams, Soups, boiled Milk, roaft Meat, Feilies, 
&c. Milk, or Milk turned with a Decodtion of China, is very 
good. Likewife a Pti/am made with Rad. Confolid. Major. Al- 
thea. Malv. Sem. Lin. and Syr. Limon. 

Narcotics are highly ufeful, efpecially if the Patient is reftlefs, 
or delirious. In the Beginning the Dofe muft be fmall, which’ 
may be gradually increafed. ; 

When the Veficule Laffee are relaxed, the Tone mutt be re- 
ftored with hot miveral Baths, Fomentations and Injections of 
and bathing inthe fame. The Steam may alfo be conveyed into 
the Vagina with a Funnel. 

Decoctions 
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- Decoétions of the Woods are alfo good as Diaphoretics ; and 
Diuretics of a DecoGtion of Roots of Eringo and Reft Harrow, 
with Powder of Millepedes, or Glauber’s Salt. 

- -When Aftringents are neceflary, give Fol. Argent. Verben. 
Virg. Aur. Marrhub. Calaminth, with Balf. Peruv. Capiv. Tere- 
binth. eChio, from vi. to xviii. Drops, if very fluid, in Sugar. 

More powerful Afiringents are Rad Biftort. Tormentil. Confo- 
lid. major. Fol. Plantag. Millefol. Burf Paftor. Balauftia in Broths 
Decoétions, Ptifans, €c. In obftinate Cafes, Sang. Dracon, Ma- 
fiich. Succ. Hypocift d. Ter. Fapon. Terr. Sigillat. Succin. Santal. 
rub. Pulv. The Dofe of thefe is aout x. or xij. Grains. If given 
together, the Dofe muft be diminifhed in Proportion to the Num- 
ber of the Ingredients. If the Cafe is preffing, order fome Grains 
of Alum and Dragon’s Blood to 3fs. or 3j. in Conferv. of Rofes 
twice a Day. 3 

If the Lymphatic Fiux is attended with a fcrophulous, or feorbutic, 
or venereal Taint ; thefe Diforders muft firft be removed. If the 
uterine Lymphatics are comprefled by Scirrhofities, Cancers, Gangli- 
ons, or the like, Regard muft be had to the Caufes. 

In Obftrudtions of the Glands of the Uterus, begin with Bleed- 
ing; then a gentle Purge, or an Emetic of iij gr. of Tartar. 
emetic. or Ipecacuanba, Afterwards, if the Patient’s Conftitution 
is cold, attenuating Aperients. If fhe is hot and bilious, with a 
fenfible Pain in the Uterus, cooling Broths and Apozems with the 
Addition of Cray-Fifh; Affes Milk with a Decoétion of Bar- 
ley ; Chalyeate Whey with Chervil boiled therein. Gently purg- 
ing Mineral Waters, Baths and half Baths are convenient in the 
Summer. | 

The aperient and attenuating Remedies are Rad. Afparag. 
Erving. Anon. Lapath. Acut.in Broths or Apozem, 3ij. of a Mix- 
ture of thefe Ingredients may be ufed at a Time. Fol. Cichor. 
Charefol Sunmitat. Nafturt. aquat. are diuretic. Argent, and Agri- 
mon, are fomewhat aftringent, aperitive and vulnerary. To- 

_wards the Ends of the Decoétions may be added, Aéillep. Viv. 
or Sal. Glaub. Arcan. Duplicat. 3ij. Or the Adillep. may be pow- 
dered. ; 

Chalybeates are likewife proper: xx Grains of the Powder of 
any Preparation is a Dofe, and x Grains of Flor. Martial. As 
alfo Cinnabar, Asthiops Mineral, &c. ‘The Dofe of the Azhiops 
is from ten Grains to a Dram; of Cinnabar from vi. to xviii. be- 
ginning with the fmalleft Dofe. 

Pulv, Milley. and Gum Ammoniac. Sagapen. Opopon. Galban. 
and Myrrh, are very efficacious ; of the former iv or v Grains isa 
Defe. Of Atyrrb more may be prefcribed. ‘You may begin 
with the mildeit Aperitives, and proceed to the laft Clafs, which 
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ufe for about fifteen Days, unlefs the Heat, Senfibility, of 
Pain in the Uterus be increafed. Aftringents taken inwardly or 
ufed as Injections, are frequently pernicious. ‘To every Dofe of 
the ftronoer Aperitives adi a quarter or half a Grain of Opium. 

In the falling down of the Uterus, after it is reftored to its Place, 
the Aftringents beforementioned mutt be ufed, with hot Baths of 
Vitriolic or Chalybeate Waters and Fomentations of the fame. 
See the Account of this Difeafe. 

When the Flux is difcoloured, and attended with Heat, Pain, 
and Ulcers, which threaten a Scirrhus or a Cancer, a palliative. 
Cure muft be only attempted when once a Cancer is induced. For 
which bleed once a Month, and purge with AZanna as eften, with 
a Milk Diet, and Narcotics Morning and Evening : The latter 
Dofe mutt be largeft. Emollient Decoétions may be drank often 5 
but Bleeding can be only depended upon. All Aperitives muft 
be banifhed. AsTRuc. 7 

In the Cure of the Fluor Albus no Glutinants nor Aftringents 
mutt be ufed ; but the Tin@ture of Cantharides in a trong Decoc- 
tion of Gugiacum. If the Cafe be obftinate, crude Mercury taken 
fo as not to falivate, nor require Confinement, is a moft effectual 
Cure. Perfons of a tender Fabrick cannot bear it mixt with Pur- 
gatives, therefore the belt Way is to give it in fmaller Dofes, and 
fufpend the Ufe of it now and then for a few Days, where there 
are any Appearances of [a Tendency to] a Salivation, *till thofe 
Symptomis difappear.

Alacity in Women, attended with Impudence, Reftlefinefs, 

and a Delirium, is called the Furor Uierinus. Erm. I fhould 
choofe to refer this Diforder to the Head, as there is fometimes 
a Melancholy, and fometimes a maniacal Delirium. The Patients — 
delight to talk obfcenely, and follicit Men to fatisfy their Defires,. 
both by Words and Geftures, 

It arifes from a too great Senfibility, or Inflammation of the 
- Pudenda, or Parts wherein the venereal Stimulus refides, which 
are chiefly the C.ztorzs and Vagina; or the too great Abundance 
and Acrimony of ike Fluids of thofe Parts ; or both thefe Caufes 
may exift together. © 

In the Delirium Maniacum, the Patient is entirely fhamelefs s 
in the AZelancholicum more referved, and her Foily is confined to 
fewer Objects. 

It mav proceed from the Abufe of bot Aperitives ; thus Sal Ame 
moniac, Borax and Cantharides have produced it ; from powerful 
Emmena.ogues in hot and bilious Conftitutions ; fometimes from 
dificult and fuppreft Menfes ; from Remedies given againft Ste- 
riliy. Mufk diffolved in Oleum Aromaticum, and rubbd on the 
Membrum virile, has raifed a Phigofis in the Vagina, whence a 
Furor Uterinus enfued. = - 

It is cifficult of Cure in thofe whofe Menfes are difficult at 
firft ; in inveterate Cafes; in old Subje@ts. It is eafier’ cured, 
when the Furor Uterinus is eflential, and the Delirium fympto- 
| Q 4 matic, 
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matic, than when the Delirium is effential, and the Furor fymp- 
tomatic. The Maniacal Delirium is harder to manage than the 
Melancholic. \f it continues a Month or two, the Fault of the 
Brain becomes obftinate, for it degenerates into real Madnefs. 

The Indications of Cure are to diminith the Heat and Senfi- 
bility of the affected Parts. To cool, fweeten and dilute the 
Blood, and to render it balfamic ; or to purfue both Intentions 
at once, 

The firft Indication is anfwered by frequent and copious Bleed- 
ings, as in an incipient Madnefs ; even to eight Times in two 
Days, if nothing forbids ; if fhe faints there is no Danger. She 
mutt likewife be purged, as mad Folks are, with Falap, Scammon, 
Diagrid. The Dofe mu!’ be increafed one third, as being hard 
to purge. Emetics are alfo good, for they evacuate the Bile, 
which abates the Acrimony of the Humours. In the Intervals, 
order frequent emollient Clyflers, to which add 3{s. of Sal Pru- 
nel. or a little Vinegar Morning and Night, Baths and Semicue 
pia, moderate the Heat, Irritation and Senfibility of the Parts af- 
fected. Asalfo emollient Injections into the Vaging and Fomen- 
tations, or Peffurics of Cotton may be fteeped therein ; Sal Pra- 
nel. may alfo be mixed therein. . 

T’o abate the Acrimony, the Patient muft drink plentifully of 
a cooling emollient tifan; or a Decoétion of Rad. Ath. Nymvh, 
Se. adding to each Pint, 2) of Sal. Prunel. or Spir. Nitr. ad 
gratam Aciditatem. Or fhe may take mineral Waters or Emul- 
fions with Chicken Broth, aid Seeds of Papav. alb. Lin. Canna- 
bis, &c. and fweetned. In the Summer, Whey with zfs. of 
Sal Prunel, for each Dofe. After this fhe muft be kept toa Milk 
Diet only. Narcotics are alfo good at Night, and half a Dofe 
in the Morning, and the fame every four Hours. Simple Opium 
diffolved is beft. 

In a Delirium Melancholicum [lawful] Coition may be admit- 
ted, for I knew a Woman of fome Confequence run to the 
Guard-Room, and return perfeétly cured. Of the Fol. Agn. Ca/?, 
Fal. & Rad. Cicut. Sal Saturn. & Camph. fo much praifed, three 
are ufelefs; the Hemlock is Puifon, and the Sal Saturn, is dange- 
rous inwardly.

tion asthe inflamed Uterus. AsTR. 

This Difeafe may be faid to be fuperficial or more grievous and 
profound. It is eafily formed in Child Bed Women, and frequently 
accompanies the A@i/k- Fever, and may be cured in a few Days, 
if rightly managed; But when it is very intenfe, and attended 
with grievous'Symptoms without Remiffion, it kills on the fe- 
venth, ninth, or eleventh Day, and a white miliary Fever gene- 
rally f{upervenes, which is the worft Omen, for it fhows a Morti- 
fication of the Uterus. When this Fever happens, there are 
{paftic and painful Strictures in the Abdomen, the Flux of the Ute- 
tus is ftopp’d, the Body is coftive, the Feet are cold, there is an 
urging to make Water, which is painful ; the Head looks red, 
and {wells, the Eyes fhine; drops of Blood fall from the Nofe, 
the Mind js difturb’d, the Sleep is little with terrifying Dreams : 
There is likewife moft difficult Breathing, Faintings, Convulft- 
ons, a  prrenetie Delirium, which commonly have a fatal Tenden- 
cy. Horr. 

This Difeafe fhould be diftinguifhed from an Inflammation of 
the Bladder or Reétym, which may be done from the Place of 
the Pain ; in that of the Bladder it is fuperficial as if it were in 
the Integuments ; in that of the Rectum it is very deep, as if 
about the Os Sacrum ; in that of the Uterus it is in the Middle, 
witha yiolent Heat in the Vagina, if the Finger is introduced. If the 
Bladder is affected, there is an extraordinary Heat and Reten- 
tion of Urine 5 and a Tene/mus, if in the Reé?um: In the Bladder 
the Pain is precifely on the Os Pudis, in the Rectum the Anus is 
affected. If thefe Symptoms happen in an Inflammation of the 
Uterus, they are more flight. AsTRUC. 

“If the Inflammation is not refolved, it generally ends in a 
Mortification, Uleer, or Cancer. A Mortification foon kills, and 
the Womb and Vagina after DifleCtion appear to be of a blackifh 
Brown. If it ends in a Suppuration, the Difeafe is of longer Date, 
which generally happens to Women not in Child-bed : Horr, 
It begins to difcover itfelf about the gth or roth Day, by the 
Ceffation of moft of the inflammatory Symptoms, which will 
;eturn about the rath, with a fhooting Pain in the affected Part. 
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A Gangrene or Mortification happens on the 4th or sth Day, 
and is known by a weak, languifhing and intermitting Pulfe, and 
by a fudden Ceflation of all the Symptoms AsTRUC. 

If the Difeafe exceeds the ‘Time of the former Terminations, 
and the Inflammation is fuperficial, it is apt to turn to an dndz- 
vation or Scirrbus, which ulcerating, becomes a Cancer, and is 
incurable. If about the 22d Day, there is a Renitency or Hard- 
nefs, and a dull heavy Pain in the Region of the Uterus, there 
is a Scerrbus form’d. Horr. AsTrR. 

Women in Child Bed fometimes have the Womb inflamed, 
from the Fault of unfkilful Midwives, or hard Labour ; or the 
Lochia are ftopp’d by Pains, or hyfterical Spafms, Dread or Cold ; 
wherefore proper Precautions fhould be ufed to prevent it ; which 
may be done by keeping them under a gentle diapboretic Regimen, 
and by allaying the almoft febrile Heat 5 for this Purpofe,

Oil of Almonds is lhkewife nroper alone, or with a 
fourth Part of Sperma Ceti, given daily to half an Ounce in 
Chicken Broth ; externally the whole Abdomen fhould be anoint- 
ed with Oil of Dill, Camomile and white Lillies, of each an 
Ounce, Oil of Caraways a Dram, or a Dram of Camphire 5 
Jaying a warm Napkin doubled over the fame. 

The Tumult being thus appeafed, the Lechia are to be pro- 
moted with Pills of bitter Extr acls, temperate refinous Gums, and 
Ales well corrected, of which xv gr. is a Dofe Morning and 
Evening, to be continued. from five to eight Days. ‘Thefe are 
alfo good when the After-birth or Part of it is retained. 

If there is a Fever, the Belly is diftended with Wind, the Zo- 
chia are retained, and the Spafms tend to the upper Parts, you 
muft bleed in the Foot, and the ftagnating Blood muft be ren- 
dered fluxile by the following Mixture.

, made

chreft. To which may be added Clyfters of Whey, Camomile 
Flowers, Mug-wort, Sage, &c. with Honey, Nitre, and Fat of 
Hens. 
In Women out of Child-Bed the Inflammation generally hap- 
pens in the Neck of the Uterus and the Vagina, and then, befides 
the foregoing Things, you muft apply Epithems to the Pubes, 
uterine Injections, Peflaries and Suppofitories ; the Epithem may 
be of Arguebufade Water four Ounces, Effence of Saffron, cam- 
phorated Spirit of Wine, of each two Ounces, Nitre a Dram, 
diffolved in Elder-Flower Water ; and as Circumftances require, 
mixt with Vinegar, or Rue, or Scordium, and applied with a 
double Cloth. The Injection may confift of Affes Milk, with 
Flowers of Elder, Myrrh, and Saffron, and a little Nitre may 
be added to the Decoétion. The Zene/mus may be appeafed with 
emollient half Baths, or with 2j. of Oil of fweet Almonds, and 
gr. xij. of Saffron, injected into the dans. Thefe Remedies are 
ufeful in Cafe of a Suppuration. 

If it proceeds from external-Caufes, and there is a Fever, 
Pain in the Groin, Difficulty of Urine, and Coftivenefs, bleed 
firft in the Arm, and then in the Foot; give a Clyfter, and ap- 
ply Melilet Plafter Zij. Sperm. Cet. Z{s. Gum. Ammon. 53}. 
Saffron xj. Camphire 3fs. mixt together ; not omitting gentle 
Diaphoretics and Difcutients. HoFF. 

After Bleeding to relax the Fibres of the Womb ; fome re- 
commend emollient Ptifans every Quarter of an Hour of Roots of 
Mallows, Marfh-Mallows, Pellitory of the Wall, Sc. I have 
frequently fucceeded with equal Parts of Ol. 4mygd. Dulc, and 
Syrup Alth, Befides this ufe Clyfters, Injections and Fomentations, 
of the Decoétion of Flor. Solan. Cap. Papav. alb. Verbafc. Brant. 
urfin. Vo every Clyfter add 3j. of Oil of fweet Almonds. 

To cafe the Pain give Anedynes and Narcotics from the Begin- 
ning. Begin with the mildeft, and afcend to the moft powerful, 
Diacodium xvi. Extract. Thebaic. half a Grain. Tinétur. Lhe- 
baic. gut. xxv. : 

The Patient muft live on Chicken and Veal-Broth, in which 
you may add the four cold Seeds. To promote Urine add sfs, 
of Nitre to a Pint of the Ptifan.

A Bfceffes of the Womb are either inflammatory, tuberculous, 


or fteatomatous. 

The Symptoms of an incipient Abfcefs are much the fame as 
the Inflammation, fuch as Pain, Heat, Tenfion, &%c. which in- | 
termit for fome Time, and appear again, when the Suppuration be- 
gins ; of which the Inflammatory is moft fenfible, the Steatoma- 
tous the leaft. When the Abfcefs is formed, all the Symptoms 
of Inflammation vanifh : But Coldnefs of the Extremities, a flow 
Fever and Marafmus, gradually increafe from the Abforption of 
the Pus into the Blood. < | 

If no Inflammation has preceded, and the Patient was fubject 
to Obftru€tions, efpecially of the Glands of the Uterus, and had 
a lympbatie Fluor Alius, it may be Tuberculous ; if the Tumour 
is foft and indolent, it may be Steatomatous ; but thefe are rare. 
The Place may be partly difcovered by the Touch, but more ef- 
pecially by the Complaints of the Patients. 

If it breaks into the Bladder, and paffes off by Urine, or into 
the Reé?um, and is difcharged by Stool, or into the Groz, it is 
dangerous ; if into the 4ddomen, incurable : If it breaks into the 
Vagina, it may become an Ulcer, which is commonly mortal ; 
or the Patient may perith by a Heétic Fever before the Eruption. 
The Tuberculous and Steatomatous are much the floweft. 

The Work inthis Cafe muft be left to Nature, in a con- 
firmed Abfcefs ; unlefs it can be come at through the Vagina, 
and opened with a Lancet, and then deterfive InjeCtions may 
perform a Cure. 
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Of the Ulcer of the Uterus. 


N Ulcer may have its Iffue and Seat in the Concave Sur- 

CK face of the Uterus, or may be lodged more deep, and 

have Iffues into the Redtum, Bladder, Groin, or Cavity of the 
Abdomen, :

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it may be cured by an Abfcefs, by an Erofion of the internal 
Tunic, and by Wounds. | 

The Caufes of an Erofion may be the Fluor Albus, or rather 
Lymphaticus ; the Corruption of the Fetus, ot Placenta in the 
Womb ; acrid or cauftic InjeStions ; the frequent Ufe of Car- 
tharides, the Lues Venerea, or acrimonious Menjes. 

If the Ulcer proceeds from an Abjfcefs, it may be Inflammato- 
ry, Vuberculous, or Steatomatous ; if from an Erofion, it may 
be Venereal, Scorbutic, Scrofulous, or Simple: It may be alfo 
Simple, Scirrhous, or Cancerous. 

The chief Sign of an Ulcer, is the Efflux of purulent Mat- 
ters; and the greater the Quantity, the profounder the Ulcer. 
If the Flux is fanious, or mixt with Blood, the Blood-Veflels are 
eroded. Mortal Hzmorrhages fometimes fupervene. Some- 
times they may proceed from a Fever, and Rarefaction of the 
Blood... | 

An U<eer is hard to be diftinguifhed froma Fluor Albus : How- 
ever Pu; is always more compact and fetid, unlefs it is lympha- 
tic ; and there is always a fixed Pain from an Ulcer. The Scurvy 
rarely produces Ulcers. 

All Ulcers of the Uterus are dangerous; when they are fiftu- 
lous, or fcirrhous, or both, they portend Death: The farme may 
be f.id of the cancerous ; or when they are attended with a flow 
hectic Fever, Swellings of the Feet, a Marafmus, &c. 

In order to the Cure, it is neceflary to know whether the Ul- 
cer is ‘eated in the body of the Uterus, or near the Os Uter7, in 
the Vagina, or whether it be Venereal, for the laft muft be treated 
as in that Diftemper. 

To correci the vicious “crimony of the Blood, ufe Broths, or 
Decoétions of Lettuce, Succory, Borrage, with Sal Prunel. 
Sometimes with Veal or a ullet. Alfo chalybeated Whey, 
fweetened with Syrup of Violets. But the beft Thing isa M/k 
Diet ; to which, for Variety fake, may be added Rice, Eggs, a _ 
Decoétion of China, Barley, &c. Or Chervil, Agrimony, Fue 
mitory, or the fecond Lime- Water, or Steel- Waters alone. Like- 
wife emollient Baths or Semicupza. 

Internal Deterfives are Decoctions of Fol. Agrimon. Pimpinel,. 
Alchimil. Sanicul. Virg. Aur. &c. Alfo a flight Decoétion of 
China, for ordinary Drink ; in every Dofe Bal. Capiv. gut. vi. 
may be added, with or without Syr. Capzl. Vener. 3 

Inje@tions of Whey and brown Sugar are good: 4g. Hords 
with Mel Rofar. is more powerful: A Decoétion of Fol. Ma- 
tricar, Ariftol. Artemif. &c. with fine Honey, exceeds the for- 
mer, Ifthe Ulcer is very fetid and foul, add a little Unguent.

If the Ulcer comes in Sight, it is to be cured as before, but 
the Medicines may be ftronger. Or by the Help of a Speculum 
Uteri, the common Digettive of Terebinth, Vitell. Ov. & O!. Hy- 
peric. may be applied on a Pledgit ; and at every Drefling, a de- 
terfive Injeétion. If the Ulcer be very fetid, ufe Tindture, or 
Powder of Myrrh, mixt with Ol. Hyper. then Balf. Arcai & Vi- 
tell. Ou. If there is fungous Flefh, you may employ Balf. Virids 
Metenf. keeping the Patient. in Bed ; though fome walk about in 
thefe Cafes.

When there is a Flux from the Uverus, which is vifcid, yel- 
low and bloody, it is a pretty evident Sign that the Subftance of 
the Uverus is vitiated, and that an Inflammation and Ulceration 
are at Hand. When this happens, frequent Purges are neceflary 
of Rhubarb, Tamarinds, and Manna, in order to divert the de- 
praved Humours from the Womb: For Fore/tus fays, he cured 
a Noblewoman of an Ulcer of the Womb, by giving her every 
fourth Day five Ounces of a Decoétion of Sena, Epithym. & 
Myrobalan. {weetened with Sugar 5 and by injecting abftergent 
Decoétions into the Womb. If the Ulcer is curable, after fome 


entle Purges, fhe muft drink a Decoétion’ for twenty-five Days. 


of Santal. Lentifc. Sarfaparil. Menth. Epithym. Liquirit. F Rho- 
dium, with a fudorific Regimen. 

The Pain is fometimes fo great, that they require powerful 
Narcotics, which in this Cafe do as little Fiurt as in any. Afrin- 
gents and Repellents mutt be ufed with Caution.

This Cafe is always mortal, [and therefore little need to be 
faid about it} for the only probable Remedy is the Extirpation 
of the mortify’d Part, which can only take Place in the Prosi- 
dentia Utert. When this happens, make your Ligature as high 
as poffible, three Fingers Breadth at leatt above the Mortification. 
This I have never feen performed ; but I once miitook a Sarcoma 
of the Vagina for a Morwfication, which the Surgeon cut off, and

It is a very troublefome Diforder, and often incurable, and the 
Atrempt to remove it is dangerous, though it is apt to bring on 
Dropfies, a Cancer, a Marafmus, €¢. Its Seat is in the Glands, 
Lymphatic Veffeis, or Laéteals of the Uterus. 

The Symptoms are a Weight in the Hypogafriam, when the 
Patient ftands or walks ; Diticulty of lying on the well Side; if 
the Tumour is painful, the is obliged to lie on her Back. The 
Aenfes are {upprett ; fometimes there are violent and dangerous 
Hemorrbages , a Dropfy of the 4bdomen or Uterus + If it fuppu- 
Fates, there are Signs of an Abfcefs. It may be partly difcovered 
by prefling the Hand on the Region of the Os Pubis. | 

If the Tumour be fmail, recent, and void of Pain, you may 
give Broths of Red. Ering. Anon. Afparag.. an. 4fs.. Or, Fol. 
Agrimon, Pimpinel. Menth, Aquat. Scolopend. boiling them half an 
Hour, witha little Flefh. To thefe may be added Salts, as Tar- 
tar. Chalybeat. xfs. vel. =}. Flor, Martial gr. xviij. Arean. duplia 
cat. Sal Glauber, Tartar. Vitriolat. of any of the’e from zfs. to 3]s 
for fifteen Days. Whey, with one of thefe Salts, or Chalybeated 
Whey, are more gentle. Or give a Pint every Day of Vitriolic 
Waters, for two or three Months. | ; 

If thefe heat too much, fhe muft drink Affes or Goat’s Milk. 
This is a palliative Cure. But to diffolve the fcirrhous M atter, 
the Patient muft ufe Baths, and half Baths, of emollient De- 
coctions.

you have the Progrefs to a confirmed Cancer. ‘The Matter never 
becomes Pus. 

- An Ulcer of the Uterus refembles a Cancer, when a putrid Sa- 
nies iffues from the corrupted Subftance of the Womb, with great 
Stench, exquifite Pain, and grievous Symptoms. This Difcafe is 
almoft incurable. 

The principal Symptom of a Cancer is Pain, which is attended 
with Reftleffnefs, Watching, Indigeftion : which produce a flow 
Fever, Confumption, Marafmus, and the like. | 
_ Ahard, renitent, painful Tumour, preceded by an indolent 
Scirrbus, plainly evinces the Exiftence of a Cancer. If nothing is 
difcharged by the Uterus, but a limpid, pellucid Lymph, it is an 
Occult Cancer ; if acrid Serum, or Ichor, itis open. ASTR. 

There is nothing to be done in this Cafe, but by Demulcents 
and Lenients. If there is any Hope of Cure, it muft be placed

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in Affese Milk, the Se/ters Waters, and in bathing in foft Water, 
in which Wheat-Bran has been boiled ; in which the Patient 
muft fit for an Hour, and longer. She muft abftain from all fharp, 
acrid, ftimulating, and heating Things. Horr. - i. 
To mitigate the Symptcms, you mutt forbid the Ufe of Fleth, 
{pirituous Liquors, high-feafoned Meats ; and allow Rice, Rice~ 


Cream, new-laid Eggs, Gruels, Broths. Give Afanna once a 
Month ; bleed now and then, efpecially if the AZen/es are fuppref- 
fed. If fhe cannot live upon a Milk-Diet, give Chalybeated.W hey, — 
the fecond Lime-Water, the Juices of Water-Mint, Chervil, or 
diftilled Milk.

In Pregnancy, the Head of the Child makes a fenfible Eleva-_ 
tion near the Navel, while the reft of the Womb is flat 3 
whereas, in a Drop/y, it is perfetly round and {pherical, and the 
Breafts are foft and flabby. In-the third or fourth Month, the 
Motion of the Child puts the Matter out of doubt, 

In a Scirrbus and fcirrhous Tumours, the Tumours are never 
in the Middle, but irregular, and never round like the Dropfy. 
They are likewife more hard, and make greater Refiftance to

The Afcites, Veficular Dropfy, and Oedema of this Organ, are 
diftinguifhed by their great Weight and Diftraction from a Tyme 
panites, or flatulent Diftenfion of the Uterus.

T isa common Diforder, and the Uterus prefents itfelf in the 

Vagina between the Labia, or is quite vifible, Sometimes it 
is only the internal Membrane of tne Pagina, fometimes the — 
Body of the Womb. 

This Diforder is rarely dangerous, for Women bear it a long 
Time; I have {een fome who have had it for thirty Years. 

The Cure confifts in reducing the Uterus, and retaining it in 
its Place. To reduce it, order a fimple Clyfter to evacuate the 
Riétum; the Patient fhould alfo biced three or four ae :

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"Then emollient Cataplafms fhould be ufed of white Bread and 
Milk, or of emollient Plants ; emollient Baths are alfo to be. 
employ’d. The Parts being thus relax’d, the Patient muft lie 
on her Back, with her Hips higher than her Head, and her Legs 
quite afunder ; then put back the Uterus by degrees, where you 
find the leaft Refiftance, and without any Violence. This done, 
the Patient muft be confined to her Bed for about fifteen Days, 
with her Thighs clos’d, or her Legs acrofs, and her Hips raifed. 
_ The Cure muft be compleated with aftringent Inje@tions 
- Baths and Peflaries; with F umigations of Frankincenfe, red 
Rofes and Maftich. Internally may be taken, Sang. Dracon. 
Corn. Cerv. Alum. rup. Coral. ppt. in any fuitable Form. Their 
Dofe is 3j. ina Day. 

If thefe fail, you muft have Recourfe to a Circulus Uierinus, 
made of Cork, and cover’d with Wax, which will admit Exer- 
cife and Coition without Trouble.

HOUGH this Difeafe has been already treated of, I thall 
take this Opportunity to give fome farther Light into this 
Diforder, efpecially as Hoffman, contrary to the Sentiments of 
Willis, will not allow. the Uterus to be a nervous Part ; for he 
affirms, that the hyfteric Paffion, which is attributed to a Vice in 
the Womb, is owing to fpaftic, convulfive, and epileptic Dif= 
orders, all which arife from a Fault of the Genus Nervofum. For, 
fays he, the Uterus cannot bea nervous Part, though it is not 
deftitute of all torfic and internal Motion ; becaufe there is fuch 
rodigious Diftenfions therein, in Cafe of Twins, as well as in 
ae and Excrefcences, that they could not be borne without 
the higheft Difturbance, and even Danger of Life. 

But Afruc judicioufly obferves, that the Effeéts of Impreffions 
are various, according to the Degree of their Intenfity: Thus 
tickling the Nofe with a Feather will caufe Sneezing, of the 
Fauces Vomiting, while a violent Impreffion will only cauf@ 
fimple Pain, which is the Cafe of the Uterus in the hyfteric

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Paffion; for the Caufes of this Difeafe from Obfervation are the 
preternatural Ofcillations of the uterine Arteries on the Ap- 
proach of the Menfes, or their Suppreffion when they are diftend- 
ed with Blood; an Irritation of the Uterus from the Fluor Albus ; 
various Tumours in the Uterus ; the Acrimony of the feminal 
Fluids. Thefe Affections of the Uterus draw the other Parts 
into Confent, as Poifons in the Stomach produce Convulfions, a 
Syncope, and Sweats. 

In the Fit, befides the Remedies mentioned already, he re- 
commends a few Grains of Civit or Mufk, alone, or ty’d ina 
thin Rag, and introduced into the Vagina, which helps to dif- 
charge the morbid and noxious Humours of the Uterus.

The Symptoms. of a Mole at firft are like that of a real Pregs 
nancy, afterwards they vary ; fora Woman feels a dull .heavy 
Weight like a Ball of Lead ;. her Belly is rouni or {pherical 5 
there is no motion like that of, a living Fetus. 
-- The Mole itfelf threatens no Danger; all the Difficulty lies 
in being delivered from: it : [Some Women are troubled - with 
them for feveral Years together; fome to old Age, without any 
other Inconvenience than Uneafinefs and Weight. | 

The Cure confifts in affifting the Woman to expel it, as fhall 
be explained hereafter. , ASTR.- 
.. Sometimes it happens that abortive Placentule remain in the 
Cavity of the Uterus, which increafing and growing more hard 
caufe various Symptoms, which are faid’to be caufed by a Mole. 
There is no Motion perceived outwardly about the Region of the 
Navel, but inwardly there is a weak and tremulous Motion.

N Abortion is a {pafmodico-convulfive Motion of the. Ute- 

rus, whereby an inamature and dead Foetus: is violently 
excluded ; and is generally preceded with.an enormous Hux ot 
Blood. 

However, a Child may be born five or fix Weeks béfore thé 
ufual Term, and with great Care, warm and good Nyeog live 
to Years of Maturity. 

An Abortion generally shecad between the fecond and third 
Month; fometimes between the third and fourth ; and more 
rarely between the fifth and fixth Month of Pregnancy, about 
the Time that the Menfes were wont to flow. ‘Irhere are not 
wanting Inftances of the Placenta being violently feparated from 
the Womb, about the feventh-Month, with a large Flux: of 
Blood, whereupon the Infant’s, and, unlefs Nature be ftrong 
enough to expel it, the Mother’s Life is greatly in Danger... 

Os The Signs of approaching dbortion are, not unlike thofe of a 
natural Birth. In both Cafes there is a Shivering and Coldnefs.; 
a prefling Pain in the Loins ; extending itfelf to the Bottom of 
the Bel ily ; afterwards it proceeds to the Os Sacrum, Coxendix 
and Groin, with a ftronger Pulfation of the Arteries ; the OF 
- Uteri is moift and relaxed, and a Water, like the Wafhing of 
Flefh, breaks forth: Particularly in an Abortion there is pure 
Blood with Clots in a pretty large Quantity with great Weak- 
nefs ; fometimes Hainsings: and on the third Day the Foetus is ex- 
pell’d. There often precedes a fudden Rigour and Horror, with 
Lafiitude, Inappetence, Naufea, Palpitation of the Heart, a

tal Parts are cold. The greater the Foetus is, the more fharp 
are the Spafms, and the Pains and Symptoms are the greater not 
without Danger.

The Forerunners of an Abortion are a Pain in the Loins, or 
rather in the Bottom of the Uterus ; a dull heavy Pain in the 
inward Parts of the Thighs; flight Shivering between the Fleth 
and the Skin ; the Belly, from being eminent and pointed about 
the Navel, becomes flat and deprefled, The Infant is motion- 


lefs ; the Breafts fubfide and become flaccid ; a fmall Flux of — 


Blood or Serum, that oozes from the Uterus, which is fuce 
weeded by an Efflux of the Waters, Flooding, ‘%c. with acute 
Colic Pains in the Uterus, from its convulfive Contraction ; Pain 
about the Os Pubis, and Os Sacrum, from the falling down of 
the Fatus to the Orifice of the Uterus; a Defire of going ta 
Stool; then follow Weaknefs, convulfive Contractions by con- 
fent of Parts, a Syncope and other Symptoms. AsTR: 

Women that abound with Blood often have their Menfes in 
the fecond and third Month of Pregnancy without any bad Symp- 
tom. In this Cafe the Blood which proceeds from the Velfels of 
the Vagina yiclds Relief; I have known it happen to the Middle 
of the Pregnancy without Detriment to the Fetus. ‘The moft 
violent Drugs will not procure Abortion infome Women. I have 
known fome afflifted with acute Fevers, the Small-Pox, Meatfles, 
Diarrhoeas, and even Dyfenteries, and yet the Fatus has re- 
mained fafe and found, Others have travelled Night and Day 
in mountainous Countries, or have been greatly fatigued with 
exceffive Dancing, without any Harm, Nor do fudden Fires, 
9 other terrifying Accidents, caufe many Abortions, if any at 
all. : 

However Women full of Juice, inactive, foft, fat, of a more 
fubtle Habit of Body, who live high, are weakly, of greater 
Senfibility, Hyfteric, inordinate in their Menfes, who have mif- 
carry’d, or whofe Mothers were prone thereto, are more liable 
to Abortion than robuft, ftrong, flelhy Women of the lowe 
Clafs, who are not fat but inured to Labour, and not apt to be 
terrify’d on every flight Occafion. Horr. 

Abortion is caufed by the Separation of the Placenta from the 
Uterus, by the Extravafation of fome Fluid ; by a Corrugation 
ef the Placenta, by violent Shocks; fuch as violent Fevers, 
Small-Pox, Lues Venerea, Vomiting, Tenefmus, Convulfions, Se, 
From ftrong Cathartics, Emmenagogues, Hamorrhages, fudden 
Paffions, Frights, Sorrow, violent Motions, as Leaping, Danc~ 
ing, Riding, Jolting in Carriages, Raifing great Weights,

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{Reaching too high] Strokes on the Belly, Falls, and Fluxes of 
all Kinds. AsTR. 

'. To prevent Abortion, Bleeding is ufeful and neceflary about 
the End of the third Month of Pregnancy, more or lels, ac- 
ording to the Conftitution of the Patient. When there are 
asnue Pains in the Loins, defcending to the Hips and Os Sacrum, 
then Bleeding in the upper Parts is abfolutely neceflary. The 
Body, in the firft Months efpecially, fhould be kept open with 
Manna, Rhubarb, or the dike. ,

When Abortions are epidemic from South Winds and a wet 
Winter, it will be proper to keep the Perfpiration free, and the 
Body open. Wherefore the Patient muft avoid the cold Air, 
and acid and aftringent Aliment, large Suppers, Flefh, Cakes, 
and fat Subftances. . | 

When Abortion feems to draw near, and there are Pains in 
the Loins, Spafms tending to the Womb, Coldnefs of the Ex- 
tremities, Aftriction of the Pracordia, a Vein mutt be open’d in 
the Arm, and the Spafms muft be appcafed with gentle Diapho- 
retics and Antifpafmodics, made of the Waters of Balm, Lilly 
of the Valley, Lime-Flowers, Primrofes, Cinnamon-Water, 
Pulv, Marchien, prepared Hartfhorn, Tinéture of Coral, and 
Syrup of Citrons.

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If there is a Flux of Blood, it is not to be ftopp’d with Aftrin- 
gents and Narcotics. If any Thing will do any good, it muft 
be Bleeding in the Arm, nitrous Remedies, gentle papavera- 
ceous I’hings, Antiepileptics and our anodyne Liquor. But if 
Abortion is unavoidable or neceffary, then it will be proper to 
bring away the Favrus by Medicines or manual Operation.

If the Patient is emaciated from Grief, Evacuations, or’ other 
Caufes to prevent Abortion, fhe muft enter upon an analeptic or 
reftorative Diet, which confifts in taking {mall Quantities of 
‘Nourifhment at a Time, replete with balfamic Particles, and 
Not too heating: Such as rich Broths: made of Flefh Meat and 
taken by Spoonfuls: Gellies made of old Capons or Partridges, 
new-laid Egos, Veal-Gravey, a Spoonful of Canary or Alicant 
Wine now and then, or a Toatt dipped therein. 

*, Sometimes it will be convenient for the Patient to lie on her 
_Back, with a Pillow to: raife her Thighs and adjacent Parts

If the has met with a Fall, or received a Hurt on her Belly, 
give Soups, Rice, Gruel, Jellies, Panadoes, new-laid Eggs, 
little Wine and no Flefh-meat, and the Patient muft keep her 
‘Bed.

N order to attain the Knowledge of difficult Births, it is ne- 

ceflary to form a juft Idea of thofe that are natural. 

The Time of the natural Birth is from the x sth Day of the 
ninth Month, to the End of the 30th of the fame; yet fome 
Women affirm it may be fooner or later. Hoffman fays, the ufual 
Time is nine folar months ; and Juncker that Excretions from 
the Uterus being by Women referred to certain /unar Phafes, 
they reckon their going with Child by the Weeks, and that 
they ufually exclude the Fetus forty Weeks from. the Time of 
their being with Child, commonly on that very Day they were 
ufed to have their Menfes. 

_. The Signs of an approaching Birth are a remarkable De- 
{cent of the Womb, and a Subfidence of the Belly: .The 
Head of the Fetus falls down to the Orifice of the Womb and 
preffes upon it: The Orifice of the Womb dilates by the Weight, 
and the Chorion and Amnias, being driven forward with the Wa-. 
ters they contain, form a Kind of a Pouch or Bladder at the 
faid Orifice, which fhould be fuffered to break of itfelf, or at 
Jeaft it fhould not be burft till the Woman is really in Labour. 
There isa Flux of a whitifh Matter from the faid Orifice: 
Pains which extend from the Loins and Groin towards the ge- 
_-mital Parts: There is a frequent Defire of going to make Water, 
or going to Stool, or a continual Tene/mus: A Flux. of the 
Waters from the Membranes which contain the Child, im-. 
mediately before the Birth, or more early: A trembling of the. 
Jower Joints, Sometimes the Head achs, and the Face looks 
intenfely red, 

The Infant gradually advances, the above Protuberance con- 
tinually enlarging the Paflage, that the Crown of the Head may 
be felt; the Birth is then advanced one third, and the Mid- 
wife may now affift the Exclufion. However, Nature alone. 
would now do the Work. When the Infant is advanced for- 
ward, as far ashis Ears, he is faid to be in the Paffage. If the 
Membranes are not already burft, they may now be opened, and 
the Waters, by their Effufion, will render the / agina flipperyy 
and promote the Exclufion of the Infant. When fhe Child is 

} born, 
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born, the Midwife fhould lay him on her Knees, fo as to give 
Effue to the Waters from the Mouth, if any has been imbibed. 
Soon after the Placenta appears of itfelf, if not attached to the 
Uterus ; if otherwife, the Midwife muft feparate it gently, by 
introducing her Hand. 

The Navel-String muft be now cut, having firft made a Liga- 
ture, as well on the Child’s Side, as the Mother’s, to prevent a — 
Hemorrhage, : 

The Midwife at firft, after having afked a few Queftions, 
ought to examine by the Touch, with the fore and middle 
Finger, having firft paired her Nails clofe. She muft introduce 
them from ‘lime to Time, to know the State of the Uterus 5 
and as the Birth advances, fhe muft relax the Vagina by fome 
oily Remedy. The Mother fhould regulate her ‘Uhrows, and 
ufe her Efforts all at once, not divide them, efpecially when the 
Head is advanced ; that the Shoulders may immediately follow, 
and the Child efcape the Danger of ftrangling. 

After the Child is born, and the After-Birth brought away, 
let a warm Linen Cloth be apply’d to the Parts ; but not fo as 
to hinder the flowing of the Lochia. An Hour after, let the 
Mother take a little Oul of fweet Almonds, to eafe the After- 
Pains, and let a Cataplafm of Oil of fweet Almonds 21). and two 
er three new-laid Eggs be boiled together, and laid to the Paris, 
renewing it every fix Hours for two Days. Fifteen Days af- 
ter the Birth the Parts may be bathed with an aftringent Decoc- 
tion of red Rofes, Balauftines, or Nut-Galls in red Wine, ia 
ordef to brace them. 

- If the Labour is long and difficult, it will be proper to bleed, 
to prevent Inflammations, and to give a little Alicant Wine; or 
with the Addition of Cinnamon-Water, or Coxfedtio Alkermes, 
not forgetting an oily Clyfter. | 

A-DirFicutt BirtH may be caufed by the Mother, or the 
Midwife. The Fault is in the Mother, if, when the Orifice of 
the Womb is open, and the Child rightly placed, fhe has not 
Strength to expel the #atws, efpecially if the Waters are come 
away, and the Pains ceafe, or when the Mother will not exert 
herfelf, or there is a natural Fault in the genital Parts. 

In a Defe& of Strength or Pains, all elfe being right, a 
Draught of generous Wine fhould be given, with Cinnamon or 
Mace, again and again, if the Work does not go forward. If 
there wants a greater Stimulus, Borax, Cinnamon or Myrrh may 
be given with a proper Drink ; which muft be repeated in an 
Hour or two, if Occafion requires. 

But the Abufe of forcing Medicines is dangerous ; for they 
may induce acute er miliary Fevers, and therefore muft be ufed 

cautioully. 
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gautioufly. Stimulating Clyfters may be injected now and then, 
efpecially if the Woman is coftive. The Midwife fhould alfo 
‘prefs back the Os Coccygts, which tends to excite the Pains, and 
to eafe the Labour, oe 

If the Parts are over-ftrait, as in the firft Birth, efpecially if 
the Woman is not young, emollient Liniments are to be ufed, 
and the Parts muft be anointed with frefh Butter, or Oil; and 
to be dilated gently with the Fingers. If there is a Tumour, 
Caruncle, or Membrane oppofing the Birth, a Surgeon’s Afiift- 
ance is required. | . 

The Midwife is in Fault, when fhe haftens the Labour before 
the Time, when there is no true Pain, when the Orifice of the 
Uterus is not open 3 which alone diftinguifhes the true Pains from 
the falfe, whence the Women are weakened, and both the Mo- 
ther and Child are in the utmoft Danger, Therefore the true 
Time of Birth muft be waited for, the Woman muft be compof- 
ed, and her Spirits kept up with comfortable Liquors; for Nature 
qnay be led, but not driven. : 

If the Faule is with the Fatus, and the Head is too large, or 
the Shape monftrous, or the Situation preternatural, then fore- 
ing Medicines are fruitlefs and noxious; and the Fetus is to be 
brought forth by the Feet, by a fkilful Hand, whether alive or 
dead. The Child muft be turned and educed with the greateft 
Caution. | 

If the Feet prefent firft, the Midwife mutt be wary, left there 
be Twins, and left fhe fhould take a Foot of each. The 
Feet muft be wrapped in a dry Napkin, and the Child muft be 
drawn gently, till the Wafte is in the Orifice of the Uterus. 
Then the Infant’s Hands fhould be drawn down clofe by the 
Sides ; and if the Nofe be towards the Os Pudis, it fhould be 
turned towards the Coccyx, to prevent an Obftacle. Then the 
Orifice muft be dilated with the Fingers, and the Woman’s 
Throws fhould affift the Midwife’s Efforts to educe the Child. 
If the Chin is embarraffed, the Midwife muft difengage it, by 
putting her Finger into the Mouth, in order to turn it to Ade 
vantage. | 

If the Infant’s Head prefents acrofs, or laterally, it muft be puf 
back, and gently turned to its natural Situation. If the Shoulder 
prefents, the fame Art muft be ufed, though the Difficulty is 
greater. 

ff the Belly, Hip, or Thigh appears firft, the Child muft be 
extracted by the Feet, and the Mother mutt lie horizontally on 
her Back. If one or both Hands are dire&ted upward, and lie 
clote te the Head, the Cafe is not fo bad as fome apprehend ; 

for 
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for they will keep the Orifice equally dilated, till the Head pafies 
and prevents ftrangling. , 

If the Infant is dead, there is generally a Collapfion of the 
Abdomen, the Breafts are flaccid, the Infant bears on the lower 
Parts of the Pelvis, and the Child, upon Motion, rolls like a 
‘Lump of Lead. The Bones of the Skull are wrapped over one 
another, an ichorous lymphatic Sanies flows from the Uterus, 
and the Mother is fubject to fainting. There is no Pulfation in the 
Navel ftring, and it is foft and indolent to the Touch, and abfo- 
lutely deprived of Motion. If the Placenta comes firft, and is hot, 
the Child is alive. Above all, if any Part of the Infant’s Body 
appears, and is full of fmall Veficles, livid, foft, and brittle, it Is 
not only dead, but beginning to putrify. | 

In thefe Cafes he muft be extraGted by the Feet, and, if it can- 
not be done otherwife, with an Inftrument : But’ a Man-midwife’s 
Afaftance muft not be neglected. 

When the Fetus dies before the Time of Birth, and the 
Membrane continues whole, it will not putrify. Therefore the 
Work muft be left to Nature, for Birth-Pains will at length come 
on fpontaneoufly. 

If the Navel-ftring firft appears, and is compreffed*foon after, 
by the Head of the Infant, its Life is in Danger; and the Re- 
medy is to return the Infant, and reduce the Cord, till the Head 
fills the Orifice. But if this cannot be done, the Woman mutt 
‘be put in a fuitable Pofture, and the Child muft be extracted 
‘by the Feet. ! 

When the Placenta firft prefents itfelf, which is known by its 
fpungy, foft Texture, and the great Quantity of Blood flowing 
at the fame Time, it requires fpeedy Affiftance. If the Mem- 
‘branes are intire, they fhould be broke, the Placenta and Mem- 
branes fhould be reduced into the Uterus, and the Child be ex- 
tracted by the Feet ; which is more eafily performed in the 
Membranes than in the Uterus, and put into a proper Situation, 
But if the Placenta is difengaged from its Membranes, and thefe 
are broke, and the Placenta or both appear before the Infant, 
they may be brought away firft, and the Infant immediately 
afterwards. 

When there is a great Flux of Blood from outward Accidents, 
the Infant fhould be immediately delivered by Art, though the 
Mother is not in true Labour. If the Uterus is opened, and the 
Vagina relaxed, as in this Cafe they commonly are, the Child 
muft be extracted by the Feet. If not, they muft be moll.fied 
with frefh Oil, and the Infant delivered as before. 

After all laborious Births, the Woman is generally weak and 
apt to faint ; therefore her Spirits fhould be kept up by a Glafs 

of 
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- of hot Wine, or analeptic Water ; which muft be repeated as 
oft as there is Occafion. GBH, ee 

If, after the Child is born, the Placenta does not foon. follow, 
and it adheres to the Womb, the Woman is not immediately 
to change her Pofture ; but the Midwife’s Hand is to be intro- 
duced into the Womb, as far as the Placenta, taking the Navel- 
String for a Guide; and taking Hold of it, fhe. is to move it 
gently to and fro, in order to loofen and extract it. If it ad- 
heres too clofely, it is not to be pulled forcibly, or broken ; for 
it generally produces an Inflammation, Gangrene, or bad Fe- 
vers, particularly the Miliary. It will be therefore beft to wait 
half an Hour, keeping the Hand in the Uterus, for fear of its 
clofing, ull it comes away of itfelf, or may be feparated with- 
out Force. If the Patient is very weak, fhe muft take com- 
fortable Broths, till the is a little recovered, and then, if the 
Placenta does not come away with the After-Pains, you mutt 
proceed as before. If thro’.the Unfkilfulnefs. of the Midwife, the 
Orifice of the Womb clofes before it is brought away, aloetic 
Pills muft be taken every Evening, which often yield . Relief, 
If it putrifies, the Patient dies, or falls into dangerous Fevers.

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Of violent Pains after Delivery. 


L: there are violent Pains after Delivery, they generally pro- 
ceed from the After-Birth being retained, or Part of it 3 from 
Blood clotted or concreted in the Uterus, from hard Labour, 
from a Defect in the Flux of the Lochia, or from Wind ; efpe- 
cially if the Belly of the Woman has not been fwathed ina pro- 
per Manner, or if fhe has caught cold. 

In this cafe hot Diluents are proper, as Tea with Saffron, or 
an Infufion of Camomile Flowers, drank as Tea; or Broths, 
with Caraway Seeds, or Wormwood, or Camomile Flowers, or 
thin Orange Peel, 3}. This laft was a Specific of Forefius. Or 
a bitter Tin@ture in a proper infufion taken hot. An Ounce or 
two of Oil of fweet Almonds taken in a hot Vehicle, is ex- 
cellent. 

Some recommend Cheruid and Sperma Ceti. Likewife Anodynes, 
with dut.hy/lerics and Saffron, may be given to Advantage.

T\ ELE Lochia are a Kind of Hemorrhage, which is fometimes 
fo confiderable as to affright the Affiftants. It proceeds 
from the Appendices Ceca, after the Separation of the Placenta 5 
it is ufeful and neceffary to unload the Veflels. It continues for 
three Quarters of an Hour, or more, and the Flux retains a 
fanguine Colour for three or four Days, till at length it becomes 
like the Wafhings of Flefh. In ten ortwelve Days it is milky, 
and at laft lymphatic. During this Time the Appendices venof 
and the Uterus gradually contraét, as well as the Colatoria La&ea« 
In fome this Flux continues but twelve Hours, in others. twenty- 
four. 

After the Delivery the Woman fhould be put to Bed, anda 
folded Sheet fhould be put under her Hips, in order to receive 
the Lochia. Warm Linen fhould be applied to the genital Parts 
to keep out the Air, and a Comprefs, dipt in warm Wine, 
fhould be apply’d to the Belly, but not too tight. 

Baglivi has obferved, when the Breafts are full of Pain, at 
the coming of the Milk, which isin twoor three Days, the 
Lechia commonly ftop, but flow again as foon as the Pain ceafes. 
The Patient fhould live upon Broth, wll the Milk-Fever is 
over. | 

When the Flux of the Locita is immoderate, it is attended with 
Weaknefs, Loathing, Fainting, Convulfions, a flow, weak, or ins 
termitting Pulfe, exceffive Palenefs, an Excretion of grumous 
Blood, Pains in the Aypochondria, a2 Tenfion of the Belly, Vertigo, 
Dimnefs of Sight, tingling ithe Ears.

ZR HE Milk-Fever happens on the third or fourth Day from 
Delivery, and arifes from a Congeftion of Milk in the 
Breafts. It is commonly attended with Tenfion and Swelling in 
the Breafts, which frequently extend to the Arm-pits ; the Bain 
in the Arm-pits is fometimes violent. 

It generally continues a Day or two, and ends fpontaneoufly by 
ahe Benefit of Nature in copious Sweats, which are proportionable 
to the cold Fits or preceding Rigors, | | 

There may fometimes be an Occafion for hot Diluents an 
gentle Diaphoretics, the Patient fhould ufe a flender Diet, and 
put the Child often to the Breaft ; but if fhe does not defign to 
give Suck, a flender Diet, teftaceous Powders, and Diaphore- 
tics will be more neceflary ; and the Breafts fhould be drawn 
by fome proper Perfon, If the Flux of the Lochia is too f{par= 
ing, it fhould be promoted. If the Pain is great, the Lochig 
commonly ftop, but flow again when it ceafes. To prevent 
the Infpiffation of the Milk, the Breafts may be embrocated 
with warm Linfeed Oil, or Oil of fweet Almonds; or the 
Leaves of red Cabbage may be laid thereto. If the Fever is 
very acute and hot, and an Inflammation of the Breafts is fear- 
ed, it will be proper to bleed. Women ufually put double 
Cloths dipt in Brandy under the Arm-pits, to drive back the 
Milk. 3

F there is a Tumour and Inflammation of the Breafts on the 

firft Days from the ftagnating Milk ; inwardly, Diaphoretics 
will be proper ; outwardly, Refolvents may be ufed, chiefly 
Brandy or Rum applied hot with Linen Cloths ; or the Common 
Plafter with Sperma Cet and Camphire, and the Milk fhould be 
drawn by a Nurfe or a Puppy. 7 

If the Milk ftagnates without Heat, the Parts fhould be 
bathed with warm red Wine, camphorated Spirit of Wine ;

H OUG H the Miliary Fever has been already treated of, 

it will not be improper to add a few Remarks from Ha- 
milton and Hoffman, it being a frequent Difeafe of Child- bed 
Women injudicioufly managed. 

The fmalt Puftulesare at firft filled with a limpid Serum, which 
afterwards turn yellow, or of the Colour of Pearl. ‘There are two 
Kinds, the fimple and the compound. [It is fimple, when the 
Puftules appear alone ; compound, when there are little red 
Pimples interfperfed, called a Rath. 

This Fever is frequently attended’ with Colic Pains, or Ne- 
phritic, Rheumatic, Pleuritic, or Labour Pains ; with an Op- 


preffion of the Breatt, finking of the Spirits, Wakefulnefs, a Hur~ 
ty in the Head, and a quick low Pulfe. A Want of Breath, and- 


an Oppreffion of the Breaft, are infeparable and eflential Sy mp-~ 
toms of this Fever. 

The Eruptions are generally feen on the Breaft, Neck, and 
between the Fingers ; fometimes over the whole Body. ‘The 
Puftules commonly appear on the tenth and eleventh Day from 
the Beginning, and decline on the eighteenth ; but if the mor- 
bific Matter is very abundant, not till the twenty firft or twenty- 
fecond Day. 

A Diarrhea is dangerous, for it not only prevents the Erup- 
tions, but the Flux of the Zochig. Difficulty of Breathing, with 
Lofs of Speech, and Tremblings of the Tongue ; ; particularly 
if attended with a nervous Dy/puea, are threatning Symp- 
toms. 

Yo cure this Diforder, give the teftaceous Powders, which 
keep up a moderate Warmth, abforb the Acidity of the Blood,

the whole Courfe. |

Hoffman obferves, that the Miliary Fever of Child-bed Wo=- 
men may be prevented, if they, during their Pregnancy, are re- 
gular in their Diet, ufe moderate Exercife, now and then take 
a gentle Laxative of Manna, or Rhubarb, or Cream of Tartar, 
not forgetting Bleeding in the Arm in the firft Months, arid a- 
voiding cold fharp Air. When the Labour is coming on, it is 
not to be haften’d with forcing Medicines, which inflame the 
Blood and Humours, or put them into an unnatural Commo- 
tion. The fecond Day after the Birth, Care fhould be taken 
that the natural Excretions proceed regularly ; and ftrengthening 
Balfamic Pills fhould be given every other Day, and if the Pulfe 
is quick, a little nitrous Powder fhould be added.. Likewife 
Antifpafmodic Broths; and fuch Things as diflolve the Grumous 
' Blood, particularly Sperma Ceti, Oil of Sweet Almonds, Camo- 
mile Tea, and Diaphoretic Powders, with Syrup of Lemon or 
Orange Juice:

-NFANTS newly born, from a Retention of the Mecontum, 
and other fordid Matter in the Prime Vie, are fubject to 
Gripings or Pains in the Belly, which produce conftant Crying, 
Hiccuping, the Jaundice, Wakefulnefs, Reftleffnefs, Startings, 
Frights, Convulfions and Epilepfies 3 which, unlefs timely pre- 
vented, are fatal. 
To carry this off, Infants fhould fuck the firft Milk of 
their Mother, if they give Suck ; otherwife they fhould faft ten 
or twelve Hours, or take the following Mixture, which will 
foften it. .

ANT of Sleep proceeds from the Gripes, or Coftivenefs, 
and Wind and Pain, occafion’d thereby ; we judge of 
the Health of Children by their fleeping quietly, and of their 
Ilnefs by their Watching, Crying, and Screaming. Watching 
may proceed from the Milk being corrupted in the Stomach, or 
from Coftivenefs, or from Wind, 
In this Diforder the Body fhould be always kept open, firft by 
a Clyfter, and then a Purge as above ; and the Abforbents are to 
be given, and Carminatiyes, particularly Powder of Anifeed ; 
and the Belly is to be anointed with carminative Oil, Soon after 
the Purge, give two Drams of Oil of Almonds. If Convulfions 
are apprehended, fee the Eplep/y. The Nurfes fhould avoid acid 
and flatulent Things, and catching Cold. Opzates, Dia/cordium, 
‘ j and’ 
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and Theriaca muft never be ufed, unlefs in Cafes of extreme Ne- 
cefity. HEIsT. 

If Wind and Gripes are the Caufe of watching, unlefs they are 
very grievous, a Purgative ought to be given. Thus,

‘but then they are very dangerous, and commonly put a Period to 
the Infant’s Life. | 
Boerhaave fays, if the Aphthe are of a pear! Colour, pellucid, 
white, few in Number, fuperficial, foft, and fall off eafily, apt 
to return in Part, they are of thebeft Sort; but if they are white 
or opake, like Bacon, yellow, brown, black, thick, denfe, run- 
ning together, hard, tenacious, conftantly reftor’d, corrofive, 
they are bad.

This Difeafe often attacks ADULTs in acute Difeafes, and In- 
flammation of the Vifcera. Boerhaave obferves they are mot 
common among the northern People, that inhabit low marfhy 
Places, and often attend a continual putrid Fever, or an Inter- 
mittent becoming continual; and that they are ufher’d in with 
a Diarrhea, or a Dyfentery 5 a Naufea, Vomiting, Lofs of Ap- 

petite,

petite, great Anxiety about the Precordia often returning; fome 
great Evacuation of the Fluids, a Stupor and Dulnefs, Sleepinefs, 
a perpetual Complaint of Weight about the Stomach. 

- To cure this Diftemper, hot, diluting, refolvent, and deter- 
gent Medicines muft be given, that the Cruft may be difpofed to 
tall off eafily. , 

Fluxham advifes, when the Aphthe fupervene in Fevers, to ufe 
Gargles frequently of Emollients and Detergents, made with 
Figs, Hydromel, Decoétion of Turneps, &c. To give Rhubarb 
inwardly, chiefly if the Patient is griped and loofe, adding an 
aromatic Aftringent with Abforbents. After every Gargle, the 
Patient is to hold in his Mouth a little while, and then fwallow 
flowly, a Mucilage of the Seeds of P/yll. and Cydonior, mixt with 
Syrup of Mulberries, or Blackberries. .his foments and heals 
the {mall Ulcers. 

Boerbaave recommends the exprefs’d Juice of Turneps, the 
very Outfide being firit taken off with a Grater. ‘The Juice 
muft be boiled and feum’d. To Zxvi. of which add Vitell, Ovs- 
rum. N°, ij. Syr. Violar. xiv. half an Ounce of this is to be 
taken every half Flour.

HERE is often an Excoriation of the Parts near the Px- 

denda, chiefly of the Groin and Scrotum; in the Wrinkles 
of the Neck, under the Arms, and in other Places, proceeding. 
from the Acrimony of the Urine and Sweat. From this proceeds 
itching Pains, Crying, Watching, and Reftleflnefs. 
.. To remédy this, the Parts affected may be wafhed often with 
warm Water, and f{prinkled with drying Powders, fuch as Chalk, 
burnt Hartfhorn; but efpecially Tutty, Lap. Calim. and Cerufs, 
which may be tied clofely in a Rag, and the Powder fhook out 
on the diforder’d Places. 

If the Parts affected are more fore, and tend to a real Ulcera- 
tion, it will be proper to add a little Sacchar, Saturn. to the Pow- 
ders, or anoint the Place with Unguent. 4lb. Camphor, Like- 
wife a little white Vitriol diflolved in Spring Water, and daub’d 
upon the Part, will dry and heal it very powerfully. Heist.

HE Noftrils of Infants are often plug’d up with a grofs 
Mucus, infomuch that they can fcarce breathe, or fuck, 

or fwallow ; which renders them very unquiet and uneafy. To 
cure it, after a fuitable Purge, diffolve two or three Grains of 
white Vitriol in half an Ounce of Marjoram Water ; then filtre 
it, and apply it now and then to the Noftrils with a Linen Rag.

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Of the Scabby Eruptions, and Crufty Lattea, 


HE. Heads of Children are often troubled with chores or 

fcabby Eruptions ; and if the Face is affected with them 
they are called Crujia Ladtea. ‘Thefe are expelled by the Be- 
nefit of Nature; and before the Eruption, the Infant is often 
troubled with epileptic Fits from the Irritation of the morbific 
Matter. 

If the Humours firike in, either fpontaneoufly or by impro- 
per Applications: Or if the Exanthemata are of a blackith Co- 
lour they are very dangerous ; and the Infant generally falls into 
an Afthma or a fatal Epilepfy. 

In the Cure, Externals, and efpecially fuch as are repellent, 
fhould be avoided ; and Things fhould be given inwardly which 
correct and temperate the Blood, and expel the noxious Matter 
by a Diaphorefis. After the Prime Vie are purged, both the 
Nurfe and Child fhould take Mlexipharmacs in the Morning, and 
the teffaceous Powders with Calx Antimon. Amber and Cinnabar 
inthe Afternoon. HEIstT. 

Harris for Infants thinks the teflaceous Powders in/far omnium, 
and prefcribes them thus,

Nfants, from Cold, a bad Conftitution of the Air, are often 

afflicted with thefe Diforders; in which the Serum of the 
Fauces, Bronchia, and Afpera Arteria is render’d acrid or thick, 
and excite thefe Symptoms ; to which fometimes are added a Co- 
ryza and a Febricula. 

As this generally proceeds from a fupprefied Perfpiration, in 
the Cure redundant Matter muft be expelled by Stool ; and then 
the Perfpiration muft be reftored by Diaphoretics, and the fharp 
and thick Lympha muft be corrected. 

After the Nurfe and Child have taken a fuitable Purge [give 
the Child from gr. vi to 9fs of Rhubarb ima little folutive Syrup 
of Rofes] prefcribe an Infufion of the pectoral Species made like 
Tea, often in a Day. As alfo frefh Sperma Ceti, with Abfor- 
bents, or Pulvis Marchion. or Ocul. Caner, frid. Florent. and Su- 
gar-Candy, which may be given in a pectoral Julep or Syrup. 
In very bad Cafes, five Drops of Spir. Sal. Armoniac. exhibited 
pretty often has a very good Effect. When the Child is almoft 
choaked, a quarter of a Grain of "Tartar Emetic, taken asa 
Vomit, will fnatch it from the Jaws of Death. Afcer which 
Clyfters are proper. A Powder of Anife Seed, Florentine Orris, 
and Sugar Candy, with a little Sperma Ceti is allo good in thefe 
Cafes. Heist. 

When a Child has got a troublefome Cough, give the teftace- 
ous Powders more fparingly ; but exhibit a moderate Spoonful 
of the following Julep pretty often :

HE Diarrhea of Infants is not to be ftop’d, either with 

Ajiringents or Narcotics: For Aftringents turn the Flux of 
fharp Humours towards the noble Parts, and endanger the Life 
of the Child ; and though Narcotics appeafe the Ferocity of the 
turgefcent Humours for a Time, yet they afterwards break out 
with greater Force: Befides, Opzates are too powerful for the 
tender Conftitution of Infants, and muft not be given at all, or 
with the utmoft Caution; in flight Cafes Diafcordium may be 
ventur’d upon to five or fix Grains; but if there is a Fever it 
cannot be given without Danger. ) 

Therefore the beft way is to give Chalk, Coral, Pearls, and 

the like, of which about half a Scrupte is a Dofe, which will 
abate the Orgafm of the Humours, without kindling any new 
Heat ; after which the Cure may be compleated with Rhubarb, 
from fix Grains to 9fs. in folutive Syrup of Rofes. Harris. 
- In dangerous Cafes, a few Grains of the Cort. Eleuther may 
be added ; or a Dram of the Extract of Cart. Peruv. may be 
diffolved in half an Ounce of Mint or Cinnamon Water, and 
given from 1 to g Drops every three or four Hours ; externally, 
the Abdomen may be anointed with exprefs’d Oil of Nutmegs,) 
impregnated with carminative and ftomachic Oils. The Nurfe 
fhould fhun the cold Air, abftain from drinking too much, and 
ufe a temperate Diet. HEIsT. 

With Regard to Vomirinc, if there is great Plenty of fe- 
rous and noxious Humours in the Stomach, infomuch that the 
Stomach can retain nothing, if the Child is a Year or two old, 
he may fafely take fome Grains of Ipecacuania { Harris fays xv, 
but furely a third Part of that Quantity, nay, three Grains muft 
be fufficient] for this does not require the Swallowing fo much 
Liquor after it as fome others, and yet clears the Stomach of 
Crudities, Vifcidities, and other bad Humours.

give ofs.. of fome Neutral Salt, fuch as Tartar Vitriolate, Area 
num duplicatum, and the like ; or the fame Quantity of the Seeds 
[ Ray fays the Flowers] of the AZujcus clavellatus, Lycopodium or 
Club-Mofs, in Parfley Water, it being diuretic and antifpafmo- 
dic: ‘The Pubes may likewife be anointed with Oil of Juniper, 
mixed with Oil of Amber and Anife-Seed: And then a Cata- 
plafm of roafted Onions may be laid on hot. Thefe ‘Things are 
likewife good when there are fmall Stones, which they expel: But 
if thefe fail, and the Symptoms are urgent, a Catheter muft be 
introduced into the Bladder, which is much eafier in Girls than 
Boys.

HESE Difeafes generally arife from a vifcid Serum, or 

| Chyle congefted in the Mefentery, and which obftructs 

its Glands; infomuch that the Blood is defrauded of its due 

Nourifhment, becaufe the natural Pafflage of the Chyle is im- 

peded. Hence the Belly fwells and grows hard, and the reft of 
the Body is confumed as it were with a Tabes. 

In the Cure, the Crudities of the Prima Vie muft be evacuated 
by gentle Laxatives, now and then repeated, to which two 
Grains of Mercurius Dulcis muft always be added. Infants may 
take a few Grains of Powder of Jalaps with Tartar Vitriolates 
or Mercurius Dulcis. Older Children may venture upon the 
purging Salts. The following is accounted a Specific.

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Other Quart is to be put to the Rhubarb, and afterwards an- 
other ; and then the Strength of the Rhubarb, and the Difeafe, 
will vanifh together.

ed in,

Of dificult Breeding the Teeth. 


A Mong all the Diforders which afli@ Children, there are 
none generate fuch grievous Symptoms as difficult Denti- 
tion. About five or fix Months after Birth, the Teeth generally 
begin to make their Appearance ; firft the Encifores or fore Teeth ; 
next the Canini or Dog Teeth, and laftly the Afolares, or Grind- 
ers, About,the feventh Year there comes a new Set; and at 
twenty-one the two imner Grinders, called Dentes Sapientia, the 
Teeth of Wifdom. 

At the Time of cutting their Teeth, they flaver very much, 
and have a Diarrhea, which is no bad Sign ; but when it is dif 
ficult, efpecially when the Canine Teeth begin to be in Motion, 
and to make their Way out through the Gums ; the Child has 
Startings in his Sleep, Tumours of the Gums, Gripes, Inquie- 
tude, Watchings, a Loofenefs or Coftivenefs, greenifh Stools, the 
Thrufh, Fevers, difficult Breathing, fuffocating Catarrhs, Con- 
vulfions, Epilepfies,. which often end in Death. 

Thefe Symptoms are produced, becaufe the Nerves of the 
Stomach and Inteftines proceed from a Coalition of the interco= 
fial and eighth Pair, which have a Communication with the fifth ; 
a Branch of which is carry’d to the Teeth and Jaws. Hence a 
Spafm of the Genus Nervofum, which forbids fharp Purges and 
Mercurials. oh 

It {hows Dentition is like to be bad, if the Child is perpetu- 
ally crying, thrufts his Fingers into his Mouth, and bites the 
Nurfe’s Niples ; if unequal Tubercles are perceived in the Gums, 
both by the Sight and Touch, where the Teeth are expected to 
appear: If there is a Heat in the Mouth and the whole Body: If 
they ftart without a Caufe, efpecially in Sleep. Thefe do not 
come on without great Slavering, and fometimes a Diarrhea, as 
wes mentioned above, 

Harris obferves, that when an Inflammation appears, the 
Phyfician will labour in vain, if. the Cure is not begun with ap- 
plying a Leech under cach Ear. When the Swelling of the Gums 
| fhows. 
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fhows it is Time to cut it, to make Way for the Tooth, he 
would have it done with a Penknife, not with a fine Lancet, left 
the Wound fhould heal, and form a Cicatrix. The Food he di- 
reéts to be no more than lukewarm. | 

Heifter internally advifes aqueous Mixtures, temperating 
Powders ;_ externally, Oil of fweet Almonds, with Syrup of 
Violets, or Syrup of wild Poppies, lightly acidulated with Spirit 
of Vitriol, wherewith often to rub the Gums ; as alfo with the 
Coral or other fmooth Thing, which will have the fame Effect. 
Some reckon the frefh Blood of a Cock’s Comb a Specific for 
this Purpofe. 

Morgan affirms in this Cafe, it will be beft to abate the Effer- 
vefcence of the Blood with Diluters; to appeafe the Pain with 
gentle Opiates ; to open the Body with Purges and Clyfters ; to 
draw off the fermented Serum by Blifters; to promote the Cut- 
ting of the Tecth by cooling, relaxing, and opening the Gums ; 
for this Purpofe Diacodium is good ; or a ftrong Decoétion of 
Marfh-mallows and Poppy-Heads, in thick Milk, Cream, or 
Neats-foot Oil: Thefe take off the Heat, and affuage the Pain. 

Some are of Opinion, that almoft every Symptom that arifes 
in breeding Teeth, requires one and the fame Method of Cure ; 
that is, Medicines which abforb and contemperate the Acid, and 
afterwards gentle Cathartics. 

Sydenbam obferves, that Pains in Dentition often produce Fe- 
vers, for which he could find no Remedy fo effectual, as two, 
three, or four Drops of Spirit of Hartfhorn in a Spoonful of Sim- 
ple- Water, or other convenient Vehicle, given every four Hours: 


The Number of Dofes may be four, five or fix. 
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Of the EPILEPSy, 


TL HE Epilepfy in Children juft born, generally proceeds from 
the Meconium not fufficiently purged away ; after this 
from corrupted Milk and an Acid, or from difficult Dentition, 
or from Worms, or the Approach of the Small-Pox. 
Sydenham fays, if the Epilepfy happens in the firf{ Month, 
from a Loofenefs, you muft give the Quantity of a Pepper-corn 
ef Diacodium in the Mother’s Milk, and it will have a very 
good Effect. But it fometimes comes on in the Time of Den- 
tition from the feventh to the tenth Month, and is attended 
with a Cough, or what is worfe, with Vomiting, a Diarrhoea, 
and greenifh Stools ; fometimes the Fit attacks the Child una- 
wares, the Mouth is drawn awry, the Eyes are difterted, and 
the 
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the Face is black, attended with Convulfions ; fometimes again 
they are forefeen by the Child’s clenching his Fift, and by an 
ufual fixt Immobility of the Orbit of the Eye. The Fits return 
fometimes quicker and fometimes flower, now and then obferv- 
ing a certain Period: But as Death approaches they come faft, 
one on the Back of another. When they afford a Truce, the 
Child is fleepy till another Fit comes on. 

In the Cure, he advifes a Blifter to be laid to the Neck imme- 
diately, and then a Drop or two of the Thebaic Tin@ure in an 
epileptic Vehicle ; and if the Fit does not go off, an Antiepileptic 
muft be given every Hour, if the firft Prefcription has not per- 
formed a Cure. [But as the Epileptics mentioned by Sydenham 
are now in Difufe, and as the Puluis de Gutteta is alfo expunged, 
from the prefent Difpenfatory, I fhall give that of the Edinburgh ; 
about fix Grains of which, in this Cafe, isa Dofe; | ) .

In the Intervals he would have the Child lofe a 
little Blood the common Way, or with Leeches behind the 
Ears, or applied to the Arms. After which he would have the 
Abforbents mixt with Purgatives, that is, Crabs Eyes mixt with 
Cream of Tartar, whereof a Scruple is a Dofe, in Pennyroyal- 
Water. 

As for Bliffers, he by no-Means approves of their Ufe, unlefs 
the Child be comatous ; and even then they have fuch an Effect 
on the Urinary Parts, he can fcarce believe them fafe. If this 
Dofe does not operate, he recommends a Clyfter of fugar’d Milk, 
[the Quantity of which fhould be,about Ziij.] In more grievous 
Cafes, he advifes the Powder of Earth-Worms, which is as 
follows.

Etmuller, among other Things, recommends a Grain or lefs of 
the Sulphur of Antimony, extracted from the Scoriz of the Regu- 
dus, which may caufe the Child to vomit, but thena gentle Sleep 
will fucceed, which will terminate the Difeafe. 
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Of th JAUNDICE. 
SYz VIUS obferves, that many Children are afifted with 


this Diftemper foon after they are born, and that fome are 
even born with it. It is his Opinion that this Difeafe may often 
arife without any Obftruction of the Biliary Dué. 


“ Thefe Kinds of Diforders are improperly called Vertigoes, for 
there is no feeming Rotation of Objeéts, but a Failare of the “pirits, 
and a oit of Cioudinefs of the Brain. At firft there is an uneafy 
Senfation from the Rarefaction of Wind in the Stomach, which being 
propagated to the brain by the Nerves, the Spirits fail more or lefs, 
and the Patient is ready to falldown. When the Wind burits from 
the Stomach with a Sort of an Explofion, then the Motion of the Spi- 
ris become regular again, and the Fit ceafes.

H EN Children begin to ufe crude Aliment, Summer - 
: Fruits, Flefh, Cheefe, and other Things of the like 
Kind, they are troubled with the Worms, The Caufe of this — 
Diforder are the Eges of Infects, which either float in the Air, 
ér live on the Earth, which being cafually fwallowed, are not 
digeftible by their tender Stomachs. 7 

For thefe, the inteftinl, or gaffric Pituit afford a Neft, in 
which they refide, are nourifhed, breed, and incréeafe in Bulk. 
Hence they are not fo common in Adults, unlefs in the dull and 
fluggifh, and in the leucophlegmatic. 

Worms are of three Sorts, the round, broad, and Afcarides. 
Thefe by their Irritation create Naufeas, Vomitings, Loofe- 
nefles, Faintings ; flender, deficient, intermitting Pulles ; itching 
of the Nofe, and epileptic Fits. By the Confumption of the

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_ Chyle, they produce Hunger, Palenefs, Weaknefs, Coftivenefsig 
whence a Tumour of the Abdomen, Eruétations, and rumbling 
of the Inteitines. They often eat through, or perforate the In- 
teliines, whence this Dileafe proves fo often fatal. Bokr. 

A Child may be known to have the Worms from his Age, 
cold Temperament, Palenefs of the Countenance, livid Eye-lids, 
hollow Eyes, itching of the Nofe, Voracity, Startings and grind- 
ing the ‘Teeth in Sleep ; and more efpecialy by a fingular ftink- 
tng Breath. But when they are voided by the Mouth or Anus, 
there remains no Manner of Doubt. Hetsr. 

The Cure is to be performed chiefly by deftroying their Neft, 
which is to be performed by alkalous Sults ; Gums which purge 
Phlegm, Mercurials, Antimonials, and bitter Aromatics.

Hildren are feldom attacked with Rickets before they are 
nine Months, and after they are two Years old ; but it 
frequently happens in the intermediate Space between thefe two 
Periods. It may proceed originally from the Diforders of the 
Parents, and may be increafed by thofe of the Nurfe. 
It is likewife promoted by feeding the Child with aqueous and 


- mucous Subftances, crude Summer-Fruits, Fifh ; by unleavened 


farinaceous Aliment, and too great a Quantity of {weet Things 5 
by an intermittent autumnal Ague, or other chronic or acute 
Diforders. By a ftriking in of the Jtch or Herpes, by the Sup- — 
preffion or injudicious Cure of Ulcers, by being enervated with 
Baths, Fomentations, Ointments, or moift Vapours ; by continu- 
al Reft in a perforated Chair, with his Coats up. 

This Diforder is known, in thofe who cannot walk, from the 
Age, from the Caufes preceding 5 from his Brothers or Sifters 
having the fame Difeafe ; fiom a flaccid Tumour of the Head and 
Face, from a flabby loofe skin ; from a Swelling of the Abdomen ; 


- from a falling away of the reft of the Parts, elpecially of the 


Mutcles ; from Protuberances of the Epiphy/es of the Joints, fuch— 
as the Wrifts, Ancles, Knees, Elbows, &c. From the Mag- 
ni'ude of the jugular Veins and Arteries, while the reft decreafe. 
f The Legs grow crooked. ] 

In thofe that have begun to walk, befides the former Signs, 
there is a Slownefs, Debility, and Tottering in his Motion, 
which fcon proceeds to a conftant Defire of fitting, which after- 

. T4 wards 


\ 
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wards changes to lying down; infomuch that nothing at laftis - 
moveable, but the Neck and Head. Add to thefe an early Wit, 
an Underftanding which exceeds his Age, while the Appetite 
and Digeftion continue unhurt. . 

As he grows older, his Head is enlarged, with ample Sutures, 
his Thorax is compreffed on the Sides, and his Sternum rifes up 
fharp, while the Extremities of the Ribs are knotty. The /- 
domen is protuberant, and the Teeth black and carious. Thefe 
Diforders fenfibly increafing, are-the Caufe ever after, of perni- 
cious Difeafes of the fame Kind; principally a Spina Ventofa, 
and a Caries of the Bones. 

In the mean while a flow feverifh Diforder preys upon the 
whole Body, till the Time of Death; and then all the Fibres, 
Veflels, and Vifcera appear to be foft, flaccid, and the Fluids 
diffolved and mucous. 

Hence the proximate Caufe appears to be an inadtive, vapid, 
lurking Cacochymia, fometimes mixed with a venereal Taint, and 
a lax Fabric of the folid Parts. 

The Cue isto to be attempted with light, nourifhing, dry, Ali- 
ment, not fat, but feafoned, and taken often: With little found 
Drink, fuch as Beer, not ftale, but well boiled and fine: With a 
dry, warm Air, and dry, warm woolen Clothing: With lying 
upon a Matrafs ftuffed with aromatic, ftrengthening, drying Herbs, 
in an upper Part of the Houfe, on a Machine made of Wood: 
With being carried about in the Arms, and often fhook, fwung 
and put in Motion: With being drawn in a Vehicle over the 
Stones; with repeated Frigtions, with warm, dry Flannel, 
{prinkled with Aromatics 5 efpecially the Abdomen, and Spine of 
the Back: With prudently repeated Blifters, with ftrengthening 
Purges, for feveral Days fucceffively. As alfo by the continued 
Ufe of flrengthening, drying, antifcorbutic Remedies, and fuch 
as raife the Spirits. 

Particularly for Food, the Bread fhould be Bifcuit, with a 
little Saffron and Spices. The Fleth fhould be Pigeons, Pullets, 
Veal, Rabbets, Mutton, gently roafted, minced, and mixt with 
Bifcuit, Salt, a little Parfley, Thyme, Nutmeg, or the like. 

Likewife Rice, Millet, Pearl Barley, boiled with Raifins 3 
to which ‘add a little Wine and Spice. The Drink may be 
generous French red Wine, of which give an Ounce three 
or four Times a Day. . As alfo Brunfwick Mum, and Eng- 
kif) Beer, which in the Summer may be mixt with Spaw-Water. 
The Pillow and Bed may be filled with Barley-Chaff, mixt with 
the Leaves, and dry’d in the Shade, of male Fern. tpiij. Marjo-

After this has been repeated three or four Times, allowing a Day 
between each Dofe, Then give Zthiops twice a Day throughout 
the whole Procefs of the Cure. To this muft be joined cold 
Bathing, without which no compleat Cure can be made. 

[I have known this to be very effe€tual, but then the Child 
was put to fweat between Blankets every Day, as foon as the 
Bathing was performed. ] | 


Before I take my leave of Children’s Difeafes, it will be proper 
to obferve, that Dr. Cadogan, in his Treatife of Nurfing, recom- 
mends the Magnefia Alba, inftead of the common abforbent Pow- 
ders, becaufe they are apt to lodge in the Body, bring on a Cof- 
tivenefs, and require a little AZanna to carry them off. 

The Magnefia Alba is a white infipid Powder, which is ob- 
tained from the Lixivium, which remains after the Cryftallila- 
tion of Salt-Petre, It may be precipitated with a Lye of Pot- 
afhes, or Oil of Tartar per Deliquium. If a Dram or two of 
this be given to Adults, it will promote five or fix Stqols, unlefs 
the Prime Vie abound with vifcid Phlegm ; for this prevents its 
being turned into a /timulating neutral Salt, as it would be, if
